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NOTIPIOATIOK. 

No. 822S.R.—The 2nd April 1917.—In exercise of the powei-s contened 
by section 5 o£ the Opium Act, 1878 (I of 1878), nrid with the previous 
sanction of the Governor-General iu Council, the Governor in Council is 
pleased to direct that the following amendments shall be made in the rules 
published under Notification No. 1225S.R.. dated the 21st het»ruarv 1898, 
as subsequently amended, namely :— 

I.—After rule 2(5) insert the following :— 

“(8)(a). •• E.Kcise Opium" means opium issued fi-oiii a Govert\im*nt 
t reasujy or dep6t.’' 

11 ,—For rules 18 to 20 inclusive .substitute the following :— 

18. Unless the Local Government otherwise specially direct, licenses 
for the sale of excise opium shall be. granted for one year, from the 1st 
Apiil to the 31st March, subject to the following provisions.— 

{a) If any license be gra<ited during tlie i:our.se of the financial yea r 
it shall be granted only up to toe 31st March !iext following. 

(6) Temporary licenses may be granted to providt' for the supply (»l 
excise opium on tempurarv and special oc^casions, c.g., fairs, and 
sliall be limited to the period during which such temp\)rar,v or 
special occasions last. 

17. Such number of shops for the .sale of excise opium as tin* (^oTumis- 
sioner ma\' from timi‘ to time (lefermine shall be allowed in each district, 
and the e.vcJusive right of selling excise ojnum at one or more of such shojKS 
a.s the Oommissionei niay direct shall be sold l>y public auction or .Hetth'*! 
in such other mode as the OommiKsioner may from tiuu'. to time prescribe, 
by or under the orders of the Collector before the commencement (d each 
ofiicial ,vear. Such .sale or settlement shall not however be deeiiual to be 
complete until it has been confirmed by the Commissioner ; 

Provided that the Local Government may prescribe measures for ascer¬ 
taining local public opinion as to tile number aiul location of shops in any 
local area. 

18. 'riie fees for licenses mentionefl in rule 18 shall be paid as follows:— 

(o) Two montbs" fee in advance and one month’s fee on the day on 
which the currency of the license begins, ami one month's 
h>e on the first of ever.y suc<‘eeding nifuith until the total 
fee <lue for tin* license has Ijccn realized. 

ih) The fee for temporary licenses for the sale of excise o))ium at fairs 
shal’ ne fixed by auction and shall be paid in ativance. 

19. All payments of license fees shall be paid by tin* licensees into the 
local ti'casuries either by direct pa.yment or b,v postal nioney-^)rder without 
the intervention of e.xci.se officers. 

20. No tiansfer or sub-lease (wlnUher t*ntire or jiariial) of a license 
shall be made, excei>t with the previous petmission of tin* Collector and the 
approval of the Commissioner. The Collector shall not allow such transfer 
or sub-lease, unless good and .sufficient reason be shown to his satisfaction, 
am) unless the transferee or sub-ies.S(H^ is. in his oj>inion, fit and ((ualifled to 
hold such licetise. 

20A. Gn the death of a liceu.see the Collecbjr may renew the license on 
the Hiime terms in hrvrmr of a representative of the deceased, if lie be sati.s- 
fied that such representative is lit to hold it, and on the condition that any 
a nears due from the decea.sed licensee are recovered b(‘forc the license is so 
renewed. In such case no fresh deposit in ad<lition to the deposit required 
by rule 18 neerl be called for. 

'JOB. it) The Collector may cancel or susjiend any license for the s;ile of 
e.xcise ojnum—. 

(m if it is transferred or sub-let b,v the holder thereof without the 
jiermission of the Collector and the approval of the Commis¬ 
sioner ; or 

(6) if any duty or fee payable by the holder thereof be not duly 
paid ; or 
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(c) in the event of any breach by the holder thereof, or by any of his 

servants, oi by any one acting on his behalf witli his express 
or implied permission, of any of the terms f)r conditions 
thereof; or 

(d) if the holder thereof is convict^ of ony offence punishable under 

the Bengal Excise Act, 1909, or the Opium Act, 1873, or any 
other law for the time being in forcti relating to revenue, or of 
any cognisable and. noii-bailable offence, or of any offence 
punishable under tlie Merchandise Marks Act, 1889. or under 
any section wliicli has been intro<luced l)y .section 3 of that 
Act into the Indian Penal Ctxie; or 

ie) if the hohler tlu'reof is punished for any offence referretl to in 
clause 8 of .section 167 of the S-a Customs Act, 1878 ; or 

(X) if there be reiisi)n to believe that the license is u.st«.l as a cloak for 
illicit sales, including sales to opium smugglers. 

(2) Wlien a license is csincelled under sub-rule (J). the Collector nia^* 
cancel any other license, permit or pa.ss grunted to such per.son under the 
Opium Act, 1878. 

(3) The lioldcr of a license sliall not be entitled to any compensation ft>r 
its cancadiation or susjHjnsiou under tliis rule, or to the refund of any fee 
paifl or depf>sit made ill respect thereof. 

20C. (/) The Collector may accept from any person whose license is 

liable to be cancelled under clause (rr). clause (5) or clause {c) of rule 20 B(I) 
payment of a sum <»f money not e.Kt^ieding Rs. 2(M) in lien of sn(;h cancella¬ 
tion. 

(2) When the payment referred to in sub-rule (J) has been duly made, 
no further proceedings shall lie taken against such person in re.speet of the 
acts or omissions on account of which the liceust' is then liable to eancella- 
t ion. 

20D. Wheiuwer the Collector consider.s that any sncli license sljould be 
withdrawn for any cuuse other than tliose s[)eeili(?d in rule 20B. ho sliall 
remit a sum tMpial to the amount of the fees payable in I'esjKHU thereof for 
I,') days, and may withdraw the license either— 

(o) on the e.\piration of 1.5 days’ notice in svriting of Iris intention to 
do so, or 

(/;) f(»i'thwitl) without notice. 

‘ Iji th«' latter ease the C’ollector shall, in addition to OMnitting the sum 
as aforesaiii, piv to the licen.see such further sum (if any> by way of compen¬ 
sation as the Commissioner may direct. 

Wlicn a license is withdrawn under this rule, any fee i)aid in advance or 
<le[)osit made by the ILeensee in rc'spect thereof shall be refunded to liiiu 
after deducting the amount (if any) due to Government. 

20K. A licensed vtoidor may. unless his lictuise is liable to cancellation 
under rule 20H. surrender the same on the expiration of one month's notice 
in writing given liy him to the Ihillector of his intention to surrender it. 
and on piiyment of tlie fee payable for the license for the wliole period for 
which it would have been current l)ut for such snn-einler: 

Provideil that, if the Commissioner is satislieil that there is sullieient 
reason for surixMxdering a licen.se, he may remit to the holder thereof the 
sum so pa\able on surrender, and any fee, payable in advance or any iiortion 
of sncli sum or fee. 

JSxpf a nation. —'iMie words liciuised vendor” Jis used in tliis rule, 
include a person whoso application, tender or bid for a license lias been 
accepted by the Collecbir, although lu' may not aei.ually have received the 
license. 

20F. No person to whom Ji license has been granted tor the .sale of 
excise opium shall have any claim to tlie renewal of such license, or, save 
as piwided iti rule 20D, any claim to eompensatioii on fiie determination 
thereof. 

20G. The Collector may, after the eancellatioii or surrender of a license 
under rule 20B or rule 20K. at the risk and loss of tlie person whose license 
has been cancelled or surrendered— 

(a) take the gmnt under luanageineivt, or 

(5) transfer the unexplred portion of tlie grant to any other person. 
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20H. {J) Every licensed druggist, every permit-holder and every 

licensed kabiraj or hakim shall pay for his license or permit such fee as 
may, from time to time, be fixed witli the sanction of tlie Local Government: 
ami the fee shall be specified in the license or permit, and shall be iJayable 
at such times and places as the Local Government may direct. 

(2) Such licenses and permits shall be granted by the Collector at his 
discretion for periods of <me year at a time, provided that every license and 
permit shall expire oo 31st Mari^h next following the date on which such 
license or permit was granted. 

201. (/) A licc'iise or permit may be cancelled by the Collector for any 
cause .specified therein. 4'lie licensee or permit-hokler shall not in such case 
be entitled to the refund of any fee payable under the license or pertnit 
which he has paid in atlvance. 

(2) If any person in the employ and acting on behalf r»f the holder of a 
license or permiI wilfully does any act in breach of any of the conditions of 
the license or pei’initoj’ the provisiona of these rules, the holder of the license 
or permit shall himself be doomed to have committed such breach, unless he 
establishes that all tine and reasonable precautions were taken by him to 
prevent it. « 

(J) The (’ollector may accept from any person vvh jso license or iMumit 
is liable to be cancelleil under this rule payment of a sum of money not 
(‘xceeding Ks. 2(K.> in lieu of sttch cancellation. 

{4) When the j)ayment referred to in sub-rule (3) has been iltily made, 
no further proceedings shall be taken against such i)erson in respect of the 
acts or omissiojis on account 'of whicli tin* license is then liable to 
cancellat ion. 

20.1. Whenever the Collector t^onsiders that a license or permit should 
be withdrawn, he shall remit a sum equal to the fee for such part of the 
peritKl for which the license has been issued as is unexpired on the date of 
Ills order, and may withdraw’ the license either— , 

(o) on the expiration of 15 days’ notice in writing of his intention to 
do HO, OJ‘ 

(ft) forthw’ith without tiotice. 

In the latter case the Collector shall, in addition to remitting llu‘sum 
jiforesaid, i>ay t(* the licensee or permit-holder such further sum (if tiny) by 
w’iiy of conii>ensatit)n as the Commissioner may direct. 

20K. A Uceused druggist or a i>ermit*-holder or a licensed kabiraj or 
h'lkim may surrender his license or permit at any time by notice in writing 
given by iiiin to tlie Collector on payment of any foes for which he may 
be liable. 

III. — For rule 21 :-oihstitiite the following:— 

21. The Local Government may from time to time prescrila*— 

to) the forms in whicli licenses, permits and passes shall be gj*anted 
by the Collector; 

ih) any further restrictions or conditions consistent with the provisions 
of the 0])iuni Act, 1878, and of these rules under or on which any 
license, iJermit or pass may be grunted ; and 

ic) a form for any other proceeding under these rules for which they 
consider that a form should be j>rovided. 

IV, — For rules 27, 28 and 29 substitute tlje following: - 

27. (7) An appeal shall lie to the Commissiemer from uu order of a 

Collector under these rules, if presented to the Commissioner, or to the 
Collector for transmission to the Commissitjner, within 30 tlays from tlu* date 
of tlie order. 

(2) An appeal shall lie to the Local Government from an order of iln* 
Commissioner under these rules, if presented to the Local GovernmeTd 
within .30 days from the date of the order. Ever^ memorandum of appeal 
shall be forwarded by the appellant to the Secretary to the Government of 
lieugal in the Financial Department, who .shall— 

(*) ])rocee(l to take the orders of the Governor in Coumnl thereupon, 
and, 

(tt) communicate the same to the appellant as soon as conveiiiently 
may be after they have been passed. 
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(J) The Local Goverament may, in their discretion, receive an appeal 
direct from an order of a Collector under these rules. 

28, The Local Goyernment may revise an order passed by a Collector 
or a Commissioner under these rules, 

29. A petition of appeal from, or for revision of, an order must l>e accom¬ 
panied by the 03Pder in original, or by ati authenticated copy thereof, unless 
the omission to produce such order or copy is explained to the satisfaction of 
the appellate authority. 

V.—From the schedule annexed to rule 30 omit item “64 Morphinae 
Maconas and its preparations (liquor, etc.) ” and renumber the subsequent 
items 65-121 therein accordingly. 

No. 823S.R.—The 2'hd April 1917 .—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 5 of the Opiutn Act, 1878 (1 of 1878), read with 83ction 3 
of the Bengal, Bihar and Orissa and Assam Laws Act, 1912 (VII of 1912), 
and with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, the 
Governor in Council is pleasetl to direct that the following amendments be 
made in the rules published under Fastorn Bengal and Assam Government 
Notification No. 4729F., dated the 19th April 190/, as subsequently amended, 
in so fur as they apply to the districts of Eastern Bengal, namely :— 

I. —After rule 2(7) insert the following:— 

“ (7) (<i). “ Excise Opium ” means opium issued from a Govern¬ 

ment treasury or depOt.’’ 

II. — For rules 11 to 15 inclusive substitute the following :— 

11. Unless the Local Government otherwise specially direct, licenses 
for the sale of excise opium shall Ix^ granted for one year, from the Ist April 
to the Slst Mai-ch, subject to the following provisions:— 

(a) If any license be gntuttnl during the course of the financial year, 

it shall be granted only up to the Slst March uext following.

The following Despatch has l)een received by tlie Secretary of Stale for 
War from Lieutenant-General the Hon. J. C. Smats, K.c., Gommander-in- 
Ohief, Fa.st African. Force :— 

Oeneral Headquarters. 

Bast Africa. 

27th October, 1916. 

Sir, 

In my last despatch I described the brief but important operations 
which ended on 2l8t March in the occiipatiou of the Kiliraanjaro-Aruscha 
area. 

The strategy involved in those operations was determined for me by 
the military situation I found e.visting on my arrival in British East Africa 
in February. The oppodng armies luid massed on the Tavata and Longido 
fronts; the rainy season was exp.^cted in a few weeks, and there was no time ‘ 
or necessity for radical aUtu’atioji in th* plans on which my predece-isor had 
been working. When the operations came to an end it was necessary 
withont delay to dispose my forces most advantageously with a view to 
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tlieij- liealth and comfort duriilg tiie approc^ol^tj)^ miny .season, and it tiecarae 
necesaary to study the impol}^Ut questiou 6f 41x6 atrategy to be followed in 
the future oporationa. ‘ ,X,’ 

of forces. 

(2) Preliminary to botfi liaas^ra, hTiwever, waa tbe question reorganiza¬ 
tion of the East African forced, wbtich I deemi^ neoeasfti^y not only for the 
vigoroUiS prosecution of the cotning campaign, feat also to seenre tlui smooth 
and harinoniuH working of a most heterogo'ueous army, drawn from almost 
all continents, and speaking a babel of languages. I decided to abolish the 
two divisions formed by my predecessor and to orgjiaiise my forces into 
three divisions, two of which were to consist of the oontingembs from the 
Union of South Africa, and tlie thii*d was to include the' IrMihiti and otlier 
British forces. The Union Divisions were again so orf^anised iliat eacli 
should eventually contain a mounted and an infantry brigade, sg as to 
secure tbe nece.ssary mobility to enable ns to cope more expeditiously with 
the enemy askai'i army of fleet-footed Africans. In tlu'sc alterations, as well 
as in all otlier im]>ortant mat.ers which I have had from time to time to 
Kulunit for the samUion of the VV^ar Office, I have found the uniform and 
luompt supixirt of tlie latter, for wf^ich I cannot be sufficiently grateful, and 
to which the success achieved in this cam]>:iign was in no small imnisnre due. 
At the end of March, then, the East African Force—apart from lines of com¬ 
munication troops, under Brigadier-General W. F. S. Edwards, D.s.o., as 
I.G. C.—was organised as follows:— 

The First IHvision. under Major-General A. K Hoskins, c.M.G., D.s.O.. 
com])rised the First East African Brigade, under Brigadier-General S. H. 
Sheppaid, i>.s o., and the Second Fast African- Brigade, under Brigadier- 
General .7. A. Hanuyngtou, C.M.G., D.S.o 

The Second Division, undt'r Major-General J. L van Deventer, comprised 
tlie First South .African Mounted Brigade, jiiider Brigadier-General Munie 
Botlia, and the Third South Afric'in Infantry Brigade, under Brigadier- 
General 0. A. L. Berrauge, C.M.G. 

Tfie Third Division, under Major-Goneial Coon Brits, comprised the 
Second South .African Mounted Brigade, under Brigadier-GcnerHl B Etislin, 
and the Secuml South African Infantry Brigade, under Bi tgadier-Genor.d 
P. S. Boves. 

The Second South African Mounted Brigade arrived in May and was 
ready to take the finld in the latter half of .Tune. 

Having coinphited the above reorganisation I di.spos<*<l the infantry units 
as far as [lossible at suitable jioint.s on high and dry gnmnd at Moschi, Hiino 
and Mbuyuni, with only advance guards along the deadly inulariai line of the 
Ruwu, facing the enoniy forces in the Pai-e Mountains. 

The First Mount ai-Brigade was pushed on to the Aruscha ar<ni, which 
was reported * < bo most suitable for hor.ses, and at the end of March the 
whole brigade had arrived there. 

General plan of invasion. 

(3) Tlie most important problem for cousideiation was the strategy to be 
followed in the coming campaign As a residt of the ixivceding opemtions 
we had just barely tmtered tlie enemy territory, which stretched out before 
us in enormous extent, with no known vital point anywlicro containing no 
important cities or centres, with practically no roads, tlic only dominant 
economical features of the wliole being tlie two railway systemK. Faulty 
strategy at the beginning, a wrong line of invasion once entered upon, 
might lead to months of futile iiiarching and wasted effort. All our informa¬ 
tion credited the enemy with the two-fold intention of conducting an 
obstinate and prolonged campaign in the Pare and Usainbara Mountains, 
and thereafter retiring to fight out the last phases of the campaign in the 
Tabora area, from vvliich mucli of hi.s supplies and most of his recniits 
were drawn. Careful consideration was given to thn various ulteniativo 
lines of invasion that presented thomsolvcs. 

(4> There was, in the first place, the possibility of advancing inland 
from the coast along the existing railway lines, which had been adopted 
willi such signal success in the German South-West Africa campaign. An 
advance from T'aiigu was, however, ruled out becansi* I considered the place 
.of no importance after the Tanga mi I way had been reachetl further north. 
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Much, on tli6 otlior band, was to l>e said for an advance inland from Gar-os- 
8 alaain, tbe capture of whicli would have j^reat political and military 
importance, and would mucti facilitate the transport and supply arrange¬ 
ments for tbe campaign into the interior. It was, however, also rtiled out, 
partly because the prevalence of the S. E. monsoon at that peiiod makes 
a landing of a large force on that coast an operation of great tiidiculty and 
even danger, partly because a prolonged Cami>aign o«i the coast iinmcdiat<*ly 
after the rainy season would mean the disappearance of a very large per¬ 
centage of my army from malaria and other tropical ailments. 

(5) In tlje second place consideration was given to the question of an 
advance on Taboru by Victoria Nyanza, which we controlled, and Muanza. 
Which would have to bo wresttai from the enemy. This plan liad«>,lhe 
advantage of presenting a comparatively short line of advance, and of 
promising to strike at the main recruiting ground of the enemy forces, as 
the German askaris would he loath to remain in the field after their lioines 
and families had fallen into our hands. Its a<ioption, liowever, would 
invt)lve the transfer to a distant theatie of a large part of our forces while 
the enemy army would remain e.oncentrated and ready' to strike atour 
railway'communications with tlie coast. But my'main objection to adopt¬ 
ing it was (he consideration that to occupy' so huge a territory as Gco-inatj 
East Africa within reasonabie time a sinHiUaneous advance from ditl'erent 
points along different routes was essential Now in the Eastern I^iike and 
Uganda area we already had a force of about 2,(XK> rifles; in adtiilion tlie 
Belgians had a very' large force in th *,west in th<‘ neighbourhood of I/ike 
Kivu with which they' were prepared to invade the Ruanda and Urundi 
districts if vt'e oouhl assist them w'itli the necessary' tninsport and supply' 
arrangements vid Victoria Nyanzu. For the occupation of the western 
part.s of German Bast Africa it was therefore only nece.ssary to make these 
arrangemcmis, and thereby’ to set the Belgian and I3ritish forces simiiltaiKv 
ously in sympathetic im»tion in the Hiianda and Bukoba districts respec¬ 
tively. Tins was done, and with the best results, as will be described 
later. 

(i5) Tiiere remained, then, the tliird ami last alternative of either striking 
at the main enemy' forces iji tlie Pur(‘ and Usambara mountains along the 
Tanga railway' line, or of launching an attack against the interior and the 
Oentnd Railway from Arusehu. A movement against the enemy’ concentra¬ 
tion along the Tanga railway ha<l, howevei', several gnwe «iisadvantages. 
It was the step desired and expected by' the enemy’, as the massing ef 
alm(*st his entire figliting force in that area .showed. It would involvt' a 
prolonged and costly' camjiaign over tenain which nature and art liad 
preparo<l atlmirably for defensive purposes. And at the end of such a 
campaign the entire enemy teiTitoi-y would still remain unoccupied, as the 
operations woiihl have been conducted lengthwise all along the lairder. 
On the other hand an advance from Arusclia into tlie interior, if it was not 
to be a niei*e temporary’ rai<l but-a seeniv and permanent occupation of the 
country, had to be in such force that it could meet any' counter-attack by 
the enemy', who would in such counter-attack have the advantage of his 
two railway sy’stems and so be ])ractieaU\' moving on interior lines. .Smdi 
an advance in force, therefore, ran the risk of W'eakeniiig our forces in 
front of the em^Miiy in the Paie and Usumbura mountains and of giving him 
an opening to attuClc our vnlneiiible oomniunications both with tlie interior 
ami the coast. 

(7) 1 n sjiiie of these dilliciilties powerful arguments v.^eighed with me 
In finally' di'ciding in favour of an advance into the interior. I was informcHl 
thji.t the violence of the coming rainy' reason would be mostly' confined 
to the Kilimanjaro-Arnscha area; that further west and south the rainy' 
season was mildt'r and would not markedly' interfeix' with uiilitury’ oiiera- 
tions; and tlierefore an atlvanco into the interior would prevent tiur openi- 
tions being brought to a conijileto standstill during the rainy months of 
April and May. In addition to this the enemy had made the mistake oi 
retiring south along the Tanpi nd I way with practically' his entire fighting 
force, and the door to the interior stood wide open and unguanled. Even 
the six companies which had operated between Kilimanjaro and Meru 
mountains against General Sh'Wnrl’s advance from Eongido, and were 
expectetl by me to fall back on Aruscha and obstruct onr advance in that 
direction, joined the enemy’s main force at Kahe. A .small detachment 
at Aruscha fell Incdc liefore the advance of our mounted scouts and. 
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when tlie mounted brigade arrived at Arusclia at the end of March 
there was for the moment nothing to prevent an immediate movement 
into the heart of the enemy country. I decided to puah the whole 
of the 2nd Diviaio.i into the interior under van Deventer, and for the 
prea-'infc to keep tlio other two divisions with me in rain quarters 
facing the enemy concentration aouth oT the Ruwu. In this way it 
would be possible to occupy a valuable portiou of the enemy country 
within, the next two months; and if, as I expected, this move would 
anil must have the effect of compelling the enemy to withdraw large forces 
from the Pares and Usambaras to stem the tide of invasion into the interior 
I could, if uecess.iry, sti'erigthen van Deventer still further and yet l»ave 
sndioient troops left to make a comjtaratively easy conquest of these mountains 
against the enemy’s wt^akened defence. These anticipations were fully 
realised, as will bt^ seen from the sequel. 

Van Deventer's march to Kondoa Irangi. 

(8) By April 1st the head-quarters of the 2ud division, together with 
the 1st South African Mounted Brigade atid two batteries of artillery, liad 
reached Arnscha, while two battalions oJi the 31x1 South African Infantry 
Brig ade were on tlie way. 

On the same day General van Deventer reported that his scouts had 
engaged the enemy six miles iiortli ()f Lolklssale, an isoluteil rocky hill in 
the Masai Stepp s some 35 miles soutli-wost of .Aruscha. Further reports 
showed that this force consisted of a lietaohiueiit of the enemy wliich hail 
taken up a position covering the water springs on the hill, and tiiat no other 
water was to be found in the vicinity. 1 therefore issued instruoiious that 
the inovemuiit .southward should* be initiated by the occupation of 
Liolkis.sale. 

This Operation was carried out with great skill by. the l.st MountctI 
Brigade. On the morning of tlie 3rd April three regiments of South African 
Hor.se moved out from Arusch, and during the night of 3ril-4th April 
surrounded Lolkissale. The enemy held the mountains with considemble 
detci-mination, and lighting continued all day on the .th and 5th. but at 
daybreak on the 6th the whole force, consisting of the 28th Field Company 
anil Kaempfe’s Detachment numbering 17 wliib^s and 4U4 askaris with 
l)orters and two machine guns, snrremlered. Our horses had been without 
water since noon of the 3rd. A large quantity of sU>res, ammunition, pack 
animals, etc., fell into our liuuds, while from information obtained, from 
l)risoners atid captured docameiits it was ascertaineil that the enemy 
contemjilated icinforoiug Ufiome and Kondoa Irangi, and tliat the garrisons 
at the-ie places hud ixjceivod instructions to hold out as long as pos.sihle. 
As it was evident that the bulk of these ixjinforcemeuts must be seut from 
the troops on th ' Usambara Railway, and that .several weeks must elapse 
before they could arrive, I decided to pre.ss forward the movement south¬ 
wards of the 2nd Division as rapidly us po.ssible, and ordered General van 
Deventer to send his mounted troops to occupy Utiome, IJmbulu and Kondoa 
J rangi befoj-e the enemy could reinforce them. The remainder of tlie 2u(l 
Division to follow in support of the mounted troops. 

(9) The Ist Mounted Brigade continued its advance to Ufiome on the 
7tl), encountering the enemy’s patrols at various points of the route and 
dispersing them with loss in killed and prisoners. On the 10th the enemy 
were located holding a kopje in the vicinity of Ufiome, and on the 11th the 
Brigade advanced from the Trangire River. Tiiis moveinetit resultetl in the 
occupation of Ufiome on the 13th, ttie garrison of about 5{0 whites and 200 
askaris retiring into the mountaius leaving 30 prisouers, some wounded, and 
a large ({uantity of supplies in our baud. Tlie enemy was pur.sued for 2() 
miles south to Kisesse aud Ssalaugo, retiring in disorder. 

(10) As the horses of tlie 1st Mounted Brigade were greatly exhausted 
by tbc coutinuous marching and fighting a halt was made at S.sahiuga uutil 
the 17tb. riie 4th Bouth Africau Horse hud in the meantime been sent by 
me to Join the 2tid Division, and op its arrival was directed on Umbugwe 
with instructions to clear Umbulu of the enemy.. 

The 10th i^outh African Infantry and 28th Mountain Battery Were also 
d tailed by General van Deventer to follow lu support of the 4th Sputli 
African Horse. Unilmlu was finally occupied on llth May, about one 
uopapany of the enemy being driven out with loss. 
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The advauce sonthwird continued on the 17th, and contact was made 
with the enemy four miles north of Kondoa Inin^i on tJ)e «ame day. Fipjht- 
ing continued till noon of tlie 19th, when our troopa occui>ied Kondoa Irangi' 
with no casualties, liaviug indicted a logs on the enemy of 2(» killed, and 4 
whites Htul .*<() askaris captured. The enemy succeeded in destroying the 
wireless station and a portion of his supplies but left behind ab<mt 80 rifles 
with much nmmuuitiou, and 800 head of cattle. 

(11) General van Deventer reported after this action that his horses 
were so exhausted that he would not be able to move until remonnts arrived. 
Ho had lost hundreds of animals from lK)r8e sickness daring his advance of 
some 200 mil^s frorn Moschi in the last four weeks and his trooi)s were worn 
out with c^eoseless marching and flgbtiog. 1 therefore decided that the 2nd 
Division should concentnite at Kondoa Irangi with doUtchnientH at Ufiome 
and Umbuln, and send patrols towards the Onitral liailway, Hsitigida., 
Mkulama and Handeni. During the remainder of the nicnth an<l tln^ first 
few days of May this coiKJentration was gradnally effected. The expedition, 
conducted by van Deventer with his usual dash and rt'.sourcefnlnesss, had 
secured important results at a trifling cost. Witliiu a month of the battle, 
of Kabo we bad taken possession of the high, healthy and fertih* plate-an 
which connects Aruscha with the Central ibiilway, and hati occupied the 
<loniinant stnitegic points for any further advauce whether that was to l>e 
in the direction of the Central Railway, or westward to Tabbra, or oven 
eastward towards Hjindeni and the Eastern Usainbara. 

(12) Meanwhile, by the middle of April, the miuy sca.son had set in 
with ti>c greatest, violence in the whole area from Taveta to Kondoa Irungi. 
The tuimerous riv'ers cume down in flood and swept away ‘.dinost all our 
laboriously built bridges, the roads became impassable mud track.s, and all 
transport Itecame a physical impossibility. The mins fell steadily day 
after day, sennetimes as much as four inches in one day, and the low-l^dug 
parts of the country assumed, the appearance of lakes. Fortunately, the 
rtvilway had by this time reached Taveta, whore suflicitmt supplies could be 
dumpiHl for our resting troops. The oxtensiou of the line was energetically 
ct>ntiaiit'd to join the Kabo-Moschi rail way, although for long di.stance.s the 
tmek was practically unjrler water aiKl the attention of thousands of labourers 
was coiistautly required to prevent its disappeamnee in tlie mud. Van 
Deveuter s Division in the interior was cut off, atul managed to live for 
weeks <ni such supplies as could be collected lowilly, or could be carried by 
porters from liolkissalo for u distance of 120 miles. The strain and privation 
were, Itowcvoi’, bound tt> b ? reflected in the general state of health of the 
trooi>H. 

(1,3) Meanwhile, also, the enemy had realised the treinehdous threat 
wliich this expedition constituted against his whole scheuie of defence, and, 
thanks to the onset of the rainy season bringing General van Djsveater's 
inoveiuent to a standstill, he was able to take’meiisui-es to avert the danger 
to his rear by hurrie.Uy trausferriug a great part of his force from the 
Usambara to tlie Central Railway, moving by rjxU to Mombo, I hence by i-oad 
to Morogoro or Kilos.sa, and again by rail to Dodoma, This movement placed 
him in a position to concentrate some -l.OOO men against the 2nd Division, 
which was at the time so weakened by sickness and unavoidable detjiehments 
that it couhi barely disj)ose of 3,000 rifles in its isolated position at Kondoa 
iiRngi. The enemy, perceiving this, felt encouraged to assuiiic the ofTeusive, 
and advanced from the Central Railway in the early days of May. arriving 
on the 7tli within six miles of Kondoa Irangi, 

General van Deventer gradually witlulrew hi.s advanced posts in face of 
thia movement, keeping touch with the enemy, and finally disposed his 
force in defensivii positions on a i>erimeter of about five miles frontage round 
Kouflon. 

(14) On the 9bh tUe enemy drove in our outlying picquets south-east of 
the village, and at 7»30 P.M., began-an attack which lasted for nearly eight 
hours. This attack was pressed with determination, the enemy making 
four separate onslaught, the brunt of which fell on the 11th South African 
Infantry, supported by the 12th South African Infantry. Income places the 
enemy repeatedly charged right up to our positions. Firing flaally ceased 
at A,k. on the lOth, when the enemy withdrew, leaving three whites 

and fifty-eight dead on the grounds and five wounded as prisoners. 

There wore numerous signs, on the ground of further oasRhlties. Our own 
losses weie two o^&cerri and four other ranks killed. One officer and seven 
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other ranks wounded. From infoi’mation obtained as a result o£ the fighting 
it was found that the enemy Itad about twenty-five companies engaged, 
under the personal command of (jolonel von Lettow, the German Oommander- 
in-Cbief His force was organised as three battalions and one smaller 
detachment. One battalion commander. Von Kornatzky, was killed, and 
another. Von Book, wonnded. • ... 

(15) With this defeat, the enemy’s last hope of successful resistance to 
any large portion of our forces Was extinguished. He continued in position 
round Kondoa during the remainder of May and the greater part of June, 
keeping for the most part to the thick buslu and engaging in de.saltory 
fighting and occasional long rtinge bombardment. General van Deventer 
WHS unable to assume the offensive on any large scale on account of his 
weakness in horsefiesh, the heavy sick rate amongst his men, and the great> 
difficulties of supply over a line of communication of two hundred miles of 
quagmire ; and had therefore to content himself with minor operations and 
enterprise while leorgauisiug his forces and calling in his detachments from 
elsewhere. The 10th South African Infantry Regimeut and 28th Mountain 
Battery arrived from Umbnlu on 22nd May. I had already decided to 
strengthen the 2nd Division with two more battalions, the 7th and 8th South 
African Infantry Regiments, and additional artillery and machine guns, all 
from the Hid Division, and these Abiforoements eventually reached tlie 
Division on 23rd May and following days. 

Occupation of the Pare, Usatnbara and Pandeni Areas. 

(16) Snch was the position when, towards the end of the second week 
in May, the rains abated, the ground once more began to harden, and it 
became evident that a general movement would soon again be ixwsible. 
The direction of that movement was settled for me by the necessity of 
clearing the enemy from the Pare and (Jsambara monutains before the 
further invasion of German Bast Africa could safely proceed. The general 
conception was to move eastward along these mountains and at a point 
opposite Haudeni to swing south and march towards the Central Railway 
in a movement parallel to that of van Deventer. The concentration of tiie 
enemy forces in front of Kondoa now made the occupation of the Pares and 
Usambai-as com|)aratively easy, but the advance had to be rapidly executed 
io forestall any return movement of the enemy from Kondoa to the Handeni 
or Usambara area. Moving through the Masai l^teppe along the old caravan 
route from Kondoa to Handeni. the enemy could reach the latter plhce in 
twelve days, and in two or three days more could he on the Tanga Railway at 
Korogwe. It was therefore advisable for my advance to reach the Western 
Usambani in a fortnight ; further, if it cohld reach Handeni before the arrival 
of strong enemy reinforcements I would have a second force almost the same 
distance from the C' utial Railway as that at Kondoa, and It would be 
impossible for the enemy to make effective resistance to the simultaneous 
advance of both colnmns situated 170 miles apart. The nature of the country 
was, however, such as alrao.st to preclude alT rapidity of movement The 
Pares and Usambaras are huge blocks of mountains With fertile valleys ; the 
southern slopes are precipitou.s, and immediately below runs the Tanga 
railway, while further south dense bush extends for 15 to 20 miles to the 
Pangani, an impa.^sable river flowing almost parallel to the railway and t^e 
mountains. The enemy held tl»o mountains and the raflvhvy and had out¬ 
posts along the Pangani river. Onr advance was expected to follow the 
railway, which had been fortitiod at all convenient points for a hundred 
miles ; and the enemy li.ad therefore every reason to expect that the force 
opposing us, consisting of from 1,200 to 2,000 troops with field and naVal 
films, would render our progress sufficiently slow to enable him to send any 
necessary reinforcements. I therefore decided On the following dispositions 
for my advance. The main colnmn with nabwt df the artillery and transport 
was to proceed down the inner or left bank of the Pangani, somewhat In 
advance of another smaller colnmn following^the railway line, while a third 
small column was to start from Mbnyuni aRtl enter the North Pares from 

north side through the Ngulu Gap, joining the Centre column at Same 
Pass between the Middle and Sotith Pares. In this way, with my flanks Well 
forward In the mountains and along the PaiagRiil. atty real resistance of the 
enemy in lus well prepared positidftB in the centre along the railway would 
become hopeless. The advance commenced on Tilth May by the ipoVement 
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of Lleut.-Oolonel T. O. Fitzgeraid’s baUHiioii of the 3rd King's African Uifles 
from Mbuyani to the Ngulu Gap, and on the 22inl May Brig.-Genenii Hair- 
iiyngtoii’s brigade moved from Rawn along the railway, wliile Generals 
Sheupard’s and Beves-Jhrigades moved down the Pangani river acconipanicfi 
by Major-General Hoskins and myself. 

(17) The enemy’s first pt>sition was reported to l>e at Lambent, at which 
place the niilway takes a sharp bend in towards the mountains and the 
ground is most suitable for defensive action. 

I trusted, however, to turn this position either directly by Fitzgerald's 
column forcing its way through tiie Ngulu Gap, or indirectly-by tixe con¬ 
tinued advance of the Pangani colnmii past tlie enemy’s position. 

The turning movements proved successful, and tiie enemy evacuated the 
Lembeiii position on 24th May ; on tiie following day Haimyngton occupied 
Stime station without opposition, and on the 26tli May Pitzgerald s column 
joinetl Haunyngton’s and thereafter formed part of it. Hunnyngtou was 
ordei’cd to proceed on the 28th over Same Pass along the road which passes 
through the South Pare mountain, and thence tiirough the Gonja Gap 
between this moiintain and the XJsambara on to Mkt>miizi river. This move 
would prevent the enemy from making a stand on tiie railway along the 
South Pare innuntuiu, and would at the same time clear tiie enemy out of th<'! 
Gonja Gap. It was completely snccessfal ; on the 29th Hannyngton reached 
Gonja and two days after the Mkomazi road, bridge. 

(18^ Meanwhile the advance of the main column continued steadily 
along tlie Pangani, tiie advanced guards and mounted troops <mntiiming to 
keep toucli with the enemy’s rear-gourds, and 1 soon discmvered that it was 
ills intention to malci'bis next sttuid near Mikot.scheni, at wdiich place tiie 
Pangani river rejoins tlie railway close to the mounfains. 

On the 29th May the advanced troops ciime up against tin's position and 
drew lire from a naval 4'1 inch gun and two field guns. On the .30th May 
the 2iid KluKlesian Regiment attacked the position in front while the rest df 
General Sheppanl’s brigade made an aniuous hut successful turning move¬ 
ment liy our loft. The enemy retin^d in the night along the railway, leaving 
part of a new bridge in process of construction behind liim. Buiko station 
was occupied by us the following day. 

(19) I.caving a rear guanl oi two companies in front of* Hannyngton ut 
Mkomazi, the enemy’s main body retired along the railway to Mombo 
station, whence a trolly line proceeds to Hnnrieni, They then followed tliis 
trolley line and eiitrcnclied tbeniselve.s at Mkalaino wdiere tin's line crosses 
the Pangani river. This retirement made it clear that tlie enemy was not 
going to make a stand in (he Usambani, hut intended to retire to Handeni 
and on to the Centml Ifjiilway. T decided, therefore, to cross to tiie right 
bank of the Pangani with tlie main column and to leave tlie further clearing 
of tlie Usiimlxira district to Hannyngton. The nipitUty of our kilvance liad 
exceeded my best e.xjiectations. We liud reached the Usainliani in fen days, 
covering a distance of about 130 miles over track I e.ss country along the 
Panguui river and tlnongh the mountains. 

(20) As at this point a short pause in the operations was necessary to 
enable the German bridge over the Pangani to Ik* completed, and to give the 
railway time to catch up witli the advance, I procet*ded on .Innc 2iid via 
Mosohi to Koiidoa Irangi to visit tlie 2iid Division and to arnnigc per¬ 
sonally the plans for future eo-operation between my two widely separatcrl 
forct‘8. 

On iiiy return on .Tnne 7tJi I found tliat the German liridge over the 
Pangani liad been completed and another smaller one made close to Uniko 
railway statifin, mads had Ih'oii cut tlirougli the bush, and another 30 miles 
south iiad been covert'd by the main column along the right bank of the 


Pangani. 

(21) I had instructerl General Hannyngton with his bri^de to proceed 
down the railway line with Mombo as his objective He advanced to 
Masiiuie station on 8tii June and occupied Mointio on 9th June, meeting 
with only slight opposition and cajituring a machine-gun from the enemy. 
The enemy retued south along the railway. On the 8ame««date the main 
fbroe of tlie enemy was encountered by om* main column eutrtmehed at^ 
Mkalamo, and the Ist Ea.st African Brigiuie had a sharp action, lasting 
till nightfall. The enemy retired in tlie night, leaving numerous dead on 
the ground. 
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At Mkalamo the trolley Uae from Mombo to Handem 
the 10(b, and thereafter the advance to Handeni continued for a wn * 
dlstaneo nJong its route. The troiley Hue leaves tJie Pan#,'’*”* 

and from that point proceeds in a noutherly diiection_to Nderema, 

west of HaudeMi. Between Luchomo and Ndorema w a dry belt of 
the only water beiu^t found by di/'fftag in a dry river bedat * 

south of Luchomo. To cross this diataiice (lenoral bhoppiud was ^ . 
forward witli two battalions to press the ,enemy back until Moupiu wa.s 
reached on the L>tb., From there ho worked forward to witliin live miles or 
Handeni, where the enemy was. on 15th June found to hold a stronply 
entrenclied position. It >was therefore decided to send Beves brigade irora 
Mbagni by a more westerly route throu^fh Hitu to Ssanf>:eni on the Mssaugussi 
river, 10 miles west of Handeni, wliere good water was found on the wtU 
Juno, and on the following day the brigade was launched against the 
enemy’s southward line of retreat fiom Hamleni at l^ongwe and another 
})oint 4 miles north of Pongwe. At both places the enemy's retreating forces 
were beaten with lieavy loss and driven into the hush, a potn-potn gnu being 
snbseqnentl^’ found abandoned in the bush by the enemy. On the following 
day Handeni and Nderema were occupied liy Sliei)j)ai‘d. On the same day 
Colonel J. J. Byron’s battalion (5th 8ou|h African Infantry) vvas .sent in 
pursuit of tlie enemy to (nreupy Kangataij K miles south of Pongwe. They 
found tile enemy in a concealed entrenched position in dense bush, and in 
the tight which ensued lost heavily, but held on .staunchly until night, wlien 
tlio enemy retreated. At Kangata the main colamn fur the first time since 
leaving Kuhe came into u made road (the main road between Handeni and 
Morogoro) having marched for about 2Ub mites along routes prefiared by 
themselves, mostly by cutting througli the busii. 

('J'2) During tliese operations Oenfu-iil Hannyngton hud occupied Willnd- 
mstal unopposed on the 12th June, and advanced along Mm Tanga railway as 
fur as Korogwe on the 15th, where the wagon bridge had fortunately been 
saved by his special exertions. 

From this point he was in-structed to move along the ivomgwe-Handeni 
road and to rejoin with all speed the 1st Divi-sion, which was now nearing 
Handeni. He reaclie*! Handeni on June 20lh,‘tlie day aitor its occupation, by 
Shej)pHnl. 

(25) Tlie advance of tlie main column in pursuit of the enemy continued, 
and lie was nextf reported as holding a strong position on the Imkigura river. 

I therefore divided my force in the hope of getting round Jiis position with ti 
flying column and compelling him to staml to fight. 

Meneral Ho.skiiis with two South African infantry battalions,a composite 
b.iLtalion of Kashmir imperial Service Infantry, 25th Royal Fusiliers, iind a 
small liody of mounted scouts marched on the night of 25rd June to a jioint 
on tlie Lukiguru river, north of the bridge hold by the enemy. This force 
crossed tlie river the oex; morning, and then got astride tiie rotid liehind the 
enemy’s position, ilie remainder of the Ist Division under comiuaml of 
tieneral Sheppard advanced direct oti the enemy’s })Osition. 

At mid-day on 24th June botli coinmns engaged tlie enemy on tluxm 
sides, and after .some resistance defeated him, with a loss of 7 whites killed 


and wounded, 14 wliite prisoners. Jit) killed and many wounded and 

captured, togetliei with the capture of two niacdiiue gtins and parts of a thinl, 
one pom-pom and much ammunition. The Fusiliers iuicl Kashmins specially 
distinguislied them.selves in this action, in which only tJie dense Imsh 
enabled tlie em my force to escape from comjiletc cajiture. * 

(24/ We had now reached the eastern slopes of the Nguru block of 
mountains, and immediately in our front was tlie high KaJign mountain. 
I here was every intiication that the enemy was massing in great > fovno in 
botli mountains in front of us, as well as on onr right flank, iujd that any 
further movement would have to slow down. Our transport had reached 
Mie utmost radius of it^ capacity, and the troops had Iteen.on half rations tor 
some time. ^ hey also required rest and reorganisation. Several units were 
reduc^ to 3() per cent, of their original effectives, owing to the ravages of 
malaria, ami the difficulties of evacuating (he sick were aa. great-as those of 

forwarding supiiiies uml reinforcemeutH. 

May the troops had marcherl considerably over 200 miles in. 
llimcalt country, often having to cut tlieir way throughjaimostimpenetrabltii 
bush, and caustaiitly en^iging the enemy in his prepat'ed'i'ettt’gaard i)OHitions;i 
he march was rendered more arduous by most seriotis trausiiort and Siupplyi 
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difficultien, and, for the last 80 miles ainco leaving the Pangani, frequent 
shortoge of water for both men and animals. Besides, I deemed it necessaiw, 
in view of the ever-growing supply difficulties, to repair and restore the 
Membo-Nderema trolley line before mo,virig farther. 

Further, it was necessary for the execution of my plans that the 2nd 
Division should l>e more advanced before the combined movement against 
the enemy’s main forces on the Central Railway should begin. 

I therefore formed a lai^e standing camp on the Msiha river, some 8 
miles beyond the Lukigura, in which to rest and relit the (roops prior to the 
next phase of operations. 

Occupation of coatial area to Bagamoyo. 

(25) Tlie pause on the Msiha river enabled me also to deal with another 
mutter which was rapidly becoming urgent. I had deliberately left the east 
Usumbura area alone while pushing the enemy forces in front of me back as 
fast ai d as far as possible. The situation on my left flank towards the sea 
would either clear itself up by the retirement of the small enemy force.s in 
that area, or, if necessary, they could be dealt with at a more convenient 
lime. The railway Hue beyond Korogwb and the lower reaches of the 
Pangani river weie, therefore, for the present left unoccupied. 8te}».s were, 
however, taken to seize Tanga. On i6th June the 5th Indian Infantry, 
movijig south towards the border, occupied Mw’akijembe, which the enemy 
had held stroiigly for a long time as a base from which to raid and bomb 
the Monil)asa I’ailw’ay. The enemy force of about one company retreated 
towui-ds the coast north of Tanga. Arrangements were then made by the 
InHiHJctor-Gcneral of Communications for the landing of a force under 
Colonel C. U. Price, C.M.G., at Kwale Bay, 8 miles north of Tanga, and a 
simultaneous attack on that part by land and sea. This force, after slight 
o|>lH)sition, arrivtHl before Tjingji on the 7th July simultaneously with the 
Navy, and occupied it practically without oppo.sition. The enetny, consi.st- 
ing of two companie.s, was expected to retire towaitls Pangani, but did not 
do so, and continued to hang al>out in the vicinity, and on several occiusions 
even indulged in some sniping into the town. At the same time, the small 
force of about two companies whicli had retired before Hanuyngton from 
Korogwe along the Pangani, returned and showed signs of Aggressiveness. 
Small raiding parties kept interfering with our telegraph line, and convoys 
betwi'cn Korogwe and Handeni, and linally, early on the morning of the 
18th duly, a delermined atUick was made on the rojul bridge at Korogwe, 
which was, however, successfully beaten back. 

'2(*) Tht^ time had come to .secure my rear and left from this guerilla 
W’arfaiv. Accotxliiigly 1 ordered the Inspector-General of Communications, 
General hklwards, to make tlio following dispositions:—To send part of the 
5th Indian Infantry fixun Tanga, along the railway to Muhesa ; to semi the 
57 th Rifles from Koix>gwe along tiio railway also to Muhesa, with a small 
detachment on their left in the direction of Amani; from Muhesa the 57th 
Rifles to proceed to t he coast at Pangani. which was to l3e seized in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Navy. In the meantime another detachment under Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel C. \V'. Wilkinson, comsisting of Railway Sappers and Miners. 
Jhind Imperial Service Infantry, and other details, was to proceed from 
KorogW’e down the Pangani river to deal with'the enemy force which had 
attacke<l the bridge, and which was reported to be at Segera Hill some 
distance down the right bank of the Pangani. All these movements were 
diilv and successfully executed. At Amaui about 25 enemy whites surren¬ 
dered without opposition. Colonel Wilkinson surprised and defeated tlie 
enemv at Segera Hill at dawn on the 15th July, and captured from them a 

Hotchkiss gun in good order, with ammunition, and thereafter pursued the 

enemy south towards Hale and Kwa Mugwo (HoflEmau’s plantation). The 
.57th uftt‘r reaching the Muhesa, proceeded to Pangani, which had l)een 
previously occupied by the Navy on the 23rd July. In the meantime, as I 
thought an effort should be made to capture these enemy parties, 1 had 
directed General Hannyngtou’s brigjule to return from Lukignra to Handeni, 
and Hom there to march along the old caravan route towards Pangani, so 

Hs to intereept the letreating enemy and to claar the country of all raiding . 
parties He reached Ngambo about midway between Handeni and Pangani 
on the 21 St July, Imt found the enemy had already 8]iplH^d through, part 
proceeding to‘tlie coast at Mkxvadja. and the greater part retiring south 
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alo)]#? a track wbicli procee<ls by Rn^jusi an(i Mauga (about 40 miles south¬ 
east of Handeni), in a southerly direction towards Mandera, on the Waini 
river. Accordingly I ordered General Hanuyngton to seiid Liouteiiant- 
Oolonel W. .J, Mitchell, with a detachment of the 40th Pathans, after the 
enemy on this route, and to return with the re.st of hi.s brigade, as well as 
the .57th Rifles, to Lukigura, which was reached in time for them to take part 
in the operations through the Nguru Mountains. Colonel Mitchell, in the 
meantime, had overtaken the enemy at Manga, at the same time as a co¬ 
operating detachment of the Cape Coi'ps, sent from Kangata; the enemy was 
t)eaten and diiven south to Mandera. Sadani Bay was occupied by the Navy 
on the 1st August, and a detachment of the West India Regiment was landed 
and moved soutli and then we.stward towarrls Mar»dera to co-operate with 
Mitchell in clearing the enemy from the lower Wami river. This was 
successfully carried ’ out, and thereafter the combined force marched south¬ 
east to Bagamoyo, which luul been brilliantly occupied by the Navy on the 
15th August, with the capture of a 4T-inch naval guii in good oi'der with 
ammunition. From Bagamoyo tliis force Avas to form part of a largi^r move¬ 
ment for the investment ami capture of Dar-es-Salaam. The military opera- 
.tions on the coast and parallel to it were, subject to the 1. G. C.'s orders, 
under tbe command of Col. O. U. Pricc^ O.M.G., and wert^ ably crarrital out. 


Opprations in trpste?'n Lake area. 

(27) To gain a complete picture of the slate of Wie compaign in the 
northern parts of (xenuan East Atrica at the end of .Inne it is ilesiral)le at 
this point to consider tlui operations which were In progress in tbe west, in 
tbe neighbourhood of tlie Great Lakes 

During the months in wbicli my main <x>luinns were o})erating in t b(‘ 
Kilimanjaro, Kondoa and Usanibana areas and prossing their advance to tlie 
C\Mitral Railway, the “ Lake Detachment,” consisting of the IKSth Infantry, 
4th Bn., King’s African Rifles, Baganda Rifles, Nandi 8conl.s, and other smaH 
irregular units, had not remained inactive. 

Previfius to the inception <tf active operations in Ka.st Africa the task 
originally assigned to the detachment liad been the defence of the Uganda 
and British liast Africa frontiers on both siiles of Lakt* Victoria, ami this 
task laid been faitbfidly carried out for many long montlis. AltlHiugh no 
engagement of iin|) 0 »'tance took place, there was constant activity, and minor 
affairs of i)osts ami patrols on the 300 miles of front were of almost daily 
ocenrrenee. This necessarily entailetl a continned state of vigihuice and 
strain and demanded a high state of efiiciency on the part of all ranks. That 
this was maintained is amply shown by the success achieved whenever 
opportunity ull’cred. An instance of tliis bad occuri'cd just before my arriv'al, 
when the small post of f tie oUicer and 35 men at Maehnmlx^ bad irtterly 
tlefeatcd a raid of tlu v:nemy, causing him a loss of 3 whites and 22 blacks 
killed and 1 wb.te and 31 blacks captured. 

Apart from the minor operations of the Lake Detachment, my principal 
concern in the west was-to make the necessary arrangements to facilitate the 
advance of Major-General Torabeiu’s Belgian forces. As an advance from his 
headquarters at Kibati, north of Lake Kivu, over the barren region of active 
volcanoes and in face of strong German opposition was imju-acticable, an 
arrangement bad been eoneluded whereby part of General Tomlienr’s force 
was to move north-east to Lutobo, in oixler to advance from fliere in u south¬ 
erly direction against Kigali, the capital of tlu^ rich German province of 
Ruanda. To enable him to do so it was also agreed that tlie base for this force 
should shift to Bukakata, on Lake Victoria, 1,5b miU^s further east and tijat 
we should bo responsible for the transport and supjilv arrangements from 
this base. Owing to a variety of cau.se.s, the organisation and execution of 
these transport and supply arrangements proved a matter of considerable 
difficulty; and in consequence I sent Brigadier-General the Hon. 8ir Charles 
Crewe, K. C M. G., C. B,, of my staff, tti the I^ake area to keep in touch witli 
General Tombenr, to advise me in legard to all necessary requirements, and 
to push the arrangements on as fast as possible. All dlffienlties were even¬ 
tually overcome by General Toml>eur and my rejiresentatives, and towards 
the end of Ajiril the advanced Belgian column under Colontd Molitor arrived 
at Kainwezi, 10 miJe.s south-east of Lutoba. Thereafter I'tipid progress was 
made, and Kigali was occupied on the Gth May. The occupation of Kigali 
made tl^e position of the German forces further west on tbe Belgian border 
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untenable, arui (‘uabled General Tonibeur to push forward columns both from 
tlie north and tJie soutlj of Lake Kivu. It also became possible'for Colonel 
Molltor’s column to resume r,lie advance to tbo southern eJid of Lake Victoria, 
and on tloi 21tli .lane the Ka^cra river was reached. 

(28) Am tlie Belgian advam^e towards Lake Victoria progressed during 
April. May and June, our ti-oops further north on the Kagera line increased 
their activity against ihe enemy opposed to them, and began gradnally to 
diive him from his ad^^anced posts. Tiiis withdrawal enabled our forces to 
become more conc*entrated, and finally it was fonnU possible to release sufli- 
cieut troo))s for an operation against Ukerewe Island. This island, tin* 
largest in Ijake Victoria, lies immediately to the north of the German port of 
Mwanza, and i)ioduces much of the rice which forms the staph? diet of a large 
part of tlu? enemy's native tioops. The i.^land is within a few hours of 
Mwanza, and !'orms-a favourable base f(»r an operation against that town. 

The opc'.ration for its capture was skilfully carried out on 9tli June by 
Lt.Col. D. It. Adye. cf»mmanding (be Like Dotacbment, in couiunctiou with 
the Naval Flotilla on tlie lake under CommanderThoraley, Jt.N. The enemy 
was completely surprised, eiglit German whites, tibout (id blaeks, and two 
small held guns being caplttred 

(29) As the withdrawal of the enemy from iVie northern Kagem river and 
Karagwe di.strict became acaatJerated, it also became jxis.sible to <roncenti-;ite 
our scatt(‘ied posts in that area into ti mobile lighting force whicli c.ould a<d 
mori'eihadividy agttinst the retreating enemy. For tliis [niri>ose, Brigadier- 
Geiieial Sir Charles Crewe was Jippointefl to the I.,jiki* coinmatid in the middle 
of June. Willi his mubih' eolumii he first oeenjiied Btikoba and Karagwe 
districts, and then [troceeded south to arrangt* a combined forwartl movement 
with the Belgian lore ‘s. The advanced parties of the Belgian column hiid in 
the im'atilinte reached Namiritmbe. at the .south-west corner of Lake Victoria, 
at the end of .lime, tiie main body further west Ixdng hotly engjigecl with th*' 
German fori-es ridreating from the jiorth. Sir Charles Crewe eame to the 
sonml conclusion that the course which promised the bt^st results was a move- 
UKMit of liis inive againsl the imirorlaiit forlilied town of Mwatiza, the 
oeetiiialion of which would give us an excellent btise at the south of the Lake* 
for t III' forward movement of tlie <*.omhined British and Belgitm forc£*s to 
J'abora. .Accordiitgl\'. on I lie 9th, lOtli. and llth July, be enrbarkedhis force, 
cniisistiiig of about 1.8()b rilli'S. at Nainircmbe and Ukerewe Island, smd on the 
nighi of tlic lliii lauded tt colnmii undi'r Lieutenant-Colonel C. 1{. Burgess at 
Koiigoro Point, east of Mwan/.a. and the following day another column, under 
Lieirtena 11 i-(’oloiicl 11. B. Tow.se, further nortli at Senga Point, By tlie 
skilful disp()-<i( ion and niovi'inent of both columns—the one from the ciist, 
tlie otluM- from tlie norlli-cast—on Mwair/.a, he made it impossible for the 
enemy to witlisiaiid his advance ; and the threat to rhe enemy’s retreat from 
Btirgess’ colmiiii made the micmy evaenntc the town on the 14th JuL^^ Most 
of th<' whiles escaped down the gulf in the s s. Mwatiza and Heinrich 
Otto iuid lilt' steam ]niinace Sr/iwahrn. with some lighters and boats, 
while alioul 4(1(1 to .add as/caris escaped down the main Taboni road. 
The enemv destroyed the powerful wireless station, but left a 4 l-ineh naval 
gnu in oiir iiainis. T tie imrsnit was eoutinued next day, both by a 
force moving down the Tabora toad and by another embarked on the 
s.s. Winifred, whixdi was disembarked .some 22 miles south of Mwanza. 
Some distance south .a German whites were captured, and tlie enemy 
steamers and ligliters wi're found abandoned; mneh baggage and 
stores and ammunition, a Colt gun, and even much specie were found 
abaruioneil bv the enemy in Ids head-long flight The imrsuit was continned 
as far south as A) isungi. Opposite the southern end of Stuhlmann’s Sound. 
The M.s. Mtronr.a and the lighteis have since been salved, and are now in 
active ii.se. Cur total losses in tins operation were quite insignifleant, while 
the etiemy had hc. n skilfully ousted from one of his most important strong- 
hoids The rapidit V with wliich the enemy ubamloned his valuable Lake 
Provinci'S and Mw’aiiza was a clear indication that the eventual retreat 
would not be towards I'abora, but further east towards Dar-es-8alaam, or 
south towjirds Matienge. 


\'(tn /)ere)ifer's advance to Central Railnai/. 

(,*10) 1 now turn back to leview the main ojierations further east, and 
sbtiU'begin with van Deventer’s advance to the Central Railway. On the' 
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24 th June the l.at and 3rd Divisions'came to a halt at the foot of the Nguru 
mountains. On the same day van Deventer, with the 2nd Division, attacked 
the enemy positions ail along the line round Koudua Irangi and succeeded in 
occupying tiiein witli couipamtively smull loss. E’er some time information 
had been received to the effect that a considerable transhu'cnce of enemy 
forces from Kondoa to the Nguru front wa.s in progress, and the enemy at 
Koudoa had been displayiijig a certain nervous activity and aggressiveness 
which are often the prelude of preparations for a retirement. After the 
action of the 24th June van Deventer proceeded to collect sufficient tmnsport 
and supplies for the forward movement to the Central Railway. My orders 
to him wore to clear his r ght flank towards Ssingida, to move a small 
column, along the Saranda road towards Kilimatinde, and to move his main 
force towards Dodoma and further east on the road to Mpapua. My object 
was not only the occupation of the Central Railway, but more es^wcially the 
movement of van Deventers force to the east so as to get into closer 


co-ojHJintion with the force at the Nguru mountains in dealing with the main 
enemy forces as they fell back to the Centi-al Itiiilway. Lieutenant-Ccdouel 
A. .1. Taylor was on 2<ith July sent with one infantry liattalion, one mounted 
squadron and an artillery section to Ssingida, which, after some skirmishing 
on the way, was occupied on the 2nd August. A post was left there, and the 
■ ‘ “■ ' '...’ -Kilimatinde. A similar sized

c()lumn marched south 


column, under Tiieutenant-Golonel H. J. Kirkpatrick, was on I4th July sent 
direct towartls Samnda. Little opposition was encountered until they 
reached Mpondi, about twenty-four miles north-east of Saranda station. 
Here, in a country coveied with very dense bush where scouting was 
weil-nigli impossible, they suddenly found themselves under heavy machine 
gun fire from a well-prepared enemy position. There was no alternative but 
to go straight for the enemy in a frontal attack. The attack was smjcessful, 
Mpondi was occupied the same afternoon, our losses being eight killed and 
9 wounded. The advance was (;oritinmi<l next day, and on 3lHt .Tuly the 
Central Railway at Stirauda was occupied, as well as Kilimaiitide, seven 
miles further south. 


(31) Van Deventer’s main column, moving south along the Dodoma mad, 
occupied Chainballa (Jamlialo) unoi)posed on the 18th July and Aneti on the 
19th July. The country furtlier south was reported to be waterless and the 
enemy tf) be entrenched at the water-holes at 'rissa Kwa Meda ajul 
Tscheneiie, Van Deventer therefore divided this force into two colunms. 


and ordered Gimeral Manie Botha to move the Mounteil Brigade by Tissa 
Kwa Meda and Njangalo towards Kikombo station on the Central Railway, 
while (icneral Berrangd. with two infantry battalions, a motor cycle (jorps 
and mounted scouts, was ordered to move by Tschenene sind Meia Meia 
towards Dodoma. On the 2.Tth July Tschenene was oc,cupied with small 
loss, notwithstanding the strong eueniy ontrenelinienls, t'ne success being 
largely due to the excellent work of tlie Annoured Motor Battery, w'hich 
engaged tlie enemy at close range. On the 27tli July Meia Meia was 
occupied, and part of an ejiemy mounted detachment was c£i[)turod without 
any loss to us. On the 29th July Berrangti occupied the Centnil Railway at 
Dodoma. 


In the meantime the Fir.st Mounted Brigade had occupied Tissa Kwa 
Meda after a shsirp engagement on the 22nd .Tuly. From here Brigadier- 
General Manie Botha, who had rendered great service at the heaul of this 
brigade, returned to the Union of »South Africa on private business, and his 
place was taken by Brigadier-General A. H. M. Nussey. p.a.o., who had 
been van Deventer’s Chief Staff Officer. Aft(Jr occuj>ying Naju juid Mombe 
the mounted brigade on the 28th July reached Njangalo, where the enemy 
was driven from a strong position with the loss of a machine guti sind 1,500 
bead of cattle. Kikombo station was reached on 30th July. 

(32) By the end of July "a hundred miles of the Central Railway was 
tlius in our imssession. Practically every bridge or culvert was found blown 
up, but our advance had been so mpid that the enemy had hatl no tune for 
further destruction of the truck. General van Deventer spent the following 
week in concentrating his forces, now scattered along the railway from 
Saranda to Kikombo, at Njangalo, which is on the main ro.'id to Mpapua. 

In the meantime serious attention was given to the transport and supply 
situation which—already grave enough at Kondoa with a tratrsport distance 
of ^)0 miles from the Mosebi railhead—had now become still graver by tho 
addition of more than a hundred miles, and for the imiriMiate future 
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presented the bafliin^ problem of Intvini? to provide for unotber 120 miles in 
the iiavanco to Kilossn. How this problem was solved, and van Deventer’s 
force could, be 8Up[)li<!d ^or ( lie a<lvunce to Kilossa, and even beyond to tbe 
great Rualui river, will be explained later. 

concentration of his (iivisioii at Njangalo was completed on the 
dtli August, and tbe advance was resumed on that date. But tbe sequence 
of events requires me now to turn to the operations through the Ngum 
mountains. 

Advance through Nguru ^nountahiH. 


(33) Tbe general situation in German Last Africa in the first week of 
August may be sum)mariHed as follows.-— 

Van Deventer bad occupied tbe Ccjitral Railway from Kilimatiude to 
Dodoma; in tbe lake area tbe British and Belgiaji forces wore well south of 
Lake Victoria and j)roj)aring for a combined move towards Talxna. Further 
west a Belgian foace had crossed Lake Tangtinyika and occupied Ujili and 
Kigoma. the terminus of tlie Central Railway. In tbe south-west General 
Nortboy’s force had occupied Malangali after a brilliant little actiojq and 
was prc])are<i to move towards Iringa, seventy miles fui tln-r north-east. All 
coast towns as far sonlJj as Sadani bad beeji occuj>ii‘d, and .i small column 
was working its way soiitbwanl to tbe Wami river and clearing tbe country 
iH'twceu tbe Nguru mounhritis and tbe coast. The time bad, tlierefore, come 
lor tbe 1st and 3rd Divisions to resume the advance to tlie Central Railway, 
flailiiyngioji’s Brigade bad rejoined tbe 1st and Enslin’s Mounted Brigade 
bad joiiu'il the 3rd Division at Lnkigura. 

(31) For a distance of about forty-five miles the main road to the Central 
Railway passes close under the Nguru and Kauga monntai»is. Tbe enemy 
liad sUilluily dispo-ied alxuit twenty compauie.s dr 3,b00 rifles, with much 
lieavy and light artillery, in-tbe mountains and athwart the main road, 
which bad lieeii eiitrenchod along the numerous foothills which the roful 
crossc's. If we forced our way ilown the road against these forinidabio 
obstac'Ics or moved by oui- left flank through the busli and tall elephant 
grass. (d tlie enemy force iu the mountains on our right would get 

hchiiid IIS and endanger our communications. It was thendore esstuitial to 
advaiu'c by way of the mountains themselves and to clear them as the 
advaiKH' pi'occedc.d southwrard. This could best he done by wide turning 
inoviuiu'iiis through the inouulaius, which would htive tbe elieci of threaten¬ 
ing or’cutiing olV the enemy's retreat if he debiyed his retirement uiululy. 

'I’iu' main block of the Nguru mountains oil the west is diviiled from the 
Ktiiiga luoiuitiiin :ind foothills of Ngurti on the east liy rough valley of the 
Mtijoitga river, which flow^s from Mahassi at the northern entrance to the 
immutai ns due Houtb towards Turiani, where tlie maiu roail round Kauga 
crosses it. Into this river two streams run from the north-west through 
gaps ill the Nguru mountiiiins, the one entering the valley near Matamoiido, 
till' other !>> Mbonda Mission Station, near Turiani. Along both those 
strciuus ri'iigb inoniUtiin foot-ptiths pass to the tmek which follows the 
course of the Mdjongii river. The enemy held the Mdjongti valley strongly 
from Mahassi to fuiituii, Jiiid ti turning movement w’ould liave to lie further 
west so as to clos(- in .cither tit Matainondo or Mhoii<la Mission. My inform¬ 
ation Was that hoili the Mdjouga track atid the Mhonda footpaths were 
cHpahh' (d ciirrying wheeled Mallic. 1 therefore decided on the following 
dispositions for the advaiic.ct. While Genenil Sheppard's brigade was to 
lUiike !i feint frmn Msiha camp directly against the enemy’s position at 
Rnhuugu. oil till' imiiii road, he was to move the bulk of bis brigade by his 
left Hank so as to arrive at Russoiigo river, six miles behind the Ralmngu 
entrenchments General llannyngtou s brigtide was previously to have moved 
to Mab'is^i ind from there, accompiiuicd by General Hoskins, was to 
advance along and clear tbe Mdjonga valley. Brits’ division was at the 
«.me limo to nwU.r ^Mloloof to Hh> ,Mirth by the Lukigimi v.tlley, aiirt then 
tnniiilK west I liionKl, Kiinbe, to enter the mouutaiiw farther west of MahasBC 
and emernc from tlic mountiiins through the Mhonga gap behind the 
emmiv’s forces disnoscl idoug Kanga and the Mdjonga valley. 

On the 'itb August General Enslin moved with the 2ad Mounted 
BiiL.ade from Lnkigtnti r/d Kimhe. and the following day entered the Nguru 
moniitains some et-dit miles west of Mahassi. On the 6th Bevea’ Brigade 
Kwod th^ snnio ronlo. while General Hannyngton marched along 
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mountain footpaths straight from Lnkignra to Mahassi. On the 7th General 
Sheppawl moved out from Msiha camp. General Haimyngton worked his 
way down the Mdjonga valley and found no strong opposition until he 
reached. Matamondo on the 9th. In the meantime Enslin had been moving 
rapidly through the mountains, and had arriyed in the Mhonda gap and 
proceeded to occupy Mhonda o)' the 8th. . He sent back word that the route 
through the mountains was entirely impracticable lor wheeled traffic of any 
description.^ In consequence all our transport was sent back to Lukigura to 
follow Shep*pai’d along the main road. Hoskins had also returned to ri'join 
Sheppard, and in view of the strong opiiosition Hannyngton was meeting a1 
Matamondo and the impracticability of the mountains, T directed General 
Brits to take Beves’ brigade down the footpath to Matamondo to reinforce 
Hannyngton. One of Enslin’s mounted regiments had lost its way in the 
mountains, and had also finally emerged at Matamondo. With the balance 
of his brigade, Enslin passed through the Mlionda gap and seized a series of 
positions across the road by which the enemy had to retire. These, however, 
he found it impossible to hold in view of the smallness of Jiis force and 
threatened enemy attacks on his flanks. He, however, maintained his 
position at Mhonda Mission, and thereby forced the enemy everywhere to 
abandon his defence in Hie mountains and retire as fast as he could. If tin' 
.terrain had permitted of the original scheme being carried out, and the 
whole 3rd Division had proceeded to Mhonda, the retreat of the enemy from 
these mountains would probably have been impossible. 

(361 After stubborn fighting at Matamondo on the 10th and 11th the 
enemy was driven south with great loss, and a machine gnu was captured 
from him. Our loss amounted to about sixty killed and wounded. On the 
llth General Sheppard had worked his way through the dense bush round 
the enemy positions on the slopes of Kanga and had arrived at the Kussongo 
river only to find the enemy gone. On the. 12th I directed him to proeei d 
due south by Mafleta to the Wami river at Kipera so as to be well on tlie left 
flank of the retiring enemy ; he reached Mafleta on the same day, and on the 
following day occupied Kipera, where a small enemy patrol was driven off 
and a light bridge over the Wami was saved. On the 12th and 13th the 
other brigades had reached Tiiriani, the enemy having fallen b.-uik some 
miles further south. It was l>ecoming clear that we were now dealing 
with only part of bis force, and that the balance had retired furtiu'r soiitli 
towards the Central Railway, either in the direction of Morogoro or Kilossa. 
Our progress was, however, very much hamiiered by the numoroHs rivers 
flowing from the Kanga and Ngiirn mountains, over all of w’hicli tlie bridges 
had l>een destroyed and liad to be rebuilt by us, including some of very con¬ 
siderable dimensions. In spite of this and otlier difficulties I decided to give 
the enemy no time, and oi-dered Ensliii’s Mounted Brigmle to proceed the 
same day (13th August) round tlie left Hank along the Li wale river to Ngulii 
on the Mkindn rivei, where he was to be joined by the 130 Baluchis from 
KiT)era. and tlicuce to make for Kwedihotnbo and Mwomero, where the* roa<lK 
for Morogoro and Kilossa respectively leave the Nguru mountains. At the. 
same time Hannyngton’s brigade was to work its way south along tl)o main 
road. On the bltli both tliese places were occupied by Enslin and Hannyng¬ 
ton after only slight opposition. 

(37) The bulk of the enemy force retired along the Morogoro road towards 
Dakawa on the Wami river, while a few companies went olT along the 
Kilossa road. General Hannyngton was ordered to Mwomero to follow the 
latter to the Mknndi river, while the rest of. the force was ortlered to follow 
the enemy to Dakawa. General Shephard had been ordered to cross the Wami 
at Kipera and to move his brigade along the right or southern bank of the 
Wami to Dakawa crossing. Shephard and Enslin arrived on opposite l)ankH 
at tlie enemy position on the 16th August, but the enemy was strong enough 
to hold Shephard at bay some two miles north and at the same time to 
jirevent Enslin from attempting to crtiss the river, which is both wide and 
, deep. The mounted men got across the river higher up the following day, 
a'nd the enemy retired precipitately as soon as he discovered the threat to 
his line of retreat. The crossing was occupied by us the following morning 
(18th August), Our losses in this action amounted to about one hnndml 
and twenty, while the enemy had been very severely handled. A halt 
ensued here, as the bridging of the river was estimated to take four days. 
During this time Hannyngton was ordered to move his brigade to Dakawa, 
and the Cape Corps to take its place in following the i-etreating enemy party 
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towarclH Kilossji. This pause provides a suitable-opportunity to review van 
Deventer’s operations along tbe Central Railway. 

Vail Deventer's advance to Kilossa and great Ruaha river. 

(HS) On August 9th, van Deventer’s Division bad l>een concentrated at 
Njangalo, while the enemy was reported holding"Tschunjo Pass with bis left 
on Gulwe and his right on Kongoa. The advance was commenced on that 
day, ami contact was established with the enemy at Tschunjo on the after¬ 
noon of the 11th. 

The troops l)ad to march from Njangalo to 'Ischunjo over a waterless 
area, and went into action without any rest. Fighting continued nearly all 
night, and next morning the enemy was found to have retired, and was 
immediately pursued towards Mpapua, where he was again engaged and 
defeated before niglitfall on the same day (August 12th). Fighting and 
marching had been continuous for forty-two miles, fln^ enemy force; from 
Tschunjo to Mpapua consisted of twelve companies supported by artillery. 
Owing to the difficulties of the country the flanking movements were delayed 
and the advance had to depend for progress mainon frontal attacks. 

On the 15th August the enemy was again engaged at Kidete station 
holding a strong position. He was supported by machine, fleld and heavy 
guns. On the Kith August the engagement at Kidete was continued until 
late in the day. The enemy was driven out by a flanking movement by the 
mounted troops who attacked in rear. Onr c.asualties were six killed and 
thirty-nine wounded. 

From I5th August to 22nd August our troops were in daily contact with 
enemy driving him gradually from Kidete along the milway lin<; to Kilossa 
and Kiiuamba, which were both tniterod on the 22iid August, the day befon* 
our advance was resumed on the VVami river, 

(ii9) In reporting these arduous (operations Genei-al van Deventer says :— 

" Tlie niilvvay from KideU* to Kilossa fora distance of twenty-five miles 
follows a narrow defile cut through the Usugara mountains by the 
Mkondoka riv^er; every yard of advance was stubbornly resisted bv the 
enemy. Of the more important engagements tho.se on the 19th at Msagara 
and on the 21st before Kilossa should be mentioned. In all the actions on 
this adviuice the fighting consisted of the enemy receiving onr advance 
guard w’ith one or several ambushes, then falling track on a weli-i>repared 
irosition, and retiring from that on to further, well-selected ambush irlaces 
and *i)ositi()Jis. All the: time our less advanced troops w^erc subjected to 
vigorotiH shelling by mt'tins of long mnge naval guns. 

“Since leaving Koiidoa Irungi tbe troops who have maelied Kilosstt by 
the shortest route have done at least 220 miles. Those troops who have gone 
I'in Kiliinatinde tuxd otlier places liave done many more miles. Owing to 
bad roads, shortage of transport and the rapidity of advance, the a<h'(|natc 
nilioiiing of tlie troops was not po.ssible. The underfeeding and over¬ 
working ate sadly refletded in their state of health. Reganling the iininxids 
of iny divi.sioti, the advance frxnn Mpajrua to Kilossa was through one con¬ 
tinual fly belt, where practically xxll the animals were infected. 

“ After the xxccupation of Kilossa it was ascertained that the enemy held 
IJIeia, twenty miles south, in fona*, and was being reinforced l)y ti-ooj)-; from 
tbe Southern Gommand, who had xxjxposed General Northoy's xxdvancv*. As 
my xlivision was now w’^eakimed by the absence of tht; First M.)iinted Brigade 
(less one rx^giiiu'ntj, whieb haxi.goue to Mlali on 25th August to co-operalt' 
with the Second Mounted Brigade, and as my infantry wii.s in au exhausted 
condition, the Commander-in-Chief's wires of 2()th Angost. asking for an 
advance on Kidodi and Kidatii, imposed a task which 1 had not intended to 
ask from my troops In^fore they had hxxxl sonm rest. The advance was, how¬ 
ever, ordered in accx^rdaiice with Mu' request of the Comuiander-iu-Ohief. 
tlu; enemy being drivx'u out of Uloia on 2Glb August and out of Kidxxii on 
September 10th. 

“ From Uleia to KukHli the country consists of high mountain ridfies 
running across the road for several miles. These luxd all been entrenched 
by the enemy some time ago, so that in the various actions his ti'oops could 
fall back from one xmtrenched position to the next, a mile or so in rear. The 
operations thus called for an extnxordinary amount of mountain climbing 
and constant fighting. 
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“The slight casualties stistahiod in the vaiinus engagements over an 
enormous tmek of country, bristling '•A’ith dongas and difticulties at every 
point, were mainly: duo to the iidvance being earriod out by avoiding as far 
as possible frontal attacks. Dispositions were made with a view to carry 
out flanking movements while hoUling the eaoniy to tlie position occupied 
by him, but this the enemy carefully avoided, and under covtu- of darkness 
the engagement was usually broken oil' and a retreat effected^ 

“The success with which the whole movement from Kondoa Irangi to 
the Central Railway, thence to Kilossa, and on to the Rtiaha river, was 
carried out is due to the loyal co-operation and splejidid spirit <lisplaycd by 
all uniLs under my command. 

“ It i.s di/ficult to express my high appreciation of tlic conduct and spirit 
of the troops, who all worked witli determination and zeal; their endurance 
and hardships during long marclu's tlirougli tlry and waterless stretches on 
scanty rations foral an achievement wortliy of Sout h Afiican troops.” 

Occupation of MociHioro and of lJUujuru Mountahis. 

(4b) When the advance throng i the Nguru laauutaius began 1 enter¬ 
tained some hope that, evtm if w6 failed iji corneiing the enemy in tliose 
mouatains, he might still be brought *10 haj' at Kilos.sa, on thet C«nitral 
Kailw'ay. Our information tended strongly to sliow that if the enemy 
retired from the railway, Mahenge woiih; be his next objecti ve; and as tiie 
inos* convenient point of departure for Mahenge^ a])peared to be Kilossa, 
there was some justiticatlon for tlie hope that our rapiil advance from tlie 
north and west miglit cut the enemy off in tin' direciioii of Kilo.ssa. It may, 
however, have been the rapid i)rogress of van Devent U’to wards Kilossa 
that caused tht' enemy to retire witlr his main force towards Morogoro. 
Wiiatevcr tlie cause, our iiiiormation did not leave tis in any doubt us to 
the fact that tlie bulk of the enemy forces had retired to Morogoro, The 
next move now was to try and bring tlie enemy to bay at Morogoro, if 
{)o.ssible. To this end Enslin, wliose hi-igade had been ordered to the Central 
Railway oti the ^Ist August :iud had occupied Mkaia station on the 2.‘inl 
Augn.st, was ordered to proci'ed immediately to Mlall, abuut fifteen miles 
south-west of Morogoro, on tlie road to Kissaka, round the west of the 
IJlugurii mountains. Mtali was successfully oecupictl by him on the 2ltli 
August. Deuerul van Deventer was asked to send the First Muuuied Brigadti, 
under Gonerai Nussey, to reinforce Enslin so tluit it would he iuipossilile 
for the enemy to force his way touth by that route. Tiio next iioint* was 
.so to arrange tlie advance of our olher forces from Dakawa us to block also 
the road leading from Morogoro by Kiroka, round tlie east ru slopes of (lie 
Uluguru mountains, aiul thus to bottU^ the enemy up in Morogoro. 1 was 
not then aware that a track went due south from Morogoro tiirougli tlie 
mountains to Kissaki, and that tlie capture of the flanks of (lie. uiouutaiiis 
would not achieve rhe end in view. On the morning of the 2.'>nl August 
our forces crossed the Wami by the now completed bridge, but iiisti'ad of 
moving forward to Morogoro we niovcil liackward down tlie riglit huujv' of 
the Wami for about nine mile-', and from tliere struck due cast so as to ci'oss 
the waterless belt of about twenty-five miles to the Mgereiigerc river, iiorl li¬ 
ens t of Morogoro. Owing to the nature of the coiinlry and the bush, tin* 
heat, and the iibsonce of water, the march for tliat and tlie follovviug day 
proved one of the most, tryiiig of the wlioTo campaign-, lint on the night of 
the 24th August we were encamped on the Ngerongere river, in the neigh- 
hourhood of Msnngulu, some eighteen miltwi nortli-east of Morogoro. A 
monnted detachment ander Ctoloiiel A, Brink. Geiieial Brits’ Cliief Htaff 
Officer, had preceded ns ami had I hat morning seized Mkogwa Hill, some 
three miles farther south-east on the other side of the rivm-. The move 
must have been a surprise to the enemy, who, evidently misled by Ensiin’s 
march into the belief that I he whole force would move io Morogoro by the 
west, had nuissed his forces on the road between l>akawa and Morogoro ami 
^^CiiHher west along tlie railway. Owing to the exhauslion of man and beast, 
tlmnext day was spent in r<*connoitring the country, and on the 2()th August 
the advance was resumed, tleneml Hannyngton lieiiig directed to Mikesse 
station twenty miles east of Morogoro, and the brigades of .Sheppard an.i 
Boves moving up the Ngcrotigere towards Morogoro. Both jdaces were 
occupied ou the 26th August, only, however, to find that the cuemy bad 
gone, the Oommander-in-Ghief Von Lettow and Governor Belinee wUh a" 
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force on tlie track due south of Morogoio through tlic mountains, and 
another force by the eastern or Kiroka route, while Enslin was engaged with 
a thin] force at Mlali. At Morogoro I found many proofs of the precipitate 
flight and deinoralisod condition of the enemy forces, and I decided to 
continue the pursuit in spite of the fact that my forces and animals were worn 
out witli the exertions of tlic last three weeks and that my transport had 
reached its extrmne rudiu.s of action. General Sheppanl occupied Kiroka on 
the 26th, and General Hannyugton was ordered to continue tlie advance 
south after the retreating enemy. By the 3()th August the First Division 
had pressed the enemy over the Kuwu, having been continually engaged 
witli him since the 27th. 

(41) It in iiiincct^ssary to tloHcribc in tlie ovtuita of oiir ciclvance 

along the eastern slopes of the Uliignru mountains. The eiunny fought 
rearguard actions every day, and held up our advance at every convenient 
])luce Unfortunately the country is very well suited to liis tactics. The 
road jiasses through very difficult broken foothills, covered either with bush 
or grass growing from six to twelve feet high, through which any progress 
was slow, painful and daiigcrous. Tlie bridging of the Ruwii took several 
liays, and for some distance beyoixl the road passers along the face of 
|)recipitons rocks, round which the enemy had constructed a gallery on jiiles 
to afford a tract for his transport. As the gallery would not carry our 
HH'chanical irausport, it took ns some days to blast away tlu* mountain side 
Hiu; construct a ]>]-oper road. The gallery would not cat ry the 4-1 inch naval 
of the enemy, wliiidi was fonmi destroyed near the Kuwu. South of the 
towards the Mwnha river, our advance |»r(>ceeded not only along the 
to Tiilo, hut also on ii track to the west of it to Kassauga. and to 
it by the'rununguo Missitm Station. The nature of tlie country' 
and tlie continual fighting made our daily progress slow, while road making 
and bridging behind engaged the attention not only of th»‘ pioneers Imt of 
a large portion of llie troops as well. Between the Kuwu and Mwnha rivers 
the road {lassi's first through swampy country and tlien over one of tlie 
spill's of lite Ulugiirii niountains, wliicli ends with a precipitous face, to tlie 
south. Throiigli this spur and down this face a mountain pass was cut in 
the rock, which took the teclinical corps, as well as most of General 
.Sheppard’s brigade, several weeks, and will remain a notulde and enduring 
engineering feat Almost every day prisoners were taken, and in one of 
tliese daily aetious a machine gun was capturetl. On tlio UHli September 
4'iilo was Occupied, and Ilannyngton’s brigade, liich Wits leading the 
iuiviince^ moved on towaixls Dutunii, where the enemy made a resolute stand 
for several days, being only finally driven south to the Mgeta river on the. 
i;-lth Septemlier. 

(42‘ I now turn liack to review the ojienitions inside and along the 
western slopes of the Uluguru mountains. As already stilted Geneinl Enslin’a 
Mounted Brigade rtniched Mlali on tlie 24th August from Mkate station. 
Kiirly nil tlie morning of that day the advance scouts of the brigade rushed 
Kisagiile Hill, a small isolated hill athwart the road to the south, and 
captured jiii ammuuitiou depot of the enemy, in which about one thousand 
shells for the naval and other guns of the enemy were found. At the same 
time one of the regiments gallot>ed up the valley to the north of this hill, 
just as an enemy force was coining down the Morogoro road, and took up 
positions in the foothills in the immediate neighhourhooil. In the after¬ 
noon this regiment, after severe fighting, found their positions in the valley 
untenable, as the enemy was gradually working round them in the hills and 
Viring'ing converging fire to bear on them. They retired a short distance to 
(iie south, but remained, iu possession of the road. Fighting continued 
(luring the following day, and us the enemy found it impossibh^ to dishulge 
our imm from the road, they destroyed two naval gnus, one 3-4 inch and the 
other 4-1 inch, and retired into the mountains towanls Mgeta Mission station 
which is situated about ten miles farther into the mountains. Leaving their 
horses behind, the men worked their way after the enemy into the 
mountains, and on tlie 27th General Nussey, whose brigade bad in the 
meantime joiued that of Enslin, occupitnl Mgeta Mission, while Enslin’s men' 
who were moving into the mountains in a more southerly direction witli 
the intention of entting off the I’etreut of the enemy, had driven them off 
Hombossu mountain south-west of Mgeta. At this stage I arrived with 
Geneinl Brits at Mlali and ordered Nussey to follow the enemy through the 
mountains along the course of the Mgeta river. While Enslin was ortiered 
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back to the track wJiich proceeds roUnd the west of the mountains by 
Mssougossi river and Mahalaka to Kissaki at the southern extremity of the 
mountains. In this march Enslin’s brigade was joined by Beve’s two 
infantry regiments and was aocoinpanied by General Brits, 

(43) It was clear to me from the vast quantities of heavy gun ammuni¬ 

tion captured at.this and various other points in the Uliigaru that the enemy 
had intended a long and elaborate defence of these mountains, and that it 
was the unexpected arrival of Geneml Bnslin at Mlali and the audacious 
and successful pursuit into the mountains, combined with the operations of 
General Hoskins’ division on the other side of the mountains, that had 
forced the enemy to abandon his plans and retreat towards Kissaki. Nussey, 
followed only by porter tran8j)ort, slowly worked his way southward 
through the mountains, finding much ammunition abandoned everywhere. 
Geneml Brits, on arriving at Mssongossi river, found that it was impossible 
to take his guns or wagons any further and from there they had to return 
to Morogoro and rejoin him later at Kissaki by the eastern route. From 
Mahalaka to Kissaki he followed the elephant track which had been the route 
of Burton and Speke’s journey into the interior in 1857. On the 5th Sep¬ 
tember the neighbourhood of Kissaki was reached without any serious 
opposition. Nussey had not yet arrived and, owing to the roughness of the 
mountains and some damage to Jiis wireless, no communication could bo 
established with him. In .spite of this, however. General Brits decided to 
attack Kissaki on the 7th September. Beves was orderecl to follow the foot¬ 
path southward along the Mgeta into Kissaki, while Ktislin, with the mounted 
men, marched round by the rigljt, .so as to attack from the west and south¬ 
west. Kissaki was found to be strongly held, the bulk of the enemy being 
on the right bank of the Mgeta in front of Enslin, while dense bush i>re- 
vented Beves on the other .side of the river from offering any effective 
a.ssistanoe to the former. The enemy’s superior force therefore found it 
po.ssible first to threaten Enslin s left flank by moving between him and 
Beves, and when Enslin weakene<l his right flank to reinforce his left, the 
pressure of the enemy again became too strong on his right. He therefore 
decided to retire at night, having lost nine man killed, twelve wounded and 
seven captured. Beves was also ordered to withdraw, and the whole force 
entrenched below Little Whitru hill, six miles north of Kissaki, and awaited 
the arival of Nus.sey. Nussey, who was in ignorance of these events or the 
position of General Brils, arrived before Ki.ssaki on the morning of the 
following day, and an action developed, in which he gallantly held his 
ground against tnucli superior forces till the evening, when General Brits’ 
messengers reached him with an order to witlidruw to Little Whign. His 
loss had been twenty-tliree killed and about tlie .same number wounded. 
Although this action c6uld be heard from Brits’camp it vvasfonud impossible, 
owing to the ragged ness of the terrain and the thioknes.s of the hush, to 
go to his assistance. If communication lietween Brits and Nus.sey could 
have been maintained there is no doubt a joint attack would have led to the 
capture of Kissaki, whereas the two isolated efforts led to a double retirement 
and a regrettable recovery of enem^^ morale. It was only on the 15th Sep¬ 
tember, when General Hannyngton had ali’eady captured Dutumi, eighteen 
miles further east, that General Enslin, by a flank movement round the 
north-east of Kissaki to Dakaw.i and the threat to cut off the enemy’s retreat 
to the Kutiji, compelled him to evacuate Kissaki. Tlie enemy haii left behind 
his hospital fall of sick and about seventy-two white Germans, but all 
supplies had been removed or destroyiid. The enemy had now been driven 
everywhere from the Ulugurn mountains, and'taken up a defensive line 
along the Mgeto river south of Duturni, and further to the west astride the 
road from Kissaki to the Rnfiji. The attack against him along this line was 
not pressed, as our men were exhausted and worn-out with ceaseless fight¬ 
ing and marching for several weeks through most difficult country on half 
rations or less, and a thorough rest was imperatively necessary, not only on 
military but also on medical grounds. ' v

Occupation of Dar-es-Salaam and of south coast. 

(44) Taming now to the coastal operations,' which were conducted simul¬ 
taneously with these movements in the interior^ I have already stated that 
the navy owupied Bagambyo on 15th August. At this point General 
Edwards assembled a force of about 1,800 rifle.s under Oolonel Price for the 
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operatioas againnt Dar-es-Salaain. This torce was divided iflto two columns, 
the smaller one marching south to the Central Railway at the Ruwu bridge 
with the object, if possible, of seizing that bridge before its destruction by 
the enemy, and thereafter swinging round towards Dur-es-Balaam ; the other 
and larger column moving down along the coast towards tliat ])ort. Neither 
column met any serious opposition on the march, us the enemy, aware of the 
overwhelming force moving against Dar-es-Salaam, and determined to avoid 
capture and also anxious to avoid siege operations against a town containing 
a large German non-combatant population, had decided not to defend the 
place, and was everywhere falling back before our advance. Ruwu railway 
bridge was found completely destroyed. South-wes( of Ruwu a small German 
force was found, which was driven south with considerable loss, and the 
column then inarched east towards Gar-es-Salaam. In the meantime the 
coastal column, after occupying Kondutschi and Mssassani hay, had flung 
its right wing forward and occupied the Mssimbusi river, which flows round 
Dar-es-Salaam, on the west and north. The navy at the same time appeared 
before Dar-es-Salaam, and on 8rd September the place surrendered, and was 
occupied by our forces on 4th September, The eneiu}* f»)rces had left a few 
days before. One 6-inch gun had been blown uj), while the re.st of their 
artillery was taken south. The railway station and harbour works had been 
effectively destroyed ; the s.s, Tabora, K<>ni<j, and Moive were found sunk 
in the harbour beyond any hope of being salved ; but the Fefdmarsrliall has 
since been recovered, and at comparatively small expense would again be 
seaworthy. The floating dock is also being .salved. 

(45) i considered that the time had now come to occupy elfectively the 
whole of the coast, and accordingly made arrangement.s with the Admiral 
for convoying forces south and co-operating iti the seizure of all iiui)ortant 
points on tl»e coast south of Dar-e.s-Salaam. In this way Mikindani (13th 
September). Ssudi Bay (15th September), Limli (16tli Septemln'r), Kilwa 
Kissiw’ani (7th September), Kilwa Kivinge (commonly called Kilwa, 7th 
September), and Kiswere w'cre all occupied befr)re the c*nd of Sc'pteinber. 
At Kilwa a strong column was landed for operatioiis, which I ])ro|)osed to 
conduct against the enemy from that quarter. This occupation of the 
southern coast not only helped to.peji the enemy uj) in the interior, but w’as 
intended to prevent any assistance from reaching the enemy from oversea. 

Restoration of Central Railivoy. 

(46) The restoration of Dar-es-Salaam harbour and* the preparation of 
Kilva as bases for our operations in the interior are both uiatters of some 
difficulty, and requiring some time to complete. Both are being pushed 
forward with the utmost energ 3 \ 

This is also the j)luce to refer to the restoration of the Ci'utral Railw'a 3 ' 
for our sup])ly purpo,ses. While the railway track was largelj' left 
undamaged by the enem^', the bridges had been carefully demolished. 
Between Kilossa and Dar-es-Salaam alone about sixtv bridges, some of verv’ 
considerable dimensions, had been wrecked. To restore thesi' so as to carr^v 
heavy locomotives would take man 3 ’ months, during which period all further 
operations would have to remain at a .standstill and an unbearable strain 
would be put on our enormously stretched out transport lines from Mosohi 
railhead and Korogwe on the Tanga railway'. The difficult}* had been solved 
for General van Deventer by a simple but ingenious device of the South 
Af rictui Pioneers under him. This was to restore the bridge.s with Local 
material so as to carry a weight of about 6 tons, add to narrow* the gauge of 
our heavy motor lorries so that they could run on railway tndly w*htv‘ls over 
the line thus restored. A motor tractor with trailer carries 10 to 15 tons 
of supplies. In this way General van Deventer had suj>plied lii.s division 
over the railway track for the 120 miles advance from Dodoma to Kilossa, 
and but tor this solution of his transport trouble his advance to the great 
Ruaha river at this stage would have been a physical impossibility. As 
soon as Morogoro was occupied, the same treatment was applied to that 
section of the line, with the result that since the 6th Octoluji* the railway 
track has been open for motor traffic fix)m Dar-es-Salaam to Dodoma, a 
distance of almost 300 miles, and our forces have been supplied from Dar-es- 
S&laam as sea base. By the ei>d of October the railway will thus be open '^o 
motor traffic to Tabora, and the restoration and strengthening of the line for 
heavy locomotive traffic, for which heavy material'has to come up from the 
coast, can proceed as circumstances permit. . . 
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Norihey's advance. 

(47) A woi-d more about the western operations will complete the 

f )ioture of the military situatlou in German East Africa by tlife middle of 
)ctober.. Bri^fadier-freneral E. Northey, A.D.C., whose operations have been 
conducted with remarkable ability and vigour, occupied Lupemhe oh 19tli 
August and Iringa on 29th August; the latter place would have been 
occupied much earlier but for my advice to him to slow down while the line 
of retreat of the enemy’s forces from the Central Kailway w’as still uncertain. 
His Lupembe column is now on the Rohudje river south-west of Mahenga, 
while his Iringa column is near the Ulaiiga river north-west of Mahenge. 
Ssongea in the south has also been occupied. The importance of his role is 
becoming more accentuated as the campaign progresses and the enemy forces 
may intend to retire south. 

Advance to Tahora. 

In the North-west, as already' stated. Sir Charles Crewe s advanced troops 
were at Mi.sungi, south of Mwanza, on l6th .luly, while one Belgian column 
was further west near Biaramulo and Namiremhe, and a second Belgian 
column was at ITjiji on Like Tanganyika on .'ith August. It was arrangeii 
between General Toinlieur and General Crewe that their columns from Lake 
Victoria should advance siinultane<?ualy to St. Michael anil Iwingo 
respectively on the western and eastern roads southward to Tahora. 
Difficulties of transport supplies and orgajiisation delayed their advance so 
that General Crew only reached Iwingo on 7th August and Colonel Molitor’s 
Belgian column could not be concentrated at St Michael before the 22nd 
August. The British column reached Schinjanga on the 30tii August. In 
the meantime the Belgian TJjiji column under Colonel Olsen had steadily 
moved forward towanls Taboru and on Ist and .2nd September fought actions 
with enemy to the west and .south-west of 'rabora. General Tombeur, there¬ 
fore, decided to push Colonel Molitor’s column southwaixl with all possible 
speed so as to be able to co-operate with Colonel Olsen. Their combined 
operations caused the enemy to retreat, and the Belgian forces occupied 
Taboru on the 19th 8ej)tember, while a week later Geneml Crewe’s advanceil 
troop.s occupied the railway at Igululu, east of Tabora. The enemy retired 
in two columns—one under General Wahle eastward along; the railway and 
then southward to the Itiimba Mountains ; the other under Wintgens .soutli- 
ward via Sikonge. At the time of writing this report both columns arc 
approching the great Ruaha river north and west respectively of Iringji, and 
Northey’s and van Deventer’s patrols are in touch with them. Their object 
is evidently to fonn a junction with the main enemy forces further east. 

Portuguese culvance. 

In the e.xtreme south General Gil with a Portuguese force has crossed 
the Hovuma river and occupied certain strategic points to the north of it. 

The net result of all the.se operations at the moment of writing is that 
the Germans have been driven south over the Central Railway and are 
now disposed as follows:—In the north-east, on the Rufiji river and about 
30 miles to the north of it; in the west, along or sooth and east of the great 
Ruaha river and Ulanga rivers With the exception of the Mahenge plateau, 
they have lost every healthy or valuable part of their colony. In the east 
<hey are cut off from the coast and in the south the Portugue.se arinv has 
appeared north of the Hovuma river. 


Behaviour of troops. 

(48) It would seem fit and proper to add a few woixis in recognition of the 
work done by the officers and men whom I have the honour to command. 
But in view of the foregoing statement of the main facts eulogy seems iiu-i 
necessary ami misplaced. The plain Pile of their achievements bears the 
convincing testimony to the spirit, determination, and prodigious 
>ftorts of all ranks. Their work has beendoite under tropical conditions which 
not only produce bodily weariness and unfitness, but which create mental 
languor and deprassion and finally appal the stoutest hearts. To march day 
by day, arid week by week, through the AfiiieHn jangle or high grass, in 
winch vision IS limited to a few yards, in which danger always larks near 

visible, even when experienced, supplies a test to human 
nature oftciKin the long run boyond the limits of Ikuman endurance, 
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And what is true of the fighting troops applies in one degree or another 
to all the subsidiary and administrative services. The efforts of all have 
been beyond praise, the strain on all has been overwhelming. May the end 
soon crown their labours. 

Special services. 

(49) I am particularly indebted to tbe following for their services during 
the operations :— 

Major-General A. R. Hoskins, C.M.Q., d.b.o., who has commanded the 1st 
Division and has rendered me the greatest services by the ability and loyal 
manner in which he has carried out my orders. 

Major-General J. L. van Deventer, at the head of the 2nd Division, was 
throughout these oi)eratious in command of a widely detacljed movement, 
which he conducted in a manner worthy of the highest praise. 

Major-General O. J. Brits, in command of the 3rd Division, has invari¬ 
ably co-operated loyally and ably in carrying out my wishes as intended. 

Brigadier-General S. H. Sheppard, d.b.o., has in addition to liis service's 
at the head of his brigade, used his great engineering capabilities to the best 
advantage on many occasions, thereby enabling our advance to proceed un¬ 
checked. 

Brigadier-General J. A. Haiinyngtou has proved his worth as a comman¬ 
der in the field, having been very largely employed in carrying out indepen¬ 
dent operations. 

Brigadier-General P. S. Beves has sustained his high soldierly recoixl, 
and the 2nd South African Infantry Brigade under him has borne more than 
its due share of the labours and hardship of the campaign. 

Brigadier-General C. A, L. Berrange, c.m.g., at the liead of the 3nl South 
African Infantry Brigade, has rendered excellent servict*. with the 2nd Divi¬ 
sion and taken a leading share in all the hard work performed by that 
division. 

Brigadier-General B. G. L. Knslin, by carrying out two arduous turning 
movements with his mounted brigade, largely contributed to the rapid clear¬ 
ings of the Nguru and tlie Ulugui'u mountains. 

Brigadier-General A. H. M. Nussey. D.s.o., has rendered (lisLinguished 
s(*rvice, first as General van Deventer’s Chief Staff Officer, aiul subsequently 
in command of tin? Ist Mounted Brigade, in succession to Brigadier-General 
Manic Botha. 

Brigadier-General the Honourable Sir C. P. Crewe, C.B., k.C.M.G., rendered 
very’useful service, first in orgatiising the transport and supply arraiige- 
meiits for General Tombeur’s force from Dike Victoria, and sub.sequcntlj" in 
commanding our advance to M wanza and 'rabora. 

My heartiest thanks are dm* to Rear-Admiral E. F. B. Charlton, c.B,, and 
all ranks of the Royal Navy for the very able and thorough manner in which 
they have furtherial my phins, not only by occupying iioints on (he coast, 
sometimes evoi without military a.ssistanco, but by enabling a change of 
base to be carried out first to Tanga and (hen to Dar-es-Salaam. 

The work of the Air Services has been most creditable. In addition to 
their reconnaissance work, there is t^vidt'nct' to the. effect that both material 
and moral damage has been done to the enemy by their constant bombing 
raids. 

1 have already alluded to the amount of engineering work that has hail 
to be carried out; Both in bridge building and road making the engineers 
and pioneers with the force have worked very haid, and rendered very valu¬ 
able service. 

The Royal Artillery has invariably made the most of any opportunities 
that have offered for assi-sting the advance of the infantry. 

The Supply and Transport services have spared no effort to cope with 
the enormous distances and the difficulties entailed in campaigning in such a 
vast and undeveloped country. 

The manner and rapiditj' with which the repairs to the Tanga and 
Central Railways have been effected reflect great credit on all ranks of the 
Railway Services, and in this connei^tion I should like especially to bring to 
notice the service rendered by Lit.-Col. C. W. Wilkinson, of the Railway 
Sappers and Minet^, and Major J. H. Dobson, of the South African Pioneers, 
in carrying out the temporary repairs to the Central Railway which have 
enabled the troops in the interior to be supplied from Dar-es-Salaam praoti- 
cally within a month of its occupation. 
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The work of the Medical Units has been very heavy, and all ranks have 
done their utmost in their care of sick and wounded and in arranging^ for 
their speedy evacuation. 

The Ordnance Service is to be congratulated on having so auccesHiully 
met the very varied calls made on it, which success bears testimony to the 
excellent organisation of that service. . 

Great credit is due to the Signal Service for the really excellent way in 
which communication has been muintuiried. 'I’he operations have been 
carried on by three widely sejiiirated forces, which have each been again sub¬ 
divided into two or more columns, and this has strained the resources of the 
seivice to its furthest limits; It has only been by unremitting efforts that 
success has been aciiieved. 

M}’ thanks are due to the various Political Ollicvoa who have acc.oni- 
panied the columns, ami by their work materially assisted the o])erations by 
helping to gain the confidence of the natives, which is so important a feature 
in a campaign of this nature. 

The officers of my staff have given me every assistance. 1 would again 
especially mention the very gieat debt wliich I owe to Brigadier-tlenerul 
J. .1. ('oil er, C.M.G.. my Chief of the General Staff', and to Brigadier Ginieral 
H. H. Ewart. C.B.. C.I.E.. D..S.O., a.-d. c.. Ad minist'ati ve Siaff, l't)r t he tireh-ss 
ei.eigy ai d unfailing tact with whicH they have carried out their resfieclivi* 
duties, thereby’ relieving me of all detail work and leaving me free to devoti* 
rnyse f solely to the prosecution of tlie campaign. 

Brigadier General W. F. S. Bdwards, n.s.o.. lias continuiHl to render 
valuable service; as Inspector-General of Communications, and ha.s from 
time to time liad control of minor operations on lines of communication, 
which he has always handled to m 3 ’ entire sati.sfaction.

AjuI whereas the orders einlaxlied in the said memorandum are in 
fiagntnt contradiction w'iIh the rules of iiiternational law, the dictates of 
humanity, and the tieaty obligations of the enemy : 

And wiiereas such proceedings on the part of the enemy render it 
necessary for His Majesty to adopt further mea,sures in order to maintain the 
etticiency of those previously taken to prevent commodities of any kiiul from 
reaching or leaving the enemy countries, and for this pur|M)se to subject to 
capture tuid condemnation vessels carrying goods with an enemy destination 
or of enemy origin unless they aifoitl unto the forces of His.Majesty and His 
.Allies ample oi>i)ortnnities of e.xamining their cargoes, and also to subject 
such goods to condemnation ;

sentence of coiulemnatiou sliall be pronounced in re.spect only of the carriage 
of goods of enemy origin or tlestination, and no such presumption as is laid 
down in article 1 shall arise.

(a) It is a fact that the river Bhairab has for some time been makiu" 
inroads 6n certain places in the district of Khulna. It does not appear to 
be correct to say that the town of Khulna is seriously threatened by erosion. 

(b) The river Bhairab is active over a short length only from its junction 
with the Majurkhali A-kal above Khulna down to Alai pur below Khulna, i.e., 
over the length of the river flowing past Khulna. Between the Majurkhali 
khal and Khulna the erosion is nominal. Between Khulna and Alai pur the 
course of the river has considerably changed during the past 20 years, but the 
length of the river where erosion has been considerable during the past two 
or three years is limited to the bank in the immediate n^ghbourhood of the 
Khulna railway station and the foreshore between the railway station and the 
Public Works office. The foreshore in the neighbourhood of the railway 
station is the property of the Eastern Bengal Railway, who are taking such 
steps as they think necessary for the protection of their prof)erty. From the 
railway station to the Public Works office the foreshore is private property, 
where the owners are apparently taking .such steps as they see fit for the pro¬ 
tection of their property. As regards the policy of GoverriTiient in the matter 
of the alluvial and diluvial action of rivers in respect to private lands, the 
Hon’ble Member is referred to the answer given to the* Hon’ble Maharaja- 
dhiraja of Burdwan in this Council on the 23rd January, 1917.” 

By the Ilon’ble Babu Bhabendra Chandra Ray ; —

” [a) The waterway now known as the Alaipur khal was formerly the 
lower portion of the Bhairab river. It forms a portion of what is known as 
the Eastern Canal route to Eastern Bengal. The Alaipur khal has been 
steadily silting up, owing to the fact that the waters of the Bhairab and the 
Atarabanka have joined and now flow into the Rupsa. It is not now* navi¬ 
gable even by boats of small draught. There are five main khals connecting the 
Alaipur khal with the hhils lying to the north-east. These khals are named 
—Karkali khal, Mowbhoj khal, Kaliganga khal, Sonarkali khal and Koramora 
khal. These five khals are also deteriorating owdng to reclamation of land in 
the hhil area. 

{h) Previous to 1898, the Alaipur khal was periodically cleared of silt 
by hand labour. In 1897, the District Board of Bakargditij proposed to con¬ 
tribute Rs. 5,000 a year if Government would canalise iht khal, so that ref^nllV 
steamer service could be maintaineejf between Khulna and Barisal. The 
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Questions and Answers. 

Answer by the Hon’ble Mr. Cowlky— cmicladed. 

canalisation scheme was not approved by Government. In 1898, Sir John 
Woodburn, the then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, ordered an inquiry 
the silted condition of this Mai. Inquiries were made, which resul ( i 
proposal to cut a channel parallel to the existing one, so that ^ 
could be cleared of silt in turn. The cost w^as estimated at ns. oOjUUU, vvi 
an annual expenditure for maintenance of Rs. G,000. Eventually the nroiect 
was abandoned, because the steamer companies bad opened up a fast steamer 
service between Khulna, Barisal and Narayanganj by an alternative route. 
In 1904, an estimate was sanctioned for Rs. 91,463 for rescctioning the 
Alaipur ^Ml, This estimate was subsequently revi.sed in 1905 for 
Rs. 1,18,104 and sanctioned. In April 1908. an e.stimate was prepared, 
amounting to Rs. 43,091, for remo-sing silt from the Alaipur It was 

not then sanctioned, but an experiment in dredginfj was approved at a cost of 
Rs. 11,000. This experiment merely {proved that'the .i-l/al silted up to its 
former state within a fortnight of being dredged. 

(c) The drainage and sanitary condition of the neighbouring areas do 
not appear to have been affected by t he silting up of this IcMl, probably owdng 
to the improvements in the Chitra Nadi.”

UST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 3. 

THE REVISED FINANCIAL STATEMENT* 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell presented the Revised Fin/incial State¬ 
ment for Bengal for 1917-18. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Beatson Bell siaid :— 

“ My Lord, I present to the House the Revised Financial Statement 
for Bengal for 1917-18. We have placed in the hands of members another 
Memorandum, explaining the fevr changes which have been made since the 
Financial Statement was last before the House. The House will observe an 
important change in connection with our income from Excise. In the 
coming year, owing to the continued prevalence of temperance among the 
people of Bengal, wo have thought it wise to reduce our income by 2 lakhs. 
As a result, we have now to draw upon our balances to a larger extent 
than we had hitherto contemplated. In this connection, I think it only 
fair that I should explain to the House what I omitted to explain on a previous 
occasion that the Government of India have allowed us to dip into our 
balances on the express understanding that we shall make a beginning in 
reducing the size of some of the more unwieldy districts and in taking up 
some of the more urgent matters in connection with police reforms. 1 make 
these few remarks as in many of the Resolutions which are to be moved in 
the coutse of to-day’s debate, it has been assumed that we have a free hand 
and have been allowed to -overdraw 9 or 11 lakhs of rupees for any object 
which may strike our fancy. It must be clearly understood that this is not 
the real position. With these few worils, I lay before the House the Revised 
Financial Statement for the coming year.” 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. I. 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazumdar moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the scheme for 
the partition of Mymensingh and Midnapore be postponed for the present and 
that the sum of Rs. 4,36,000 for that purpose be allotted to increase the grant 
for Sanitation. 

He said :— 

‘‘My Lord, the Hon’ble the Finance Member in presenting the draft 
Financial Statement has told us^that it does not bear any trace of the influence 
of the war. Indeed it dex^s not ; for although wo meet here under the shadows 
of a terrible calamity affecting the whole world the Budget- presented to us 
differs very little from that which one would have expected in a normal year. 
More than that the provisions made in certain directions notably in the case 
of the Police, and the general administration, are more liberal, if not actually 
lavish, than ever since the outbreak of the War, although in certain other 
directions it is extremely ungenerous, if not actually close-fisted. With the 
Police I shall deal later on. My present motion is with regard to the position 
of two of the biggest districts of Mymensingh and Midnapore for which a 
provision of Rs. 4,36,000 has been made in the Stateimmt. My Lord, I do not 
propose to revive thorny questions of the propriety or otherwise of the 
scheme of splitting up the larger districts into smaller ones. Assuming for 
the present that for administrative convenience they ought to be divided, 
the issue which I would raise for the decision of the Council is,—Is it the time 
and is the matter of such immediate urgency that nearly lakhs of 
rupees should be diverted for the purpose, while the grant of sanitation has 
l)(*en cut down from 7J lakhs to lakhs only? Cannot the partition of 
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Resolutions on the Revised Finaneial Statement.

Babu Ambtka Charan Mazurndar ; Mr. K. B. Dutt; Mr. A. RaSul, 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazumdab — concld. 

Midnapore and Mj’inehsiiigh wait for better times and more favourable cir¬ 
cumstances ? The end of the war is not'yet in sight and J, for one, hesitate to 
accept either the wisdom or the propriety of incurring permanent additional 
burdens to an already costly administration. With tile war loans on the one 
hand and our growing demands for sanitation and education on the other we 
do not yet know where we shall ijstand after the war. The Dacca University 
has practically been shelved for the present and yet we are going to'spend 4y 
lakhs of rup^S for mere administrative convenience. Government are credited 
with the utmost anxiety for the improvement of the growing insanitary condi¬ 
tion of the-country, and yet there has been a reduction of 6 lakhs under this 
h6ad, while an almost equal amount has been provided for the non-reourring 
charges of the partition of two districts. My Lord, by doing so Government 
are laying themselves open to grave misunderstanding, and I-would earnestly 
request the Government to drop the partition for the present ancbto allot the 
amount released thereby for sanitary ii|j|provement8.” 

The Hon'ble Me. K. B. Dirn said :— 

“ Your Excellency, in supporting this Resolution which stands in the 
name of the Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazurndar, I associate myself 
with every word which has fallen from him. T do not think that I shall be 
in order in questioning the propriety of the policy of Government to ‘ divide 
and rule.' But, with Your Excellency’s i>ermi8Bion, I would point out this : 
Is this the time, is this the season, for spending Rs. 4,36,000 for partitioning 
the districts of Midnapore and Mymensingh ? The question, of oburse, has 
been settled that these two districts and possibly some other districts in 
bourse of lime will be. partitioned. This is a policy with which we are not 
concerned, but Your Excellency’s Government ought to remember that in 
these very districts there are wants which have not yet been fulfilled. As far 
as the district Midnapore is concerned, T know very well that for years 
together attempts have been made to have water-works in that district, but 
we could not get it, why, because no money could be had. If for that 
important improvement, for which the people have been crying for years 
together, money could not be found, is it desirable, is it statesmanlike to spend 
a large amount of money for the purpose cf partitioning the district ? The 
first duty of the Government, as I understand it, is to-see that the people do 
not die for causes which can be prevented. First do t^at, and then give as 
the best rule you can. Secondly, with regard to the partition of Myrnensingh, 
whatever the opinion may he, people who are in a position to judge, say that 
it is not pf such imperative necessity that eflfect must be given to it at once. 
The Hon’ble Financial Member, whom I congratulate for what I might call 
a prosjjerity Budget which he has introduced, as far as administration is 
concerned, himself says that the ‘ criterion of imperatiAre and immediate neces¬ 
sity ’ has been rigorously applied to all new schemes of expenditure. Now, 
has that principle been followed for setting apart this amount of money 
for partitioning the districts of Midnapore and Myrae'nsingh? 

In con elusion,^ constituted as this Council is, I must observe that we 
Indian members have indeed very little chance of carrying any Resolution 
unless we get the support of European members. On a previous occasion I 
Jbegged and besought them to give their votes on the nierits of the question, 
and again on this occasion, I shall beg of them to support us. Th^s is not an 
opportune time for sjiending Rs. 4,36,000 for partitioning the districts of 
Midnapore and Mymensingh/’ 

The Hon’ble Mb. A. Rasuu said — 

My Lord, there is another Resolution (NoJ XVlJ which stands in the 
name of tny Hon’ble friend Mr. M* Ashraf Ali Ehail Ohaudhuri. That is ^dso 
with regard to the same matter with the exception of the last two lines— 

‘ Rs. 2,36,000 be allotted to establish a Muhammadan College in Calcutta.’ 
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Beiohtiona on the Revised Financial Statement, 

Mr. Rasul; £abu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri; Dr. Suhrawardy. 

The Hon’ble Mr, A. Ra6ul— cowe/c?. 

Ae I Bhall have to say something on that Resolution later on, I simply want to 
say a few words with regard to this Resolition. Members of the Government 
are awaro that there is a large consensus of opinion in this House, at any rate 
among tKe Indian non-official members, that there ought not to be any parti¬ 
tioning of Myrnensingh and Midnapore. But we are not going into the history 
of it now as the Goverinnent have decided to partition these districts, but the 
Resolution says that this is not the time for partitioning these districts, and 
spending so much money on them and the Hon’ble Mover simply says that 
this scheme should be postponed for the prescmt, and he has my hearty 
support, as far as that part of the Resolution is concerned. I wotild also 
support him with regard to the last portion of his Resolution that this sum, 
if this scheme is postponed, ought to be spent on the improvement of sanita¬ 
tion, hut if this is not accepted by the Government, and if the first part of the 
Resolution is accepted, then the question will arise as to what is to he done 
with the money. We will have to discuss that later on, but I have great 
pleasure in supporting the Resolution as it stands.” 

The Hon’ble Baku Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

“ My Lord, 1 do not wish to say much on this Resolution. J entirely agree 
with the previous speakers that this is not the time for taking up the parti¬ 
tion of these two districts. It is not only for this sum, but in the near future 
we shall have to spend more money for creating new towns. In whatever 
way the hu#i may be utilised, 1 would like to say this much, that whetino- for 
sanitation or for education, whatever may bo done, I fully support the view 
that the partition of these two districts should be postponed for the present, 
and the sum should, be utilised for steie other purpose. With these few 
words, I support the Resolution.” 

The Hon’bjc Dr. Auduli.a al-Mamun SuiiRAWARDy said :— 

“My Lord, when 1 signified my intention of speaking on this Resolution, 
I did so because the subject of sanitation strongly appealed to me. But going 
through the list of business to-day, I find there are no less than seven Resolu¬ 
tions which (leal with the grant made in connection with the partition of 
Midnapore and Myrnensingh. This grant like that for the reorganisation and 
improvement of the P^ico Department, comes in for a good deal of noiice, 
and a suspicion arose in my mind as to w’hether the real object of the 
Resolution was to advance the cause of sanitation in Bengal, or whether it 
was an advance-guard of an .agitation against the piartition of Midna)'ore and 
Myrnensingh ; anil I am afraid my suspicion was confirmed after listening to 
the speeches of the Hon’ble Mover and the gentlemen who have su ported 
the Resolution. Therefore, before I make up my mind (I was fully prepared 
to support the Resolution in connection with sanitation) to vote for or against 
the Resolution, 1 would ask the Hon’ble Mover to tell mo frankly whetitor this 
Resolution is really a Resolution in support of the sanitation proposal, or 
whether it is an anti-partition Resolution in disguise. There is aiutlier 
consideration which embarrasses my decision. It is this : If we succeed in 
knocking this partition scheme on the head and setting free this four lakhs 
odd, will that put an end to this matter? Eventually the question will be. 
how to divide this 4 lakhs and odd amongst the seven claimants. Because 
going through the list of business I find that there are no less than 7 Resolu¬ 
tions in which reference is made to this sura. Leaving the last Resolution 
for the moment, because that Resolution merely mentions that this item be. 
omitted, there are six Resolutions in which various demands are made upon 
this sutn. I find tHat there are three Moslem Movers and three non-Moslem 
Movers. So we are equally divided. In the Resolution which is before the 
House, the Hon’ble Mover demands that the entire sum of Ra. 4,36.000 be 
spent on sanitation. I find also that Hon'ble Maulvi A. K. Fazal Haq also 
demands the same sum. The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashraff Ali Khan Chaudhuri 
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Dr. Sitkrawardy; BiiSu Ak^B OKandm Datta; Mtrulvt A. F. F<izl"-ttlSaq ; 

Nawab Sir Syed Shams^xd-^uda. 

The'Hon’bie Dr. Abdulla-ai BfAMtrw Suhiuwardy— concld. 
asks for Rs. 2,36,000 for a Muhammadan Arts ColJege in Calcutta. Then the 
Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem asks for 2 lakhs for Junior Madrassas, and the 
Hon’blo Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur demands a sum larger than 2 
lakhs for medical students (?) Of all those claimants, I would naturally 
support the claims of the three Muhammadan gentlemen, and I would also 
naturally prefer the flesolution of the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazal Haa to the others, 
not only because he has been the loudest in his demand, but also because 
his dem^^nd absorbs the entire sum and loaves nothing for the Hon’^le Mover. 
For these reasons, I am afraid 1 am not prepared to support the Hon’ble 
Mover, although I came with the idea of supporting him. I may say for 
the benefit of this Council that I take eonsidei-able interest in the district of 
Midnapor 6 , and'it is not that I overlook the cdaims of that district when I 
say that I do not support this Resolution*” 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chakdra D^'ita said :— 

■‘My Lord, I have great pleasure in supporting the Resolution t)f nay 
Hou'ble friend Babu Ainbika Charaii Mazumdar. I do not mean to make a 
speech on this motion, but 1 want simply to say that this is not the proper 
cimo for embarking on such an expemditure.” 

The Hoti’ble Maulvi A. K. f’Azi.-n.-llAo said ^ 

“My Lord, I shall be very briid' and 1 sliall only say that I have always 
been a very great believer in partitions. [ believed in that larger partition, 1 
mean the partition of Bengal, and I also l)eiiove that these partitions, if 
effectively carried out, conduce vc-ry much to adininiatrative efiicjency. When 
questioned by the District Administration Conmiii.t<>(' on this point, *1 unhesi¬ 
tatingly gave my vote in favour of the partition of these two districts, l)ut at 
the same time, My Lord, I think that tln^ present moment is hardly tlie time 
for carrying offt any expensive seiu'itnis such as the partitioning of the two 
districts of Midnapore and Myinensinirh. J find from the list of Resolutions 
that although I have suggested that tlie projoets bo abandoned and the money 
^utilised for other purposes, several Hon’ldi'Members have also laid claim to 
that money. We are all agreed tliat the project he abandoned. Tin' diffi¬ 
culty is, if we are vi. torious, how are vve all going to divide the spoils? M 3 ’ 
obj(!et in saying a few words at the i^resent inoiuwnt is to appeal to non-official 
members and to find out if there could lx; iinanimit 3 ' so far as the main 
proposal recommending the postponement of the projects could bo accepted. 
Tf it is accepted, perhaps at some future date'. \v(‘ ma}’’ go up to Oovernment 
with a sptmific recommendation as to how tin* money should bo utilised. If, 
for instance, the Resolution of the Mon’hle Babu Ambika Charan Mazuindar 
fads now, we m^'' take it that the main prfijcicts will also be carried 'through, 
and that all other Resolutions bearing 011 this allotment will have to be 
abandoned. I, tliereforo, appeal to Hon ble Members to consider this particu¬ 
lar point and to vote keeping in view the fact that the main question is whether 
the partition of the two districts is to be taken up or not. If we are agreeil on 
that,.it will be time enough for ul to consider- how we shonldprocf ed with the 
of.her Resolutions. With these few words, 1 would support the ResoliUion of 
the llon’ble Babu Ambika Cbavan Mazuradar.” ^ 

The Hon’ble Nawab Sir 8 ykd Shams-ul Huda said ;— 

“My Lord, thq ReBolution raises two distinct questions. The fil’St 
question is whether more mojMy is required for sanitation; the second question 
is whether it is desirable topest^one the partition of the districts eff Midnapore 
and Mymonsingh. As regards the nepessity for more money for sajiitation, I 
shwld say that I would certainly have been glad if we had more- money to 
spend op sanitation but at t/he samp;' time,, we have to recognise other claims 
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The Hon’ble Nawab Sfr 8yed 8»am»-ul-Huda—cow 

and all tbese hare been fully considered by Government and by the Financial 
Committee and the Budf^et represents tiie compromise of the varioos conflict¬ 
ing claims. I have said that we can spend more money on sanitation and 
wou,ld have been glad to do so, but at the same time there are difficulties which 
we have experienced in the past, difficulties which have become much greater 
under present conditions. Before the war i)roke out, we had an almost un¬ 
limited sum at our disposal for the improvement of sanitar.ion in Bengal. The 
difficulty which we experienced was tliis. We expect hxjal bodies to bring 
their own ooutributions. Some tiimjs wo expect them to find two-thirds and 
lately we have been more liberal and have been asking them to contribute at 
least half the cost of a scheme. Even before the war, when Government were 
prepared to give loans, we found that we could nor spend mon(5y because Muni- 
m'palities could not raise their share of the mone}’ and the result was that when 
the war broke out we ha<l a saving of about 45 lakhs which we had to surren¬ 
der. These difficulties have become greater now that the Municipalities 
cannot get loans as they used to do before. I do not say that they are abso¬ 
lutely precluded from getting loans, but they do not get loans to the same 
extent as they U8(?d to get beforp, and 1 am not quite sure tliat if we had more 
money whether the Municipalities would be in a jiosition to contribute their 
share. We have instance of money which wo contributed some time ago to 
the ^^arainganj Municipality, Tfioy got the money, but they found that they 
could not carry out the scheme a's they had not all tfio funds that were 
necossai-y, and so tlioy asked Government to he allowed to inve: t this money 
and to get the interest for tliemselvos. We declined to permit this and the 
money had to be brought back to us. Apart from these considerations, we 
have to consider the orders of the 8*'cretary of State that we are not to sjxmd 
money unless it was going to be immediately remunerative or was of impera¬ 
tive urgency. It is difficult to say that all the schemes that are readj^ are 
immediately urgent. We have provided for a number of these schemes 
within the lakhs for sanitation. We have provided for the following

It is possible that there are other <5iaims for which funds are ready, 
but having considered the relative urgonoy of the various claims, we have 
thought it desirable to give preference to those we have provided for and even 
if the partition of Mymensingh were poitponed the question would still arise 
whether other projects which do not come within the ruling of the Secretary ^ 
of Statu cjin bo fitia^ced at the present moment.. These are the difficulties, 
nud therefore lam not iit a position to accept my Hon’ble friend’s Resolution.*

not, whether these should be carried out at" once or postponed, are matters as 
to which my Hon’ble colleague, Mr. Lyon, will speak with *^*^^*“ greater 
authority, and I therefore need not enter into these questions. All I need 
say is that, for the present I am not certain if we can sptnid more money on 
sanitation, and if we can spend more money, it is by any means clear 
that these cannot be postponed, or that they can be said to be ol immediate 
urgency.” : 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lyon said :— 

” My Lord, I wish to rise to deal with that branch of this matter which has- 
assumed large proportions in this debate, the question whether the allotment 
made for the partition of Midnapore and Myrnensingh should be excluded in 
favour of an extra allotment for . sanitation. This Resolution suggests a 
balancing between two methods, of spendiing money with which it is difticult 
to deal. I have the greatest possible sympathy with the Hon'ble Member in 
his desire to increase the allotment for sanitation. Sanitation is an object on 
which we should certainly spend all the money we can get, and I should 
be very glad now if we could get more money for the purpose of sanitation in 
this Budget : but', in the present case, we are not in a position to leave out 
this particular allotment, nor are we in a jiosition to say that if this allotment 
was taken away, we should be able to secure this money for sanitation, 
because, as ray Hon’ble colleague Mr. Beatson Ihdl has mentioned, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India have permitted us to dip into our balances, to go beyond our 
annual income, with the express proviso that we should niake a beginning 
with the great schemes of partitioning these two districts. We are faced 
with yet another difficulty. There seems to be an idea abroad in the Council 
that this is a fine sum of money, this Rs. 4,36,000, and there is something in 
the nature of a general scramble as to who Mihail obtain it and for what 

B urpose. We have had that suggested by two Muhammadan speakers. The 
[on’ble Dr. Suhravvardy has particularly put forward the point that there are 
no less than seven claimants for this sum of monej'. Most of the Kcheme» 
which these claimants urge are desirable, the very objects for which I 
personally shonbl wish to spend the money, if I had it. My difficulty is that 
even if this money could bo set free, none of these seven claimants is at all 
likely to get it. 

This 8chem>. ior the partition of Myrnensingh and Midnapore was placed 
before the Finance Committee and was accepted by them unanimously, and 
I think we have some claim on the mcml^ers of the Finance Committee to 
support us in protesting against its removal from our 'Budget. And there is 
another point which I should like to mention before going into the question 
of the partition itself, and that is. that it is by the improvement of district 
administration that ,we definitely hope to be able to carry out to the best 
advantage all schemes for village sanitation. The reduction in the size of 
these large districts is an indispensable preliminary to the introduction 
properly regulated system of local Self-Government. That is recognised in 
our schemes, and it is recognised that we cannot introduce our local units, 
which form the ttnits for our present schemes of village sanitation, until we 
have the proper district machinery which will l>e able to give them the 
support and strength which they require. 

' The Hon’ble Mauivi A. K. F.azl-ul-Haq has introduced into this debate a 
word for which I thank him in support of the, general principle of reducing 
the size of large districts. I welcome his support, and I go even a little 
further than he does. The Hon’ble Member who makes this proposal lias 
^8Ugge8ted that this division of districts is a mere matter of administrative 
convenience. I confess that I do not understand the suggestion conveyed 
in the words “administrative convenienoe.” It appears to me that the 
effioienoy of the machinery of a district is so essential to the proper 
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Mr. Lyon.

adiniiiistration of the affairs of Government, that none ot these improvements 
in district administfation for which the Hon’ble Member himself rightly 
clamours, such as the improvement of the efficiency of the Police, greater 
sympathy with the wants of the people, better supervision and support for 
schemes of sanitation, the spread of primary education and the like, can be 
carried oul, if the whole machinery of the district is out-of-joint, inadequate 
and inefficient.- It is essential that we should encourage efficiency in district 
administration. I know that this word “ efficiency ” has got into bad odour, 
vand nobody understands better than I do myself, how efficiency without 
sympathy in administration is ridiculous. But that does not mean that we 
are to elevate inefficiency into a f«ort of fetish. When we have a district 
administration we have to make it as good as it possibly can be. Wheq we 
set up pfficers who are paid out of th(? public funds, they should be able to 
give us their best work in return, and thi^i division of large districts is to 
help us to get this machinery into the beat order, to allow our officers to do 
their best work. If we have that, we shall be able to help in suppressing 
crime and criminals in tliese districts, to prevent extortion by underlings who 
are so frequently left without inspection and control in unwieldy districts. 
The essence'of all improvements in such administration is that we should 
have manageable districts. Now these benefits for .the poor are not obtain¬ 
able at the present moment, for reasons beyond our control, in the districts of 
Midnapore mid Myrnensingh. We have had this scheme for the partition of 
these districts constantly under preparation for the last 10 or 15 years. The 
scheme has been delayed by the partition and re-partition of the province, by 
the want of funds, by tlie very care and consideration we have given to local 
opinion in both districts, and now at last we have obtained the sanction of the 
Government of India to dip into our balances on this occasion to make a 
small beginning. I emphasize the wortls ‘ a small beginning ’ because the 
wdiole co.st muot naturally be great. Hut we want to begin with the acquisi¬ 
tion of land and collection of materials in Myrnensingh, and to build the 
quarters and so on necessiiry for the introduction of our schemes. 

'riie Districr Administration Committee went all over the province of 
Bengal, taking evidence wherever it went, and examined with the great est 
po-ssiblo care all matters connected with district administration ; they looked 
into this question and considered how administration could be improved in 
these two districts. They considered the various means of improving it, 
whether by adding to the staff of District Magistrates or by devolution of work 
to Sub-Divisional Magistrates. They found that the enormous increase in 
the population, the want of communications, the large pri'portion of educated 
inhabitants and the general prosperity of Eastern Bengal, especially in parts 
of Mymensingli, all-added to the work of the District Officer. They spoke of 
the work of the District Officer as being conducted ‘ under well nigh impo*^“ 
sible conditions.’ they pointed out that an increase in the number of officers 
meant a permanent necessary increase in the work of inspection and control, 
and they came to the final conclusion that it was impossible to introduce the 
necessary reforms without the division of these districts. They took up 
ospeeially the case of Myrnensingh. They gave us very instructive figures to 
which I venture to call the attention of the Council. They pointed out that 
the division of the district of Myrnensingh had been proposed first in the year 
1873; and they made a compari$on between the state of affairs then, when 
this.queation was first mooted, and the last figures they had, those of 1913. 
They found that, whereas the population of tne district of Myrnensingh was 
2,350,000 in |873, it had sinoo increased to 4,500,000 and that the number of 
criminal cases in tire distribt had gone up from 4..500 to 11,500. The number 
of witnesses examined in Court had risen from 17,000 to 36,000 and the number 
of pupils in pnmary schools from 48,000 to 77,500. This means that the work 
is more elaborate everywhere and oaBos more fully contested. 
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Tho general figures now involved in the divit^ion of these districts be 
roughly summarised ae follows. Mymensingh has an %rea of no less than 
6,249 square miles witt- a population of 4,500,000. and it is to be divided into 
three districts. The figures show that these throe districts are of very con¬ 
siderable importance. One is to cover 1,630 square miles, another 2,009 square 
miles and the third 2,610, with a population of 1,H6.'),0)0, 1,740,000 and 
1,420,000, respectively, not too small or unreasonahlo districts,^ I think. In 
the case of Midnapore, with an area of 5,145 square iniles and with a popula¬ 
tion of 2,820,000, there arb to be two districts—one covering 2,688 square 
miles and the oth ,r 2,457 square miles, with a population ql 1,090,000 and 
1,730,000, respectively. I may point out.that tho district of Midnapore has 
very special dif^icultie^ of its own. In fact, a considerable portion of its area 
is inhabited by aboriginal tribes differing entir-^-ly from the population of the 
other parts of the district. It has iviso very large Government estate,s and 
canal irrigation ai’eas and other special difficulties. ^ ^ 

Onr efforts to meet objections locally have not been without success. I 
think the general impression in these districts is that some improvement and 
change in the administration of the district is essential. Moreover, we have 
Carefully arranged in Mymensingh that our new arrangemtmt shonld follow 
the development of the district rail ways, so that our new districts will each 
in themselves have a unit of a railway to deal with. 1 may add that, in the 
course of the correspondence with reference to Midnapore, a careful comparison 
was made between the statistics of work in that district and the statistics of 
the work of two other districts—neither of them light districts—Murshidabad 
and Chittagong, and it was found that tho total workf of these two districts 
was practically less than the work done in the district of Midnapore alone. I 
venture to add that I have personal knowletige of the work which has been 
done in those two districts, and the extraonlinary difficulties under which the 
Collector has always laboured to look into 'details and to carry out the real 
work of the .administration in a way that would enable him to help and assist 
his officers and so to secure efficiency for their work. This administrative 
j-eform has been examined, worked out and polished. It has been brought 
into accord, so far as possible, with the wishes of th4 pt‘c»ple themsidves. It 
is not to be pursued with any very great exp(^nditure until our finances 
improve. The Gove-riinent cannot consent to draw back. So long as these 
districts remaiji undivided, we can expect but little improvement in sanita¬ 
tion, because the whole unit is too big, wiiether it bo the Oollectorate or the 
District- Board ; and apart from the teclinical objections which I have point^ 
out as to the opinion of the Government of India in this matter, I wt>uld 
earnestly press upon this Council that the grave reasons which have induced 
the Government of India, the Government of this Province and |he Flnanob 
Committee to place this item upon the Budget are so serious that this Council 
should not hesitate to confirm their acti^on.” 

The Uon’ble Bam; Am'hika Charan Mazumdar said :— 

“ My Lord, in rising to reply to this Resolution, I beg to point out that 
some of my ccJieagues have been labouring under a misapprehension. I hare 
raised only two issues, on© of which has been missed by some nonH>ffici|il 
jneipbers and the other ba« boon missed by the official members 
of this Council who have E^uoken. First of all, rny point is this, that you af© 
here going to partition two districts and for non-recurring charges you allot 
Rs. 4..‘i6,0(X). Of course, it follows that with this partition We shall li»v© a 
large recurring expenditure on account of the maintenance of officers in these 
two districts. I have intenrionally avoided raising controversial qtiefftions on 
the subject which, however, the Hon’bl© Mr. Lyon has introduced ih*e the 
^eiMsion. Whether partition of thC Mgger districts is neoesgary or not I do 
IfTwan* tlie Council to consider at this stA^. Taking it fbr granted iSL m 
-^I ftossary to partition these two dwtriotiH or any other dllfHcil, wyelt 
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Gwernment tn&y choose hereafter,* my point is this : Is it the time or 
is the partition of Mymeneiagh and Midnapore of such immediate urgency 
that we should entail such an expenditure both immediate and prospective, 
«|hiin there are 80 many iirgent matters-demanding our ^^ttePtiOn ? Notary 
I pornted out the question of sanitation, regarding which every member who 
has already spoken is in the fullest sympathy. Of course, it might.be like 
the sympathy of James in the Bible, who sympathised with everybody but 
had nothing to give to anyone. 

I' have been surprised by the speech made by the Hon’ble Hr. 
Suhrawardy, who assured me that he came to tlie Council full of sympathy 
for my Resolution, but as soon as he heard me and my friends who did me the 
honour of supporting it. he abruptly changed his mind. What my offence 
was, I oannot say. I have distinctly said that I want this money for the 
improvement of sanitation. Everyone of my friends agree that this partition 
business should be closed for the present, but some thought that the money 
might be made over for the improvement of education and some for the im¬ 
provement of sanitation. How that changed his mind and alienated his Jove 
for my Resolution, I for one cannot understand. He might equally have said 
that I came to vote for the Resolution, but as soon as he heard that Baghdad 
had fallen, he changed his mind, and so be voted against it. Now, my Lord, 

I will deal -»vith certain observations made by my Hon’ble friend Nawab Sir 
Syed Shams-ul-Huda. He says, if we could spend money, we should certainly 
spend it for sanitation. That is a position which I cannot understand, 
and my learned friend points out that the Government have made it a rule 
that the local bodies interested in the matter, namely, the Municipalities 
and District Boards, ought to come forward with one-third contribution, 
but they are n >t able to do so, so wo could not give money tp them. On this 
point before wo proceed further, I would refer to one observation 
made by my friend the Hon’ble Mr. K. B. Dutt. He is a resident of 
Midnapore and his view ought to be considered as of very great -weight, as far 
as the partition of Midnapore is oonc(>rnod. He has told us that many 
projects of public utility there are hanging tire. I want to know if that is so. 
There are other places I know, my Lord. 1 n«*ed not mention them. Which want 
to establisli water-supply and drainage, but as my friend says, they are in diffi¬ 
culty for raising the one-third contribution. Is it not better instead of spend¬ 
ing money for the partitition of districts for the convenience of administration, 
to give these places the entire money that they need without insisting on the 
usual one-third contribution and taking away the money because they cannot 
contribute. My friend recognises that situation. Is this any reason for 
deferring sanitary improvements ? You can give this sum gratuitiously and 
it will not be misspent. The Hon’ldo Member has said tiiat the Secretary of 
State has said that we cannot sp<uid money except on remunerative works. 

I have seen that Despatch of the Secretary of State myself, but unfor¬ 
tunately I do not read it in that light. If that is the case, then we can only 
grant money for railwayB and irrigation, but nothing else. 

The H on’ble Mr. Lyon has dwelt at length upon the necessity of 
partitioning these difitriots. He has brought out facte and figures to show 
that they have a very large population and that the work is very heavy, and 
chat there is a large number of schools and they cannot be managed by one 
Magistrate, and it is absolutely necessary that they should be divided irito 
two in order that ©fiffoient administration may be maintained. I nave yet to 
learn that division and partition, however small, will make administration 
efficient. If that were the case, divide Mymensingh an4' Midnapore into / 
two or three or fotrf districts. Each portion will be much largfer than Bogra. 
Bankura and Pabna. Wilt the Hon’Iale Mr. Lyon tell me what efficiency has. 
been so far effected, and what improvement has been shown in the administra- 
tiqn ef these MWall districts ? It is an ideal argument to say that if we divide 
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these districts further and further until we bring each to tl>e size of a sub¬ 
division, there would be a fine administration under a personal government; 

but my Lord, there is another , side of the shield, of which the Hon ble 
Member has lost sight. If you divide these districts into very small areM. 
you also take away from the power, prestige and efficiency of the District 
Magistrate. However, it is no business of mine to patronize the efficiency of 
the Magistrates. They will take care of themselves, with the Government 
behind them. I have heard that Government are not willing to force Munioi- 
palitie$ upon an unwilling people. I want to know ifMymensingh and Midtia- 
pore are going to be partitioned with the free will and consent of the people 
concerned. The thing is that 1 did not raise this question at all. I say only, 
postpone. , Let us not give a handle to misunderstanding Tho people will 
think that Government want more offictjrs to maintain in the two districts at 
the sacrifice of the health and comforts of the people. In the face of a great 
calamity, a small contribution for sanitation has been cut down by 6 lakhs, 
and doing that, we are going to spend Rs. 4,36,000 for the purpose of divid¬ 
ing two districts. I only ask you lo wait for better times. Upon this parti¬ 
tion does not depend the decisive battle on the western front of the European 
war and L submit that this partition may Very well wait for better times. Let 
US put up at all events a graceful face. When better times return you can go 
on with any number of divisions and sub-divisions. My Lord, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon has, of course, said that it is very difficult to manage big districts 
like Mymensingh and Midnapore. My Lord, up to fin's time, although I am a 
close student of administration rt>ports, 1 have never Seen in any report any 
criticism upon the Collectors of Myinensiiigh and Midnapore that they have 
failed to administer their district. That is to say, they iiave managed their 
districts as efficiently as the Collectors of Bankura, Pabna and Bogra have 
done, and even if the two districts are divided, the Collectors of these four 
districts will not show any bettor results than lias already been achieved. 

In conclusion I say, here it is a contest l^etween a fad and necessity. I 
am crying for sanitation and there is the fad of efficient administration, and 
under the name of that fad you want to partition two districts. I hope and 
trust that there is enough statesmanslii]; even in our C.'ounoil just to weigh 
the importance of tber,o two measur(?H and deal with them as their urgencv 
and importance demand.

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINE8S—ITEM No. 2. 

The'Hon’ble Babu Akril Chandra Datta moved the following Resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends 'to the Governor in Council that— 

(a) a sum of Rs. 3,00,000 be set apart for expenditure in 1917-18 on 
those schemes of sanitation which have been approved by the 
Government but for which no, provision has been made in the 
Budget for want of funds ; 

{b) the said sum be taken out of the grant of Rs. 3,00,000 for the 
quarters for servants of the Medical College Hospital; or 
from the grant of Rs. 12,00,000 for new Police buildings. 


He said :— 

“ My Lord, sanitation does nOt require any advocacy. But there are many 
ftohemes of sanitary improvements which are being put off, not because they 
«re not immediately urgent, but because we have not got the necessary 
money. I propose, therefore, to examine our .financial position from this 
etand-point. 

My Lord, the whole question lies in a nut-shell. Are the Government 
in a position at this certainly critical moment to undertake any new schemes 
of reform in any department ? If our Budget is to be a War Budget in the 
true sense of the expression, if the financial stringency is such as eb preclude 
the possibility of introducing any reforms and improvements in any direction 
whatsoever, then I should bo the last man to propose what this Resolution 
seeks to recommend. If that is our position, thou we must accept it with 
philosophical resignation and must wait till a better time comes. If, 
however, we have got money enough and to spare for new reforms, if as a 
matter of fact we do decide to spend paoaey on new schemes, then the further 
questicm ariseB :~lVhat is the total amount we can so spend ? How to spend 
it to the gpfeatest advantage of the countiy and its people ? What are the 
itnprovetnents which jtre most, urgent ? How to distribute the amount over 
the different departments ? What is the rateable and equitable proportion ip 
which the amount at our disposal should be divided amongst the different 
departments ? These are considerations which should engage our olosept 
attention.

Now, my Lord, it will be no exaggeration to say tliat it is now an article 
of faith both with the Grovernment and the people that education and sanita¬ 
tion are the two most'momentous. problems which we have got to tackle. 
The Government ^80 insist that there are some rei'onns in the Police depart¬ 
ment which call for our immediate attention ; and for my present purpose I- 
shall concede for attoument’s sake that they are reaJly urgent. The position 
then is this ; Eduction; Sanitation and Police have tlie strongest claims on 
the public revenue fend whatever amount of money we have at our disposal for 
new works should be fairly distributed over tlmse three departments. But I 
regret to find that the most remarkable and regretahle feature of the Budget 
before us is that the Police have monopolised the attention and financial 
resources of the Government, whereas education and sanitation are nowhere. 
This is an arrangement which does not and cannot commend itself to us as 
fair. We find that the total amount budgotted for Police improvement under 
different heads is about twenty lakhs, whereas we have got for sanitation not 
more than 2^- lakhs. You may rob Sanitation to pay Police, but the Police will 
hardly have anysoccupation if village after village, are decimated by malaria. 
If sanitary schemes are brushed aside indefinitely, then the time will soon 
come when in some parts of the country the Police will have the melancholy 
pleasure of lording it over deserted villages. The Police will soon enjoy 
sinecure posts if the insanitary conditions of our villages and towns undermine 
the health of our people and crush all life and vitality out of them. The 
burden of the song is war and the consequent d(^arth of money. We are 
reminded in season and out of season that the Budget is a War Budget. But a 
glfeuce at the Budget shows that schemes of various descriptions—schemes both 
large and small—have, as a matter of fact, been provided for in our so-called 
War Budget. Head the interminably and terribly long list, of new schemes for 
the improvement and exp uisi-)n of the Police and say if you can honestly 
call the Budget a W’ar Budget. Tlu* Government have declared that rigid 
economy is the underlying principh' of the Budget before us. Does the 
lavish provision made for the numerous new Police schemes show that that 
principle has been loyally and consistently followed ? Let any unbiased critic 
turn his eyes over pages 6--9, 21, 22 and” 29 of the Amended Draft Financial 
Statement and then giv; his verdict if he finds the least trace of a War 
Budget in it. The; Budget, however, becomes rigidly and severely a War 
Budget as soon as we come to sanitation and other important matters affeotr 
ing the well-being of the people. My Lord, it is a misiuaner to call it a War 
Budget : it is a prosperity Budget so far as J’olice are concerned. It is 
pre-eminently and essentially a Police Budget . It may also be very fittingly 
called a “building Budget’ or ‘steam launch Budget.’ We have got all 
manner of buildings provided for*—buildings for the Police, buildings on land 
and steam-latinches on water, buildings for the servants of the Medical College 
Hospital and buildings for the servants of the Bethune College, buildings in 
connection with the partition of the districts of Midnapore and Mymensingh, 
buildings for Jail and Registration, and what not. The Police looms out very 
largely in the Budget. The sanitary imprpvements are also very conspicuous 
in the Budget, but they are conspicuous only by absence. My Lord, I invite 
a dispassionate judgment of the Hon’ble Members on both aides of the House 
if all the schemes for which so much partiality has been so unreservedly and 
openly shown are more urgent than sanitary improvements. I maintain My 
Lord, that I cannot be gracefully put out of court on the plea of want of 
money. This is a case of Police versus Sanitation. The former claims 
exclusive monopoly of the Provincial revenubs whereas the latter puts in only 
the modest claim of an equitable partition. But the Police in these days have 
a»oharm all their own and arc not to be troubled with any misgiving or doubt 
that the verdict will be in their favour. But none the less the advocate of

sanitation has also a <iuty to his client and this Resolution is only a humble, 
but honest attemjjt to do that duty. Does, the advocate of tlie Police taunt 
me and think I am cryin;^ in the wilderness ? Wall, lie may.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Raoha Chakan Pal Hahauuk said :— 

“My Lord, if I might coin an expression of my own—though T am 
■ motionless ’ to-day I am not altogether ‘ speechless.’ I have listened to the 
speeches of my friends who have preceded me, and although T symnathise 
with the present Resolution that more money should be allowed for sanitation, 
1 do not quite agree with him that the .S lakhs of rupees which has l>een budget- 
ted for the improvement of quarters for Medical College serx^ants, should be 
taken away. This is a crying necessity, so far as we know. There have 
been extensive additions and alterations in the Medical College, and the 
Medical College to a large extent meets the wants of the Indian section 
of the community, to which I have the honour to belong. Therefore, I 
am not prepared to support my Hon’ble friend’s Resolution as it now stands 
that the provision of 3 lakhs should be omitted and appropriated 
umler the general head of sanitation. Of course, there are other items 
which might be discussed and upon which the House might, after full considera¬ 
tion, come to a decision whether we cannot appropriate a certain sum of 
money from other heads. I, being a resident of Calcutta, cannot vote for this 
motion as it aims at depriving the Medical College Hospital of a grant which 
they greatly need.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Siiams-ul-Huda said :— 

“ My Lord, I have very little to add to what I have already said in 
connection with the first Resolution. All the considerations that I put 
before the House in connection with that Resolution apply to this Resolution 
also. There are only one or two small matters to which I should like to 
draw the attention of the House. My Hon’ble friend, Habu Ambika Charan 
Mazumdar, did not quote me quite correctly whim he said that the Secretary 
of State has ordereil that we may only spend money on remunerative work. 
1 did not say that. What I said was thi.s ; 'bhat it has been laid down by 
the Secretary of State that that the work must be immediately remunerative 
or imperatively urgent. I only want to correct a misapprehension that may 
have been caused by my friend’s reference to what I have said, and the 
question has to be discussed with reference to the relative urgency and 
importance of the claims of sanitation and the claims of the Police and 
of the Medical College Hospital. My Hon’ble friend, the mover of this 
Resolution, has drawn a very j athetic picture of village after village 
being depopulated by malaria. I may tell him that that ’f more money 
had been budgettod for sanitation, very little of it would have gone 
towards the improvement of village sanitation, for we think that, with the 
addition of 29 lakhs to the income of the District Boards by the assignment 
of the Public Works Cess, the Boards ought to be able to take care of 
village sanitation themselves. If ^le object is to improve rural sanitation, 
even if his Resolution were carried, it would not be of much good. As 
regards the comparative urgency of additional expenditure on Police and 
building quarters for the servants of the Medical College Hospital, my 
colleagues the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon and other official members will speak.” 

The Hon’ble Sukoeon-Q-eneral Edwards said :— 

“ My Lord, the question is between spending money on building quarters 
for the servants of the Medical College Hospital and spending this sum on 
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8ut^lfe&n-Sf^nertU,EdioBerda.

sanitation. I understand that the Hon’ble Mover was a member of the 
Finance Committee who approved the suggestion of building theae quarter^, 

^ and I do not understand why he has changed his mind. I maintain that the 
housing of the servants of the Medical College Hospital is a sanitary question 
of grave importance. At the last meeting of the Council, when I said that 
by providing quarters we would be removing a grave scandal, I think I spoke 
truly. The difficulty pf managing a private house without apy servants 
living on the premises can easily ho understood, and if you fill this house 
vvith sipk and then multiply it a hundredfold you can easi^ understand that, 
the difficulty will be enormously increased. The Medical College Hospital 
has lately been doubled in size and naturally the number of servants has 
greatly increased. At the same time, thanks to the operations of the 
Improvement Trust, the busties near l?He Medical College Hospital have been 
reipov^^d, and therefore servants are having the greatest difficulty in 
Bpcuring accommodation. Some of the servants are living in the utmost 
misery and crawl in under the basement of the Hospital like dogs. Lady 
Chelmsford on her recent visit was deeply distressed at the sight, and was 
amazed at the,Premier Hospital of Bengal having no accommodation for its 
servants. I think the best thing I can do now is to read a note from 
the Superintendent of tim Medical College Hospital regarding this question. 

He says :— 

‘‘ Fully aware as I am that the present moment is a most inopportune 
time to press for improvements demanding considerable fresh expenditure, I 
have the honour to state that i*ecent changes and future projects leave me no 
option hut again to bring to your notice the imperative demand for housing 
accommodation for the numerous servants employed at the Medical College 
Hospitals, the lack of which must siiortly prove a public scandal. The recent 
changes are in connection with the scheme for providing Hostels for students 
belPnging to the various Colleges (affiliated to the University) which has 
caused and is causing a rapid removal of the neighbouring busties, while the 
present and proposed schemes of the Calcutta Improvement Trust will 
shortly lead to a complete disappearance of all busties from the neighbour¬ 
hood ^ the Medical College. The effect of these changes is that more and 
more of the menials employed, sleep in the compound, beneath the Hospitals, 
on the roofs, stairs, etc., and they are now occupying the covered passages. 
For want of cook-rooms the meliters, in spite of all warning, cook their food 
in the cholera incinerator and dhobi shed, with the result that not long ago 
two of them were attacked with cholera. Even this lesion has not provod 
a deterrent. A large number of them are foiming undesirable relationships 
in the neighbourhood, and hbndie we have had unseemly rows and 
in the compound at night, disturbing the patients, and this again would appear 
to have led to the acqtiinitibn of debts since the Kabuli money lender now 
haunts the hospital precincts in increasing numbers. The menials are poorly 
paid, few receiving a living wage, hence they cannot be suitably fined, and 
when punished, simply disSppesr. This dauses the greatest inconvenience 
since work never stops day or night throi:^ha||t i^e year. These mexiials 
mfist live near the Hospital. They <vork in snifts, they have nd mopey to 
spend in tram fair and so the only way to g^ them in hand and imder control 
is'to provide them with qparters in the immediate neighbourhood. The 
housing of the poor in Oalihitta is goir^ t(y be in the immediate future a 
most difficult and pressing problem. It is essential that we should settle our, 
part of it at once, since every dhy il6w Vrill increisb the difficulty and 
enormously raise the cost. , If these menials gel a roof mver their heads we 
get thsin under control. They, will throv up their present emfiicyment at a/

moment’s notice and, forfeit their wages. But it will require a very strong 
inducement indeed to niake them quit their room and coolcTshed. Fresh 
employment is easily gained hut a new house never. With the provision of a 
home, their wives and families will return and we shall have a more contented 
menial staff and a freedom from the present extraordinary state of affairs now 
prevailing in the largest Hospital in the East.” 

The HPn’ble Mb. Lyon said ;— 

” My Lord, In the forefront of the reasons which I desired to put for¬ 
ward as to why money should not be extracted from the sum of 12 lakhs 
provided for Police buildings was because this had been definitely and 
deliberately approved by the Finance Committee. But I feel some difficulty 
in pressing this point upon the Council, as I find that the Hon’ble Member 
was himself a member of the Committee who signed that report. I am 
afraid that the attraction of this large sum of 12 lakhs has been too much 
for a gocxl many of the Hon’ble Members wdip have thGir own projects to 
put forward, because I find that there are no fewer than eight claimants for 
some portion of this large sum. I would desire to point out, however, that 
although 12 lakhs appears to be a large sum, it is really Virth of the sum 
that w'e require and urgently require for the improvement of these buildings. 
The Hon’ble Member in the course of his speech, when he had to deal with the 
question of Police, may perhaps have remembered his position in the Finance 
Committee and have been reduced for that reason to calling the Bud|ret 
names. He called it a ‘ prosperity and police Budget ’, ‘ a building and 
steam launch Budget ’ and so forth. This introduced a touch of humour 
into our debate but 1 do not think that it was a very serious contribution to 
the discussion as to how we are going to spend the small sum at our disposal. 
Now, I must again reiterate the fact that it was recognised in the report of 
the Finance Committee that the Government of India had sanctioned our 
dipping into our balances ^n this occasion in spite of war conditions, for 
the definite purpose of starting the scheme for which I have the honour to 
speak just now, that is, of improving Police conditions and starting our 
Police building projects. Everybody, I think, in this Council, will agree that 
the question of the reform of the Police is one of the greatest importance. 
The Hou’ble Member proposing this motion has himself recorded the fact. 
Now it is very difficult indeed to decide on .what lines wo can best reform 
the Police, but I venture to suggest to this. Council that the improvement of 
the buildings in which the Police live in the nmfassal is one of the most 
important items in our scheme of reform. Looking back upon the papers 
:n the case, I find that the Police Commission of 1902-03, who spoke with 
unquestionable authority and upon whose recommendations, which were 
expressed in the most frank and sympathetic manner, many reforms have 
been based, definitely reflected, upon the state of the Police buildings in 
Bengal. They spoke of the inadequacy of these'buildings generally, which 
was ‘ particularly noticeable in Bengal,’ and it is unfojrtunate that the magni¬ 
tude of the programme involved in tackling this question, the inadequacy of 
the resources of the Government and the disturbances which were .inevitably 
caused by the partition and repartition of provinces, have forced us to 
delay this reform so long.. When the District Administration Committee 
went round, they also had the same reason to complain of Police buildings. 
They condemned many of the ihanas as miserable structures. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal in referring the matter to the Government of India last 
September, described a large number of them as erectiiMiS of mud and 
bamboo and thatch originally put up by chaukidars and villagers, with 
living quarters frequently unfit for human habitation which had now been 
. ‘ reduced to a disgracefully unhealthy and insanitary state, with disastrous 
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effects upon the self-respect, health and discipline of tin} Police and conse¬ 
quently upon recruiting.' It is essential fqr us, if we are going to preserve 
the self-respect of the Police, to reform the conditions and surroundings in 
which they live, and I believe this Council will realise that nothing will 
improve the efficiency,and morale.of the Force so rapidly as tho provision of 
decent quarters, including married quarters where the men can live with 
their families. It will improve their health and their self-respect, it will 
make the position of the Police officer in the mufassal a valuable one. and not 
one to be lightly given up, and it will tlier(dore intrcxluce a certain amount of 
self-control. A comprehensive survey of the whole position, ])repared by th£ 
Jnspector-Gleneral of Police and based partly on investigations naade in 
Eastern Bengal before the partition, disclosed the need for an expenditure of 
nearly Ij' crores of rupees for the accomplishment of a complete programme. 
The Police Comndbsion laid down that a,ll tSub-Inspectors and Head-contables 
should be provided with quarters, and in order to do this in Bengal, we shall 
have tospend no less than SSdakhs of rupees. This sum of 12 lakhs is merely 
a small beginning to enable us to tackle a part of this programme of 
crores. It is in reality a modest proposal. We propose to spend o lakhs on 
the rebuilding of old quarters and on building new quarters, ami 7 lakhs on 
the acquisition of land that is necessary and for the collection of materials. 
I would deprecate very strongly any interference with tho allotment of 12 
lak^s tor this purpose, and I trust that the Council will realise tho extreme 
iinportance of reforming the Police through this valuable item in our 
programme and will not ask us to alter this allotment.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhtl Chandka Datta said :— 

“My Lord, I am sorry my Hon’blo friend llai Radha Charau Pal Bahadur 
has opposed this resolution simply on tho ground that in his opinion nothing 
should be taken out of the grant of 3 lakhs for building quarters for Medicjil 
College Hospital servants. My Hon’ble friend has lost sight of the alter¬ 
native suggestion that was contained in this Resolution that the sum may 
be taken either from this or from the grant of 12 lakhs allotted for new 
Police buildings, and therefore I take it his ojiposition is not really oj'positioii. 
It has been said that the task of sanitation is so stupen lous that if a grant is 
made for a further sum say for 3 lakhs, even with that we cannot make any 
appreciable advance in the matter, and ^hat even then it is quite [jossible 
that rural sanitation will not be in any way improved. Of course I do not 
mean to suggest that as soon as this amount of 3 laklis will be set apart 
for expenditure on sanitation in this year, 1917-18, the millenfum will 
come at once and that there will bo no further complaint about sanitation. 
Precisely because the task is stupendous, that is an additional reason why 
we should advance step by step however slight it inay be. Then it has 
been said that as I happened to be a member of the Finance Committee, 
therefore I agreed t6 the grant for the servants’ quarters. In this connection 
it is only fair to myself to say that I along with one or two other friends did 
object to this, but it was accepted by the maiority, and when the report was 
sent to me for signature, I was thinking whether I should make any mention;of 
that, and whether that would serve any useful purpose, and then withovit 
making any special mention of this, I signed the report. If that makes it 
unanimous, of course it is unanimous. But that is*what as a matter of fact 
happened in the Finance Committee. So also about the other item of 12 
lakhs for buildings for the Police. There was protest on my part, and 1 
signed the report under protest. 

' It has been said that tho provision of quarters for servants in the Medical 
College Hospital is an absolute necessity. I do not lor one moment dispute 
Ihat they are necessary, but 1 am not prepared to admit that it is an abs^ute 
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necoeeity. There is nothing in the budget a,bout which one can eay that it is 
absolutely necessary. The essence of th§ matter is the relative importance of 
the different schemes. The question is whether this is the time Cor spending 
S lakhs of ritpees for these quarters ; if they are an absolute neoessit-y, 
how is it that they have been put off all this time ? Was it put off till the 
return of better times ? and is it taken up now because that better time 
lias come? So that is a ground which does not affect the resolution. 

Then, my Lord, it has been said by the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon that poliue 
buildings are absolutely necessary for the police in the mufassal. This is 
also a proposal which I need not dispute. I have got some relations in 
the police, I shall perhaps enjoy some day the fruits of this grant, when 
1 visit those relations. But the same question arises again. Is this the 
time for building police buildings at a coat of Id lakhs. You have 
waited all this time. . Could you not wait a little longer. The question 
of the reform of the police is an old question ; it has been hanging 
fini for a long time. Cannot we wait for some time more? Besides, 
all the Government officials have to find their own accommodation. Police 
officers may do the same thing until at all events better times return when 
the Government may be in a position to grant lakhs and lakhs without 
prejudice to any other schemes.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Buruwan said : 

“ My Lord, may I rise to a point of order ? Could not Resolutions Nos. Ill, 
1V\ V and VI bo taken together, as they refer to the same subject ?” 

The Prf.8ident said : 

“Resolutions Nos, HI to VI may be taken together. I mean that the 
mover of Resolution No. Ill will move that Resolution first and if the other 
sptiakers wish to speak in connection with the pxiints raised in the other 
three Resolutions, I will not rule them out of order, but each Resolution 
will be put to the vote separately. I shall, therefore, now call upon the 
Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem to move Resolution No. III.” 


APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. III. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem moved the following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that out of the 
lump provision of rupees nine lakhs for improving the training and pay of 
teachers, the sum of rupees two lakhs be earmarked for improving the pay 
of teachers in primary schools. 

He said : 

“ i ttot think tbaf; this resolution requires many words from me to 
copimend itself to Your Excellency’s Council. The demands of primary 
education have been pressed before the Government by all sections of the 
community, find I want only to say that the teachers of primary schools 
deserve some spepial consideration. ISo far as my experience goe? I find that 
these teacher^ of primary schools receive a very small pay, sometimes even 
inuoh smaller than the menial servants of gentlemen in Caloiitta and the 
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umfassal. It is quite reasonable, now that the Government of India have 
granted u6 an additional sum of 9* lakhs specially for the improvement of 
the pay of teachers, to expect that 2 lakhs at least will be earn^rked for the 
improvement of teachers m primary schools.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. M. Ashraf Ali Khan Chaui>huki said . 

“My Lord, in nsing to support this resolution I might just as well say 
that to try to emphasize the importance of primary education would be as 
if I were trying to paint the lily. It. requires no argument, my Lord, and 
it would be simply waste of time and therefore it follow'S how important it 
is to increase the pay of the teachers of primary education. They would 
teach the boys who in future would be good citizens and would shine forth 
in this world. .Therefore everything viepends upon these teachers., and the 
authorities know it very well, and I ho,oe that the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell will 
also admit that these teachers get a very small pay.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Hornei.l said : 

“My Lord, on the question of the claims of primary school teachers, I 
propose to say very little, because there is a resolution (No. VII) which deals 
with the progress of primary education, and the Hon'blc Mentber in charge 
of the Education Department is going to deal wdth it. I should, therefore, 
only waste time if I went into any great detail on this point. Resides, it 
seems to me to Vje unnecessary. All that I need say is this. Personally, I 
shall be exceedingly disajipointed if two lakhs of rupees at least are not 
devoted to improving the j^ay of teachers in primary schools. I say this 
not merely because the miserable pittance which the majority of primary 
school teachers now receive is a disgrace; but wholly because the present 
educational system rests upon a basis so narrow that it is not, in my 
opinion, contributing, as it should contribute, to the development and 
progress of this Presidency. As I have said over and over again in this 
.Council, until we can somehow or other secure funds to enable us to 
pay a living wage to a primary school teacher, it is misleading to talk of a 
primary school system at all. More money for primary school teachers 
is an essential conditir.^i even for securing for our present arrangements some 
small degree of aiabdity. That Government are not in a position to earmark 
definitely at this moment any particular amount for any particular kind 
of training is mainly, I think, due to the position in which we find ourselves 
with reference to this assignment. This assignnjent has come suddenly 
and rather as a surprise. We have received no orders frtjm the Government 
of India about this grant. We have been merely told tliat we shall get nine 
lakhs for improving the pay and training of teachers. The exact purport of 
these words is not altt^ether, clear. It appears that the grant is intended to 
cover (a) the improvement of the pay of teachers, and (6) the improvement 
of the existing training facilities for teachers. In that case, new schemes 
for the training of teachers are, it seems, excluded. With this, I shall have 
to deal later. It might be argued, on the other hand, that a new scheme for 
the training of teachers, e.g., such a scheme as would be involved in the 
adoption of some new machinery for training Moslem teachers of classical 
languages, might legitimately be regarded as within the scope of the grant. 
There is a certain amount of doubt as to the scope of this grant, arid I hope 
that this doubt will be quickly cleared up. I want, tlferefore, to assure 
the Hon’ble Member who has moved this resolution and also the Hdn’ble 
Members whb have moved the next three reedutions that we do not desire 
in the least to meet their suggestions with the usual official attifi^e of 
wn jpoaedmus. We undertake that their suggestions shall have every 
©^Bideration, when the distribution of the grant is beinc worked nnf ’• 
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The Hon’bie Maulvi Abul Kabem eaid j 

“ After the remarks that liave fallen from the Hon’bie the Director of 
Public Instruction, I bog to withdraw^ my resolution.” 

The resolution was tlien, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

Out of this, the sum of Rs. 1 lakh allotted for the completion of 
buildings already under construction cannot but be allowed to stand ; but 
I object to the remaining 17 lakhs which are intended altftgether for new 
works and measures. Wo are not very proud of our Police and I do not 
realize the justification of such lavish expenditure on their account unless 
some definite scheme is arrived at to make them more etticientand useful to the 
public. At all events, my Lord, I think that brick and mortar will not make 
the Police very efficient, already the Police expenditure is very heavy and no 
more large sums should be spent on the Police such as it is at present until the 
pressing demands on other departments are fairly satisfied. My Lord, primary 
education is one of those important matters which have long waited for a 
satisfactory solution and ought not to wait longer. The grant for this 
branch of education under the proposed budget is in all probability to be the 
same as it stood last year. There ^re 40,000 primary schools in Bengal 
with a population of 13 lakhs of pupils. We may be proud of this progress 
in comparison with the other provinces ; but it ought to be remembered that 
compared to the vast population of Bengal, this progress is extremely 
inadequate. Calculating children of school-going age at 16 per cent., their 
number is no less than 12,000,000, and if, out of this lafge nuipber of boys, 
are at school, we can at once see what a large proportion of 
pul* boys are left to grow up in darkness and ignoranoe. It may be a Very 
l^mote date -when every village in Bengal will be provided with a primary 
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8 chcx)l or a pathshala ; but there is no reason why we should not strive* 
to give some education to more than 6 or 7 per cent. of. the poor village 
boys by yearly increasing the prin^ary schools and paikshalas and by giving 
a little more than a miserable pittance of 3 or 4 rupees to a teacher who 
necessarily gives the best sort of his time in his village shop or in the field 
to eke out his existence and then gives only 3 or 4 rupees worth of training 
to his boys collected during a spare hour of the day. 

My Lord, 1 do nor plead for substantial buildings or for benches and 
cffairs for these schools. I only wish that this vast number of boys who are 
growing up in ignorance might be taught to read and write regularly even 
though sitting under the'shade of a village tree or in a cowshed. I submit 
that in the face of the very growing demands of the people this extravagant 
provision for Police buildings and re-organization and so forth ought not to be 
allowed to stand ! The point has been very largely elucidated by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon as to how our Police Officers require quarters. I admit that they do 
and, for the matter of that, who do not require good quarters. I believe all 
other officers of Government have to provide themselves with accommodation 
and the Police Officers may do the same. I therefore earnestly request 
the Government to reduce the Police expenditure under the heads noted 
above and to allot at least 5 lakhs of rupees from these savings for 
the further expansion of primary education. We are not very sure that the 
Government of India can be very liberal in its grant for dducaiion this year, 
and this 5 lakhs should be in addition to whatever grant we may receive 
from the Imperial Revenues for the purpose.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lyon said ; 

” My Lord, I feel that, so far as this question of Primary Education is 
concernejd, the Director of Public Instruction might have been able to explain 
the matter more adequately to the Council. On the other hand, as the funds 
attacked by the Hon’ble Member in his desire to help primary education are 
all included under the head of Police, which is also in my charge, I have 
thought it best that I should deal w'ith the whole of the resolution. 

The Hon’bhi Member has suggested that this Government has not done 
all that it could in securing adequate progress in primary education. I do 
not think that the figures which I have to put before this Council will 
entirely support that view, and at the beginning I would say that we have, as 
a Government, the greatest possible sympathy with the Hon’ble Member’s 
motion and his desire to spread and develop primai'y education as far as it can 
possibly bo developed and spread in Bengal. And we have shown that 
sympathy in the njost practical possible way. I would also invite his 
attention to the fact that we have now' a recurring sum of 9 lakhs to 
distribute for the training and improvement in the pay of teachers. As the 
Hon’ble Mr. Hornell has intimated, it is certain that we shall devote at 
least some part of this grant to improving the pay and position of primary 
teachers. 

There is one technical objection to the Hon’ble Member’s proposal which 
1 wish to mention, but I do not wish to lay absolute stress on it in this 
Council, because I would rather meet the Hon’ble Member on the merits of 
the case. The technical objection is that the Hon’ble Member asks us to 
spefid 6 lakhs on the expansion and development of primary education, which 
obviously will be a recurring charge, froth three heads all of which aVe non¬ 
recurring, so that the financial effect of the proposal would be that we should 
provide for the expenditure in the current year only, leaving the future to 
take care of itself, which is hardly a sound financial proposition. 
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As to tl»e question of primary education, I wish to jrivo some figures with 
refertince to the actual progress that has been jriade during the last few years, 
especially from April 1st, 1911, to March 1916. Out of these five years, four 
liave been under Your Lordship’s rule as Oovomior of Uengal. I hope that 
the HoUse will bear with me if I give them somowlKit edaborate statistics. 
The figures have been compared from 1901-12, practically to the present 
day.

I think this enormous increase, especially that in the last five years, will satisfy 
the Hon’ble Members of Council that w,e have not neglected primary educa¬ 
tion. 

I have also accumulated a large mass of figures on the subject of tlio 
distributiem of funds in hand, to show how we liave spent them and on wliat 
items. And I will add some further figures to show that our sympathy 
with primary education has actually and quite reasonably been extremely 
iwactical. Up to last year we made various tentative distributions of funds, 
and we gave District Boards temporarily certain funds wliich were in our 
possession ; but during the last two years we liave made definito and final 
permanent distributions of funds to District Boards and Municipalities for 
the improvement of primary education. We, have, for instance, g.ven from 
the year 1916-17 a sum of Rs. 98,276 for the maintenajice of primary schools 
formerly transferred to thorn ami also a sum of Rs. 96,276 for the main¬ 
tenance of new sclKwde built in and after 1913-14. We hav(' also provided 
Rs. 66,200 as the annual cost of Government schools, Rs. 39,.632 as annual 
grants-in-aid to maktabs and Koran Bchox)ls, and Rs. 1,16,268 as Governirreut 
contribution for the.maintenance of Board ])rirnai-y schools established before 
1913-14. From next year, 1917-18, wo propose to make the following further 
I'ermanent distribution, of Rs. 5,01,724, for the enhancement of the pay of 
teachers in Board and aided primary sciiools and maktabs, and Rs. 67,248 . 
for increase in the pay of trained toacluo'S in jn-imary schools and maktabs by 
Re. 1 a month. There is yet a great dual left to be done, but we are going 
ahead and the Education Department is paying the closest attention to this 
important subject. And wo liave now also a new grant of 9 lakhs of rupees, 
which ha$ been placed at oUr disposal for all teachers and thoir training. 

As to the funds from which it is proposed to draw this money, ■ 1 must 
emphasise the fact that these are non-recurring sums, and if we did finance 
this sum of 6 lakhs out of it, we should be left still to make provision for 
recurring expenditure next year. The proposal of the Hoii’ble Members, 
therefore, is not feasible. 

Now, as to the various heads from which the Hon’ble Member jiroposes 
to take this sum. I have a!rea;<^ dealt with one ci thern at some length. au\i 
I do not wish to trouble the Oounoil again with any further remarks on tlmt 
subject. The Mon’ble Member has taken up a <position which, 1 think, he 
will And it rather difi5:ohlt to dsfe^. He wants ta definite scheme for Tim 
iiE^a^ement of police, and yet he says that this iinpiravemeni should not he 
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Mr. Lyon.

I take now the definite sum of 3 lakhs for new buildings for the Polioe^ 
which is apart from the 12 lakhs to which I have, already referred. This 
non-recurring .Imperial grant was made for the improyepient of the Polipe in 
Eastern Bengal,, an^ sanction was specially accorcjed to this grant for tbia 
purpose, and it remaips under rhis head in our building project. We cannot 
very well touch it. It is part of the Eastern. Bengal schepve for the irnproveT 
ipent of the efficiency of the PpHce by subdividing police jurisdictions and 
rendering the Police of Eastern Bengal more adequate. The large increase 
of population in the last 10 or 15 years is partly the reason for this change, 
It has also been found that temporary buildings have proved, wasteful and 
disastrous to the health of the , force, and consequently it friaa necessary for 
us. when establishing these new thanas, to give them proper buildings. 
Every detail of this re-organization was considered with great care some years 
ago and wp hav©, gilUtluaBj carrying it pu^, ^ith some dalajr Owinfi^to 
the outbreak of the war. t would call attention again to the fact that this 
sum is apart from the 12 lakhs grant which is set apart for the improvement 
of the existing thanas. 

There is another item, the Calcutta river patrols. This again is a non¬ 
recurring head which can hardly be applied to recurring expenditure. I should 
like to explain the necessity for this item. A special enquiry was made a 
year ago to enquire how far the port of Calcutta was protected against the 
illicit importation of arms and ammunition as well as such articles as 
opium and cocaiue. I need not enlarge upon the necessity that has arisen for 
taking precautions against theJllicit importation of arms and ammunition into 
India. Undoubtedly, the Hon’ble Members of this Council and the outside 
public will realise the grave danger there is of allowing those who are 
plotting against the safety of the Crown with those who are our enemies in 
this war to help and assist revolutionary work in India by the importation of 
arms and ammunition, and I claim that this allotment is msEde as a part of a 
scheme for placing us in a better position to deal with such nefarious 
practices. Various schemes were prop(*ed to give us greater strength against 
such efforts and attempts, such as the fencing of the foreshore the enolosing 
of the docks, ;ind so on, but the finhl decision arrived at by the experts was 
that the best remedy lay in improving the river patrols to enable our polio© 
to with the trouble at its source. It was found on enquiry that the 

river police was very inadequately equipped, for this purpose. It was 
iria(ien|uate in strength and bad only two obsolete launches. We have 
accordingly foun^ it necessary^ to provide them with an Inspection launch,, 
able to go down tho river,, and five other launches for subordinate police 
omcerk and the force. It is propotMjd to begin with the launoheB at 
present. ' We can do nothing really to secure ourselves against the albeit, 
importation of arms until we have these launches, and,the danger that .exists 
is ^yjously a danger which must he met quickly. I venture, therefore, to 
assure the Council that whjle we are,doing all we caii to help primary eduoa- 
tian and are about to spentl larger sumft, of money upioa it, should not 
raapptoprialio h)r requrring exp^dilnre sumiB provided oaoe and only onpe in. 
tl© for the, nexb. year, and.we should.npt atfrenaptMobtaiji funds from 

items indhe budget which should be immune from attack, owing to their 
extreme urgency.”

Babu Amhika Charan Majumdar ; Babu Akhtl Chandra Datta. 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazhmdak said : * 

“ In reply I have only to make a few observations. The Hon'ble 
Mr. Lyon has shown that we have made some progress in primary education. 
No one disputed it, and I do not dispute it but because wo have made some 
progress in education, it does .not follow tliat we should incur very large 
expenditure for police accommodation. I do not think there is much connec¬ 
tion between the police and primary education, except that both bepn with 
a P. Of course 1 have said enough regarding this extravagant provision, and 
I do not think, at all events, my Lord, 1 am not convinced, that a case has been 
made out by the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon that there should be this large grant for 
th.e police and that no further grant can be made for primary education. 

As regards the technical objection that police buildings, etc., are non¬ 
recurring charges, but the grant for primary educatifui would bo recurring, 
I do not think that this is a very* insuperable difficulty. If the police 
allotment can stand over, I think we can see our way to make a recurring 
grant though not to the same extent, but to a smaller extent for the purpose 
of increasing primary education. Hut as I have said enough on the point it 
seems to me to be unnecessary to dilate on the matter. My last word is that 
primary education ought to have precedence to police accommodation.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 


APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—Item Nb. VIII. 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(a) a sum of Rs. 3,00,000 bo allotted for starting free primary schools 
in some selected areas in Bengal; and 
{b) the said sum be taken out of the grant of Rs. 12,00,000 for new 
Police buildings or from the amount of Rs. 4,36,000 budgetted 
for land acquisition and buildings in connection wnth the jarti- 
tion of the districts of Midnapore and Mymensingh. 

Ho said : 

“ My Lord, the doctrine of free and compulsory primary education has been 
accepted by the Governments of all civilised countries. It has long passed 
from the domain of abstract theory to that of practical politics. In fact it 
now forms the very foundation of the educational system which is now 
actuallyiii operation in all civilised countries. 

My Lord, the people of this country like the i>eople of all other countries 
feel, and feel very strongly, that it is their primary right to receive free 
primary education no less than it is their primary right that their person and 
property should be made secure. It is no less a sacred ami imperative duty 
of the Government tq provide free elementary education than it is for an 
individual member of the society to send his own children to school. An 
educated and responsible father cannot shirk the duty of educating his 
children any more than, he can neglect, the duty of protecting them from 
hunger and cold. The one duty is as obligatory as the other. So also with 
all civilised Governments. Peace and order must be maintained. The wolf 
of hunger must be shut out. But the duty of turning out the demon of 
ignorance is no less obligatory on the Government. I need scarcely remind 
the Council of the well-known dictum of Adam Smith that whatever tnay be 
the duty of the State with respect to the ©ducatioh of the rich, edujeutribn of 
the poor up to a certain standard is a tnatteiT' whfeh deeply concerns the 
i^mmon wealth. '

The Hon'blo Bahu Akhil Chandka Dat.ta — continued. 

The children of the soil have been insistently demanding free primary 
education. But it is most disappointing that the Government have not yet 
made any whole-hearted and entliusiastic response. The little child imploring 
the educated father to send him to school and the latter turning a deaf ear to 
the former’s importunities and setting his back upon the child is a spectacle 
which is anything but edifying. Nor is it complimentary to the father when 
pressed again and again by the child to say ‘ Wait, my good little child, 
a few years more till I win the litigation which is now a severe strain upon 
my resources.’ We have had no doubt in this country some very excellent 
resolutions of the Government—resolutions both ancient and modern—some 
of them as old as 1854 and others (juite recent—solemnly acknowledging and 
accepting the duty of the State in the matter of elementary education and 
containing a solemn promise that primary education shall be free. We 
have had resolutions issued by the Supreme Government practically recom¬ 
mending free primary education to the Local Governments ; but, like all 
pious wishes, they did not and could not bring us salvation. The most 
pertinent question is : What is our actual position to-day in Bengal with 
respect to primary education, those resolutions notwithstanding? It appears 
from statistics given by my friend, the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell, that the upper 
primary boys’ schools have steadily declined in number during the last five 
years. Similarly the number of pupils attending the upper primary boys’ 
schools has steadily fallen off year after year during the same period. As 
rogai'ds the lower primary schools, we have been told that the number both 
of schools and pupils steadily declined during the three years from 1911-12 
to 1913-14. The increase in tlie two follovving yeans in the number of lower 
primary schools is more or less misleading inasinucii as part of the increase 
is due to the fact that secularised maktahs in the Presideuc}” and Burdwan 
Divisions, which were formerly shown as special scliools, had now been 
returned as primary schools. Are thoHe statistics ov'er whicii we can 
congratulat(> the Hon’ble Mr. Hormdl, who, a little sparrow whispers into our 
ears, was brought dowm from England as a sponsor of primary education in 
Bengal ? Is it not true that wo havi? not yet got anything like a system 
of primary education? Can there be a more severe iuJictment against 
a civilised Government than the absence of a complete system of elemimtary 
education ? Is it a matter for complacence or congratulation that we liave not 
yet got HO much aH a scheme for primary education, not to speak of a loyal and 
(mthusiastie effort to give effect to it? In his last Budget speech the 
Hon’ble Mr. Hornell said : ‘ There is something in those Provinces (United 
Provinces) which may be called a primary school system ; hero tht^re is 
nothing which can reasonal)ly be described by such a term except in so far as 
the eysteni of establishing District Board Lower Primary Schools has lieen 
realised.’ This I maintain is culpable indifference on the part ol the author¬ 
ities in a matter of the gravest national importance. Is there any wonber 
that in these circumstances, some censorious critics will charge the 
Government with disloyalty, not only to the best interests of the people 
committed to their charge, but also to the gracious wish of our King-Emperor 
who was pleased to say, ‘ And it is my wiah too that the homes of my 
Indian subjects may bo brightened and their labour sweetened by the spread 
of knowledge with what follows in its train, a higher level of thought, of 
comfort, and of health. ’ 

A hope has been held out for sometime past in Bengal that some attention 
would be paid to this matter and that a scheme of primary education would 
be eTolved to replace the chaos and confusion which now prevail. But that/ 
is a hope which has boon kept only to the ear and deferred hope has beeu» 
worse than sickening. It is now more than two years that two of the best 
officers of the Education Department had beee deputed to study and solve 
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Jtesoliitib^ on iKe Ftnclndal 'Sfdihini^t.

thd problem of primd'fy edacatioh in Tfehgal. They submittecl {heir reppr^ 
which wais placed before A fepreeentativ^ confer6nce of the Thspectinc ctfnceirS 
of the Presidency. ‘ The next stopsaid the Hon’ble .Sir. Hcwnelf ftts 
last Budget Speech, ‘ will be the wording of a cornplete acherhe. ’ ms 
scheme bpen worked out ? Has that promisei been redeemed ? fn answer io njJ^, 
question Kb said in September last that the report of tin* two officers .•^nd tlip 
proceedings of the conferenoe were under tfie consideration of the DireOtor 
of Public Instruction, and hdve not yet been submitted to Government. 
This typically illustrates the truth of the observation recently made by tp© 
Hon’ble Mr. Sha!rp that the recent activity of the Dei artment of Education 
seemed to be to niake plans arid shelve them. All this only reminds us ot the 
couplet— 

‘ Promise, pause, prepare, postpone, 

And end by lettinf? things alone.’ 

The resolution -which I have now the honour of moving asks for the 
starting of free primary schools in some selected area. I should say at the 
very outset that although I am a staunch advocate not only of free but com¬ 
pulsory primaiy education, my jiresent resolution has nothing to do with 
compulsion. Nor does it ask for making primary education free all over the 
Presidency all at once. All that this resolution insists is that it, is high time 
that there should he a beginning made in the direction of free primary educa¬ 
tion. The beginning may be on a very very small and humble scale, but 
still let there be a beginning. Ler us begin with the area in which co¬ 
operative societies have sprung into existence. Free primary education is 
in itself an inestimable boon ; it will be a double blessing in a co-operative 
area inasmuch as it will open up immense po8sil)ilities for .that most bene¬ 
ficial movement—a movement for which we are most grateful lo the (iovern- 
meht; or tlie beginning may be made in such other area as may bo select¬ 
ed, e.y., any district or subdivision or portion thereof. The area selected may 
be small—very small—but still let us make a beginning. I ask Your Excel¬ 
lency to make a start just to give an earnest of the intention' of the i.iovem- 
ment to take up the matter more extensively and exhaustively when norn^al 
conditions are restored. Let the people feel tliat the Government are not in¬ 
different and lukewarm about this afl-important matter. 

Fatten the Police by all means, but pray do not starve education ; have 
new police buildings by all means, but let there be side by side sonie poor 
cottages where the children of the poorest classes may learn the three B’s ; 
multiply police out-posts and thanas by all means, but have also pathdalixt 
side by side; raise new battalions of police officers by all means, but have 
a band of gurus and pundits also. ^ 

It is an elementary principle of sociology that ignoraiuce is the ropt, 
cause of crimes. Break down the wall of illiteracy and the field ^ pplic©. 
activities will be cohpiderably curtailed. With about 94 per, cent; of our 
people unable to read and write, is it any wonder that we should, requjrp 
a proportionately larger pofice force than in other countries? In ISeB 
Lord Lawrence observed : ‘Among all the sources of difficulty in our ad¬ 
ministration and the possible danger to the stability of our Government, 
there are few so serious as th© ignorance of the pec^e.’ Thi» yrm qobted 
with aj^roval by Lord Curzon in his resolution on education in ia04. 
Victor Hflgo a great truth when he observed, ‘ He who opens a i^ool 
Sfiuta up a prison.’

Mv Lord,-to-day is the 13th of March and within a week from to-day 
Ycmr Excellency will lay down your reins, I ask Your Excellency with all 
the earnestness I can command to make a beginning in the matter of free 
primai^ education. The people of Bengal will gratefully remember your 
beneficent act and your name will go down to posterity for inaugurating a 
policy of great wisdom and statesmanship. With these observations, my 
Lord, I commend this resolution for acceptance by Your Excellency’s Govern¬ 
ment and by the Hon’ble Members of the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Kasem said ;— 

My Lord, I beg to sup^iort the resolution moved by the Hon’hlo l^ahu 
Akhii Chandra Datta, but I need ndt add much to what has fallen foqm him. 
I associate myself with all that he has said.” 

'I'he Hon’ble Mr. Lton said :— 

” My Lord, in the face of the appeal that has been made by the Hon’ble 
Member at the cmd of his speech. I confess that the balancing and deciding 
upon what rnatters money should be ai>ent would be more difficult than ever, 
if that balancing had to be carried out. Fortunately, I am protected in this 
particular case by the fact that the Hon’ble Member has again proposed to 
provide for recurring expenditure by depleting non-recurring grants ; and in 
Apite of what was said in the course of the discussion oh the last resolution, 
F think this Council will understand that it is not soumi finance to start on a 
large recurring scheme and to attempt to finance it out of funds provided for 
a single year only. With reference to this particular item. I do not wish to 
trouble the Council again with my reasons for asking them not to touch any 
money included in these two particular allotments. 

At the same time, I would like to say a few words on the merits of the 
question. I fully recognised from the first from the terms of the Hon’ble 
Member’s motioh, that, he asks for free primary education. I had the great 
advantage of listening to the admirable speech by the late Mr. Gokhale on 
this subject in the Imperial Council on the 18th March 1910. He spoke with 
^eat force ahd with that extraordinary power of marshalling his facts and 
that clearness of ahn which characterised all his speeches in Council, and he 
mado a considerable impression on the Council, so that it was not for want of 
sympathy that he was unable to press his motion to a division. The original 
proposal for the abolition of fees was made in 1908, when the possibility of 
ab^ishing fees in primary echocds was mooted. Then 'earn© Mr. Gokhale’s 
proposal tv) 'make a beginning with compulsory'as well as free oduaatlon, Amd 
the question of compulsion has occupied the stage somewhat to the exclusion 
of merely free education ever since. 

THie Hon’ble l^ember has spoken of making a hij^^mhle bogiqning, but 
I think it. is perfectly obvious that if we initiate scheme it is'bdund ^o 
prove a success. It is a desirable idea in itself, it is wamted very much and 
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Babu Akhil Chandra Datta. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Lyon — concluded. 

it is obvious that we should, if possible, make oUr primary education free ; so 
that there is no question of experimenting with small beginnings. The 
initiaticm of this scheme would mean an obligation to go on with it and to 
give other parts of the countiy the advantage which we should be confining to 
a few selected areas. This would involvS an enormous expenditure which, in 
the present state of our finances, would make the expansion of primary 
education, the establishment of new schools, the improvement of old schools 
and improvement in the pay of teachers absolutely impossible for many years 
to come. It has been our object for some time to improve our primary 
schools as well as to spread primary education, and to make these schools 
permanent and not peripatetic, the guru wandering about from village to 
village in search of encouragement. But if we have all these things we 
cannot also make education free, much,aa we would like to do so. We are 
doing what we can with freeships artd scholarships and so on, but we 
cannot undertake* to make primary education free In the year 1907, the 
Government of Bengal, as it then was, estimated that it was quite impractic¬ 
able to take up this question of the abolition of fees except in combinafion 
with new taxation on a scale that would arouse most serious resentment. 
The extra expenditure was estimated at 64 lakhs, recurring, in the sixth 
year after the abolition of fees, and it was stated that it would rapidly 
increase after that. The Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam at the 
came time estimafed that the increased cost would be over 80 lakhs for 
carrying out this scheme for the abolition of fees. The enormous figures 
of population give rise to these large estimates, but they must bo faced, and 
if we lightly begin we must go on. But, as I have suggested already, this 
will inevitably mean the starving of other educational endeavours for a long 
time to come. I have already shown, I hope to the satisfaction of Hon’ble 
Members, that we are going ahead with primary education and that we have 
secured at considerable expense an enormous increase in the number of 
schools and of pupils in the past five years. We cannot do more in the direc¬ 
tion of spreading primary education and we must be content for the present. 

I have already mentioned that the items from which the Hon’ble 
Member proposes to finance this scheme are not recurring ones. I fear we 
cannot spare money from these items, nor can we spare it from any other parts 
of the budget to meet such enormous expenditure. And we must resist 
the temptation to venture along pleasant and attractive paths in a country 
which, in the present state of our finances, must remain for some time a 
forbidden land.” 

The Hon’ble Babd Akhil Chandra Datta said ;— 

“ My Eord, I should like to make one or two obsorvatious in reply. 
The question of free primary education is of course a large order and there 
is no doubt about that. At the same time my resolution is simply this. 
Let there be a beginning made in however humble a way it may be. I said it 
might be introduced in a certain district ; if that is thought very large then 
it might be tried in a subdivision. If that is also large, it might be in 
a portion of the subdivision, say, in a particular thana, in a very, very 
limited area, just for the recognition of the principle of free primary 
education, and as funds permit year after year, the field of primary education 
may.be'extended. The question of money is raiati^ and because raised at 
this ^ijarticular time, there is of course no answer, but at the same time I 
quite believe that so far as the Government are ooBoerned, where tberqi, is a, 
will there is a way. There is so much money that can be found fpr so many 
oaher matters, and I for one find it difficult to brieve that if the Government 
really desire .to set apart 3 Hkhs for free pritahry “education, they hre unable 
le'do'it.”

APPENDIX TO THE U8T OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. IX. 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazumdar moved the following 
resolution ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that out of the 
bimp provision for Secondary Education, a sum of at least Rs. 30,000 be 
earmarked for the construction of the school building of the Faridpur Ishan 
Institution so as to enable the School Committee to complete the ground floor 
of the said school building. 

He said :— 

“ Sir, the fate of the previous resolutions shows that it has practically 
been a massacre of the innocents. May I express the hope that this 
resolution will escape the general doom. In this resolution I beg to bring to 
the notice of the Council the hard case of a very useful and flourishing old 
institution which is threatened with a collapse for want of a suitable school 
building. The Ishan Institution at Faridpur was founded in 1^87 by Rai Saheb 
Ishan Chandra Das, a public spirited talukdar of the district. In 1896 he 
transferred the management of the school to a committee with the Magistrate 
of the district as its President. I believe my esteemed friend the Hon’ble 
Mr. Donald was its first President. The schod, which now counts on its 
roll about 350 boys, is located in an uncomfortable tin shed and a number 
of thatched houses. In 1909 when Mr. Wohdhead, as the President of the 
committee, conceived the idea of raising a pucca building to meet the growing 
demands of the institution, a plan and an estimate for about Rs. 50,000 was 
framed which received the sanction of the Superintending Engineer in the 
Public Works Department. A public subscription was star-ted and Rs. 15,000 
were collected, in the hope of obtaining a two-third grant from Government. 
A suitable plot of land was acquired on payment of a compensation of 
Rs. 3,000, and over Rs. 7,000 have bean spent in manufacturing about ten 
lakhs of bricks. But here the work has stopped as no grant has been available 
from Government since the outbreak of the war. The Hon’ble Mr. Horuell, 
who;, has personally visited the school, has repeatedly remarked that the 
school house is in a wretched condition and that the school committee should 
approach the Government for a suitable grant to undertake, the construction 
OT the proposed building at an early date. There were other inspecting 
officers also who endorsed the views expressed by the Hon’ble Director of 
Public Instruction. I quote these ppinions in support of ray proposition. My 
Lord, there is only one other high school, in the town of Faridpur, which is 
the Government Zilla School, and the urgent necessity of a high school like 
the Ishan Institution has been admitted from time to time by the inspecting 
officers of the Education Department. Although the school is fully equipped 
a large number of boys are every year refused admission for want of accom¬ 
modation. The present school houses ai;e in a very deplorable condition, and 
I am afraid, that, if the construction of the building cannot be undertaken 
under the budget under discnssion, the school may o^lapse altogether, and 
I therefore earnestly request the Government as well as the Director of Public 
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The Hon’ble Ba»i; Ch^iran 

Instruction to set apart at least Rs. 30,000 to coipplete i^ie grountj floor o£ the 
proposed building and thereby save a very useful public ih^titation from 
Wirecljt apd ruin. Wit^ tJ^ese observations, 1 beg to leave this rMoltjtion to 
the cbnsiclerauon pf jlib Government and of the Hon'ble Hoi'pell.”

The Hon’ble Mb, Ho'&nkll said :— 

‘‘Mr- Vij5erfr«»id©nt, I daeire to state that the provision fl a writable 
building for the Faridpur Ishan Institution is a project which has my 
complete siympfthy, and is al?o one >vhicU is certainly of greff: ppgency. 
I visited the school in July 19l3 and encouraged the committee to pfpsp on 
with the scheme for providing the school with a new building. .1 visited 
the institution again last year and 1 wa9 struck by the miserable conditions 
under v^bich the school is now housed. 1 think that the Hon’ble Mover has 
not exaggerated the position when he says that unless something is dvme to 
provide the school with proper quarters, its collapse is only a matter of time. 
The quarters are not only bad ; they are impossible. A site has been obtained 
as the Hon’ble Member has explained. It appears that the new building 
required is estimated to cost about Rs. 48,000 and so far as I cap ^tber the 
local contribution towards the scheme will eventually work out to about 
Rs. l$,00p. The Government grant required will therefore be about 
Rq. 3^,000. When the Hon’ble Member suggests that the lump provision for 
secondary education should be reduced, he is presumably suggev^BR ^he 
reduption of the lump provision out of the recurring Imperial aisfugnment cf 
Rs. '8,2^,000, which appears on page 5 of the budget estimates. This pro> 
vision includes some Imperial recurring assignments for secondary education, 
amounting to Rs. 2,26,000. It is not possible to reduce these assignu ents 
because they have been all assigned and are all being utilised ; we cannot thare- 
fore take Rs. 30,000 without stopping something which is now being done, 
^or do I think there is any necessity to make this reduction, because,' if the 
Hoq’ble Member will turn to page 72 of the budget estimate, he will see that 
Government have provided Rs. 1,75,000 under grants-in-ai^ for edueatlbnal 
buildings for Indian boys and girls. It is not possible for Government to com*> 
mit themselves at this moment to make a grant of Rs. 82,000 or any ocher 
amount towards the project with which the resolution deals. The grant will 
require the sanction of the Local Government and the project has not yet 
been submitted to them. Indeed the present position is that the revised 
plans imd estimates are with the Inspector of Schools who has been asked by 
me to obtain the approval of the Superintending Engineer and the Sanitar}' 
Comipispioner, ^he approval of both these officers being required Under the 
grantrip-aid rules. Rut this is certainly one of the schemes which I hc^ to 
send up beforp Jong to Government. The Hon’ble Member wiR remember 
that under the orders of the Secretary of State all new expenditure has to be 
scrutinised by Govemmeni with a view to deciding whether it pasaee the tept 
of immediate necessity. I shall be prepared to state that this pvojeet is oim 
which should hot be delayed and 1 do not gather that there will be, fniaiQ 
what I understand, any difficulty in obtaining the grgnt from Govenuneof

The Hon’bie Maulvi Abul Kasem moved the following resolution :— 

This Council recommends lo the Governor in Council that the non¬ 
recurring expenditure of Rs. 4,86,00() in ' onnectiort with the partition of 
Midnapore and Mymensingh be suspended and that out of the said grant the 
sum oi rupees two laklis be allotted for building grants to junior Madrassas. 

^e said :— 

“ After the decision of this Council.in connection with a simitar resolution 
which deals with the Re. 4,36,000 reserved for the partition of two districts, 

I feel somewhat diffident in pressing this resolution before the House, and, 
if I do so, it is simply because I want to bring to the notice of Government 
and the educational authorities the urgent necessity of making some grants 
for junior Madrassas. For some time past anxiety was felt by Muhammadan 
leaders and the Muhammadan emnmunity as to what sort of education they 
ought to give to their boys and some concern vras felt by the Government as 
well. A system of junior Madrassas was introduced for the purpose of giving 
Muhammadan young men education suited to their circumstances and to 
their national sentiments, and the Committee of which Sir Archdale Earle, 
then Director of Public Instruction, was President was convened, and framed 
some rules for the working of tiiese Madrassas, and although the curriculum of 
those institutions has undergone some changes gained by the experience of, 
the working of these Madrassas. they are working on the same lines, and so 
far as we have been able to asce^rtain, these institutions have been doing very 
useful work in spreading education among Muhammadans in giving them 
secular education coml)ined with religious instruction. These institutions 
got some recurring grants from the Government for tReir maintenance and 
some additional provision has been made f()r increasing the recurring grant 
as many of these institutions have adopted the reform scheme, but we have 
felt it in some parts of the Province at least that the. Madrassa committees 
find some difficulty in providing for the necessary money for building their 
institutions and the departmental officers are becoming anxious for the 
success of these institutions. It is for this reason that I wish to press before 
the Ijlouse and the Director of Public Instruction the necessity for giving 
these institutions certain building grants for their institutions.” 

The Hon’ble Mr, Hornell said :•— 

” Mr. V ice-President, Government, as the Council know, are not prepared 
to reduce the provision made in connection with the partition of the Midnapore 
and Mymeasin..;h district-!. 'Pherefore the resolution of the Hon’ble Member 
cannot be accepted. It only remains for me to say that if any application for a 
building grant for a junior Madrassa is submitted to me, it,will be considered 
along with other applications for l>uilding grants, with a view to deciding ' 
whether the grant asked for can be sanctioned from the budget provision for 
building grants. I regret that I cannot say more except that I paid attention 
to what the Hon’ble Member said with regard to the necessity for encourag- 
ing junior Madrassas ami tiiat tliese considerations will weigh with me in / 
considering any application for a building grant for such an institution which I 
may reach me.”

The Hon’ble Rai Mahekdka Chandra Mitra Bahadur moved the 
following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(а) a sum of Rs. 20,000 be set apart as a contribution towards the 

Building Fund of the Mahakali Patsala, Calcutta ; and 

(б) the said sum be taken out of the grant of Rs. 18,49,000 set apart as 

Grants-in-aid under “ 22—Education.” 

“ Sir, the resdution I beg tp move has a special interest for us Hindus of 
the Provinoe. The Mahakali Pathsala is the onlv institution of the kind. Its 
utility cannot be gainsaid and has been ^admitted by those who have taken 
care to study the system followed in it. * 

■«lr, in the resolution on the Report on Public Instructions in Bengal for 
1915-16 the Government said—‘ It is an encouraging feature of female educa-^ 
tion in Bengal that the bhadralog or middle classes are recognizing that 
the education of their girls up to a certain standard is a practical necessity.’ 
But they want a special system of education for their "girls. The late Sir 
Monier Williams has said that ‘ the root dogma of true Hinduism is purely 
spiritualistic.’ It is this speciality of the faith that has shaped the social 
system of the Hindus—a system in ivhich women play an important part. 
And if that social fabric has withstood the corrosive wear and tear of time it 
is because the education of our women has fitted them to the work to which 
they are called in the family and in society. At a meeting in London, Sir 
Theodore Morrison said : ‘ If the education of the women of India followed the 
same purely European lines as that of their husbands and brothers, the Indian 
social type which had survived for, so many centuries would bo in danger of 
annihilation. Education of.the women was inevitable as well as desirable, but 
the question was—How can they be given an acquaintance with English books 
and English ideas and yet be preserved from the proselyting action of European 
thought?’ That question has been answered by the Mahakali Pathsala which 
is the outcome of the exertion of the late Mataji to raise the dignity of woman¬ 
hood in modern India. Tu India numerous institutions have been established 
for the education oI women where the European system is followed, I'do not 
want to minimise their utility or belittle their endeavours to spread education. 
But I do say that an education suited for a wholly different civilisation—in 
which an ever increasing number of women are thrown on their own exerkione 
for a livelihood, and, competing with men in professions and trades, require 
an education like that of their male competitors—is entirely unsuited for 
girls whose destiny is the home and not the market-place. 8o we must have 
a system of education suited to our own requirements in Bengal. And a 
scheme for such a system was adumbrated, advanced and accomplished in 
the Mahakali Pathsala by the late Mataji. The institution in Calcutta is a 
monument of her selfless love for Indian women. This' institution was 
visited by Tlieir Excellencies Lady Chelmsford and Lady Carmichael. Her 
Excellency Lady Carmichael was pleased to express her satisfaction at what 
she saw- Sir Valentine Chirol also visited the institution and on his return 
to England sent it a cheque and, what is more, also his good wishes for the 
Pathsala. That institution is now in want. And I propose that a modpst 
sum of Rs. 20,000 be granted to it for its building fund. 

I The Hon’ble Mr, P. C. Mitter said;— 

“’Sir, the resolution as moved by the Hon’bl© Rai Mahendba Chandra 
Mitra provides for a certain sum of money for the Mahakali Patsala.- It Cs 
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important in this respoct that theMahakali Patsala undoubtedly fills the neces¬ 
sity for a certain section of the Hindu community who would not send their 
^irla to other institutions. That institution is, I underatand, in, very grave 
danger at the present moment. I understand that a decree has been obtained 
by the creditor for Rs. 36,000 and there is a danger of the house being sold 
up. The value of the house is considerably more than that sum. It is, I 
understand, worth more than Rs. 50,000. These being the circumstances I 
trust it would be possible for my Hon’ble friend Mr. Hornell to find this sum 
of Ra. 20,0(W from the fund indicated by the Hon’ble Mover or from any other 
fund. I think.it would be desirable to provide it, but whether it is possible 
or not, I must leave that to my Hon’ble friend to decide.” 


The Hon’blo Mr. Houmei.i. said:— 


“ The object of this resolution is to get Gov^ernment to commit them¬ 
selves to earmarking a certain amount out of the sum which it is proposed to 
make available during the coming financial year for grants-in-aid to buildings 
as a contribution towards a building project in favour of a certain institution. 
The Hon’blo iSeorotary of the In.stitution approached mo in June last asking 
for a 8ul)8tantial grant, the object of which was apparently to assist the 
authorities to liquidate certain liabilities in which the institution was involved. 
After considering the matter carefully 1 was * constrained to reply tliat I did 
not see my way to recommending to Government to make any capital grant. 

1 have since been approached unofficially by the Hon’ble the Maharajadhiraj 
of Burdwari with a view to a recurring maintenance grant being sanctioned 
for the institution. On the 3rd of this month 1 wrote to the flon’ble the 
Maharaja and forwarded a copy of my letter to the Honorary Secretary. It 
will thus appear that while there is not at present before me any application 
for a capital grant, the question of a recurring grant is still a matter of 
correspondence between the Maharaja and myself. I do not consider that 
the present is the proper occasion for discussing the reasons for and against 
making a grant to this particular institution. Personally I am quite ready 
to recognise the desirability of such institutions as this and to believe 
that if they are efficiently conducted they may contribute a valuable part of 
the machinery of the education of Hindu girls. Whether in view of the great 
need Which there is for girls’ schools and the very limited amount of money 
now available for this purpose, it is desirable or not to make grants from 
public funds to these institutions, is a point in which 1 have not altogether 
made up my mini. 'This is not because [ am no't convinced of their utility, 
but because I feel that they have rather a special claim on fho generosity of 
wealthy members of the Hindu community. Bo that as it may, 1 hope that I 
have said enough to convince the Council that the question of making a grant 
for the Mahakali Patshala has not yet attained the stage of development at 
which Government could possibly commit themselves towards making a grant. 
All that the Hon’ble Member has said in favour of this institution will be 
recorded in my tile and will be carefully considered before the general 
question of aiding this institution is finally disposed of. In other words, I am 
perfectly open to consider any special appeal that may be made, but as 
Government have not yet been approached and as there is no definite proposal 
before me, I feel compelled to oppose this resolution. It must ba clear that 
the Government are not in a position to say that they will make any grant 
towards this institution, but I am perfectly willing to consider any re¬ 
presentation with reference to the present needs of the institution from 
those who are in charge of it.” 
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The Hon’ble Rai Mabkndra Chandka Mitra Bahadur eaid ;— 

“I thank the fion’ble Member for the observations wliieh he has just 
made, but the neoessit^ of the institution being very great, in order to say© 
the institution from aimihilation, I felt oompeJied to bring the matter to th© 
notice of the Council, but as the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell has assured u« that he 
will further inquire into the subject, I have no other alternative than to with¬ 
draw the resolution.”

The Hon’ble Dr. Nilkatan Sarkar moved the following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

t 

(a) a sum of Rs 1,00,000 be provided for the purpose of giving small 
capital grants for building purposes to schools under private 
management ; and 

(i) this expenditure be met out of the provision of Rs. 12,00,000 for 
Police Buildings under head Civil Works in charge of Public 

* Works Department. 

“ Siri the defects and difficulties in connection with the housing of 
our schools both in the mufassal and Calcutta are well known. The 
number of students is increasing every year. Teachers are availabh? and 
Government have now made a provision tor the improvement of their prospects 
by the grant of 9 lakhs of rupees. But the problem of housing our schools 
remains where it is. In the present circumstances, capital is not lik«ly to 
fl(»w in this direction spontaneously, and charity cannot possibly cope with the 
task of providing houses for 551 schools. Here is an humble proposal for 
meeting this difficulty which I believe to be perfectly sound, and which if 
adopted will remove this difficulty gradually. Tnere are three parties con¬ 
cerned in this matter, viz., the governing body of the schools, the guardians 
of the pupils and the Government. 1 believe that (lacb of these parties should 
contribute towards the builcing expenses. The site and plan of the school 
should be settled by the governing body in consultation with the University 
and the Government ; and whenfor a particular school, the site and plan have 
been approved, the governing body should come forward with a contribuftion of, 
eay. Rs. 4,000 or R». 5,000 winch with a contribution of say Rs. 12,000 or 
Rs; 15,000 from the budgetted grant should form a margin for securing on 
mortgage the requisite sum for the building and the purchase of the land. 
The average cost according to the estimates made by a competent 
engineer would be nb )pt Rs. 80.000 for a three-storied house covering an- 
area of 5,000 square feet, built upon a plot of land one bigha in area, 
f'or the purpose of repayment, the governing body should contribute 
annually 10 per cent, of the capital outlay. Out of this 2 per cent, 
should meet the rates and taxes and the annual repairs expenses ; and 
the remaining 8 per cent, should be devoted to paying the interest 
and also contributing a small suila arinually to a sinking fund. If thiA< 
plan be adopted the property will be cleared free of all incumbrances 
ill about 25 years. So long as there is this debt; the first charge shquld 
be with the mortgagee and the seednd chkr^ie with the Government. 
When the debt is cleared oft‘, the only charge should be with the Gpv- 
ernrnent. Of course Government will have, to make some modification 
in its grant-in-aid rules. This experiment may be tried in halt a dozen 
schools for the present, including one or two mufassal schools. In the case

of niixfaseal schools, I believe the cost will be much smaller than that 
indicated in my proposal, and I hope that the Hou’ble Mr. Hoimell with Ids 
usual sympathy for our secondaij schools will accept my humble proposal." 

The Hon'ble MaulVi Abui. Kasem sai l : 

( 

“Sir, I beg to support the resolution moved by the Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar.. 
Under the present University rules, the number of stu iente in eacli class is 
limited, and we find great difficulty in getting boys admitted into the puVdic 
schools. Much of this difficulty will be removed if we can get suitable 
buildings according to a deoartmental plan and we will be able to accommodate 
in them the whole of the allotted number of each class and thereby extend 
the sphere of secondary education in this province. As the proposal of the 
Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar is a very modest one,T think Government should come 
forward with some sort of help to these iifstitutions so that the sphere of 
education may be further enlarged.” 

The Hon’ble Da. Dsba Prasad Sarbadhikabi said ; 

“ Sir, when wo were adjourning after discussing some of the resolutions 
an hour ago, my friend opposite, the Hon’ble Nawab Sir 8yed Shamsul Huda, 
asked me as ^o why in Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur’s elegant parlance 1 was 
both motionless and speechless ; it occurred to me that I should explaiti the 
situation. I take advantage of this motion to do so. Hon’ble Members, 
in going through the list of resolutions tcvday and of those who have spoken to 
them, will have noticed that it is exactly those who have not been lamed and 
maimed in the race for the last few years that have chosen to embark on a 
series of motions the fate of which must be foreknown. My Hon’ble friend. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar, who is not altogether new to the fray but who ccanbiiies 
in himself modesty and courage, was bold enough to send in notice of a few 
motions, with which irrespective of their likely fate, I am bound to be associa¬ 
ted. The first of these we are now dealing with. The motion is one in which 
I am very naturally interested, and if conditions were more favourable than they 
appear to my friend, I myself should have taken charge of such a motion. 
Along with many Hon’blo friends interested in the progress of secondary 
education I discussed this question with the Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar. after fore¬ 
shadowing my vie ws at the last Convocation speech and the teaching world must • 
be thankful that he has taken it up. When I found that His Elxcellency the 
Chancellor took a very keen interest in the condition of our schools and the 
pay and position of our teachers, I had the honour of laying a scheme like tliis 
before His Excellency and since then I have discussed it with many officials 
and non-officials. -It seemed to me then and it seems tome now that if wo are 
to house our schools well an experiment like the one suggested must be under¬ 
taken. How few of the hundreds of schools under the University are well 
housed is knbwn. to all Directors of Public Instruction and' all generally 
interested in education. 'We needed no Commission, we needed no inquiry 
to tell Us that some of the schools, I should say most of them, including' 
txovernment schools-are housed as badly as can.be imagined. We have two 
essentials nebessary- for satisfactory secondary education, viz., the number of 
tljose ready, and willing to join the schools, and the number of ready, thongh 
not for the moment, ideally capable, and well constituted body of teachers. 
With regard to the second-class of difficulties, we expect that with th^ fairly 
large suna whibli His Excellency the Chanceller remotely indicated at the last 
Convocaticm and which has since been placed at the disposal of this Govern¬ 
ment, it will be possible to make some little improvement. Nine lakhs of j & 
rupees is a large sum in a lump, but it is uot very lat^ge when you coma to ' 
consider the requisitions likely to be ftiade on it. have indications in 
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The Hon’ble Bk. Djbba Pkasad SahbadHikaiU— 

to-day’s rasoltfi^ozi of some of the pressing items that have struck 
as having the first right of participation. I hope that when tbp gttOirtlPn 1» 
taken up, the difierent interests vvill be carefulJy considered ana a cartffut 
allotment will be made in the interests of primary and secondary edacation, 
benefiting both Hindus and Muhammadans. We have it that there is no lack 
of atndenls, we have it that so far as it is numerically concerned, there is no 
lack of t^Wihers,—men who are being trmned as teachers as well as ordinary 
graduates are available on reasonable terms. The thii'd essential is a good 
hbose. I qgite agree with the Hon’ble Babu Amhika Charau Mazumdar and 
those who think with him, that brick and mortar need not play a large part 
in the edaoatkntal p<Aity of community like ours- That had lieen sp in ancient 
India, that has been «o in recent times. But since the ethics of brick and 
mortar havB oome prominently into our* counsels, steps must be taken eudh 
ae are open tons to provide good houses for schocis- It is clear that Indian 
schools that are under private management, cannot within a reasonable time 
furnish themselves with good houses. It is also clear that neither the 
Government nor the municipalities or other public bodies concerned, will ever 
be able to furnish air the funds necessary. The only thing that remains 
thereforo is a scheme like that which has been suggested iu the course of my 
friend’s speech. But 1 do not think that this is a complete ischeme, and 1 do 
not think it im absolutely sound. It will have to be examined and the difiicul- 
ties and weaknesses will have to be discovered and put right ; the time has 
come when w» must make up our minds to have an exf^riment like this, ITie 
essential idea of the scheone is that the three parties interested in providing 
good houses should all contribute. The governing body is to be made 
respcmsnbie lor the school- The next is the Government which is tiding to 
assist eeccmdsry as well as other education and along with the Government 
will Some the tnanicipalities which are interested in primary education which 
is FBpreseatad in soma of the lower classes- Then come those who am directly 
interested in these schools, that is the guardians of the pupils. If the 
country wei^e rich enough it could have looked for some endowments imme¬ 
diately. I do not think that so far as the school eduoation is concerned, such 
can be looked forward to for a number of years. Those inclined to give natur¬ 
ally and rightly tWnk that when the gifts are limited tfieir best use would 
be in the upbringing of those who can take their j^ace in the requisite army 
of teachers. The next step therefore is to spread over the cost o^* the 
balance of as far as possible over a number of years, and that 1^ been 
proposed in the scheme^ namely, 10 per cent, on the outlay, i.e., the balance, 
after giving credit for what tlie governing body, or th^ Government may 
oonti^ute. The only way to pay off the balance <m eafey terms and to secure 
the ultimate rights for the school to spread that burden over a seriea o^ years, 
^ or aa aaay be, after careful caleulation be found necessary- A little 
more may be done if a district at a time is taken up. Bufi jt wijl not bo possible 
lodg to put off the oxpariment without eerioua detdlnaant to the districts 
c^cemad- Theoe ave the miilines of possible improvmnent and if something 
like this is nndartaken, me shall be able to improve pur sohools, as we have 
sueeeeded in improving our colleges. The Council will repaembar the grant 
for our privies coliages which was given without gny termgjunl noUBditions an<^ 
that coarse is now uiged regard to selected sehopls.. The fi^ant has been 
iMde to the colleges for thelasl few years and has bekp ike TOUwag of some of 
the coll^BieB, and those which would hgve disai^egrpd W uow Wt for tke 
timely help have been able to satasfpr the .requiiwia^iltf of tjhe tlniversity 
^ol^ons and have been showing fairly good xesul^, A jUkk or two a y 0 »r 
tbas^ been able to help our bc^ybpKfis. A lakh or twq evm^ year may for 
simdar rmrpost^ be given to a, achpcl Boards of Trustoos who will R>ake thepi-' 
selves ra^poBsible for. proper ipaamagenaeBt, and who wiU at the aaine time 
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I^VQ AO usdertaking tt;iAt the Government will heve the first lien on the 
property alter tl^e budding debt is diechar^d with the help of the proposed 
sinking fond. - That ou^pit to be deserving of careful consideration at the 
haniis of t|je Government. I do not know whether the balancing suggested 
between edugation and the police can be effected or not. Of course the 
scheme is incoiwlete. When any member brings forward schemes likfe 
this before this O^ncil, he does not do so in the hope that it will be accepted 
then and there. That, I think^ is really the ethics of rosolntions in Council ; 
it is a notice of a demand that is discussed in Council and if it be not provided 
for this year or the neat year, the official authorities will look kindly at these 
prqposals whenever there is opportunity, if they are in the main sound. That 
has been the fate of eOme resolutions which at one time appeared to be coari- 
paratively hopeless, they have made themselves favourably known to the 
authorities and some good results have followed. In this hope, 1 tliink the 
Hon’ble Member has brought forward this resolution, and in that hope I 
should like to give it all Ihe support I can. If the Government, the University 
and the municipalities come together, it ought to be possible to evolve some 
scheme which in the case of the approved schools in approved districts may 
be given a start. 8o far as the question of rules of grant are concerned, I 
understand that they are already under revision and if principles like this 
commend themselves to the authorities, they may be taken due note of and 
such provision as is possible may be made. Of course schools like the Mahakali 
Pathsalas obviously could not well come under this category, But so far 
as this particular class of schools which the Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar has put 
before us is concerned, I think we ought to 'face the situation and try to 
help the schools in any way as we can. If we cannot help them in some 
Way, in spite of resolutions in Councils, or condemnation W the Education 
Department or the University, no real good can be achieved.*^ 


The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahador said 

“Sir, I have listened to the speeches of the Hon’bl© Mover and the 
Hon’ble .the Vice-Chancellor. I do not quite understand the resolution as 
it stands, I would like to support it, but I do not, know what is its real 
object. Is it merely to earmark a certain sum solely for the purpose of 
providing housing accommodation to secondary schools ? Tim resolution, as 
it is worded, seems to cover not only the secondary but also the primary 
schools. Altiiough I am an advocate of secondary education, my sym¬ 
pathies are—as things stand at present—principally directed towards primary 
education. In this connection 1 think that although a lakh of rupees 
for the whole Province of Bengal is quite inadequate or it may be quite 
as a drop in the ocean, a 9tari may be made by earmarking this sum for 
providii^ thi houetngaooomfQOJation of all aohools. I hope the sympathies 
of the ELon'Up the yireotor of Public Instruction will l>e4ir0Cted more to 
primary sohods. 

Sir, laAt yeitr I brought to the notice of this Council the p^iserable 
cQo<lItioD of houses where these primary schools are located, I umy quote, 
from the report of Mr. J, N- Boy, who was specially deputed to inspect 
the primary schools in Calcutta, which will at price show in what miserable 
condition these children are ho<»ed :—

It ■will, be seen that*t;he majority of the little children are brought up 
in the primaiy schools, of Calcutta under such miserable ocmditions. lam 
sure that the,Government sympathise with the object with which wej press our 
resolutions Inmost ©very year tlljit something should be done to put an end to 
this deplorable state of affairs. I do not (ind—I am afraid the H^’ble 
Mr. Cornell will again pull me up—that there is anything provided in the 
budget for the housing accommodation of primary schools. I think, Sir, 
that, although it is necessary from various points of 'view to provide sums 
for the housing accommodation for the Police force, it is equally important, 
if not more Important, that a certain suiri of money should be provided every 
year for the provision of housing accommodation for these poor little boys 
who are grovelling in wretched, insanitary and unhealthjr houses and huts. 
I do not wish to take up further tltb time of the Council by quoting from 
the repKjrt as these facts are well known to the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell. 1 hope 
that this resolution will receive sympathetic consideration from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Hornell, and I hope also that the Hon’hie Ur. Sarkar does not confine 
his resolution only to secondary schools and colleges. 

The Hon’ble Mr. P. G. Mitter said : 

Sir, the scheme which has been presented to the Council by the Hon’ble 
Mover seems to me primd facie to bo very commondable, If good housing 
of our schools is insisted on, it is not for me to enquire if it should be 
insisted on, but if in fact it is insisted on, neccissary funds must be provided 
for the purpose. It is also well known that we cannot depend on private 
charity or on school fees for providing good houses. The most im])ortant 
feature of the scheme which seems to me to be most commendable is that 
by spreading the expenditure to be incurred over a number of years, the 
difficulties of the situation are met to a great extent. At tht^ same tilin', 
it is provided that all parties interested in housing the school properly should 
to some extent pay for it. I do not want to take up the time of the Council 
by any comparison about the necessity of providing for more funds for the 
Police or more funds for Education. It may pe.rliaps be that both are verj' 
necessary ; but as regards the question of providing moi'e funds for Education, 
I leave it to the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell to find out the source fi’om which the 
necessary funds may be provided. With those words, I beg to support the 
resolution. 

The Hon’ble Mr.. Hornell said ;— 

“ Sir, I feel a little bewildered. I happen to know, for I discussed the 
matter with the Vice-Chancellor, what is at the back as it were of this'resolu¬ 
tion, and I do not think 1 am anticipatincr the Hon’ble Mover when I say that 
it bears no relation whatever to the proldem of primary schools in Calcutta. 
Wo have a proposal that a lakh of rupees should be made available in Order 
that a certain type of school may, by means of a certain process which the 
Hon’ble Mover has outlined, obtain new buildings. Th(^ Hon’ble Rai Radha 
Charan Pal Bahadur hopes that primary schools will not be excluded. He 
says that ho has not found any provision for primary schools in the budget, 
although he has - hunted for it. Well there is no provision in the budget 
for the building of new primaiy schools in Calcutta, hut I hasten to tell 
him, although I do not know that ^his matter is relevant to the mOtion 
Hiat we are doing .something io^rds the housing of primary sobeols in 
C«cutta. The Corporation of Calcutta, the doings of which are Well known 
to the Rai Bahadur, made a suggestion once that they might some day be able 
jto raise money by loan for the construction of primary schools, if could by 
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T4e Hoa’ble M». HouNELi.-**concZM«^e</. 

'meanfl oC sk oontribution defray tb® iatt^rest on that loan. I am having 
a survey carried out erf all the prinxaty schools, and when that survey is 
cojnplete, I shall appre«uh tb© Corporation. 

Turning!, to the resolution^ the i^sjl&ot of which is to provide funds, for 
aiding a special dlahs of soooniclary schoolB, 1 feel oemstrainod at the outset to 
■point out that seeing that government have Jdready stated that they are not 
prepared to reduce iho t^arge of 12 lakhs for p<^ice buildings, (a motion 
based on this propcrtiid h®en rejeet®^) tb« *»atter is scarcely one 

of iirbnediate impoctis**®©- . If ^'h® money'is i^.bo found, it will have to be 
found within the four cOrhers of the Education Department budget. So far 
as the budget estHhiates now before us are iWMioemed, it would bo perfectly 
impossible to make such a provision. Tlie Hoq’bieihe Vice-Chancellor says 
that tliese resf^utiemB ave put forward that they may be sympathetically 
censidered by Government, I gather that th© Mover will be satisfied if 
we agree that the demand is a real one, and if we say that ,wo are perfectly 
prepared to try and see whether something cannot be done. 

As tp the urgency <rf the..demand there can be no possible doubt. The 
bousing of secondary Schools is bad and many of the school buildings are 
disgraceful. Those schools have' grown up with very little behind them aad 
they undoubtedly fill a need, but it is impossible toexpect them to carry out 
h>g improyepaent. T do not wish Ibr a moment to deny the urgency 
of the demand, but apart fnun £he q^liostion of finding money there is another 
poiht, which I ‘think bears Upon the question whether Government can 
accept this resolution as it stands.

Those institutions are referred to as private schoolH. There are 
a certain number of private schools and a certain number of Govern¬ 
ment schools, but Government gives grants-in-aid to private schools 
under conditions which are prescribed in certain rules and there is no 
question of not giving a grant to a school, because it is a private institution. 
Govornnjent attach certain conditions to grants and I gather that these 
institutions, which the Hon’ble Mover has in view, are institutions which 
are not likely to be willing to accept these conditions in their entirety. 
It is true that the grant-in-aid rules are tinder revision, but I do not 
think, from what'"!' have seen- of the oase, that any relaxation of the 
geneml conditions of ccmtrol is likely to result from this revision ; therefore 
it comes to this, that before Government can undertake to give money to 
a scheme like this, they must see whether these schools cannot come 
under the ordinary rules, and if there is good reason why t-hey cannot come 
in, then possibly some other conditions may be made. I am not going 
to discuss the rights apd wrongs of the question now, or the text oPtho 
seliemo #hioli the Hon^ble Member has outlined. I’he difference between 
such a prcgiqSBi as he now puts forward and the ordinary grant-in-aid scheme 
is this, v^heve Govermnent give a onpital grant, they require a con¬ 
tribution at least equivalent and if possible two-thirds and that contribution 
has to take the form erf a sum of money down. What the Hon’ble Mover 
suggests is that the contribution from sourees other than Government should 
take^ the Iprpa of a loan. 'Jliat introduces considerations which will 
. require veri'*^ 0areful consideration. 'Theref<»e I hope that the 
Mover of thh resolution will see that there k veslly ho question of the 
Council bei^ in a positian to aocept the suggeatirh that a grant should be eav 
marked, because thl^ pre-hufpe^es all sorts df cemsidetaiions and disoussioni 
which helther f, nor Government, »or auv member of the House ooult 
possibly anticif^^” " 
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Dr. Nilrat<m Sarhar ; Mr. A. Rasul. 

The Hon’ble D?. Nilsatan Sarkab said :— 

*■ The object in'bring^ing forward this resolution w^ to rAi^e a discuBsion 
on this vei*y itnpiortaixt matter. f''nevcr believed that a sum of on© lakh of 
rupees would he taken away from the police grant and made over ta the 
Director of Public .Insti’hption tb be spent in tliis way. But the matter is 
very important and at the same time I believe that a scheme like the one 
that I have juet^ pl^aced before the (Joiincil is feasible.^ and if adopted, it will 
at least go some way towards solving the great and difficult Housing problem 
in connection wjUi these schools. I can easily see the difficulty of accepting 
the proposal in its present stage, bul as regards those schools I do not und'er- 
staiZid why they should not come under the grant-in-aid rules. 8o far as I 
can see the management of the bcliools would be quite prepared to take 
advantage bf this opportunity, for otherwise, I believe, they cannot exist. In 
the case of many of tliese schools the tTciversity could come down upon them 
on grounds of sanitation and I believe that for many of them it will be a 
life and death struggle, and if there bo any prudence among any of thorn, 
they would sumly accept these conditions. But at the same time I would 
request Government to relax the grant-in-aid rules to this extent, that inas¬ 
much as it is impossible for most uf these institutions to contribute a sum 
equivalent to the Government grant for building purposes, they should be 
allow'ed to raise a loan. It is not quite disadvantageous to Government as 
they are not going to make a very large grant to each of those schools. It 
would be necessary to have a margin for raising a loan, which will bo paid 
off in the Course of 20 or 25 years if wo could provide for a sinking fund. 
However^ under the circumstances as the Hon’ble Mr. Hori^eli^ has given us 
an assurance that he will kindly look into tiie matter, 1 beg leave to withdraw 
my resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

Mahammadans althoitgli they tmfe*immbdr their Hindu feltew counfiymen by 
teu’-foid. Although Mahamtnadan eduoatlou is advanoing and progretseing ho 
rapidly at the aaipetime, my Hindu friends must admit also thia backwarvlnees 
of the Muiiamnmdan students. Then I said in that speech that it was due 
partly to poverlyr and partly fro want of hostel acccanmodation for hostel 
students. The Oimtrorei'sy has been raging for some time sk to whether tlw> 
Govenuuont have done their best for the acoommodation of Muhumniadau 
college students, and I also referred in my speech to'a oert lin letter written 
by Mr. O’Malley on the S5th Qctobor 1916 in reply to a resolution which 
w^s Sent by the Hon’ble Secretaty of the Bengal Muhammadan Associal ion 
over the annual meeting oLwhich the Hon’blo the Vice-PiHisident presided, 
and in roj ly to that resolution Mr. O’Malley pointed out that the Governinent 
had done all that could be done. I do not want to challenge the figures, 
but I am in a positioo to do so. Tr is admitted that' accommo-lation foi* 
Muhammadan students is n(^ sufficient. The figures that Mr. O’Malley 
quoted were of 1913. In a little book that was submitted to him by the Bengal 
Muhammadan Students*' Association there are some statistics given, and 
\^e find that in 1914-15 and 1916, the Muhajnmadans of Bengal have done 
much hector ^lan before. In 1913 only 689 Muliuianiadan students passed 
the Matriculation examination, but in 1916 we find 1,026. This kIiowh that 
a verjr large number of Muhammadan students must come to Calcutta for 
collegiate .education, but they cannot find hostel accommodation here. I am 
not going to quarrel with Mr. O’Malley over the figures, but 1 romembei 
that at the Dacca sitting of the Council, 1 submitted before that the hostel 
accommodation for Muhammadan students in Calcutta was not sufficient. 
Now this Baitalchana hostel, according to Mr. O’Malley’s leUer, will accom¬ 
modate about 200 students. In tliat letter we also find that two wings 
will he built to the Bafeer hostel, one of which will accommodate 28 students 
- and the other 14 more. Even then, the accommodation will not be sufficient. 

I therefore appeal to my friend the Hon’ble D.rector oi Public Instruction 
and also the Vice-Chancellor who is present here, because I may be met by" 
the argument tjiat this Rs. 3,39,000 is meant for the Calcutta University, to 
give US more accommodation. That is all we want ; of coutge in my reso¬ 
lution I said that out of Rs. .H,39-000 one lakh might bo reserved for Muhamma¬ 
dan students, but I do not insist upon that. Properly speakijag when there* 
are Rs. 13,39,000 available, I submit that two lakhs is too small ji sum. 1 be'g' 
of you, and I request yop to see that the Muliammadan students be properly 
accommodated. It does not matter from where the fuBds may come. 
With these few words I beg to commend ray resolution to the Council.”

I atn not sure whether the Hon’ble Member wishes to nio,^e his rosolu- 
tiem as now. worded.”^ 

The I^on’ble Mtt. Rasui. said :— 

8i^ I must admjt tlrat I do not understand the intricacies of these 
figures ; so if the Hon’hie Mr. Hornell will laake a statemcnl m regard to 
what he nan do foi' the Muhammadan students, I may sec my way to 
withdraw this resolution later on. In any ease for the present 1 move 
my resoluiion as it stands.”

Tho^on’ble Matjlvi A. K. Fazi.-ul-Haq said :— 

" Sir. l-do not tiiink that I can offer a mere silent vote on this resc^ufion 
which brings up for discussion a subject Which has been next to my heart 
ever since 1 have had the privilege of securing a seat in this Council. I have 
often pressed, and sometimes pressed rather strongly, the claims of the 
Muhammadan community for a more extended system of hostel accom¬ 
modation, and it was at the last session of this Council held at Dacca that 
I brought forward a specific resolution recommending a system of oxteridod 
hostel accommodation for Muhammadan students. That resolution was not 
nccoptod, but in the course of my speech in support of that resolution I made 
certain statements, which were challenged by Govormnent, and I found out 
tliat when, later on, a representation was made on this-subject by the 
Committee of the Muhaminadan College Students* Association, a letter was 
written to the Association in reply, in which the position taken up by 
Government at Dacca was sought to be maintaineil. What I said at 
Dacca was this, that when in reply to a ’ question of mine in this 
Council, Governnaent stated that there were only 746 Muhamhiadan 
college students living in Calcutta, and were all provided for either with 
aceoimmxlation with approved guardians or in hostels or messes, I said 
that the figures somehow or other were not correct, and instead of the total 
number of 745, it was something over 1,100 My authority was tliat Uttfe 
pamphlet which had been compiled by the Muhammadan students themselves 
and which shows that the number was 1,127. "If this had been my sole 
authority I might have thought that the boys had made some mistake in 
arriving at the figures, but for the information of this- Council, I will read 
from the report of the Committee appointed by Government to consider the 
question of Muhammadan education of which the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell 
liappened to be the* President aqd Mr. Taylor the Secretary. Thie is what the 
report says in page 32, paragraph 114 :— ^ 

‘ We notice witfi regret that, oBt of 14,746 etadonts etodylng in Arts Colleges in 
CalcutU, only 1,154 are Mosletns, and w« appeal to Government tutakeSaeh aetion as will 
enable Moslems to have a greater share in the facllitiOB which are offered for OolWe edntsa- 
tion. We consider the poverty df the oommnnlty, Its inade<iaate representation oo the 
Senate, Syndicate and Boards of Studies of the University, as also on the governing"^die8 
of CoUeges, the non4£fBllafclon of Colleges in Arabic and Persian and the lack of hostel 
accommodation for Moslem College sfcodents are the chief fbasons why Moslems do not 
ake greater advantage of the Coit^ele system.* ^ 

There are t^ho things we bm,ve noticed In this statement. In thh first 
m^ooi, the figures supplied to na, 746, dpeSfnot iidly with the* get

only a mere question of arithmetic, and I think whatever may be the real 
figure, 745 is certainly not correct. Therefore I think 1 was quite right when 
I said that although according to the computation shown by Government, the 
b^qiee apparently were provided for with approved guardians or in hostels or 
mosses, there ’ was certainly a residuum who did n^ find accommodation in 
^approv^ hostels or messes. The statement made in this report shows 
''whether I was right or wrong and the figure 745 was not certainly correct. 

As regards the observation that has been made by the Hon’ble Mr. Rasul, 
all I would say is this that this is a matter which, more than anybody else, the 
Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor, who is present here, will have to consider, and I 
would only recall what he said in the course of the budget discussion in 1915, 
which will be found reported in the proceedings-of the 6th of April last year. 
I quote his exact words— 

‘ I admit that nearly enough ha^ not bean done in the matter of ^othe expenditure on 
Muhammadan education, espooially on'claims for the establishment of a Muhammadair 
hostel.' 

And in referring to that speech, it was you, Sir, who observed as follows :— 

. ' As regards the Muhammadan hostel, we hope to erect one in the neighbourhood of 
College Square. In common with the Muhammadan Membecs of this Council, I listened 
with the greatest appreciation and interest to the endorsement of their claims and I feel 
quite confident their claim will now he translated into action when the Hon'ble Member 
as Vice-Chancellor comes to deal with the 10 lakhs of rupees recently' made over to the 
University for hostels.’ 

I feel sure that when ho comes to manipulate the figures in the course of 
the management of the affairs of the University he will earmark a sufficient 
#um for Muhammadan hostels in Calcutta.” 

1 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Ckaran Mazumoar said :— 

” Sir, I was one <'f those who at the Dacca session was not convinced -by 
the figures plaoed before the Council by the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. 
From the inquii-y which I have since made and particularly from the 
pamphlet which he has brought forward, I am now satisfied that there is a 
strong case for additional accommodation for the Muhammadan students, 
and my Hon'ble friend Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq has met Government on their own 
ground. Tlio Hon’ble Mr. Hornell has admitted that there are at least 1,100 
Muhammadan students In the colleges in Calcutta, so that tlie plea raised at 
the time that 764 were provided with hostel acomnmodation still leaves a very 
largo margin of about 4()0 students unprovided for. I do not know whether 
there are more than that number. I heartily support this resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Dr. Dkba Pbasao Saebadhikaki said :— 

, “Sir, some of^ the facts being within my knowledge, . the Hon’ble 
Mri Hornell su g gested that I should place them before the Council before 
he speaks. ' For many years I have been very closely identified with 
Muhammadan edociy;ional interests in this Council and these interests have 
never been absent from my mind. That Muhammadan education is on a 
better footing than.it was many yeare ago was due to the portions of the 
department and of those who have been doing all they could to advance the 
cause of Muhammadan education without being Muhatnmadans by persuasion. 
But I mufilt freely admit to-day that nourly all fhilt might to be done and 
can he done iii the interests ctf Muhaintniadah educ^tOU 1:^ npt been done. 
I have never hesitated to aUy that it WilTbe UeOesskty to give that community 
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Mr. Hornell. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Drba Pbabad 8i8badhikari — concluded. 

specialj, convenience and speoinl conceBeions within Umita of reaBon. No 
community can have more valuable asset than education, and it is only lately 
that our Muhammadan friends have begun to be alive to the vi^ue of this 
asset. I trust that with so manjrMuhammadan friends to assist us nowa on 
this Council the cause of Muhammadan education will grow more and more 
' important every year. The Government is willing, the educational authorities 
in general are willing and the community itself is anxious. Therefore all the 
makings of progress are there. They are having somewhat better treatment 
than the general body of students will appear when you come to investigate 
the figures. Taking the number of Calcutta students to bo roughly at 
10,000 we have not been able to provide in these hostels for more than 1,000, 
that is 10 per cent, of the total. Of course there are licensed messes—and 
unlicensed messes that I should pref^ hot to dosciibe—and such of our 
'9,000 students who do not live with their people will still have to reside in 
these messes. +vlaking the general jieroentage to be now provided in the new 
■hostels at 10 per cent, what we propose to do is to give the Muhammadans 
20 per cent., *.e., 200 out of 1,100 Muhammadan students will be accom¬ 
modated as against 1,000 out of 10,000 Hindu and Muhammadans. I do not 
claim any special merit in having been able to do that; that was more or less 
automatic. The original idea was in fact that in every hostel attached to a 
college 20 per cent, of the seats should be reserved for Muhammadans. 
That was the demand put forward and when we met at Conference 
in Darjeeling I pointed out that it would be a mistake to have 20 
per cent, of Muhammadan students in mixed hostels attached to overj’ 
college, because there were difficulties that could be foreseen, and the 
best thing would be to bring all the Muhammadan students together in a 
non-'collegiate hostel on the basis that at least 20 per cent, of the total 
number of our hostel seats should be reserved for Muhammadans, (hougfct 
that was by no rneanfe the proportion of Muhammadan students ; and out of 
1,000, 20 per cent, would give about 200. That is thQ objective that we 
placed before ourselves in preparing the scheme which included hostels for 
the City College, the Ripen College, the Metropolitan Institution, the Banga- 
basi College and the St. Xavier’s College besides the Infirmary for all 
colleges in Calcutta. A plot of land was acquired for the Muhammadaji 
Hostel project and I beh’eve that the finest hostel in Calcutta will bo tlio 
Muhammadan hostel when completed. It will be named after His Excellency 
tlie Governor the Carmichael hostel as announced at a previous meeting of 
the Council. I have been in communication with His Excellency and His 
Excellency has been pdeased to allow his name to be associated with this 
hostel. We could also provide* accomodation for 50 or 60 more students, 
possibly law and medical students, if wff could put up another block. The 
hostel will have a prayer hpll and . a finer playground than many hostels in 
Calcutta. As a matter of fact more than one lakh out of Rs. 8,39,000 goes to 
Muhammadan hostel and the resolution is by no moans well advised. Only 
Rs. 50,000 was available out of the 10 lakhs for the general scheme and tho 
Government of Bengal wore good enough to add more than Re. 1,50,00(). 
The whole Rs. 3,39,000 is practical!;^ earmarked, thBrefore art additional 
lakh is out of tho question. I have indicated, two or three schemes which 
may have been taken in hand when there is a eavii^." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hobrbll said 

“Sir, I have been aske^ to mal^ a statemw!^* The only atatexaent 
I can make is this. We had two grants from thp Gtovemment of ludia for 
hostels. We were considering what we should 4a with: these two grants. 
While'thini^ were in this condition the Goyeimiixest jof India gave to the 
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Mr. A. Rasul. 

The Hon’ble M». Hoenell — concluded. 

Jnivereity of Calcutta, not to the Government of Bengal, a grant of 10 lakha 
of rupees. The Hon’ble the Vioe-Chanoellor has referred to a certain Oon- 
ferenco that was ,^eld in Darjeeling. What happened at this Conference 
was that he came, forward with a programme, and said that tlie Univt'rsity 
would undoriako to build certain hostels, but that the bill came to more than 
10 lakhs of rupees. We therefore agreed to supplement the amount which 
had been placed at the disposal of the University for the construction f>f 
hostels, by a contribution to the extent of something like 3^ lakhs of rupees, 
which were to be taken from these two Imperial Capital grants, which had 
been previously ^issigned to us. The Vice-Chancellor has explained that the 
whole of this provision which wo are now discussing, viz., the provision of 
lls. 3,39,000, has been made in the budget estimates for the coining year in 
order that we may pay to the University what we have undertaken to pay. 
and he has also explained that the University programm«#.includo8 a hostel 
for Muhammadan students to aocommoiate about 200 students. Well, that is 
the only statement 1 can make. 

Of course with reference to the general question, I am at one with the 
Hon’blo the Vice-Chancellor and the Muhammadan members that certainly 
what has been done dcKJS not moot the problem of accommodating .Muham¬ 
madan students in Calcutta. That problem has been prominent during the 
last few years before the University and the Government, though I do not 
know that Muhammadan students are any worse olF in this res|:>ect than 
the. students of any other community. We have done soniething for 
Muhammadan students. We have enlarged the Baker hostel ; wo have 
rented a house in Wellington Street, and a hostel is being constructed 
which will he for Muhammadan students I am not going to discuss 
the question liow far this provision is adequate. I ‘’welcome the 
attitude taken up by the Hon’b’e Members with reference to the 
students of their community, because it amounts to this, that they will 
hot tolerate the conditions which have been tolerated so long in Calcutta 
and elsewhere. It is an open secret that this guardian busine&s is 
all nonsense. Of course, all students are reported to be living under 
approved conditions, liecauso if the University did not admit that they were 
living under appi’oved conditions, the University would have to send them 
away from Calcutta. It is exceedingly desirable tha+ present state of 
affairs both as regards Muhammaddh ? and Hindus should be ended as soon 
as possible. It will not certainly bo ended in Calcutta without a goo.f d(>al 
of expenditure, and my Muhammadan friends .are perfectly justified in stir¬ 
ring this matter up until the present difficulties are removed. I am afraid 
I cannot suggest that there is any hope that thoi’e will bo an extra lakh 
of rupees’ available, although I can undertake that the money the University 
require for the Muhammadan hostel now under construction will bo paid to 
them.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. A. Rasul said t — 

” Sir, I do not think I can add to what I have already said, but I have 
just now been informed that some of the authorised messes have been done 
"away with. The Vice-Chancellor and the other Hon’blc Members who' have 
spoken on this resolution, including the Hon’blo Mr. Hornell have all shown 
great sympathy, and we the members of the Muhammadan community 
present in this Council are certainly indebted to them. They have also 
explained that as far as this year is i>oncerned nothing more can be done, 
but th^y will always try to do all they can for the accommodation of Muham¬ 
madan students. Some money has been spent out of this Rs. 3,39,000 in

APPeiiDfX TO TH6 LTST OF BUSJMESS—ITEI« Nd. XIV. 

The Ron’ble Babd K»hori Mohan Ciiaddhuri moved the following 
resolution :—< 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(fl) a sum of Rs. 50,000 l)e set aj^rt for hostel liccooimodatifni on a 
moderate scale for about 3(^ students of the/|^rer claases, 
both Hindus And Muhammadans, in the Hajetiahi Ctdlege, suited 
to their means and position in life ; and 

(h) the said sum be taken out of the lump provision of B«. 9,25,000 
for improving popular education under bead 22—Education. 

“ Sir, I am a claimant in this resolution for Rs. 6^000 for hostel accom¬ 
modation for about 300 students of the poorer class, both ffindas and 
Muhammadans, in the Rajshahi College, suited to their means and position 
in life.- The idea is not a new one. Mr. Hornell some time ago saw the condi¬ 
tion of the Rajshahi College and thought that ho8t(?I accommodation for 
nearly 300 students was absolutedy necessary, and also some buildings are 
necessary for class accommodatioji and he prepared a sohemo, and I believe 
a lakh or a little over a lakh for hostel accommodation and about a lakh for 
buildings were needed under his estimates. Lately in RajAhahi, the Rajshahi 
Association has undertaken to provide a largo sum, about a lakh, for buildings 
and thereby the class accoihmodation question will be practically sdvod. 
Now'hostel accommodation is urgently necessary. Though the. Government 
estimate is for a lakJi—I have suggested that accommodation on a moderate 
scale should bo made for 300 students, both Hindus and Musalmane. There 
is a Muhammadan hostel for accommodating about 100 or so, l)ut it is occupied 
not only by the collegr fttudonts but also by the school students. Within the 
college compound there is accommodation Jor about 200, or so, Hindu boys 
and nearly 300 Hindu students live in different parts the town in 
rented houses. In Rajshahi, it is well known that 80 per cent, of the popula¬ 
tion are Muhammadans, and they generally belong to the poorer class, the 
culti^ing class. I advocate hostel aecommodation for poorer classes, 
not for choai ening education, but my idea ip that wo should encourage boj'S 
to live in a style which is suited to their rheans and position in life. It is no 
good to bring up together a boy of the cultivating class to live with one 
of the landed aristocracy, and to allow him to acquire habits which 
will be unsuited to his home life. They will acquire habits which they 
will not be in a position to maintain when they leave college. A Hi A. 
in the Education Department earns about’Rs. 50 or so a month, and it is 
absolutely neceasairy that we sht^d not make the Same arrangomepts 
for boys of all classes. In the h&jshahi College there are nearly 801 
students, out of which a little, over 1^5 are Muhammadans. As 1 bav# 
already said, the population in the distrie* is over *80 per cent., for the 
Muhammadans. That is not only the caiae ih Rajshahi district but alsd in 
tlm Rajshahi Division. I have liSienjeR ivith great pleasure to th^ aehhuhl

the Hindus and Muhammadans in iiorth Bengal, where the Muham¬ 
madan population is greater than that of the Hindus. As I have said, a 
moderate arrangement is neceseary simply because the boys come from 
classes who are not very weiilthy and cannot afford to spend much for their 
accommodation. A demoralising effect is being proJuci.'d upon the guardians, 
and amongst the Hindus, I ' may say, also ip the marriage market. The 
fathers of brides are practically being taxed to the utmost for meeting the 
growing expenses of the student community. The guardians are also 
doing their best to extort as much as possible to meet the students’ demands. 
So my idea is that the spirit of self-help and self-respect ought to be en¬ 
couraged and wo should provide sucli accommodation where they will learn 
how to live and how to manage. It is specially in this view that I have 
suggested one kind of arrangements to meet the demands of the poorer 
classes and another for the well-to-do classes, so that both communities 
may be benefited. As this is a very mofferate demand, I hope it will l»e 
accepted.” 

The Hon’ble Kumar Siiib Shekareswar Ray said ;— 

” Sir, I come from Rajshahi and so I naturally feel interested in the 
resolution now before the Council. It asks* for a very rncxlest sum for a 
cause which should engage tlie careful attention of the Government as well 
as of the charitably disposed jiublic even in war time. There are about 775 
sctholars in the Rajshahi Colhige which ranks third amongst tlie Government 
colleges in Bengal so far as the number of stu<lenta is crmcorned, but the 
accommodation iirovidi-d for them in tlie hostels at Rajshahi is extremely 
inadequalio. Compared with the hostel a’ceornmodation provided for hx otluu' 
Government, colleges the state of alfairs here demands for an immediate 
nnlvess.. The Biroctor of Public Instruction in his report for th'e year ltll4 
ha.s also taken notice <d this inadequacy of hostel accommodation in Rajshahi ; 
the case of the Muhammadan students was particularly noted, but three 
years have passed and nothing apjicars to have been done to remov('i this 
grievance. The Government are spending lakhn for providing liostel 
aeeommoilation in Calcutta ami Dacca, but I do uot remember to have heard 
that any decent amount has been spent for a similar purpose in Rajshahi for 
•a long time. Even ,good rtmted houses are not available here where tlie 
students cart make their own arrangeimuits. It is a pitiable sight to ^ee the 
students going a-cringing from door to door in quest of a little accommodation 
—what a stunning blow it deals lo their self-respect can be better imagin¬ 
ed than doHcnbeil. Every <“ducationist believ<»s in the powerful infliienceb of 
the Kurrouiidings in the formation of a student’s character, but judging from 
the conditions pntvailing in Rajshahi it appears that due attention is not 
being paid to this facthdre. 

” Sir, in all matters of progress and advancement our division, particularly 
our d strict has suftered most. The partition and the re-partition of tlie 
provinces have made our lot worse. Dacca and its neighbouring districts 
got the lion’s share In the new province of Plastern Bengal and Assam, and 
even after the re-partition their disapiiointmenc now has g )t to be allayed 
by generous grants from the Government, but tlu' people of our part of the 
country have been neglected all along. TJie Government spend from pro- 
vipcial revenues amounts ranging from Rs. 237 to Rs. 134 for the education 
of each of the students in the other five Government Colleges in the province, 
liUt the expenses of the Government for educating a student in the Rajshahi 
College is only Rs. 52 ! Sir, I do not desire to dwell.at length qu the manner 
iu which 4he Rajshahi people are being treaied, but I appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment to take into oonsideration the claims of a much-neglectod district aitd 
grant the prayer contained in the resolution moved by my Hoh’ble friend.” 
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Dr. Sarhadik^cari; Mt. Ashrcjf Alt Khan Ckaudhuri. 

The Hon’ble Db. Deba Prasad Sarbadhikaki said ;— 

“ Sir, I have absolutely no desire to say anything against the request for 
providing Rs, 60,000 for hostel aocomm(^ation, ljut I feel it my duty to 
protest as strongly as it is possible for me to do, against the some of the 
terms in which the HOn’ble Mover’s proposal has been put forward here 
to-day. The last speaker spoke'of a stunning blow to the self-i'espect of these 
students, but I cannot imagine a more stunning blow than has been adminis¬ 
tered here to-day by the Hon’ble'Mover in his resolution. I cannot recognise 
such an invidious distinction between one class of students and another 
between the riclier and the pooper classes. Wherever a proposition like that 
has been put forward it has been covered with ridicule and rejected as 
it (Bight to be. I hope Government will not lend themselves to. such a 
proposal.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Abhraf Ah*Khan Chaudhuri said ;— 

“ Sir, I must first of all say that what 1 understood by the resolution was 
that the hostel accommo(iation for poorer claKses should be provided. By 
that I understood that cheaper accommodation should be provided.” 


The Hon’ble Kumar Shib Siiekhakeswau Kay interrupting said :— 

I beg to.explain that I am not in favour of different kinds of hostels for 
different kinds of students.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashraf Ali Khan Chaudhuri said :— t* 

Sir, if hostel accommtxiation is wanted anywhere it is Rajshahi that 
needs it most, specially for Muhrfmmadans. The resolution recommends 
hostel accommodation for •^poorer classes of Muhammadan and Hindu 
students. As I am the Muhammadan Member from Rajshahi and a great 
majority of the people whom I represent are only tenants, 1 feel it my duty 
to see that this resolution is fully supported and passed. Rajshahi felt the 
need of hostel accommodation very long ago and so far back as 15 years ago 
the Muhammadan Association built two rooms with difficulty from subscrip¬ 
tions and they accom’rnodated as many students as they p(.>8sibl.> could. This 
state of affairs went on till the time when Sir Bampfyldo Fuller paid a visit 
to Rajshahi the Muhammadans approached him for a hostel, and we were 
lucky then to get a hostel. But even then wv. wore unlucky. The ground- 
floor of the hostel was allowed to remain unfinished as if in harmony with 
the unfinished administration of Sir Bampfylde Fuller. Why there is no more 
hostel accommo<lation for Muhammadan college students, I cannot say. The 
Rajshahi College was extended by the indefatigable energy of the Principal, 
but whether the Principal’s energy failed when thfi question of the Muham¬ 
madan hostel accommeidation came in, the Principal of the Rajshahi College 
can say or the Menaber in charge can say. It is not that th^re ate not 
many Muhammadan college students. I am glad to sa}’^ that out of 776 
college students there are as many as 166 Muhammadan. The Director of 
Public Instruction in 1914 noted in his report that the hostel accommodation 
for Muhammadan students is very inadequate. The Muhammadans being 
pcxir they are very reluctant to come to Calcutta, an expensive place, if they 
can find education nearer home and live cheaply. We are 76 per cent, in the 
Rajshahi Division and if we. get hostel Rcoommodation we shall really be 
benefited. I know from* personal knoyrledge tbat Muhammodap bbys are 
accommodated in private houses by private pec^le. but as the price of living 
has increased, Sir, private people are not so jFery willing to nor efcn they 
afford to keep the students as they used to do. My learned friend the Mover

has the reputation of giving board and lodging to Hindu students, and if there 
was.another man, a Musalman, so philanthropic and charitable to Muham- 
anadans, then our boys would not have suffered so much. With these words, 
I support this resolution,” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Hornell said :— 

“ Sir, the assignment from which the Hon’ble Member proposes to meet 
this expenditure is what is known as the ‘ Durbar grant 1 do not know 
whether the Hon’ble Member realises that the grant which he proposes to rob 
ior purposes which he vs advocating, is a recurring assignment. These recur¬ 
ring assingraents were given by the Government of India under certain specific 
heads. The Hon’ble Member would have been justly indignant if we had 
been so reluctant to spend our recurring assignments, that wo still have 
Rs. .50,000 from one of those assignments unallotted. But T do not under¬ 
stand how ho proposos that wo should divert Rs. 50,000 from an assignment 
which is recurring and which is being utilised ; nor do I understand how 
ho is going to divert an assignment which was given solely for improving 
primary and elementary educ.'ition to something quite different. As a matter 
of fact, this particular assignment incdudes An annual grant of Rs. 1,32,000 
for hostels, but that amount or the greater part of it. is assigned and it 
would be quite Impossible to take Rs. 50,000 from that grant and to spend 
at on any capital project, however desirable. So, financially, the resolution 
is impossible. ' 

•‘The Hon’ble Mover must be perfectly well aware that the question of 
hostel accommodation for the Rajshahi College has been occupying the close 
•attention of the Education, Department and the Government for the lafl three 
or four years. Three years ago I visited Rajshahi, and I have visited it 
•several tinies since. We have worked out a programme and the sole reason 
why the new schemes have not been taken in hand was that all expenditure 
■was held up owing to the war. What ai'.pears to be behind several of the 
proposals which the lion’blo Mover has put forward lately is that he wants 
us to do something modest and in accordance with the real needs of the 
students. I fancy what the Hon’ble Member is really driving at is that 
hostels are unnecessarily extravagant. Well, so far as the building is 
coucerned, we have considered that question very carefully and after consulta¬ 
tion with the Public Works officers who are responsible to Government for 
questions in connection wdth buildings, we came to this conclusion that it was 
impossible to build a hostel for 250 students for anything less than 
Rs. 1,90,000. Various kutcha buildings have been advocated from time to 
time. Although I cfo not (.rofess to have any very great expert knowledge in 
these matters, the Public Works officers who have eXtiimned them, have 
come to the conclusion that kutcha buildings are really uneconomical, their 
repairs are very expensive and they are liable to be destroyed by flood or 
storm. As regards the hostel buildings which we propose to construct as 
soon as funds are available, I may say that they wHl not h&kuteha but that no 
more money will be spent on them than necessary. As regards the 
expenses of the living arrangement^of the students, the best way is to leave 
them to the .students themselves. I can assure the Vice-Chancellor that we 
have no intention of having one type of hostel for the richer students, and 
one type for the poorer. I c^n only say in conclusion that I hope thatl the 
hostel accommodation which we shall hope to provide as soon as possibly will 
mot have the demoralising ©ftact upon the marriage market which the Hon'ble 
JVlember fears,” 
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Bahu Kishori h/ohan Ghaudhurt ; Hai h/ahotdra Chandra Mitra Bahadur. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kisuori Mohan Chaudhliki said 

“ Sir, I fail to understand why the Idon’hlf Vicc'Ohancellor was very angry 
with me when I proposed tliat two types of hostel acconmio;lation might 
be made, one for the poor and anotlier for tlu' richer students. However.. 
if the Government policy be that only one class of accommodation must be 
made 1 am not'very particular about it. if £lie students are left td‘themselves 
to make their own arrangements some of tluun might like to make cheaper 
arrangements, and if that is allcwed, I am fully satisfied. I was suggesting 
that large expenditure might not be incurred. Whatever accommodation 
might be provided it should be with reference to the position of the student,, 
that is, his position at home. Hostels are really substitutes of home, and 
what is done at home might also be tru'd to be doin' at hostels. 

As regards the question whether the sum is available or not, of course it 
is difficult for me to ascertain. I found Uiat out of a gmnt of Rs. 9,26,000 for 
this year in the budget in the revised estimafes there is a pro\nsion of Rs. 76,000 
only. In the next year’s budget a sum of Rs. 9,25,000 is provided. I could 
not think that nothing out of it was available for hostel accommodation and 
therefore suggested that it might be taken out of that sum. If it is conceded 
that hostel accommodation is necessary, whether out of this sum or any other 
it might be provided. 1 am not vi'ry particular about the source from which 
the money should come. As I am a new Member, I could not ascertain 
rhat the sum was not available. Of course, 1 am glad to hear from tin' 
Hon^le Mr. Honiell that Government is prepared to do it. as soon as money 
is available. But I think that if the wh(.)le sum cannot be provided for 
at once, something might gradually he done and some portion of it might be 
given at once. I believe that accommodation for 100 MuhaiimTadans might 
bo provided now^ If it is. not possible to provide any thing just nowy it may 
be provided in the nexf year’s budget, and so gradually the whole sum may 
be fou^d. 

The resolution was then, by leave of the resident, withdrawn.

The Hon’ble R\! M.miendra Cftam)k.\ Mitua IIahadur moved tho 
following resolution ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council tliat— 

(a) a sum of Rs. 2,00,000, or such sum as may bo deemed necessary 
this year, be set apart to meet the cost of acquiring lands in 
connection with Hosti'ls for the Medical College, Calcutto ; 
and 

(4) the said sum be taken out of the grant of— 

(f) Rs. 3,39,000 for Calcutta Hostels, or 

{it) in case a larger sum be required, the requisite sum be 
taken out of the non-recurring grants of Rs. 16,36,000 for 
original Civil Works for Land Acquisition and Buildings in 
connection with the partition of the districts of Midnapore 
and Myinensingh and also for Police buildings. 

He said :— 

1 “Sir, in moving this resolution I beg to draw the attention of the Council 
to a/question I asked on the 4th September 1916. In reply to that question 
I was told that the, question of providing a hostel for the students of the 
Calcutta Medical College was under the consideration of the Government and 
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Rai Mafiendra Chanira Mitra Bahadur.

fikAncml couflideratibiis precluded further progress with the rough scheme 
thkt had' been prepared. And I had expected pi'ovision made for the purpose 
in the Budget before us. Unfortunately I have been sadly disappointed in 
the matter. 

‘‘ My Lord, I remember how Lord Lansdowne iu one of his speeches as 
Chancellor ot the Calcutta University referred to tlie temptations to which 
students are (exposed in this wilderness of a city. The situation lias since 
grown worse. 1 do not know if the future is flashed with the radiance of 
lieautiful dawn beckoning^s into greater and brighter light,—but I cannot 
gainsay that the piesent is dark with the gloom of anarchial outrages which 
have sullied the fair fame of my province. At Dacca His Excellency Lord 
Carmichael said ;—‘ I know that persons who, on their own showing, have 
sympElthisod with, or hkve committed these crimes have boasted that it is 
their practice to seek among the stu Jents for young men whom they may 
gradually persuade to join them ’ and ‘ Government officers have found 
young nien who are, or recently were, students who admit that they have 
allowed themselves to be so persuaded.’. And Bengal was glad to know that 
His Pjxcellency wants to guard our students from th<‘ risks they run of being 
misled by high-sounding words. That risk becomes enhanced if students are 
allowed to live in messes where no proper supervi.sion can be exercised over 
them. That the Govermnent have been trying to rem(‘dy this state of affairs 
will be apparent from the substantial grants to private colleges—grants which 
have provided these institutions with palatial buildings for the* accJminKKiation 
of students. In these hostels the boarders are kept under the supervision of 
trained superintendents who are responsible for their conduct. It is cer¬ 
tainly strange that though the Goverumoiit is providing private colleges with 
these hostels and spending lots of money on ah institution of doubtful utility 
like the Calcutta University Institute the claims of the Calcutta Medical 
(’ollege which is the only institution of its kind in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa 
and the premier Medical College in India—haVe so long and ho itersisteutly 
been overlooked. But, 1 beg to submit, that the claims of the students of 
this institution should be given priority over the claims of the students of 
other institutions as they have no fixed hours of atteudance. throughout the 
year and have, at times, to work in the morning during the day and again at 
night. T|ie inconvenience, therefore, they feel when they have to live at a 
distance ironi the college or even near it in ordinary messe.s, cries aloud for 
red l ess, and i^ should be the endeavour of the Government to remedy it. It 
is moreover an anomaly that while a handful of ‘ military students’ of the 
(‘pllbgc have been provided vvith a hostel—the general students are left to 
shift Jfor thoms'blves and are oftch.obliged to live in undesirable surroundings 
—exposed to temptations fporti which it is the desire of the Government 
and the people to guard them. 

“ ^'ipancial considerations can hardly be urged against the proposal. The 
Government propose to provide Rs. 40,000 for the construction of servants’ 
quarter^, stables, etq,, ^or the Bethune College, and no less a sum than 
Bs. 3,00,000 W quarters for servants In the Medical College Hospital, apd 
surely H will not be ilnpdssible to make a jsuitabie grant with which to begiu 
the work of prqviping the Mediciil College with a hostel. If no portion of 
the grant of Rs. 3,39,000 promded for Calcutta Hostels can be available for 
this purpdsn,,, cannot a sum of, say, Rs, 8,00,000 'oe. taken from the gr^xt of 
Kp. 16,36,000 for work in connection with the partition of the districts of 
Midnappre and ilymensvngh and Police buildings ? My Lprd, I will not wasti 
the tjine’ of the- .Couqpjl by revjying'tjie oon,trovp.rBy. ^bqut .the nebessRy cjf. 
partl^pning the twp^ districts—|or^ fiks gone iorth i\otKing can 

now lave the two disiricts frdrh dismemberment and the people of Bengal 
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from a permanent accession of administration cost. But I hope to be par¬ 
doned if 1 say that now when the Empire is engaged in a life and death 
struggle and when Imperial and the Provincial (Tovernmonts ought to strain 
every nerve to make India’s financial contribution worthy of hei-—it is hardl.f 
proper to give eflect to expeneiVe schemes which can well wait (ill hotter 
days bring with them better prospects and better opportunities for the 
Government to present prosperity budget." And if the Government are bent 
on accomplishing these expensive—I will not say extravagant—schemes, will 
it be presumptuous on our part to ask them to give us a porticni of the allot¬ 
ment this year to remove a crying want ? And after all it is but a modest 
demand that we make. 

‘‘ My Lord, the educational policy of the Government is one in which the 
superiority of the present Governmoixt over its predecessors in India stands 
revealed ; it is a policy which has trained the mind of young India to ‘ follow 
knowledge like a sinking star, beyond the utmost bounds of human thought 
it is a policy which has taught young India to consecratt; science to the 
service of man and alleviate human misery, d’he proposal which 1 make wdll 
further the object of this policy. It will not only remove the inconveniences 
from which the students of tfie tJalcutta Medical College at present sufier 
but also surround the future students with all those elevating memorials and 
sanctifying associations that inarch in glorious procession through time and 
make similar institutions in England and Scotland a dnuim of music for the 
inward ear and of delight for the contemplative eye ”. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beatsox Bell said ;— 

“Mr, Vice-President, 1 shall not follow my Hon’bh* friend into his poetic 
flights. I shall not argue whether Bengali students as a whole do. t»r do not, 
“follow knowledge like a sinking star.” 1 shall not even spoil his pictum by 
alluding to indecent scrambles for purloined examination papers. In fact. I 
shall loxjk at the resolution from a purely practical standpeant. 

“ The Hon’ble Member has suggested that we should find the money for 
the Medical College Hostel either from the grant of Rs. 39.000 provided for 
Calcutta hostels or ftom our allotment for the partition of the districts of 
Midnapore and Mymensingh and for police buildings. I have nothing to add 
to what you have already said, Sir, that there, is no possibility of Government 
consentiug to reconsider the question of' partitioning Midnapore aiid Mymen¬ 
singh or the question of police buildings. It is equally impossible for us to 
dip into tiie grant of Rs. 3..'IQ,000. The whole of tliat grant has already been 
earmarked for useful objects, connected mainly wdth private erJleges. There¬ 
fore, we can see no way of acocfiting the Hon’ble Member’s sriggestions as to 
where the money should come from. At, the same time, 1 can say at once 
that Government are quite alive to the necessity of improving hostel ar-voin- 
miviation-at the Medical 'College at Calcutta. As the Hon’ble Member is 
aware we have prepared a scheme wdiich would involve an initial expendi¬ 
ture of something between 4 and o lakhs of rupees ; but the money is still 
locked up in our earmarked balances. When we prepared the Budget this 
year we carefully weighed the respective claims of tbe'Hostel and the Servants’ 
Quarters at the Medical College. After ranch consideration wi^ decided in 
favour of the servants’ quarters, which are necessary to remove a crying scandal. 
Although we have unfortunately been unable to provide funds for building 
ai hostel for the Medical College, Mr. Donald, SurgeOp-General Edwards and 
myself arp laying our heads together and "nre seeing what is the best tem¬ 
porary arrangement for carrying on the work. It may be that we shall 
to hire a building for the accommodatibn of the students, or it may be 
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that we aball make some otlier temporary arranffement, but I can assure iny 
friend that the matter is at present receiving our a?ixious consideration. I 
need hardly say that there is one aspect of the question which should not be 
overlooked, namely, that the University Commission is soon coming to Calcutta 
and OJie of the main questions which they will consider is wliether the 
Presidency College and the other Arts Colleges should remain in the heart 
of the city or should be removed to some place in the country. It is jiot for 
us to anticipate fibe decisions of the University Commission, but it is quite 
certain whatever they may decide about the Arts Colleges the Mpdical 
College must remain in the vicinity of the hos]>ital8. Therefore, if it should 
come about that tiie Arts Colleges are moved to the mufassal we at once 
have available for the Medical College the excellent hostels which have been 
used i'or the Arts (hdleges. There is a gredit deal therefore to be said for 
n it im.’Ui-ring at the present juncture v'cry large capital expenditure upon a 
hostel for the Medical College. In any case we mean to make the best 
possible ttnnporary arrangement to meet the wants of the immediate future.” 

The llon’ble Rai Maiiendka Chandka Mitra Bahaolu saiil :— 

“ 1 am glad to hear the assurance given by the Hon’ble Member and 
1 beg to withdraw my resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


APPENDIX TO THE UST OP BUSINESS—ITEMS NOS. XVI 

AND XVII. 

'J'he Hon’ble the Vice-President said: — 

” The next two resolutions ar^ practically the same, and it has been 
t^iggest^d that they slniuld be taken together. If the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazd- 
-ul-Haq will speak on the first resolution and withdraw his own one, it can 
be arranged.” 

The llon’ble Mu. M. Ashkaf Ali Khan CHAirniiUKi moved the. following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the non¬ 
recurring expenditure of Rs. 4,36,000 in connection with the partition of 
Midnapoi-e and Mymensingh be suspended and that out of the said grant the 
sum of Rs. i,36,()00 l>e allotted for the establishment of a Muhammadan 
College in Calcutta. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-itl-Haq’s resolution ran as follows ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the project 
for the partition of the districts of Midnapore and Mymensingh be abandoned 
and the provision made for the purpose be utilised for establishing a 
Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta. 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashraf Ali Khan Chaudhuri in moving his 
resolution said :— 

” My Lord, while introducing the I’evised financial statement in , the 
last Council meeting the Hon’ble Mr. Beatsor^Bell remarked that the Buaiget ^ 
was a War Budget. No section of his Majesty’s subjects is more anxious 
to sympathise with the difficulties of the Government or to lend whatever 
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support and aseietance th^ can render during these critical times than the 
Muhamadans pf Ben^l. We are ready, tny Lord, to sahrinbe foi* the titoe 
being many of our cherished hopes if thereby we can make the ti^it of the 
Government easier, but when we do find that the Government aie unaeHakin)i||; 
any work Which is not directly concerned with the reqUirCnients of the 
war nor is absolutely necessary for the task of gocxl government or the 
advancement of the gooi of the people, we are not a little surprised, iny Lord, 
at tile attitude that the authorities take up in matters in which we Rre 
viially interested and which we have been fu'essing on the attention of the 
Government as is humanly possible for us to do. What rehlly makes the 
position worse for the Muhammadans is that the (Jovernment have felt it 
politic or should I say necessary to meet the demands of ot-her sectiirtis 
while persistently ignoring those of oivfs. I find iny Lord in the revised 
financial statement' that the Government have reserved Rs. 4.:ifi,0(X) 
in making the necessary prelinfiinary adjustments for the partitioning of 
Mymensingh and Midnapore districts. What justification, my Lord, have the 
Government at tliis time to undertake a work which in all possible circum¬ 
stances cannot be regarded as urgently necessary. It has been the fashion of 
the Government for some time past to partition Indian provinces and those 
who have some knowledge of the ease witli wlilidi Government partition 
areas and with equal ease revokes their decisions have some misgivings 
about the justice and necessity of such schemes. In the days of Lord (Juricon, 
my Lord, we all heard how absolutely necessary it was for the good Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal to divide her into two portions. But it did not take anotlter 
Viceroy long to decide that jiis august predecessor .was utterly in the wrong 
and that the annulment of the partition was tlie only way to ensure the j^ockI 
Government of the province. Bengal has been partitioned again this time for 
the creation of another province—T nu*an Biliar and Orissa. Who knows that 
some one somewhere in Whitehall or in the new atmosphere of Delhi is not 
thinking now that that was a mistake. When this is the history of partitions 
niy Lord in this country, you will pardon us, if we withhold our admiration 
for this type of Government action. 


“ Even if this step of partitioning Midnapore and Mymensingh were proved 
to be necessary I would ask, ray Lord, when? is thci justification for taking this 
step now when the resources of the country should not be 1 hrpwn away in 
undertaking measures of dubious utility and which can be conveniently ptyBt- 
jioned to some other future dtiy. 

■■ But if the Government are fliisfied with liioliey and is at a losi& to fliid but 
Juiy reasonable method of speeding it we Muhattimadans alone can sUg^st tb 
the Government a score of different purposes for which money can be spbii'^ 
now either to remove serious, obstacles in the path of progress or to give 
Government an occasion to fulfil the pledges to the Muhammadans of Bengal 
—^^pledges, my Lord, which with aB dUe deference I imlst Submit have often 
been honoured in the breach than in their observance. 

“ I know it is a serious charge tb bring against the Government but in 
order to substantiate my point I wish to r^ckilthe history of the Iftist quarte't 
of the century of Government pledges and Gbvefnment acffbns ivith regard 
to the advancement of Muhammadan education in Bengal. 

“ Apart from the general question of Muhammadan education in gU its 
lirahches and in every variety dP institution I wish to point out what is 
mom relevant to the subjeci-matfier of this reiSttJtltibh’ tbiit the Gbverntpent 
liavbl.not gone beyond the expression if pibiis dohe! iidthiftik 

^-c^remiove the difficulties of the Muhamms^4i“, a^iriiltsiiirf 

to oolleges or in pursuing their studies ifi i'dei&tfablb tyjjb 6f 
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' Calcutta or in other populous centres of Bengal, The congestion that has 
occurred in the different colleges on account of the larger and larger number 
of passes every j'ear has made the position of the Muhammadan students 
even worse. Not so far back as 1913 there were only 634 Muhammadan 
students who passed the Matriculation Examination. Last year, my Lord, 
the number was more than double, it being 1,125. But have the Government 
taken any step to relax their rule with regard to their admissions in the 
Presidency College ? And if they are not prepared to do sc, one is inclined 
tfo ask why the Government have not undertaken the task of establishing the 
Muhammadan College for which a sfcheme was prepared and almost approved 
by the Government. 

“ The demand for a Muhammadan College is an old one. Govei-nment 
felt the necessity of considering 4;hat subject as far back has 1871 when 
Sir George Campbell, the then Lieutenant-Governor, directed the Committee 
appointed to report on the affairs of the Calcutta Madrassa, to consider 
whether the Hooghly College should remain a general College with a Muham¬ 
madan School attached or whether tlmre ought to be a separate Muhammadan 
College. It appears that the Government did not think it fit to establish a 
separate Muhammadan Colleger at that time. Probably the Committee did 
not approve of that idea. But the Muliammadans have pressed the Govern¬ 
ment from time to time to consider that matter, as the necessity of such a 
step was increasingly becoming more urgent. In 1884 the Government of 
India in its Resolution of the Home Department, dated 23rd October, wdiich 
adopts almwt every one of the suggestions and recommendations made 
by the Education Commission thought it desirable to give tin; Muhammadans 
in some respects exceptional assistance in view of the Backward condition 
into which in some provinces the members of that community have fallen.' 
What steps, my Lonl, have the Government of Bengal taken on such an 
important and worthy recommendation? 

It has been a far ery since 1884 till now, but even in recent years 
(Jovernment have not been loathe to solace ns with promises for the special 
consideration of our case, but unfortunately those promises have remained till 
now unfulfilled- I shall- not blame the Member in charge for the Muhamma¬ 
dan Education of Bengal if he points out in reply that the promises were 
couched in such vague terms that no definite Government actions could be 
taken on them, that is indeed the humour of the situation, it is always the way 
witlv the Government whenever a problem becomes troublesome and in which 
a large section of the community becomes actively interested that the Govern¬ 
ment either come forward with a promise to appoint a committee to inquire 
into the matter or whisper tidings into the ears of tiie leaders which has a 
miraculous soporific influence on them. 

As recently as Jfith February 1912 Lord Hardingo uttered these high 
sounding words in reply to a deputation that waited in connection with the 
proposed University at Dacca. Jt may as you suggest said Lord Hardinge, 

‘ be necessary to give special facilities to Muhammadans. The inadequate 
arrangement for the collegiate instruction of Muhammadans was emphasised 
by the Vice-Chancellor in address to Convocation in, 1909. I can only 
say that any proposal to this end which the new Governor of Bengal may take 
will receive the sympathetic consideration of the Government of India.’ 

We all know what steps the Government was taking to give those faci¬ 
lities. It was Lord Harding^) himself who proposed the establishment of a 
University at Dacca and the Commitlnee that was appointed under the chairman¬ 
ship of Mr. Nathan to repoit on the whole matter suggested the establishment 
of a separate Muhammadan College at Dacca. About the same time specially 
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when the difficulties in eetabliehing a University at Dacca became more and 
more acute, the question of the establishment of a Muhammadan College 
■in Calcutta was again revived. • The Government, it seems, thought it 
advisable to give serious consideration to this question, and we know that 
the Member in charge of the Muhammadan Education was ^king tremendous 
efforts to translate the idea into action. But here again as in all other 
previous cases the Muhammadans after seeing light for a short while , were 
cruelly left in .the wilderness and they know not whither to go. 

The need for a Muhammadan College could not have been better 
expressed than in the words of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
Muhammadan Education who in the course of his speech in seconding the 
resolution in the Town Hall Meeting said that, having regard to the 
increased demand for higher education among the members of the Muham¬ 
madan community there could be no doubt that by raising the Calcutta 
Madrassah to the status of a Ist grade college. Government will be giving a 
great impetus to the cause of Muhammadan education. 

It is unfair to fling the unofficial utterances of the Hon’ble Member 
when ho is holding quite a different position now in relation to the community 
and the Government. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. -Hornell year before last shared the regret of the 
Muhammadans at t^e postponement of the scheme for. Muhammadan Arte 
College, but he let us understand that we could rest assured that so long as 
the present Hon'ble Mfimber was in charge .of the Muhammadan Education ap 
opportunity for materialising the project will not be missed. 

My Lord, the opinions and pronouncements from high quarters raise 
high hopes in the heart of every Muhammadan. Hut your Lordship knows 
what deferred hope and missed ofjportunitios may lead to. Year after year 
the demand for higher collegiate education is becoming keener and keener 
among the Muhammadans. Have we tlie adequate means to meet the 
demand ? Muhammadan students are refused admission owing to the want 
of accommodation in the present colleges. Tin? Muhammadans being poor 
cannot defray the expenses which under tlie new regulation are going higher 
and higher. 

“ In 1913, 613 Muhammadan students passed the Matriculation Examina¬ 
tion. We need not aigue here why a large number of them cannot continue 
their studies. Whether one admits or not it was an open socrei- that they 
could not get admission in any college. Would it be surprising that in a 
single year in recent times 77 students from West Bengal and 76 from East 
Bengal districts were refused admission. I find in Mr. Fazl-ul-Haq’s sjieech 
delivered in this Council in 1913 that more than 200 students were refused 
admission in Calcutta in 1911. 

Last year 1,125 boys passed the Matriculation Examination, nearly 
double the number of 1913. Circumstances have not changed since then. 

“ It looks like a miracle that this number can be provided for in colleges 
without any outward signs of change. There is a regulation about the limRa- 
tion of numerical strength of college classes. This is detrimental to the 
Muhammadan students, a large number of whom failed to get admission into 
the already crowded classes. Then again selection for admission on the basis 
of passes in the higher * divisions. This is another cause of exclusion for 
m||iny a Muhammadan boys from the college. 

Evei^thing possible should be done to see that Muhammadan boys get 
-nflillegiate education. This is matter of great moi-tifioatieo to u« Musalmans 
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that after all said and done by the Government nothing furrher than 
a mere notification for thtj acquisition of a site* has been done fot 
the establishment of a proposed Muhammadan College. My* Lord the 
Government are in honour bound to give this matter serious consideration. 
Whenever an oppdrtunity occurs Government should redeem their pledge. 
I submit that'the proposal I am making is a reasonable one. The Govern¬ 
ment can not give any proper excuse tor ignoring when they are deliberately 
prepared to spend not even 4 lakhs, but altogather 16 lakhs of good moijey and 
our money for the partition of the two districts which does not call forsiminediate 
action or would not upset the Government very much if it was not undertakan 
at the present moment. With these words I commend ^he resolution for 
favourable consideration.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said 

“Sir, I have spoken so often on this very subject, that I am afraid it will 
only be repeating myself if I attempt to say more than a few words in support of 
the resolution which has just been moved by my Hon’ble friend Mr. M. Ashraf 
Ali Khan Chandhuri, I am inclined to think that this i*e8olution is a very ill- 
fated one. It comes up to-day, being according to the Hindus, tri-osporsha, 
one of the most inauspicious days in the year, and it also comes up at a time' 
when all the members of this Council would be inclined to look at the hands 
of the clock pointing to a quarter to six., I do not therefore think that any 
useful purpose would be served if I put forward before this Council any of 
my arguments which 1 have so often urged in this Council for the support of 
a proposal for the establishment of a Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta. 

“ The real point that underlies the question is this, that' owing to various 
causes and owing to the efforts that are being made by Government in induc¬ 
ing Muhammadans to take more keenly to the system of education now in 
force in this country, we find that every year there is an ever-increasing 
number of students who after passing the Matriculation Examination of the 
University, seek admission into the colleges. If our statistics convey any 
meaning they show that the existing colleges with the amount of restrictions 
put on fidmission, are hardly sufficient to provide accommodation for all the 
Muhammadan students that seek admission into the existing colleges in 
Calcutta. It may be said that the same argument applies in the case of the 
other communities. I admit that they do, but there is one fact which we cannot 
ignore, and it is this, that it is only very recently that the Muhammadans have 
shaken off their apathy towards English education, and is willing to take advan¬ 
tage of the prevailing system of education. It would be a disaster if an im¬ 
pediment were put in the way of students, either by the. want of accommodation 
for the students Inbostels, or the number of admissions that are available for 
-students for seats in the existing colleges. It is therefore necessary in order 
to limit the number of disapppointed students, to establish at least one well- 
equipped Arts College, and I think we are all agreed chat a college like this 
is a necessity. If I understood the members of the Council who spoke on 
behalf of the Government when this proposition was first fc|rought up 
before this Council, I thought that there was something lil^ a definite 
promise on the part of Government to provide such a colleg^n Calcutta. 
The only question was about the funds, and a beginning was also made when 
a plot of land was acquired in Wellesley Square some time ago, and though 
nothing has been done since, I believe that the Director of Public Instruction, 
and the Member in charge of Education have been trying their best to fulfil 
their pledge and do something for the establishment of this much-'needed 
Muhammadan Arts Cdlege. Unfortunately, however, nothing has bben done 
yet, and running eyes .threagh the p^es of the Financial Statement, I fifid

Mr. Aminur Rahman. 

The Hon’ble'MAULVi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq —concluded. 

that the queeticm of the partition of the districts of Midnapore and Mymon- 
Blngh can .very well be abandoned at least for the present, apd the money 
thexeby set free being utilised, for a project about the necessity and utility of 
which we are all agreed. I have heard official members speak on the urgent 
necessity of the partition of the districts of Myrnensingh and Midnapore. I do 
not wish to detain this Council with any remarks on, that point, but I will only 
say that it is no use trying to convince us that the question of this partition 
is one of iinperative and urgent necessity because we are all convinced that it 
is not. It is no use arguing that the scheme of administrative efficiency, 
however apparent or however peremptory it maj- be, can for a moment be 
set in the balance against the unanswerable claims in furtherance of educa¬ 
tion, because- we have no doubt that schemes of education are unquestionably 
superior to those even of administrative efficiency. It is for these reasons 
that I think that when so many non-officia] members unite in condemning the 
carrying out of the scheme of partitioning two districts at the present moment, 
that that project, bo abandoned and I think it will meet wnth the unanimous 
approval of all non-official members in this House that no bettor project can 
be suggested than that of spreading educatiop among the Muhammadan 
community by establishing the much-needed Arts College. It is for these 
reasons that I support my friend Mr. Ashraf Ali, and although he has suggest¬ 
ed that a portion of the amount he set apart, I suggest that if that project bo 
abandoned, the whole amount set free should be set apart so that we may 
make a suitable beginning in this direction. Of course if we fail and if Govern¬ 
ment are not prepared to abandon that project at the present moment, botli 
our resolutions fall to the ground. I am not opposed to the partition of the two 
districts. Whatever may be the views of the non-official members on this 
point, I am personally convinced that the question of the partition of these 
two districts be taken up bj’’ Government, and the sooner the better. The 
question now is which of these should be taken up first, and so far as I am 
concerned, I vote certainlj^ in favour of the Muliammadan Arts College. ” 


The Hon’ble Mk. AAfiNtJR Rahman said ;— 

“ Sir, 1 do not wish to inflict a long speech on a tired and jaded house 
It is not quite clear wlieiher it has Ixhui decided that tlie money that has been 
set apart for the partition of Midnapore and Myrnensingh, will lie spent for 
i.hat object. It seems to mo by the fact that tw’o previous resbmtions have 
been defeated, that the (iovernment have almost made up their mind to spend 
that money for the partition of Midnapore and Myrnensingh. If there is any 
doubt on the subject, then there is some reason in pressing this resolution. 
There has been some talk of eetahlishlng a Muhammadan College in Calcutta 
and the Hon’ble Member in charge of Education in the Executive Council has 
always taKen a keen interest in the matter. That li^e raised very high hopes 
in the minds of the Muhammadans. Apart from that, the existence of a 
Sanskrit College in Calcutta has made the Muhammadans determined to get 
a Muhammadan College for themselves. We know that when the Government 
were thinking of establishing a University in Dacca, they also proposed that 
the Muhammadans should have a separate college for themselves. Somehovv, 
or other that scheme has fizzled out for the time being and that has made tna 
Muhammadans very disappointed. If the Government can see their way to 
establishing a Muhammadan College either now or at some future date in 
Calcutta, I think that the Government will have, done a great thing. This 
problem of education, though it is a very pressing one at all time.s, becomes 
doubly so at war time. If the people of the coiintry be not prepared for cooir 
petition after the war, they will find themselvqa in a very sorry qpnditioh , 
indeed. We all knew that in European countries the problem of education la

■wUr.' The sli^Uggle artad'lfize competition that will come after the war will be 
OEce ctf the greatest. ‘tV’e'dfl'knoDir the Muhammadans are very backward jn 
this country and ff they ate hot fitted for the struggle, they will probably find 
themsely-es dbsolu'tely I’ost. It is for this reason, if some impetus can be given 
to Mtthami^adah education in this country, the Government will earn the 
gnrtitude of the Sftfharamadans foriihe wOrk they will have done. 1 there¬ 
fore think 'that although 'the* Government will probably find themselves 
unable to undertake the \ivork at pfoSent, the}'^ can promise that they will 
do so as soon as possible. And the Muhammadans will be satis^d with that 
promise." ^ ■ 


The Hon’ble 'NAWAh Sia’SvKD Shams-ul-Huda said : — 

“ Sir, 1 wish that in dealing with this resolution I could utter w'ords of hope 
to the Hon’ble Mover, but I do not like to give sji'inpatby al^ue where I cannot 
translate it into action. J may assure, rpy Hon’bhr friends who have spoken on 
this subject that nothing has been in these years nearer my heart than the 
establishment of an Arts College for Muhammadans in Calcutta. We have 
tried our best, but w'o found at the end that the circumstances are such that 
we must consent to a postponement at any rate for some time. That 
wo wore in earnest is clear from .the fact that we took a large j)lot of land 
at considerable cost ^or the buildipg, but lyhen the war came, wo realised 
ithat it was not possible so long as the war lasted, to establish this Muham¬ 
madan Arts Coliegp. Probably my Hon’ble friends have not realised the 
amount of cost that is involved in the scheme. The resolution asks that non¬ 
recurring expondiUire of Kh. 4,36,000 in connection with the partition of 
Midnaporo and Myineusingh be suspended and out of that grant the sum of 
Rs. 2,36,000 be allotted for the establishmont of a Muhammadan College in 
Calcutta. J do not know liuw my friend has arrived ut this fiRu re of 
2,36,000 and he has not in the course of his speech given any explanation of 
it. it will interest him to know that when we first eonsidenvl this matter we 
bad detailed estimates prepared and the recurring e.xpenditure worked np to 
nearly 13 lakhs. The idea then was to demolish the present building which 
accommodates the Anglo-Persian and^rablc Department, and to buila a new 
house, worthy of an Arts College on tpat site an<l to provide a now building in 
Wellesley Street site for the accommodation of the Anglo-Persian Department. 
The cost of the BcbemeAvould have been about 13 lakhs inclusive of the laud. 
Afterwards it was suggested that we might leave the old building as it was for 
thep^seut and then-the non-recurring cost would be greatly diminished. Wc 
examined the question <iTid thought that we ^igbt at any rate as a make¬ 
shift, have >H new building on the Wellesley Strait site for a college, and 
build in' such a way that if'necessary, it might ulthnately be suitable for the 
Auglo-Pcveiau Department.^ The idea was for the present to leave the 
Madrassa building as it is. The cost of this was estimated at over 4 lakhs, so 
that the minimum non-recurring expenditure required for the minimum scheme 
was more than 4 lakhs, and Rs. 2;^,000 would not go very far in building a 
house f.sr the Muhammadan College or for the school. 

There iaanother diffiq,ulty. My Hon’ble friends in asking for Rs. 2,36,000 
havenot considered the’^'©stion of the recurring expenditure! That alone came 
"to about Rs. 70,000. The resolution does -not say from where the recurring 
expeuditure is to eotne. There are various other difficulties, difficulties of re¬ 
cruit rngsoaen fort the Indian'fiduoational Service, because the Secretary of State 
has definitely told us that at the present moment it is not possible to have

men appointed to the Indian Educational Service in England and my feel* 
ing is—and that feeling will be shared by the Muhammadan members of this 
Council—that if we cannot have a first grade college it is much bettor, that 
we should have none at all. We had a second grade college in the Calcutta 
Madrassa. At one time* I was one of the stafT of that institution. The 
second grade college was found to be au absolute failure, and I was glad when 
it was abolished. To have a first grade college with a number of men all 
in the Provincial Educational Service, will not, I think, satisfy the demands 
of the Muhammadan community, and even then the cost would be consider¬ 
able. , We were in hope that we would be able to establish a Muhammadan 
College worthy of the community before the war, but when the war came we 
all realised'that having regard to the large sums mvolved, it vras not possible 
to carry the scheme into effect sbon. Besides we have not as yet been able to 
secure the sanction of the GovernmenP*of India for the establishment of this 
Arts College, and as it involves a large recurring expenditure, it cannot be 
done without the sanction of ihe Secretary of State, and having regard to 
the conditions recently laid down by the Secretary of State, 1 am certain 
that even if he approves of. it, it has no chance of being financed so long 
as war conditions prevail. The question has been further complicateid by 
the proposed appointment of a University Commission to examine the Whole 
question of University education in Bengal. It is possible that that Committee 
would consider the desirability of not having any more colleges in Calcutta or 
even of transferr ng the existing colleges to the suburbs of Calcutta. With 
these difficulties I am by no means hopeful that even if we could press for 
immediate provision for this Arts College, that we stand any chance of success. 
I have already told my Hon’ble friend, that his proposal to found a Muhammadan 
Arts College by taking away Rs, 2,36,000 from the expenditure in connection 
with the partition of Midnapore and Mymensingh cannot for a moment be 
entertained. It is wholly and absolutely inadequate and the resolution makes 
no suggestion of any provision for the recurring expenditure which is much 
more difficult, f believe my friend’s desire is not to press us to accept his 
resolution, but to raise a discussion so that the Council may be informed of 
the Muhammadan feeling on the subject, and of the importance which they 
attach to the establishment of a Muhammadan Arts College. If that be 
his desire, I think he has succeeded. But if his desire is for the immediate 
establishment of a Muhamnmdan Arts College, I am afraid for reasons which 
I have already stated, I cannot hold out any hopes to him. 

“ Then comes the question of abandoning the partition or at any rate 
postponing the partition of Midnapore and Mymensingh. You, Sir, in dealing 
with other resolutions which made a similar demand have told the Council 
the immediate urgency of the partition. If your speech has not cjmvinced 
H on’ble Members of this Council, I am afraid nothing that I can say is likely 
to convince them,- but there is one fact which the Council should remember, 
and it was pointed out to the Council by you Sir and that was this, that 
the amount to be spent on the partition ofMidnapore and Mymensingh 
was allowed as a special concession to be spent for this specific purpose 
and we have no right, even if we abandoned the partition, to spend that 
money for any other purpose. It was a condition of the sanction, and 
if the partition is postponed, the money would lapse. For these reasons, I 
do not think I need say anything more. This question has been discussed 
threadbare before this Council and the Couiyjil has alt’eady accepted the 
importance and the urgenoy of the matter. I do. not think I need say anything 
mofe, although I am extremely sorry to disappoint many who came with 
high hopes, I am very sorry J cannot accept this resolutipn, although nothing 
wo«^ have gratified me more than lo see any immediate prospect of the 
est^ablishment of a Muhammadan Arts College in Calebtta.” 
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Mr.M, Ashraf Ali Khan Chaudhuri. 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashraf Ali Khan Chaudhuri eaid ;— 

“ When I first moved the resolution, I had some lukewarm hopes of being 
successful, but when my Hon’ble friend Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq pointed out the 
unlucky hour and the unlucky day, I was quite convinced of it, as it 
reminded me of the unlucky date, the 13th, which is to-day. I do not want 
to be very long because it is very late, it is past six. I think the Hon’ble 
Member has shown me sympathy, but he has said that Government have no 
right to spend the money on any other thing excei.t on the partition. 
Therefore, even if he had accepted the resolution, he could not have done 
what 1 wanted him to do, but Sir, I want to say this only, we are very 
sorry to hear that for the present and for the near future there is no hope for 
the college. If the Government wanted to have the college they could have 
done so with this money. I believe they could have started a building and 
then the recurring expenditure could have been provided from the sources 
from which they would have given it before the war. We wanted to make a 
small beginning. I know very well if we do not have a beginning now, we 
shall not have any beginning for some half-a-dozen years to come, because 
after the war the present state of things will continue. I do not want to say 
anything more, but I am very sorry, that my resolution could not be accepted.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The resolution standing in the name of the Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. 
Fazl-ul-Haq (Item No. XVII) was, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 

Adjournment. 

The Council was then adjourned to the next day, Wednesday, the 14th 
March, 1917. at 11 a.m. in Government House, Calcutta,

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Oharai^ Mazumdae moved the following 
Resolution ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(*) in addition to the provision made for completing the improvement 
which is being executed by the dredger Foyers to the Lower 
Kumar River at Charmaguria, a further sum of Rs. 50,000, 
or such other amount as may bo required, be provided for 
dredging the Kurctar River, from Nilochi to Takerhat (which is 
silting up at this place) to provide further improvements as a 
means of communication with the Beel Route canal in the 
District of Faridpur ; and 

{it) that such additional expenditure be met from reduction under the 
heads Police Re-organization and Improvements. 

Ho said ;— 

“ Sir, I opened the debate yesterday, I also begin it to-day. The Resolu¬ 
tion which I have to place before the Council now is for the dredging of the 
Kumar river at a certain f)lace, and I have suggested that the money required, 
which I have put down at Rs. 60,000, might be met from the reduction in the 
Police grant. Sir, if 1 had known that the allotments for the Police were as 
unchangeable and unalterable as the provisions of the laws of the Modes and 
Persians, I should have thought it necessary to refer to some other sources 
from which this money should be obtained ; but I may say without the gift of 
prophecy that the largts allotment made for the Police, viz., Rs. 18,10,000 will 
not all be spent and cannot possibly be spent, during the next year, and I 
believe a certain amount of it will be left unexpended from which this very 
small sum of Rs.’ 50,000 might well be met if the Government chooses to 
accept tile Resolution. 

Sir, the draft statement shows that a provision of Rs. 75,000 has been 
made for dredging the lower Kumar river near Charmaguria in connection 
with the Bhil-route canal in the district of Faridpur. 1 desire to point out 
that there is a bend of the Kumar river between Nilokhi and Takerhat, where 
it jouis with the Bhil-route canal. This bend is jiilting up at certain places 
and thereby seriously obstructing navigation of lloats during some part of the 
year. Tliis channel is highly important as a feeder to the Bhil-route canal 
and connects Bhanga and other important centres of trade higher up. It is of 
the utmost importance as a means of communication as well as for the deve¬ 
lopment of trade that this bend of the Kumar river should be kept open and 
clear all the year rolind. 

Sir, in this connection, I have to make one more observation, although I 
do not consider it necessary to move any separate Resolution for the purpose. 
The Bhil-route canal Ims no doubt proved a great blessing to the jieople, and 
I find that a suitable provision has been made for the completion of the 
embankment which has been constructed on one side of the canal providing a 
road from Gqpalgunge to Surdiaghat station. Unfortunatol 3 ^ this one-sided 
embankment has caused great hardship to the villagers on both sides. During 
the rains on one side the houses and the fields are overfiooded, destroying the 
jute and the paddy, while on the other side they are parched and dried up 
for want of necessary water. Then, Ay Lord, 1 have my information that 
most of the small village khals and outlets falling on the line of the embank^ 
ment have been closed. This is a very serious matter, as the closing of the 
khals and outlets is not pnly a serious obstacle to necessary communication 
with the interior but has alsp obstructed the drainage of the villages. If this 
obstruction continues, I am afraid malaria will soon t^f^ear in these places. I, 
therefore, suggest that in improving and completing this embankment, care

should be taken to provide a sufficient number of sluices at intervals and also 
construct bridges (they may Ixj wooden ones for the present.) where any village- 
khal or outlet has been closed by this embankment.

'■ The Hon’ble Member in addressing Council at length on this subject is 
out of order. He must confine himself to his motion.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazumdar said ;— 

“ 1 was only making a suggestion and I have nothing more to say.” 

The Hon*ble Mr. Mackenzie said :— 

“ Mr. Vice-President, I desire to a few words on the subject of this 
Resolution, not bocauso I have any hope that it will meet with acceptance at 
the hands of the Government to-day, nor because I desire to despoil the funds 
provided for the much-needed improvements in the Police, but because I desire 
to put on record my opinion that the improvement suggested by the Hon’ble 
Mover of this Resolution is deserving of consideration at the hands of Govern¬ 
ment, as soon as circumstances permit. I find, on looking into some correspond¬ 
ence on the subject, that as early as March 1914, the Sujjerintending Engineer 
of the South-Western Circle, instructed the Executive Engineer to take steps 
to remove the snaga and bars from the point referred to. That nothing 
has been done so far is due to the fact that there are more urgent projects 
in harifl, and I think that all that the Hon’ble Member can look for to-day 
is an assurance from Government that, as soon as a dredger is available, 
this project for improving the Upper Kumar river avill be taken in hand. 
Having a pretty shrewd idea of what the Hon’ble Mr. Cowley will say presently. 
I would not have troubled to get up to-day, had it not been that I wished to 
place on record before His fJxcellency goes, my great appreciation of the 
very keen interest which he has always taken in questions relating to water¬ 
ways, and to express the hope that as a result of that interest we shall before 
long have at work a fully-fledged Water-way Department whose duty it will 
bo to systematically conserve and improve those most valuable assets of the 
State, the groat rivers of Bengal and the adjoining provinces. To quote from 
Sir W. W. Hunter in the Imperial Gazetteer of India :— 

Rivers first create the land, then fertilize it and finally distri¬ 
bute its produce.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cowlev said :— 

“ Mr. Vice-President, I propose to deal first with the second portion of the 
Hon’ble Member’s Resolution. He suggests that the additional expenditure 
required for dredging the Kumar river be met from the provision under the 
head of Police Re-organisation. That is a provincial head of e' penditure, 
while the work of dredging the Kumar river will fall under head ” 43, Minor 
Works and Navigation,” which is half-imperial and half-Provihcial. There¬ 
fore, the re-appropriation the Hon’ble Mover proposes, is totally inadmissible. 

The Hon’ble Member suggests that we should employ the dredger 
Foyers for dredging the upper Kumar river, and that a sum of Rs. 60,000 
be set aside for this purpose; that is to say, he proposes that the dredger 
Foyers be utilised for a period of two months in dredging this Kumar 
river. It is unfortunate that Government have at present only two dredgers, 
viz., the Foyers and the Alexandra and it is absolutely impossible, even 
if we allotted funds now to obtain more dredgers during the war. I^hese 
two dredgers will be fully occupied durinig the year in dredging the main 
steamer routes between Calcutta, Assam and Eastern ^Bengal. It- is 
imperative fir us to maintain these routes. 
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Mr. (lowley ; Rabu Ambiha Oharan Mazamdar ; Mr. Beatson Bell; Rai Mahendra 

Chandra Mitra Bahadur. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cowley — concld. 

It is true that we have also proposed to divert one of these dredgers for 
a short period of time to dredge the mouth of the Buxi Khal or the Hoorhora 
Khal where it falls into the river Rupnarain. This dredging is part of 
our proposals for mitigating the ^effects of the floods of the Damodar 
on its western bank, and it is recognised that this is of primary 
irnportance. With this exception, ‘ the programme of our work for our 
dredgers is confined to dredging the main steamer routes which must bo 
efficiently maintained. If we had more dre-lgers and more money, it would 
have been possible to accept the Hon’ble Member’s Resolution, but as matters 
Sttfnd at present, Tdo not see how It is practicable. When we are, however, 
in a position to obtain more dredgers, we shall certainly remember the case of 
the upper Kumar river. 

. The Hon’ble Member has made some observations with reference to the 
embankment to the south of the Madaripui Bhil^oxtie, but I do not propose 
to discuss them now.” 

The Hon’hle Babu Ambira Charan Mazpmdak said :— 

“Sir, the want of a dredger may be a difficulty, but I may point out that 
the place which I indicate in my Resolution would not bo far from Char- 
niaguria where the dredger will be employed. It will only be a few miles up 
where this bend of the Kumar river is sought to be dredged. If the Hon’ble 
Mr. Cowley will give me an assurance that the matter will receive the 
attention of Governiftent i^hen a favourable opportunity comes, I am prepared 
to accept it with thanks.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beatvon Bell said ;— 

“ The matter will certainly receive the attention of CTOvernmenr.” 

The Hon’ble BabC Ambika Charan MazCmdar said :— 

“ In that case, Sir, I do not press my Resolution.” 

The Resolution vv^as then, by leave of the Vice-President, withdrawn. 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XIX. 

The Htm’ble Rai Mahenpra Chandra Mitra Bahadur moved the 
following Resolution ^ ' 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(а) a sum of Rs. 26,000 be set apart for imjjroA’ing the present insani¬ 

tary condition of,the Borhampur sluice on the Bhagirathi 
embankment in the district of Murshidabad ; and 

(б) the said sum be taken out of Rs. 1,02,000 provided for Nadia 

rivers. 

He said :— 

“ Sir, on the 13th December last, I asked'the Council a question about 
the unsatisfactory and insanitary condition of the Berhampore sluice on the 
Blkagiratbi embankment in the district of Murshidabad. In reply, the Govern¬ 
ment admitted that some improvement was necessary and the matter was 
receiving the attention of Government. Then on the 23rd January last, I put 
another question inquiring about the estimated cost of improving the sani¬ 
tary condition of the sluice- I was told that the Government expected to 
receive the estimates shortly and I was assured that when received the 
estimates vpould be Considered by Government. I find in the Budget before 
tie that a sum of Rs. 1,02,000 has been provided for works connected with the 
Nadia rivers and I hope Your Excellency’s Government will issue neces¬ 
sary instructions to the--Executive Engineer, Nadia Rivers Division, to take 
up the inatter and thus rembw a standing nuisance which is a menace to 
pablic heailkh.” 
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Mr. Cowley; Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur ; Babu Brojendra 

Kishof Ray Chaudhu t. 

The Hoii’bl' M.{. CowLEV sai i :— 

Si.', t‘iH estimate which liaa been referred to by the lion ble Member 
in his s e nh amount h to Rb. 7,600. TIuh CBtiniate provides for the improve¬ 
ments to th ' drainage channel from the Ber lampore sluice to Derhampore bhil 
an i if t e ciiannel b ^ extended from the Municipal culvart under tlie 
B'raainj^ore Khagra road to the deep po'*tiou of the Berhampore bhil, the 
additional cost will be something like Rs. 2,500 ; so the total estimate of the 
cost will be about Rs. 10,000. Government have decided that the work, being 
one of urgent necessity, will be sanctioned and that funds will be provided 
for it from the sanitation grant at the disposal of Government in the coming 
financial year.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur said ;— - 

Sir, in -the circumstances explained by the Hon’ble Mr. Cowley, 1 
shall be satisfied with a grant of RA 10,000 and beg to withdraw my 
Resolution.” 

The Resolution was then, by leave of the Vice-Pi'esident, withdrawn. 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XX. 

The Hon’ble Babu Brojendra Kishor Ray Chaudhuri moved the 
following Resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(a) a sum of Rs. 1,00,000 be allotted for the purposes of preparing a 
definite and comprehensive scheme for the improvement of 
rivers in the Dacca Division and for giving such effect to it as 
may be decided upon under expert advice and guidance ; and 
(5) the expenditure be met out of the total provision of Rs. 24,66,000 
made for original works under head ” Civil Works in charge of 
the Public Works Jlepartment.” 

He said :— 

‘‘Sir, in putting up a plea for an effective improvement of the rivers in 
Eastern Bengal, all that I ask for ds a fuller recognition of the enormous value 
of navigable water-ways, and a larger employment of our resources, under 
a comprehensive scheme, for their permanent improvemenl. 1 readily 
acknowledge the effoi ^d go far made by the Government in this direction ; 
but I do not know if the magnitude of the present evil has been fully realised. 
To my mind, the chokedMp water-ways of Bengal have grown • into a serious 
menace to the health and prosperity of the country, and they call for more 
than fitful attempts at their improvement. Sir, I am strongly persuaded that 
in tackling the problem of the water-ways of Bengal, we can no longer depend 
upon partial measures and temporary make-shifts, l)ut should set about 
working under a comprehensive and definite scheme, the absence of which 
was, only the other day, admitted by the Hon’ble Mr. Cowley. The present 
condition of the water-ways of the Presidency may, 1 am afraid, be ascribed 
to an inadequate appreciation of their great economic importance and 
necessary relation to railways. I am reminded that even in Europe and 
America, the importance of the water-ways was all but "forgotten on the 
birth of the Steam Engine, but the Governments in those countries have 
now risen to a full consciousness of the enormous importance of navigable 
water-ways not only as a means of communication but also as an essential 
requirement for the growth and development of industrial enterprise and fbr 
exploiting the country’s resources. Explaining how the nations in the 
west have now come to attach particular importance to their water^i^ayi), 
Mr. 0. C. Lees, Superintending Engineer, South-Western Circle, Bengal, 
in his six lectures on water-ways in says ;—‘ All the great nationB 

have come to realise the paramount importance of providing abundant 
transport facilities in order to foster the development of industries and 
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commercial enterprise. The recognition ot the great economic value^f water¬ 
ways, as a measure to this end, has been the natural outcome of that 
realisation. Tiie practical result of this recognition has been the exrendituro¬ 
of enormous sums of money for the rapid improvement of existing water-ways 
and the construction of navigable channels. The large navigation schemes are 
now being pushed forward with the greatest activity, more especially in those 
countries fortunate enough to possess natural channels adaptable to mcxiern . 
requirements. This great movement has hot taken shape with the idea of 
supplanting railway enterprise, or even of checking railway development, 
but in the rational belief that facilities for cheap transport can be better 
secured by water-ways which are as necessary as railways for the development 
of the country’s resources, P’inally, the outlay has, for the most part, been 
incurred, or at any rate is being incurred, to-day, without the expectation of 
any direct return in the shape of tolls, which in most of the countries have 
been totally abolished.’ 

Now, Sir, I do not intend totake the House through a reading of the string 
of figures representing the vast sums annually spent by the nations of Europe 
and America in maintaining and inaproving their water-ways. I am aware of 
their vast resources as well. I will only take little Belgium which has a 
total area of only 11.378 square miles, that is, in other words, one-seventh of 
the area of the British territory in Bengal. This snjall country, for 25 years, 
between 1875 and L’OO, has spent close upon one crore of rupees for her 
water-ways annually, and, we are told. ‘The Government attributed the 
commercial prosperity of the country almost entirely to the facilities of trans¬ 
port that had been secured by water-ways worked in connection with the 
railways.’ 

Sir, no comparison is my intention, for I am aware it may not be quite 
fair. An inquiry, however, as to what practical recognition has been made 
of the importance of the water-ways in our country will not be irrelevant. I 
admit 1 have not been able to ascertain the exact amount spent in actual 
works of river iiniirovement. It is perhaps sufficient for my purpose to state 
that, so far as the rivers in my part of the Presidency are concerned, 
not more than Ks. 40,0()0 on the average have, annually, been spent for 
their improvement during the last ten years, and this, out of an average 
provision of 12 lakhs or thereabouts for the water-ways in the whole Presi¬ 
dency, distributed under the several heads of minor works and navigation by 
Public Works Departnient and by Civil Departments. J need only add that the 
above sum of Rs. 40,000 has gone only for the two rivers in Dacca, namely, the 
Buriganga and the Dhaleswari. The other livers in the riverine districts 
of Dacca, Mymensingh, Faridpur and Barisal have practically received little 
or no attention. There is. of course, the Madaripur Bhil Route, a work of 
conei<ierable magnitude ; but I am sorry I am not in a position to form an 
idea jjf the value.of the attempts made at actual liver improvement 
in the interior of the Dacca Division. Judging from the facts before me, 
and knowing what J do, of the condition of the rivers in my part, 1 feel con¬ 
strained to say that the claim of these rivers have never been adequately 
dealt with. It cannot bo said that there have not been any difficulties in the 
way of internal communication, navigation and sanitation in rqral areas of 
Eastern Bengal w'hich are directly attributable to the deterioration of the 
rivers. No doubt, bandalling and dredging operations are going on for the 
last ten years ; Imt as we have been informed by the Hon’ble Mr. Cowley, 
the dredging operations succeeded only partially, the results have not 
been of a permanent nature, and since 1916-16 dredging haS been 
abandoned as of little use. This is all that appears to haye been done for 
the improvenient of rivers in that part of the Presidency where, more than 
elsewhere, the health and prosperity of the people depend very largely on the 
condition of its water-ways. If Bengal is rich in her rivers, Eastern Bengal 
is particularly so. The big rivers, the Padma, the Brahmaputra, the Meghna 
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and tbe^Jamana. with their innumerable tributary streams and streamlete 
furnish, in that part, facilities for cheap transport, supply water to rural 
areas and means internal oominuincation and natural drainage. But how 

do these rivers fare to-day ? Sir, it is perhaps unsafe for a layman like myself 
to enter into * technical study of the condition of the nvets. nor does thei^ 
seen! to be tiny necessity for so doing. The gradual silting up of these rivere 
is a stern re^U^ WateT-lo,T?ed streams, marshy tracts, stagnant waters and 
water scarcity, have now-a-days, been the rule, rather than the exception ; and, 
I believe, with Dr. Bently, that it is these conditions that^re directly res^- 
sibio’for the appalling rise in mortality from malaria and cholera. In laii^il, 
Jamalpur, Manikganj and Munshiganj the question of improvement of silted 
up-streains and khals and the need-fot canalisation are urgent. 1ft ^.astern 
Mvm^nsingh, again, in certain parts, the disparity between the country-level 
and water-level, owing to the last great earthquake, is such as to have led to 
an entire stoppage of natural drainage ftver vast areas that need clearing up. 

Sir, the popular notion is, that since the great earthquake of 1897, there has 
been a general rise in riv^r-beds and a process of gradual silting up is going 
on, bringing on, in its train, general unhealthiriess and water-scarcity in the 
areas through which these decaying rivers run. The Brahmaputra is dead at 
Myinensingh, and although, owingto poriolical flooding, some parts in rjastom 
rMymensingh are yet free from malaria, Jamalpur, within recent years, has 
turned into a congenial soil for the growth and development of malaria, and 
signs are not \t^anting that the whole district will very shortly be in the firm 
grip of the disease. Indeed, it is high time that systematic efforts were made 
tosavetho rural population from all the evils of dying rivers. Sir, I a^ain 
admit I cannot lay any claim to expert knowledge on the question of river 
iinproveinent, hut I cannot persuade myself to believe that hothihg can possibly 
be done to improve the rivers, that things would better'be left to ■ theftiselyes. 
I have it, however, on the authority of Mr. Lees, that ‘ In Bengal, at any riate, 
the eonilitions are more faAtourable for the improvement and extension of 
navigation facilities than in any other country in the world.’ Indeed, Sir, the 
layman w'ondera why dredging operations cannot be undertaken so as to 
remove the silt deposits at the junction of tributary streams of the Brahma¬ 
putra,'the Jamuna and the Padma? why cannot canalisation be undertaken in 
Vikrainpur ? why cannot the jiinCtPon of the streams and khals in Mymensingh 
and o'.her parts he opened up? The Same authority has given it as his 
opinion that libc^ai employment of suction dredgers can-alone secure efFeciive 
results. The evil effects of silted up rivers have been admitted by 
Dr. Bently in his researches into the etiologj’ of malaria. Mr. Lees, whose 
above opinions have been published by the Government of Bengal, points out 
the direction in which effective results can bo obtained. The question, 
•however, arises where are we to find the money ? No less an amount than 
Rs: 24 lakhs 66 thousand have been budgetted'for original works in-chaTge of 
Public Works Department even in this year of unusual financial stringency, 
and this, roughly, forms one-thifd of the whole amount provided for Civil 
Works in charge of the said Department. Considering the enormous economic 
value of navigable water-ways, in transport facilities, and in development of 
industrial and commercial enterprise, considering also, that in mj part they 
are the only possible means of internal communication, in view, again, of the 
appalling signs of depopulation from Ohoiera and malaria in riverine districts ; 
judging from a full knowledge of the local conditions. Sir, I certainly think 
thal an allotment of a lakh of rupees, out of the liberal provision made for 
original works under the Public Works Department, for the purposes of a 
comprehensive scheme of river improvement in Dacca Division, is Ohly a 
modest prayer, as much as it is a just demand. 

With these Words, Sir, I commend my BeSdIutidn to the acceptance of this 
Optlhcil.'' '' ' . k.l. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. jCowley said :— t 

“Sir, the Hon’ble Mover haa divided his Resolution into two parts: 
the first is the preparation of a definite and comprehensive scheme for the 
improvement of rivers in the Dacca Division, and the second is that funds be 
provided for effect to be given' to such a scheme. 

This proposal is soipewhat similar to the one which Government have 
already had under their consideration and which was referred to in this 
Oouncil in the answer given to a question asked by the Hon’bio Rai Srinath 
Ray Bahadur, on the 5th March, 1917. Owing to the absence of so many 
■officers of lh6 Pul)lic Works Department on military duty, it has not been 
possible at present to proceed with one inquiry which the Hon’ble Meml)er 
has suggested in his Resolution, but'I may say that we havc^ liad several 
reports from the Superintending Engineer of the South-Western Circle on the 
small rivers in tlie Bakarganj district which should be improved, and these 
reports have been recorded and are not being lost sight of. 

The Hon’ble Mover has drawn attention to the great importance which 
is placed in Belgium and other continental countries on the importance of 
water-ways. 1 feel sure that he df >08 not know what this Government have 
already done in this tnatter. We have now under consideration and hojie 
shortly to submit to the Secretary of State, for sanction, a scheme involving 
an expenditure of two crores of rupees. Besides this, it might be of interest 
•to the Hon’ble Member to know what expenditure has been incurred by the 
Government during the last three years in the districts of Bakarganj and 
Faridpur. I find that in 1914-16 the expenditure on the improvement of 
water-ways, generally in the Bakarganj district, amounted to Rs. 1,25,735 ; 
in 1915-16, Rs. 2.68,147 and 1916-17 (up to the end of February), 
Rs. 3,07,127. In the district of Faridpur, in 1914-15. it amountc^d to 
Rs. 3,71,018; in 1915-16, Rs. 3,89,146 and in 1916-17 (up to the end of 
February), Rs. 3,05,565. In addition to this, the expenditure on the 
improvement of the rivers Dhalleswar and Buriganga in the Dacca district in 
’.the same period amounted' to Rs. 14,846. The total expenditure in the 
Bakarganj and Faridpur districts and on these two rivers in the Dacca district 
has amounted to the large sura of 19 lakhs in three years. We have in 
progress the improvement of the lower Kiimar river, the Madaripar Bhil 
lioute^ the Barani Khal and other minor rivers. 

I must apologise to the Hon’ble Member, in tliat, I perhaps misled him 
when 1 informed him in my letter of the 1st March, 1917, that a sum of 
Rs. 42,250 had l)oou set aside for the improvement of rivers in the Dacca 
Division. This mistake arose from a misinterpretation of the words ‘ Dacca 
Ilivision.’ The answer which T gave him was meant to refer to the ‘ Public 
Works Dacca Division ’ and not to the Commissioner’s Division. 

We have at present only two dredgers, and wo cannot possibly take up 
schemes ovef a very wide area with a small number of dredgers. Government 
have not, however, been unmindful of this, and the Hon’ble Member will be 
.glad to know that before the war began, we had submitted to the Director 
of Stores at Home, specifications for dredgers which the Irrigation Depart¬ 
ment of the Government would wish to purchase. Of course, with the 
.advent of the war, this expenditure ha.s become impossible even if we could 
obtain the dredgera. Wo prepare a working programme for the two dredgers 
we have in our possession. This working programme is the forecast of what 
work the dredgers will aetnaBy do iu the course of the yeat. The forecast 
has alroaiy lieen made for the corning year 1917-18, and I am sorry t^at we 
oannot pay more attention to the rivers in the Dacca Division beyond the 
main steamer routes whieh we .will attempt to maintain. 

Thciiast point the question from which funds are to be procured. The 
Hon’ble Member prqpesee in his Resolution that the cost be met from the 
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Head of ‘Civil Works in charge of the Public Works Department.’ This 
head, however, is a provincial one, while -the cost of improyeiuent of rivers 
falls under head ‘ 43—Minor Work and Navigation.’ which is a divided head. 
The re-appropriation suggested is, therefore, impossible.” 

The Hon’ble Babu'Brojendra Kishok Ray Chauphuri said:— 

Sir, in view of the assurance given by the Hon’ble Mr. Cpwley, I beg 
to withdraw my Resolution.” 

The Resolution was then, by leave of the V’ice-Presi<lent, withdrawn. 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XXI. 

The following Resolution stood in fhe name of the Hon’ble Rai Mahendra 
Chandra Mitra Bahadur :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(а) a sum of Rs. 60,000 be set apart for mitigating the effects of the 

floods of the Damodar caused by the silting up of the Banspati 
Khal, the Poorana Khal and Nabin Babu’s Khal in the Amta 
Basin in the district of Howrah ; and 

(б) the said sum be taken out of the special provision of Rs.-2,50,000 

set apart to meet the cost in connection with the projects for 
mitigating the effects of floods in the Burdwan Division. 

He said ;— 

“ Sir, from the information I have received this morning and from the 
conversation I had with the Hoirblc Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. 
1 do not think that it would be justifiable on my i)art to press this Resolution 
and I beg to withdraw it. At the same time I shall ask the Hon'ble 
Mr. Cowley to consider how relief can best be afforded to these affected areas, 
because the Council knows well the ravages which the river Damoodar has- 
done to this part of Howrah. I, therefore, felt it my duty to bring this matter 
to the notice of this Council. As no portion of this amount (Rs. 2,60,{>00) is 
available, I have no othiir alternative than to withdraw my Resolution." 

The Resolution was then, by leave of the Vice-President, withdrawn. 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XXIJ. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq moved the following 
Resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(a) jix lamp provision of one lakh of rupees, or such other sum as may 
seem necessary, be made for raising the initial pay of Munsiffs 
from Rs. 200 to Rs. 250 a month ; and 
(&) the expenditure be met from the lump provision of rupees two 
lakhs provided for unforeseen requirements. 

He said :— 

“ Sir, a year ago, almost to a day, I moved thievery Resolution in Council, 
and although I was not successful in inducing the Government to accept my 
Resolution, I had hopes that within a short time some steps would be taken to 
give effect to the recommendatron in that resolution, T find, however, that 
during this one year nothing has been done and there are no indications that 
Government propose to do anything to give ehect to such a recommendation. 

1 do not wish to take up the time of this Council by discussing the merits and 
demerits of this Resolution, because I tisink we are all agreed that the 
Munsiffs are a most useful body of public servants and extremely hard-work^r 
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and the amount of duties they perforin are not only of an onerous character 
but of the very greatest importance to the litigant public. There is one matter 
which, I think, we ought to take into consideration in discussing a Hesoiution 
like this. We are all aware that in the Provincial Civil Service, the Executive 
Service which is the exact parallel of the Provincial Judicial Service, the initial 
pay of Deputy .Magistrates pay has been raised from Rs. 200 to Ks. 2o0 ; then in 
the Police Department, the Deputy Superintendents of Police start with an 
initial salary of Rs. 250. These two bodies of public servants start life very 
young, the Deputy Magistrates almost invariably before they are 25, and the 
Deputy Superintendents of Police also at that ago, unless they are recruited from 
the department itself. In the case of Munsiffs, they have got to pass the B. L. 
Examination, practice as a Pleader for at least three yeai’s and then take their 
chance either of securing a j^erinanent appointment or continuing to practice 
as a Pleader. 1 do not think 1 am far wrong when I say that Muneitfs never 
get a permanent post before they are 30 years of age. It is extremely unfair 
that Deputy Magistnates and Deputy Superintendents of Police start life at 
about 25 and start with an initial salary of Rs. 250, whereas, Munsiffs have to 
start at a much later stage of life at an initial salary of Rs. 200 only. I do not 
think that Government will, for a moment, encourage the idea that the 
M unsifFs are the least useful body of public servants. A# far as I can 
understand from the rej ly which was given to my Resolution last year, the 
only difficulty in the way of Goverumont was not only a financial one, but also 
the fact that the matter was under consideration by the Public Services 
Commission. Their recommendations have now been published, and 1 chink 
th^t, since we are all agreed that a recommendation like this ought to be 
accepted and the recommendation of the Public Services Commission having 
also been f)ublished, the Government should lose no time in giving effect to 
the recommendation contained in tliis Rosohition. With these few words, 

I bog to commend this Resolution to the acceptance of. Government.” 

The Hon'ble Babu Biiabenora Chandra Ray said ;— 

“ Sir. the question now before us has been so thoroughly .agitated for some 
time that it requires very few words from me in support. Government are 
themselves committed to the reform sought for in this Resolution. The in¬ 
crease in expenditure which the present proposal would entail, was even 
budgetted for a couple of years back. But the official conscience suddenly 
awoke to the thought that there was the Public Services Commission which 
might take exception to any act of justice being done behind its back. 
And true to the traditions of Red Tape, Government shelved the proposal. 
The official motto in these matters of reform seems to be—‘don’t do 
anything lo-day, if there is a passable pretext for putting it oft, unless of 
course it concerns t}>e well-being of the Police or District Partition schemes.’ 
So the proposal was shunted off the rails. And now that the Public Services 
CommissioD has said its say, and indeed recommended, among other things, 
this very measure which we advocate to-day, we are certain to be told in the 
official reply that Government are absolutely helpless in these matters, until 
the report of the Commission has been properly sterilized and subjected t© 
all sorts of bacteriological tests—until it emerges out off circu4rilooution office 
considerably boiled down and suited to the official palate. And when that 
glorious consummation is brought about, the poor Munsiff must again wait 
till there is a superfluity of cash in the Hon’ble Mr. Donald's strong-room, 
which even all the thinkable and unthinkable Police Schemes cannot ex¬ 
haust. The Munsiff seems to be the step-child of Government, and must 
wait for hiis crumb of comfort till the others have had their till. 

^ Sir, I want to impress upon this Council that the subordinate judiciary is 
one of the ver>' few institutions connected with Government that command

univoraal confidence and respect;. In far , off corners of this province,' in 
uninviting surroundings, the modest Munsifl' toils ceaselessly, embodying, in 
the eyes of the people, the virtues of an impartial and liberal Government and 
the noblest attributes of British justice. Rightly understood, the subordinate 
judiciary is by far the most valuable assets of Government, and something 
should be done immediately to better the prospects of its members.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur said :— 

“Sir,] rise to support r he Resolution moved by my friend the Hon’ble 
Maulvi Fazl-uI-Haq. Members of Council will remember that this question 
has been discussed in this Council more than once and last year this matter 
was brought up before, this Council by myself. We were then assured that 
the case of this deserving class of public servants will receive considera¬ 
tion at the hands of Government. Lasl^year the Hon’ble'Nawab Sir Syed 
Shams-ul-Huda stated, on behalf of Government, that they had already 
budgetted Rs. 21 thousand for increasing the initial pay of the Munsifis, but 
that they were waiting for the publication of the report of the Public vServices 
Commission. 1 need not repeat the exact wording of the speech of the 
Hon’ble Nawab, but it was understood that the Government viewe<l sympathe¬ 
tically the question of raising the initial pay of the Munsiffs. As has been 
observed,*the Munsiffs are a hard-working*educated body of public servants, 
but their initial pay does not compare favourably with that of the meml>er8 
of the sister service and to raise their initial pay will, I think, not entail a 
very great extra expenditure on the Government. I hope that this Resolut ion 
will meet with sympathetic consideration at the hands of the Government.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. Deba Prasad Sarbadhikari said ;— 

“Sir, I wish to associate mj'self wholeheartedly with the first part of the 
Resolution, but the second part which is a question of financing the scheme 
is always a difficult business on these occasions. I.ast year vve were told that 
the long-deferred improvement might be soon expected and the pendency 
of the deliberations of the Public Services Commission which was standing 
in the way then of immediate action has now disappeared.' Of course, there 
is the further difficulty that Government have not yet had an opportunity 
of considering the recommendations of the Public Services Commission. 
Members of this Council have frequently spoken on this subject and I am not 
sure whether we could add anything more on the literature of the subject. 
The Hon’ble Member in charg'., who. as a Member of the Executive Council 
for. the last five years, tried to do his best to improve the service, will soon 
be transferred to another sphere of public usefulness. What ho could not 
do as an Executive Member, will probably be able to do as a Judge of the 
Calcutta High Court, and will give effect to improvement in one of the most 
valuable services of the Province.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur said :— 

“ I beg to support this Resolution—at least the first part of it. Having 
some experience of the work of the Munsiffs in Civil Courts, I thought it my 
duty to bring their case beCore the Council. If the criterion of the judicial 
service is work then my submission to the Council is that their initial pay 
should be raised. Oftentimes they have got to work till late hours of the 
evening and all the satisfaction that they get is a poor salary. I think it is 
the duty of thV' Government to consider whether their initial pay should not 
be raised to Rs. 250, ns explained by the previous speakers. I submit, there¬ 
fore, that the Council will kindly consider the claim of the Munsiffs for a 
higher rate of pay.” 
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The Hon’ble Nawab Siu Syed SnAM«-r;L-HiiDA said :— 

“ Mr. Vice-Presidont, a great (ieal has been said by the Hon’ble Mover 
of this Resolution, as well as by those who have supported him. of the value 
of the services rendered by the Munsifls to Government and to the public. 
As to that, there ’ has been no difference of oijinion at any time, and 
Governrtient have always recognised the value of their services. Last year, 
a similar Resolution was moved by the same Hon’ble Member, f told him 
that I sympathised witli him, but could not do anything until the report of the 
Public Services Commission was out, and ho thought at that time that this 
meant an indefinite postponement. Tiio report has now been published and 
now we know what the recommendations are, and if Hou’ble Members had 
cared to examine them he would probably have found that he was rendering 
a very doubtful service to the Munsiffs by recommending an initial pay 
of Rs. 250 for them, for, as a matter of fact, the recommendations of the 
Commission shows that they desire that the initial pay of the Munsiffs should 
be Rs. 300. The Govcirument of India have promised that they .would 
consider the matter most expeditiously. It seems strange that we should 
be asked to take the matter out of the hands of the Government of India 
at the present time by giving the Munsiffs an initial pay of Rs. 250. 
Apart from these considerations, it is proposed to meet the expenditure from 
the Hoad ’ Unforeseen Expenditure.’ It is always dangerous not to have 
some provision made for unforeseen oxiienditure, and this is not the least 
important part of the case. Anyhow, the Services Commission have proposed 
to improve very materially the prospects of the Munsiffs and Government 
have their report under consideration and this explanation will, I hope, 
satisfy Hon’blo Mcunbers.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :— 

Sir. I luiilerstand, from what has fallen from the Hon’ble Member 
in charge, that Governmcmt are not prepared to accept this Resolution. I have 
been told that the recoimmmdations of the Public Services Commissidh go 
much further than I advocate on behalf of the Munsiffs. But there is the 
element of unoertainty as to when these recommendations will be given effect 
to, and if I had any reason to hope that these recommendations would be 
given effect to within a reasonable time. I would not certainly have brought up 
this Resciution for discussion. My own feeling is that it will take years .and 
years before the recommendations of the Public Services Commission are 
givim effect to, and, meanwhile, I think it will be an act of bare justice to a 
hard-worked body of public servants that they should bi< put on an equalit}’' 
with their brethren in the other Provincial Services. If I am permitted to 
say so, I think that It is not only extremely fair, but extremely just, that they 
should get this initial salary, not from to-day, but with retrospective effect 
from the date on which the initial pay of Deoiity Magistrates was raised. 
Government never waited for any report of any. Public Services Commission 
or the recommendations of anybody when they raised the initial pay of the 
Deputy Magistrates froiil Rs. 200 to Rs. 250 on their own initiative and I ask, 
is it not unfair, is it not making rather an iiividious distinction between the 
different members of the Provincial services, when you give an initial salary of 
Rs. 260 to members of th^ executive branch and refuse that little concession 
to members of the Judicial service ? As it is, tlie public impression is that 
the members of the Judical service do not receive adequate consideration at 
the hands of the executive Govornmont, and for this reason, I think, this 
distinction should not be maintained. If Government think that the recom- 
mendathxis of the Public Services Commission could be given effect to 
without delay, of course it would be an act of bare justice to the Munsiffs 
to let this matter stand over so that Munsiffs might begin on Rs. 300 instead 
of Rs. 250. 1 think Government might teinporaily accept my recommendation 

of fixing the initial salary at Rs. 250 now, instead of waiting for an indefinite 
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period in the hope of raieiii^g it to Rs. 300. .With these few words 1 would 
press this Resolution to a division.”

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazi.-ul-Haq moved the following Resolu¬

If the 
scheme has already been sanctioned, subject to some oonditious, I will not 
press.it, but leave it to the Government to give effect to it as early as 
possible.” 
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Nawab Sir Syed Skams-ul-Huda ; Dr. Nilratan SarJear. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shamh-ul-Huda said :— 

“ Tlie Secretary of State has given conditional sanction to this expendi¬ 
ture,^ that is to say, to give effect to it on the improvement of the financial 
position.

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XXV. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sarkar moved the following Resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(^a) a recurring grant of Bs. 20,000 be provided for further strengthen¬ 
ing the staff of the Department of Co-operative Societies by the 
appointment of a second Joint Registrar, four Inspectors with 
^ knowledge of weaving, one Inspector with knowledge of fishery 
work and one Inspector with knowledge of dairy work ; and 

(б) the expenditure be mot from the lump provision of Rs. 30,000 for 

the Director of Industries under the Head ” 26B—Scientific 
and Miscellaneous Departments.” 

He said ;— 

‘‘Sir, in this Resolution it is my contention that the progress of the 
working of the department ;of co-operation is extremely slow, and that this 
slow rate is due to the inadequacy of the staff. In support of my contention 
I may quote only two authorities. Mr. J. C. Jack of the Indian Civil Service, 
writing about Faridpur, says : that the present rate has not enabled 1-100 of 
the ground to be covered in 10 years, it will not be possible for the district 
to eliminate the professional money-lender in less than a thousand years. 
Again, Sir Daniel Hamilton sa.ys ; at the present rate of progress, Bengal will 
not be covered with a fertilizing sclveme of credit before the year 2200. Sir, 
up to this time, I may point out the movement has not touched the fringe of the 
industrial question. There are only 31 known Credit Societies, and all the 
rest are what we call the Credit Societies chiefly concerned with agricultural 
credit. But the question of the industries has presented itself in an urgent 
shape on account of the war. In this country, as well as other countries, we, 
as well as other people concerned in the welfare of the state, must try to 
tackle this question in the beat way we can. After the war there is sure 
to be an industrial war, and we must make preparation for meeting indus¬ 
trial invasion from undesirable quarters, but is any industrial movement 
possible without an adequate development of the department of co-operation '( 
As a case in point, I might mention the case of the Bengal Home Industries 
Association. The Association has been launched with the idea of promoting 
the cottage industries of Bengal, but the Association can make very little 
progress without the help of the department of co-operation. Such help has 
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(veien pTOinisod by the department, but the dopartiiioiit is helpiess on* Recount 
of being inadequately staffed. It is true that provision has been made in the 
Budget for an additional staff of four Inspectors, one Auditor and one Joint 
Registrar, but all, this will be nl)Sorbod in the ordinary work of the Associ^ 
tion, ahd if rthportaht'industries like weaving, fisheries and dairy wbrkr are to be 
included in the programme of the Association, the staff must be substantially 
increased. My proposal, therefore, is to make a furthi,*r addition to the staff 
of the department of co-operation in the way suggested by my proposal here. 
As regards the appointment of the second Registrar, 1 may point out that the 
Maclagan Committee had recommended that there should be one Registrar 
for every 1,000 Societies, and tJie number of Societies at the present moment 
in Bengal is 2,666, so vre are entitled to have a third superior officer. I need 
not detain the C<iUncil further on this point. I wish only to bring to the 
ncrtice of Government what fell from the tips of Sir Daniel Hamilton when he 
said, a pice lost to the department is a gold mohur lost to the people and 
another gold mohur lost to the (Tovernmeiit, and to this I may add, that a pice 
added to the expenditure on the staff of the depat tn)ent wmuld be a gold 
mohur added to the resources of the people and a gold mohur added,to the 
income of the Government.” 

The Hon’hie Babd SukendrA Nath Kay said;— 

“Sir, I assbeiate myself with w’hat has been said by the mover of the 
Resolution, and T hoptt that it will be accepted.” 

The Hon'ble Mr. Beatson Keli. said :— 

“Mr. Vice-President, I shall deal with this Resolution in a very few 
words. It needs no words of mine to assure the House that we cordially 
support the co-operative movement and that w'o are prepared to do anytldng 
reasonable on its behalf. But the House may or may not know that the large 
question as to whether the Registrar ami the supervising and inspecting 
staff should be officials or non-officials has not yet btnin decided. The 
Secretary of State has, as a purely ttjmpoi-ary measure, sanctioned an official 
staff up to Slat March. 1918. Between now and that dale, in other words, 
during the financial year which, is V)efore us, the Secretary of State will 
probably make up his mind as to the futuri) of the supervising staff of the 
co-operative movement. That being so, it hardly behovf’s us to a))point a 
very large official staff during the last year of the experimental period. The 
question has been thoroughly investigatfjd by the Committee of Sir Edward 
Maclagan. The report of this Committee' will of coutSe be the prinOipal docu¬ 
ment which the Secretary of Slate will have before him when he passes final 
Orders upon this important question. Meanwhile, Local Govoniments have 
been authorised to make such temporary arrangements on a moderate scale as 
ah^ essential to cope with the current work of the co-operative movement. 
During the year 1916-17 which is just closing, we appointed four temporary 
additional Inspectors' and during the year which is about to begin, We intend to 
appoint four more additional Inspectors, I think the House will agree that, in 
the special circumstances of the case, we are doing all that is reasonable. The 
Hon’ble Member, as I understand him, presses us to appoint experts for 
special subjects-—experts for fishery, weaving, and so on. That is one of the 
questions which has been receiving our careful consideration and will no 
doul)t receive the careful consideration of the Secretary of State when he 
comes to deal with the whole problem—I mean, the questiem whether it is 
better to appoint the supeiwising staff: (be they officials' or be they non- 
officials) area by area or subject by subject. Different people recommend 
diOereht solutions. Personally, I think that, in the present state of organi¬ 
sation, it is better on the whole to appoirit men area by area, good all-round 
tMn who will carry on all the co-operative work in the villages under their 
eharge. That has generally been our policy; but we have departed from it 
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in one case and have appointed a special officer for the weaving industry. 
.At present there are only 17 weaving societies. Wo have one officer for these 
17 societies apd it is certainly an adequate provision. On the whole, we are 
at present inclined towards the geographical distribution of our officers, but 
for all that we have a ^)erfectly open mind. The Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar has 
•quoted Major Jack, 1 admit that Major Jack is strongly in favour of a very 
large increase in the organizing staff of our Co-operative Societies. Major 
Jack has not, however, proposed that we should apjjoint specialists for 
special 'Subjects, He has proposed that the appointments should be made 
geographically and that the officers should be recruited from the same class 
as the kixnungoe who carry out our survey and Bt?ttloin(mt operations. The 
•opinion of Major Jack on this point is one of the very greatest weight, in 
short, I have only to say that the Government are giving, and will continue 
ito give very caridul consideration to the question of providing an adequate 
staff for the Co-oi)erativ'e Societit's of the pnjvinee ; but we regret that we 
cannot accept the Resolution in the form in which it has been put forward by 
the Hon’ble Mover.” 


The Hon'ble Dr. Nilratan Sarkar said :— 

“ Sir, I had expected that a modest I^esolution like this would have been 
accepted by the Government, particularly as the money would not be wanting. 
However, as it has been rejected, I think that I shall be justified in pressing 
■ this Resolution to a division. It is all very good to waitforthe decision of the 
Secretary of State in certain matters and the decision of other Committees, and 
in the meantime, the psychological moment, the golden opportunity for 
developing the resources of our country and developing our home industries, will 
slip away. After the war, as everybcxiy knows, we shall be swamped with 
gootls from most undesiralde (piarters. This is not only the view of the poor 
Bengali in Bengal but I know that must of the people in the allied countries 
have made provisions for such swamping and are makixig provisions for 
.meeting it in the best way they can. Commissions have been working in 
great numbers and pi-eparations are being made for this purpose, and it is 
bnly a feeble attempt that is being made in order to put things in order here, 
ana it is impossible to do anything without the help of the co-operative 
•movement. However, I have nothing more to say and hojxe that the Council 
will accept this Resolution.”

The Ayes being 23 and the Noes 23, the Hoii’ble the Vice-President, 
presiding, gave his casting vote against the motio.i vvhich was accordingly lost. 


APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XXVI. 

The Hon’blo Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq moved fche following 
Resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(а) a lump provision of Rh. 25,000 be made for the improvement of the 

Civil Court buildings at Pirozpur (Bakarganj); and 

(б) this expenditure be met from the provision of Rs. 65,000 made for 

experiments for potatoes, bonemeal, etc., and for purchase of 
special varieties of paddy seeds, which projects may either be 
abamloned for thci year or taken up on a reduced scale. 


He said :— 

“ Sir, I do not know if I have caused a surprise in this Council, both by 
reason of the recommendations made in the first portion of the Resolution 
and also the suggestion which I have ma<le as to the source from which the 
expenditure should be met! The (h’vil Court buildings at Pirozpur have got 
a histcjry of theh uv\n. It may not be known to Hon’ble Members that, 
unlike very few other buildings of this kind, the Pirozpur Civil Courts 
are held in houses wit^i corrugated roofs, and it is on record that a certain 
Munsiff, after sitting a couple of hours, complained of a severe headache and 
had to leave work, and cm the next day. after a few hours, he fell down 
senseless from his chair and was carried homo and afterwards died of heat 
apoplexy. Pirozpur is a very unhealthy station and the Munsiffs have got 
to work during the hot season in a building of that insanitary character, I 
believe that the High C’ourt has made it a rule that the Munsiffs have to 
stay for two years only at Pirozpur, whereas, they have to stay for three 
years in other places. This ciuestiou was brought up by me year before last, 
and I also spoke privately to Mr. Green when I met him in Darjeeling, and 1 
explained the whole question, and he was good enough to say that he had 
considered the matter, and to all intents and purposes, it had been settled 
that the improvement of the buildings would bo taken in hand within a wery 
short time. Nothing has been done since then and I was also surprised to 
find that no provision for the improvement <A these buildings has been made 
in this year's Budget. It is a matter of the most urgent necessity, and I think 
Government would do well to consider whether Rs. 65,000 should be set apart 
for the useless experiment of potatoes Or for giving relief, if not by increment 
of salary, at least by sanftary housing, to a Very useful class of pablio 
servants. As regards, this experiment of potatoes, I referred to it last year. 
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I do not know what other Members think o£ it, but,so far as my experience 
Pfoes, nothing substantial has been done towards developing potatoes in this 
country. I do not know also what the department of Agriculture does, but 
so far as 1 am concerned, I have never met any officer of this department 
doing any substantial work in any part of this country. The experiment of 
potatoes may stand over for some time and meanwhile the money may be 
set lijMirt for the improvement of these buildings. If Government thifik 
that something should be done in this direction, my recommendation is that 
a sum of Rs. 25,000 at the outset will only be required for the improvement 
of the Civil Court building at Pirozpur and the rest may be spent on potattws. 
With these few words 1 beg to commend iny Resolution to the acceptance 
of the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shams-itl-11tida said :— 

“ Mr. Vice-President, 1 am prepared to admit that this project of 
the Munsiff’s buildings at Pirozpur is one of importaiTce but there are 
various other projects of the same kind which are perhaps much more 
urgent. We have plans and estimates of a double Munsifi at Pirozpur 
which would cost about Rs. 88,000, and perhaps, on account of the increase 
in prices, this estimate would be oxocusded now. have drawn up a list of 

the urgent projects and have submitted them to the High Court and asked 
their opinion as regartls the relative urgency of these various schemes. We 
could not take up these under the present conditions, but we have made this 
reference to the High Court, so that, when we are able to carry out these 
HchomoH, there may be no delay on account of the; High Court’s advice liein'g 
nei'ded. Put so far as this year’s Budget is concerned, we have no money to' 
carry out the schemes for C'ivil (hmrt buildings in Bengal, and there¬ 
fore I am not in a position to accc'pt the Resolution. 

As regards the Agricultural d(ipartinent, I uinlorstand that the ex[)enditure 
has been cut down the very minimum, l)\it this is a matter on which my 
H t)n’ble colleague, Mr. Beatson Bell, is in a better position to speak,” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell said :— 

“ Mr. Vice-President, I have only to add a few words to what the 
Hon’ble Nawab Sahib has already said. I am in a position to say something 
on this subject as 1 have frequently seen these buildings at Pirozpur. In 
fact, I think I was in the district when they were constructed. It is true 
that they have tin roofs, but they have also got masonry plinths and below 
the tin roof there is an under roof, designed to mitigate the heat. The 
buildings are exactly of the same typo as hundreds of schools and colleges 
and thousands of private residences in the Province. It is not a type of 
building which I like, but I cannot see why the Civil Court, buildings at 
Pirozpur should be considered before all the other huildings of the same 
ty'pe, both public and private. 

T am more iminediately (!oiic;ernf'rd, however, with the Agricultural 
department and with the experiments whicli it is making. The grant which 
w (' fjave allotted for experiments, is, I venture to say. on a very modest scale 
and cannot possibly be reduced. W'e are not dealing with potatoes on a large 
scale, but we are encouraging people, specially in.areas visited by fltxxls and 
drought, to grow potatoes ss a cold weather crop, which will carry them on 
where the paddy harvest has failed. I am satisfied that, by our encourage¬ 
ment of potatoes in those areas, we have mitigated the sufferings, perhaps 
saved the lives, of many poor families. Similarly, in regard to bonemeal, we 
have been doing most useful work. There are demonstrators all over the 
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countly even if my Hon’ble friend has not liappened to meet them. They are 
helping people to obtain bonemeal and ate teaching them how to use it. 
The results have been most encouraging and we mean to go on with the good 
work. Above all, what I object to- is that there sliould be any reduction in 
our experiments in regard to rice seed or jute seed. The work that is now 
being done upon these two crops at the Dacca farm is work of the very 
highest importance. Mr. Hector is in charge of rice, Mr. Finlow in charge 
of jute. After years of patient experiment they have seh^ctod single plants 
which are markedly superior to otlier plants, d'liey have taken the seed of 
these single plants and have gradually reproduced it year by year. 

We have now got this superior seed in commercial quantities and we are 
giving it out to the raiyats in suitable places throughout the Province. The 
results which we expect wijl bb of the grt^atqst importance to the agricultural 
prijsperity of Bengal. It would be a thousand i)itie8 if, just when we have 
reached this practical stage, we have to relax our energ 3 ' arn^ cease to place 
this good seed within the roach of the raiyats. I. tlierefore, associate myself 
fully with the Hon’ble Nawab in deprecating any reduction in tlie nuxlerate 
allotment which we have made for continuing our agricultural experiments 
and demonstrating their usefulness to the masses of the people.” 

The Hon’blo Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :—- 

“ Sir, the question of housing Munsiffs in comfortable buildings is more 
for the Government to consider than for me to say anything about it, and 
J. do not wish to enter into any controversy as to the utility or otherwise of 
the department of Agricukuro. But. I think, the Hon’ble Member who apf)ke 
first on this Resolution on behalf of Government admitted that the liouses 
in which the Civil Courts are now held are not quite satisfactory and that 
some improvement ought to be made in them. I sliould only add this, before 
I resume my seat, that when I looked at the lavish amount proposed to be 
spent on Police buildings, I thought that the question of housing those 
Munfciffs in comfortable buildings was at least of t*qual importance as that of 
housing Sub-Inspectors and Head-constables of Police. If the latter can 
claim twelve lakhs rxld from Government ff>r the improvement of their 
buildings, I think tiiat the Munsiffs who have got at least equallj' important 
duties to perform, may expect a little share of the Government's grants. 
So far as the importance of the buildings for the Munsiffs is concerned, 
I would ask Government to take it up at an early date. With these few 
words, I would leave it to the Government to consider this resolution 

The Resolution was then, by leave of the Vice-President, withdrawn.

He said :— 

‘‘.^Jir,,.it is in.)t true tiiat our asjfe is the age of mechanism, or our 
.Kcience the science of matter and motion. The science of life has given us the 
great dominating concepts which to-day vitalise our literature, our philo¬ 
sophy, our relij^on. our social ideals and our ethical values. Our thoughts 
no longer run in mechanical grooves along lines of force. And the ideas of 
conservation and correlation of Knergy have been displaced in literature as in 
life in the sixtculations of tln^ pihilosopher as in the proj<’iCtP of the Social 
Legist or Kugenist by the concepts of hereditary and variation, of environment 
and habit, of regration and atavisni. of jiatnral selection and segregation. 

And this had ina<le itself fedt in tlu' educational world of to-day. The 
rdernentary education f)r{>gramme of the present age has demanded the 
intnxluction in our sch<X)l eurriculuin of the story of life ; and the natural 
classes anil genera and spiHuos of plant and animal forms are now furnishing 
an ample scope for that training in sense observation which is a yu// no/i 
of education in its earlier stages. Further, the demand for a sound and 
broad based (mlture, of which the study of Life forms the consummation, 
has led to the rapid extension of biological studies in the world’s Univer¬ 
sities. And all the Indian Universities but one have provided for the 
teaching of Zoology as well as IJotany as liberal seientifie studies. I’he one 
ilefankor is the University of Calcutta, a city which boasts of what is 
perhaps th<‘ finest, and l>iggest zoological collection in the world ! Botany 
we have long recognist'd and our liotanical gardens thereftx'e are ffee from the 
reproach of tin* barfen zoological sister. But the scientific value of Zcx)b)gy 
for tlie study of problems of Life and Kv'olutlon is greater than that of 
Botany. In any ease the omission of Zoology leaves an anomaly—indeed an 
anachronism—-on our hands. Our Physiology and our Botany for the B. A. 
ami H. Sc. degrees are dissexjiated from Zc)olpg>' Kiit are allowed to keep 
company with Mathematics or Physics, Physiology and Botany accordingly 
ar(“ not studied in the light of Biological Science as a whoh^ but are taken as 
sectional and isolated sidences, and therefore shorn of much of their cultural 
scientific value. And the prevailing ignorance of biological facts and theories 
has bad a curious effeel on our Psychological and sociological studies, 
including our economic science and our political pliilosophy. These have 
tended to become doctrinaire and hypothetical, abstract and jejune, bceausc 
our youths have tlu*. haziest notions of the factors, conditions and liniits ol 
growtl) and evolution. Again we have introluced Uomparativc Psychol(>gy 
.nnd Animal Psychology as p 08 t-gra<luate studies, but without a preliminary 
knowle<lge of Comparative ZfKtlogy the student will not profit much by this 
teaching. Some of the existing courses, therefore, must be supplemented by 
Zwlfjgy, if they are to he stimulating and healthy, or if they are to be othei' 
tdian mechanical and empirical. 

So far I have oonfinovi myself to tie* reijuirements of mental <lisciplin(* and 
liberal education. But the, scientific study of Zcwlogj' has also an important, 
bearing on tlie cultivation of the economic resources of the country. To 
mention only a few important industries, pisciculture, cattle-breeding, forestiy. 
aericultnre, apiculture, etc., call for the services of trained Zoologist specialists 
and the report of the Public Services Commission notices the deartli of 
Indians having competeiit Zoological knowledge and training. It is highly 
desirable ihat Bengalees should receive sufficient training in theUl country to 
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Resolutions on the Revised Financial htatetnent.

take advantage of the industrial openiiigs provided by the natural resources 
of the fauna of India. 

Nor need any apprehension be entertained that the provision of teaching 
in Zoology will entail any heavy expenditure. It will mean only the opening 
of a new section in tin* Science Department of the Presidency College. For 
two or three dozen students, which is all that one can <*xcept lor the I. A. or 
1. Sc. and the H. A. or B. Se. courses, wo require a stalF of one Professor, 
preferably a man who has taken the Natural Sciemse 'FripoK at Cambridge, 
and two Demonstrators. We require also new Laboratory rooms equipped lor 
practical work. I have e.stiniated the initial outlay at Ks. 60,000 and 
recurring charges at about Rs. 10,000* a year. This small expenditure will 
help in tapping new resources in the country, and repay itself a hundrcd-lold 
in its cultural value and reaction. Such large ends, cultural as well as 
utilitarian, speculative as well as practical. I fondly hope will not fail to touch 
a sympathetic chord in this ('oniicil.” 

'I’he Hon’bhi Mk. Pkovask (hiuNOKic Mittkk said ;— 

“ Sir. in sa; 5 fing a few words in support of tliis Resolution. I note that the 
question is for the present more or less of academic iutcnvst. 1 know that 
it will not be possible to provide funds out (if the Head j rnentiont'd in this 
Resolution. Rut 1 am (uie of those who believe in the sciettfilic; study of 
Zoology and specially at the prt*sent numient it is of great imporiance for us 
in Bengal. T have got a litth' bo.vk, a very valuable b(jok ‘ Nicliol on Fisherli^s 
in Japan ’ and 1 see what Japan has done in that dejiartment. namely, that 
tlafian has added to her natitnial wealth by the scitmtitic culture of her 
Hsheries, and it is imp(,iSHibh' to ih'vtrlop fisheries more prop(M'ly unless you 
have some grounding at any rate of seientific; (Hiucation in Zoology. Then^- 
fore, on the question of {uinciple, I think that we should have an institution 
where young men can ohlain the necessary theoretical instniction in Zoohigy 
and I hope that (ioverninent will try to introduce the study of this branch 
of study as sorm as fund^ permi«.” ' ' 

The Hon’ble I)k. Di'ma Piiasad Sakbadhikaui said :— 

“ One great reason why 1 should like to support this Resolution is 
this : that unless in the elementary stage, in the I. A. or 1. 8c. or H. 8c. 
classes in Collpges such Leaching m Zoology is {)rovided. the higher 
teaching that is provided under Sir 'I'arak Palit Trust would be absoltpAdy 
impossible. To take up advanced Z<Jologj', students should hav'ti an earlier 
elementary training in Oolleges. Of course, so far i,ln> Indian Museum has 
been good emmgh to provide such teaching as was iii'cessary for one or two 
M.A. students ip Zoology-. But thes*' students have done so thoroughly 
badly in the examination that it has become) absolutely clear to us, who have 
run the thing, that without proper training in the earlier days it is absolutely 
hoj elesB for a man to go i^p to the M. Sc. examination in this subject. Of 
coarse, the University can never and does not like to suggest to the Collegeft 
as to what course they should take up. It is our duty on the conlraiw to 
try to keep them to as few subjects as possible. It strikes every one that in 
the Pr<‘Ki(lency College which has already got a physiological lul)oratory, it 
may not be found difficult to arrange for such a teaching in conjunction with 
tlie authorities of the Zoological Gardens ami the Indian Museum. So it 
strikes me that if money can be found, it would not be so difficult to 
arrange for the teaching of this subject as in the case of otliei* branches of 
learning, at^porlion of the time of the Stail of the Indian Museum can be 
devoted to ^courage teaching on this subject. For this reason I beg to 
support the Resolution,”

1 Vice-I roBident, I aliould like to say at oneo tliat I entirely endorse 

what has been said about the desirability of teaching Zoology in'Calcutta. 
Indeed it soemH rather strange tliat this Kui)jeet should have been omitted. 
As the llonb bl(^ Mover has pointed out, we have a tine Zoological Garden 
here «ind we have also in Oalcutta the lu;ad“Cpiarters ol a very energ(*tic Zoolo¬ 
gical Survey. So far as tin* resoiiition goes, I need rnendy point out that Gov¬ 
ernment hav(‘. already expresstid their inaljility to reduce the grant for Police 
buildingK, anil I am .iiuite .sure that at this hour the House would not wish 
me to diseusB that question over again. 

As regards the general reservi^, I understand from those in charge of 
tinaneoH that it is quite impossible to reduce the sum of 2 lakhs which is 
corisiilored to be the minimum on which the administration can proceiMl. 
There are further reasons why it would be impossible for Government to say 
here and now that they would do anything this year. The proposal is to me 
at least a new one. 1 havi’ asked the Principal of the Presidency College 
whether he knows of any such projiosal and his reply is in the negative. Of 
course even supposing wu* had the moni'y we should have to consider a good 
many things before we could bt'gin work. Wo have first of all to decide what 
arrangements would be suitable ; we have then to submit them to the 
Hniversity and w(‘have f.nally to got thi* University’s recommendations agreed 
to by the Government of India. All 1 say is that 1 regard the BUggested 
provision as one which ahould be made and f propose to refer the whole 
matter to tin* governing bcxly of the Presidency Chilh'ge. The Governing 
lliKly will be ask(‘d to lake the matter into coiisiileration at once and make 
delinite HUggestions. I hope that this will be sufficient for the niov(.-.r of the 
resolution. Of course he must realise existing financial conditions being what 
they are that this is not a pledge to start the insiruction this year or next 
yeai'. All I-can say is that tin* matter will be oonsiuered and if it can 
persuade the Local Government that it is desirable provision will be, made as 
soon as possible. ’

The Hon’ble Habi: Bhahknora thiANORA Hav moved the following 
resolution :— 

T’his Council recommends to tin* Governor in Council that— 

(a) the amount estimated under the expenditure head ” Civil Works 
in charge of Civil Ofiicers ’’ as representing the Augmentation 
Grant co District iioards for 1917-H:j. viz,. Rs. 4,30,000 be

He said :— 

, “ Sir,—If any rigure in the tinaneial statement has puzzled mo more than 
any other, it is the amount of 4 lakhs 30 thousand which has been showui 
under the heafl ‘(dvil Wrirks in charge of Civil Department.’ as Augmenta¬ 
tion Grant. The augmentation grant was tivst instituted by the Goverh- 
-inent of India in 190.0 for the benefit of the District Jioards, and is expi'cted 
to represent about ouu-fourth of their actual receipts from land cess annually. 
When the grant was inaugurated, the District Boards in Bengal used to 
enjoy the road cess revenue only, which represented half the total land cess ; 
but the local bexiies of sorm* other provinces were more fortunate at that time, 
in that the entire land cess used to be credited to them. So, when the 
augtfijhntation gi-aiit came to be sanctioned, it wfts calculated at Ohe-fdhVtfi of 
the road cess receipts so far as the local bodies in Bengal were concerned ; 
while in regard to some other provinces it was calculated upon the entire 
i|md cess which was appropriated by the hxjal bodies there. From 1905 to 
191^, this imperial grant continued to be calculated and disbursed by the re¬ 
spective Local Governments, at tlio rates fixed, and debited to Imperial funds. 
In 1913, the public w^rks cess was surrendered in faypttr of thq hxjal bodies of 
Bengal, by the Imperial Government which made a fixed assignment of Rs. 24 
lakhs 93 thousand to the Local Government as compensation for this loss of 
revenue to the provincial funds. The local bodies in Bengal are therefore 
enjoying the entire land cess since 1913-14. And the augmentation grant, ac¬ 
cording to the avowed principle of allotment, should now be doubled, being 
calculated at J of the total land cess now administered by our local bodies.' But 
nij’ Lord, far from this being the case, it is a matter of common experience 
with the Boards, that the augmentation ^ant hgs l>een decreasing since 
1913-14—a phenomenon to which my attention was drawn by the loctil b<tdies 
which I have the honour to represent. ' .

! aHk(‘ l Bevwral questions in this Council directly or indirectly 
beariiifr up(jn this point, and have been iavoun^d xvitli ri'plics characterised 
by varying degrees ol' vagueness, which have on tiic whole successfully 
parri«',<l tin* (jubhiIoiis raised. On the 13th December, 1916. when 1 asked 
for papt^rs relating to the augmentation grant and tin*, surrender of the public- 
works cess, 1 was met with a flat refusal. Tnen came the Iasi Government 
Resolution on rln- working of the District Boards, which staled that a 
windfall of Rs. 1 lakh 35 thousand and odd in the shape of unallotted 
surplus of the augmentation grant for 1913-14 was available only last 
yeai-. The.i^ appi-ared to be an air of inysfcerj' about the matter ; and my 
suspicion was strengthenel that there was soma leakage somewhere to 
account for the depletion of the augmentation grant. Tin* Hon’ble 
Mr. Donald soa^lit to exfdain the so-called windfall by stating that there 
was a mistake in calculation in 1913-14. 1 must confess, 8ir, that I remain 

un«onvinced that Ilon’ble Mr. Donald’s department can ever blunder 
over simple arithmetic. However that may be, I followed up the subject 
with a few more qin-stions. And on the 5th March last, in reply to 
starred question No. l.'l. the Hon’ble Mr. Donald was pleased to explain 
the now process of computation of the augmentation grant. In the 
words of the Hon’bh* Mr. Donald, the amount of augmentation grant 
is fixed at !2F> per cent, of net receipts from road cess, less the 
amount by which the net public work cess exceeds Rs. 29 lakhs 42 
thousand. ' I'liis latt(*r sum,’ the Financial Secretary was further pleased 
to explain. ' is made up of the Imperial assignment to Provincial Revenues 
as ComptMisation for tin* loss of the public works cess and tiuf amount of the 
equililirium grant tliat was resumed when the public works cess was made 
over to Disii ict Boards.’ Therefore, iSir, it comes to this, that although tlie 
Oovernnu'iit of India made the fixed assignment of Rs. 24 lakhs 9.3 thousand 
to tliis Government, admittedly in compensation for the surrender of the public 
works c'CHS to ilie local bcxiies, Government are not content with this 
assignment but must have the exact (Mpiivalent of the actual amount of the 
public works cess cveO’ year. And to satisfy this rapacious craving of the 
Financial Department, tlie District Boards must yield up their h'gitimate 
revenues. 

\Vc cannot, it is true, charm the dark recesses of the Financial Secre¬ 
tariat out of the seerets they hold. But fortunately for us, there are some 
ofifioial statemenlH here and there which tlirow a glimmer of light tm the 
point at issue. Turning to the Budget Speech of Sir Edward (then Hou’bh* 
Mr.) Baker as the. Finance Member of tlie Government of India in March 
1905. Wt* find that tlie Imperial Goveniiiient for the first time in that year 
made pr<iviHioii foi .amiual ‘ irrants-in-aid of the funds of all districts and 
Local Boards in Imlia c*(juh1 approximately to 25 per cent, of their total 
revenue from cesses on land.’ And the Hoii’ble Mr. Gokhale aeelaiuieil it 
as one of the most iiiierosting features of the Budget, repre.senting a frank 
acknowledgment of the claim of local bodies to participate in the limaneial 
prosperity of the (Joxernment of India. A few years later, the Dimentrali- 
sation (dommission in their report suggested that this Imperial grant should 
Vie increased, and that the entire net proceeds of the land cess of thtiee 
provinces where (Government used, at that time, to take a considerable 
portion of tlie same, should be made over to the Boards. Three years after 
the pulilication of this report, we find Mr. (iokhale, in March 1912. moving 
a resolution in tho Imperial Council about the resources of the local bodies 
in which he put in a vigorous plea for a juster treatment of the claims 
of these bodies upon Government revenue. Although the resolution was 
negatived by a n^jority, Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson made it clear that 
Govetnment were in accord with the object of the resolution. As - a sequel 
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Besolutiona an tfie Revised^ Financial Statement.

to this, the next Impei'ial Budget—wJiich'was the first budget pn.*sented at 
Delhi,—made the important provision for surrendering to the Icxial bodies 
such portion of the land cess as used to b(' appropriated by some of the 
Prtnincial Governments. In explaining the arrangement, Sir Guy stated 
thus 

‘ We propose to make assignments to Jjocal Governments to enabh^ them 
to forego the amounts which at present are appropriat(>d for Provincial use 

from the cess on land. The ch^’-elopment and encouragement of Lt»cal 

8 elf-Governinent is indeed an object as to the dtw^irability of, which all are 
agreed, and it is with tins object in view that we desire to increase (heir 
resources by abolishing the appropriations which I have mentioneil. The 
consequence, however, of this abolition will be a loss to Provincial Revenues 
which Local Governments cannot themjjelves sustain ; and I therefore will 
make them assignments.” " 

Sir Guy then jjroceeded to state that tho Local Governments would 
resume certain grants of a general nature which they provided out of tlndr 
own funds—td»e augmontati(jn grant not obviously being one of that 
character.. 

In Bengal, however, thcu’c does not appear to have I't'en a correct apprecia¬ 
tion of the torjns of tliis act of Imperial boneficenco t(i tlie local bodies. Sir 
William Duke, in introducing the Bengal Financial Statement for 1913-14, 
expresstid his belief that the ‘amount of the augmentati<m grant will be 
gradually reduci^d as the natural growth of the public works cess overtakes 
the total received.’ 

Sir, this statement of Sir William’s reveals an amazing miHa])prehension 
of the nature of the augmentation grant which was n(»t afl'ected by the 
surrender of the public works cess in any manmn- whatsoever. Following 
Sir William, other otlicials have interprettsl this generous grant made by the' 
Imperial fiovernment in an ungenerous spirit. 

Sir, I shall be gla<l to be told that 1 have not been able to road these 
official pronouncements in their true light. For, to mo, it is not a comforting 
thought that Government have delil)eratel> shut their »'ye.s to the true nature 
of the obligation laid upon tlnun with rt^gard to the distril)ution of the aug¬ 
mentation grant which they hold in trust for the lofial bodies. It is ind»‘ed, 
a distressing thought tliat in rdiis particular matter, tlie Government of 
Bengal have been dealing with the l(K;al bodies in a maimer, which. ha<l it 
been a matter t)ctween private individuals, wouhl have justified an action for 
breach of trust. I hope the Hon’ble Mr. Dmiald will be alih^ to satisfy us 
that his novel formula for the calculation of the augmentation grant is the 
result of some understanding with the Government of Imlia of which we know 
nothing as yet. 

But I have already said that from all we have read upon the subject, 
we have been led to believe that the public works cess, with all its possibi¬ 
lities of expansion or otherwise, has been made over to the coffers of the 
District Boards, and the Provincial Government have been given in exchange 
an assignment aihounting to Rs. 24 lakhs 93 thousand, and have b(‘BJi 
further empowered to resume certain .grants which the Boards used to 
receive from the Provincial Revenues, and which we are told represent 
Rs. 4 lakhs 49 thousand. But tho ingenious device ad«|)tod by this Govern¬ 
ment for indirectly appropriating the public works cess itself, if carried to 
its logical consequence, may some day eat up the entire augmentation 
grant ; for, according to the process of curtailment spoken of by the Finanoial 
Secretai-y, if the actual public works cess m any year exceeds Rs. 29 lakhs 
4^ thousand by more than the amount the augmentation grant, the 
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liesoluUioTis 071 the Uevimd Financial Statement.

Sir, (Joverniuent should not persiBt in their preHcnt policy with regard to 
the augmentation grant, which, to say the least of it, is indefensible in prin¬ 
ciple, illo/i<-al. and unjust alike to the Imperial (.Tovernment and the local 
bfxiies, 

'Pile amount provided for in tlie Budget as Augmentation Grant is 
Kb. 4 lakhs thousand, whi(!h is much lesH than 25 pc'r cent, of tin* r(»ad 
cesH. If we take? the latest jivailable figure for road cess, whi<;li itj .‘U> lakhs 
2H, thourand and inld. for 19if)-17, the augmentation grant should be routrhly 
Kb. 7 lakhs and 50 thousand. 

I therefore* move that the amount of augmentation grant as budgetted 
for be increased by Ks. .3 lakhs and 20 thousand. I do not care from what 
fundis (Tovf'iaiiiK'nt pay this sum. But, as according to the rules, w(* hav<* to 
specify a coil nterbalancing reduction somewhere. I propose that the deficit 
be met from out of the budget for Police buildings. 

Sir I tremhh? to speak of that august institution—the Folii^e—in a 
spirit which might smack of irreverence, but I shall ask you to consider 
whether now is a propitious time for investing so much in bricks aiid 
mortar. 1 shall ask you also to remeinber that in the words of the .late 
Gopal Krishna Goldiale. the work of the local bodiei* ‘ concerns the health 
and comfort of the public lar more intimately than that of either the iSupieme 
or tin* Frovineial (bwernments.’ And in tliis vii'w. no rctrenclmK*nt ought to 
be grudged in onler that a glaring injustice to these useful institutions may 
be removal an>l a just liability discharged. 

Sir. from the statement maile in answer to my starred question No. 13 on 
the 5th idareh lasi. it ap])t'ars that during the last three year.s, Govern¬ 
ment have made ileductions—sjastematit!. nnailthorised deductions—from the 
augmentation grant a'j:gregatinT: about Ks. 5 lakhs 20 thousand. I had a mind 
to move a Hi*parate resoluti >11 asking for a refund of this amount. But so far 
as these past deductions are concerned, I shall be content to leave the matter 
to tlie Hon’bb? Nawab’s dis'dretion for th.> present. If once the principle 1 am 
contenduig for in this resolution is concodod, the claim about these unjust ap- 
])ropri.'itions in tin* past bi'coines iitoBisfible 

The lion’l.le Nawah Sir Svko Siiams-i;i.-Hiti>a satd ;— 

“ Mr Vdee-Fri'sident, I am glad to be abb* to accept this resolution tlituigh 
not unconditionally. At the same time, it must not be supposed that I at all 
•accept the view of the situation that has bec*n pictured by the Hon ble Movei 
of this resolution. He has characterised the attitude of the b inancial Deijart- 
ment as * rapacious ' ami he has said that tin* Oistrict Boanis have been kep 
out of their legitimate duos unjustly by Government. I do not that 

any rniestion of justice arises m this case; it is a question purely of the 
generosity of <iovernnu>nt. After the assignment of the public works cess 
fr hL niUrIm B.rirds 1 think Government would have been tpiite pistified in 
to U...

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Government was quito justihed in making the deduction and in looking 
forward to the gradual disappearance of the augmentation grant when the 
whole of the amount was represented by the increase in the public works 
cess itself. Govornraeut, however, had no desire to withhohl its generosity 
from the District Boards. As I have said l)ef<)re, the augnnmtation grant 
was purely an act of generosity. Long befon* the Hon’ble Mover had made 
it his special subject in this tkiuncil, we looked into this matter and we have 
been considering whether we could not be more gemn'ous with the District 
Boards and we have been in correspontlence on this subject with the Govern¬ 
ment of India. We have recently decided to continue the full grant for the 
future ; and it is for this reason that J have told my friend, the Hon’blc Mover, 
that I am prepared to accept his resolution—but 1 cannot do so unconditionally 
for this reason that we have not provided for this money in our present 
budget and we cannot give it from the source from which he would like to 
■ find this money, viz., grant for police buildings. Wliat we intend to do is 
this : we shall try to find the money this year and if we cannot do so, next 
year the whole of this monev will be given to the District Boards. 
I think this will satisfy the Hon’ble Member that the conduct of Government 
in this matter has not only been just but that Government have been generous 
to the District Boards. There is no question of rapaciousness Io (!<jmplain,” 

The Hon’ble Bahi; Bha|ip:ndka Chanjjka Ray said :— 

“ Sir, I thank the Hon’ble Member for so kindly accepting my resolution 
though conditionally. If there is no difficulty in the way I would withdraw 
my resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the Vice-President, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Babu Ivtshori Mohan Chaitdhuri said ;— 

” Sir, may T be permitted to tleal with Resolutions .XXX and XXXII 
together, because they r,elat(3 practically to the same matter ? ” 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Presihent said :— 

" It will be of some practical benefit to discuss these two resolutions 
tegether ; but they will be put to the votes separately. I think, howevc^r, 
that it would be better if we discussed resolution No. XXXT first and then 
took up XXX and XXXH. 1 now call upon the Hon’ble Member to move 
Resolution No. XXXT.”

The Hoii’ble Haru Kishoki Mohan ('HAnnHiiRi moved the following reso¬ 
lution :— 

This Council re<;ommends to the G-overnor in Council that— 

(a) Rupfics 50,000 be set apart for creating a few scholarships and 
for affording facilities for acquiring higher knowledge in 
Forestry, Mining and Railway Engineering, and for apprentice¬ 
ship in suitable commercial concerns for higher branches of 
commercial training ; and 

(A) this sum be met from the lump grant of Rs. 8,20,0(K) under head 
22—Education. 

He said ;— 

“ Sir, I do not wish to tak« a long time. We have been trying to impreae 
upcm Government that more 'avenues of eusplo^rfuent for the hhadndok olane, 
botli Hindus and Muhammadans, and suitabte arraugementB for imparting 
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technical instructions are absolutely necessary. In this resolution I only 
suggest that a few scholarships be created and arrangements made for afford¬ 
ing facilities for imparting higher knowledge in some of tlie commercial sub¬ 
jects, I meati by arranging for apprenticeships in commercial concerns, and 
making necessary grants to the students after the completion of their educa¬ 
tion, so that tliey may be able to carry their knowledge into practice. I think 
there is no difference of o[anion that something should be done in this direc¬ 
tion. As there is a growing demand and the so-called middle classes are in 
great difficulty for want of avenues of employment, a l)eginuing at least may 
be made by creating a few scholarships and arranging for imparting liigher 
knowledge in mining and otbor things. We have now a polytechnic insti¬ 
tute—a gift of the Hon’ble Mabaraja of Cossimbazar. With these few words 
1 beg to commend my resolution to the acceptance of the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Hounkll said ;— 

“ Mr. Vice-President, tlu^ lumj) provision from wiiich the Hon’ldo Member 
proposes to meet this expenditure, is, as I- explained yesterday, a part of a 
recurring allotment sanctioned by the Government of India some years ago 
under various heals. The recurring assignment originally was Us. 13,20,000, 
but of this sum 5 lakhs represent a recurring grant towanis the Dacca Univer¬ 
sity. This provision has been curtailed in the budget estimates for next year, 
consequently the assignment is now Rs. 8,25,000. This was distributed by the 
Government of India under various heads, only Rs. 37,000 being assign^ for 
technical and industrial education. The suggestion of the Hon’ble Member 
is financially wholly impossible. It is impossible, because the assignments 
made under various heads have all been distributed and are now being spent, 
and it is also impossilde, because this Government cannot divert the provi¬ 
sions made by the Imperial Government for certain lu'ads to certain other 
heads. 1 am quite able to understand the point of view of Hon’ble Members 
who think that too much i.s being spent on i)olico buildings and who want 
more to be spent on education, but I am unable to understand what is gained 
by suggesting that C(wtaiji recurring grants sanctioned years ago which ai'o all 
assigned and are being used, should bo diverted to purpqses which are not 
covered by the original assignment and which could not be financed from 
these grants without the socondarj' and elementary and other branches of 
education which are now being financtM out of these funds being discontinued. 

Taking the resolution as it stands, I only wish to suggest one thing. The 
Hon’ble Member has said that the question of more openings for the bhadralok 
class is one of importance. We all recognise that importance ; but I do not 
quite understand why he should ask in this humble way for a few scholarships, 
as if a technical scholarship was something hitherto unheard of. If he would 
refer to the Education Department Budget lie would find that we have 
provided for scholarships as follows :— 

1 . Engineering scholarships, 

2. Mining scholarsiiips (ordinary), 

3. Ditto (special), 

^ 4. Scholarships for apprentices in the Civil Engineering College, 

6 . Ditto in the School of Art, 

6 . Ditto in tlie Engineering and Survejdng schools, 

7. Stipends and scholarships in Technical and Industrial schools, and 

8 . Scholarships in other special schools. 

He can scarcely be unaware that the Government of India have for years 
being giving technical scholarships whicli are tenable in England nor can he 
be unaware of certain experiments which this Government have made, notably 
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the opening, of a Tinctorial Chemistry class at Sibpur. The class was exoedd** 
ingly well equipped, but it has had to be closed because no students were 
forthcoming. Is the Hon’ble Member also unaware that there are technical 
scholars who have been to England and who have done very well there, but 
who are now absolutely upable to find any employment. 

With reference to apprenticeships in commercial institutes, 1 may say that 
we have a Commercial Institute in Calcutta. I do not know what my friend 
means by ‘ apprenticeships in commercial firms ’. In commercial firms in 
England, most people begin by entering a firm on, say. £20 a year and doing 
the work of a combined duftry and peon. 

Government is fully aware of the importance of the matter to which the 
Hon’ble Member has drawn attention ; but I do demur to the suggestion that 
that a few scholarships might be given as if nothing had been or was being 
done.” 

The Hon’ble Baku Kishobi Mohan Chai)»huki said :— 

” Sir, in reply I beg to say that I do not understand/ why my resolution 
cannot be accepted. I did not ask for a large sum from Government. T am 
aware of what arrangements have already been made, but I say that some¬ 
thing more should be done and the arrangements for the commercial classes 
in Calcutta do not seem to me to be satisfactory. If the present arrange¬ 
ments do not impart higiier knowledge in commercial enterprises, I would ask 
that something more might be done.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Hornell said ;— 

“ I wish to clear up this point. The Calcutta Commercial classes 
provide even instruction in higher branches of commerce, but tlie difficulty 
is that nobody goes to them.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhubi saiti :— 

“ Sir. I am glad to hear that there are such arrangements in the Calcutta 
Commercial classes ; but I am sorry to'learn that no advantage is taken of 
them by the bkadralok class. There seems to be no doubt that the hkudralok 
class is in difficulty in regard to employment. More avenues of employ¬ 
ment are therefore necessary for them. Wh}' the advantage offered to them 
is not availed of is, however, a mystery to me. I am glad that Government 
are anxious to do all that is necessary in this matter, and I would leave my 
resolution to Government to deal with it in any way they think proper.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the Vice-President, withdrawn.

XXX.—The Hon’ble Babu Kjhhobi Mohan Chaudhubi moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that—

few special educational supervisors for careful and sympathetic 
supervision over students in selected Government institutions, 
whether living in hostels or messes or with their guardians ; 
and 

(b) this expenditure be met from the lump provision of Rs. 9,26,000 

under head 22—Education. 
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XXXII.—He alao moved the following resolution ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

• (a) a sum of Rs. 10,000 be set apart for appointing experimentally a 
* few instructors for imparting moral and religious training on 

national fines to students, both Hindus and Muhammadans, in 
selected hostels under Government management ; and 

{b) this expenditure be met from the lump provision of Rs. 9.26,000 
under head 22—Education. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

“ I am proposing only a tentative measure in these two resolutions. 
Formation of character is an important subject and we are all deeply inter¬ 
ested in it and arrangt^raents should bo made for our boys in hostels for the 
formation of their character. Although guardians and parents hof)e that this 
should he done, the hostel superintendent cannot always do it. And although 
some teachers and professors have to look after the hostels, boys are practi¬ 
cally left to tlnnnselVOS. Formation of character requires certain supervision 
and so long as the boys are at home the guariliaris do as much as they can 
in this direction, but t here are no adequate arrangements in the hostels for 
the growth of a spirir. of self-respect. If boys of tender age are left to 
themselves, they may go wrong. It is for this that I am advocating those 
tentative measures.” 

The Hon’ble the Vice-President said :— 

“ The Hon’bhi Member has asked that his resolutions Nos. XXX and 
XXXll may bo taken together. The Hon’ble Member is speaking exclusively 
on his resolution No. XXXII and I do not know whether he wishes to speak 
on XXX.” 

The Hon’blo Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

” Yea, Sir, I shall also speak on resolution No. XXX. As I was saying the 
boys should not be left to themselves. Some arrangements should be made 
so that th('y may Ix' watched constantly. In what way they deal with their 
fellow-students, in vvhat way thej' live—all these things should be looked 
into. 

As regards religious training, there is a difficulty. Of course I was glad 
to hear from the Hon’ble the Vice-(diancelh)r that in a Calcutta hostel 
arrangements are going to bo made for a prayer hall. I hope that similar 
arrangements will bo made for Hindus as they have been done for Muham¬ 
madans. But 1 say in all seriousness that unless there are religious 
instructors no one would care to go to the prayer hall. As I have said before 
I think in the hostel the (lur.ies of guardians devolve upon the hostel 
superintendent, but as he cannot possibly attend to everything, I think special 
arrangements ought to b(' made for religious t aching. But I say that this 
may be started as an experimental measure and. if it proves successful, the 
arrangements may be developed. 

In the budget only a small sum has been provided for general improve¬ 
ment of education. But whatever that may b(‘, if the principle is once 
accepted by Government, then 1 have no objection if the money comes from 
other sources than the one 1 have indicated in ruy resolution. With these 
few observations I commend these two resolutions for the acceptance of the 
House.” 
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The Hon’ble Maclvi Abul Kasem said ;— 

“ Sir, I want to associate myself witli the proposal of the Hon ble Babu 
Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri that some arrangements should be made for 
imparting religious instruotions to-our boys. And I think this can, be. 
without encroaching upon the funds at the disposal oi the Government. ^ We 
have started a hostel in Burdwan and one of the stipulations of appointing a 
Superintendent made by Government was tliat he should impart religious 
and moral training to the boys residing in that hostel. '1 he same arrange¬ 
ments can be followed elsewhere without any aoditional expenditure. In 
.any case the time has come when some arrangements should be made in this 
direction and I hope that the Hoii’ljle the Pirector of Pubiie Instruction 
will take some steps in this direction. With these words 1 support the 
resolution.” 

The Hon'ble Mk. PTornell said :— 

“ Sir, rny difficulty is that resolution No. XXX suggests that Its. 1.5,000 
should be set apart for appointing experimentally a few special educational 
supervisors for the careful and aj’^stematic supervision of students in selected 
Government institutions ; whether living in hostels or mosses or with their 
guardians.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

I have modified this to the extent that these suj)ervi8ors should exercise 
supervision over students in hostels.” 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Presiden'i said :— 

“ The Hon’ble Member lias not amended his resolution and the Hon’ble 
Mr. Hornell is quite in order in discussing it as it stands on the agenda.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hoknki.i. said :— 

“ With reference to (government hostels, I should like to sa}' that if the 
Hon’ble Member had only given me the benefit of a few minutes preliminary 
conversation with liim J would have sliown him that there was a scheme for 
giving grants to members of college and school staffs for the duties which 
they perform as hostel superintendents. The ] articular assignment to which 
the Hon’ble Member would debit the cost of bis proj osal, contains a grant 
of Rs. 1,.S2,000 for hosteC. Wo are now spending a part of this grant ori 
improving the sup^’v. .smn of Iiostels, not only those attached Government 
institutions, but also those attached to <iided schools. Government feel that 
it is essential that tliese superintendenis should be members of the stabs of 
the colleges and schools concerned. T do not, however, know whether the 
educational supervisors whom the Hon’ble Mover has in view are to be 
members of the staffs or they are to be hired outsiders ; if the latter then 
I have the strongest objection to his proposals. I do not understand how a 
man who is not on a college or school staff is going to fill in his time super¬ 
vising the morality of boys who are absent in their college or school for the 
greater part of the day. 

With regard to the question of mosses and students living with their 
guardians, we have tried to encourage a system by which a member of staff 
of the college or school concerned has a certain area handed over, as it were 
to him, and that member exercises or is supposed to exercise general supervi¬ 
sion and to cultivate friendly relations with the students living within that 
area. I do not say that this is very effective, but it is some thing. 

Taking the resolution as it stands, are we really to regard the Hon’ble 
Moi er’s suggestion seriously ? What is suggested is that a certain olaas 
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of officers be appointed—I presume appointed by Govertiment and certainly 
pdid by Government—and that cme of the duties of these officers should be 
to interfere between the jjuardians and their wards. The resolution before 
<iho House is that the officers are to exercise supervision over pupils living’ 
in hostels or messes or with their guardians. As I said in another case, the 
system of guardians is in some cases scandalous. There are cases where 
a college student lives wiui a school student, the college student befcoines 
the guardian of the school student for the purposes of the school and the 
sOhool student becomes the guardian of the college student for purposes 
of the colleges and there are various other equally ingenious devices. On the 
other hand there are serious bond fide guardians. Is it suggt-sted that 
Government should come between the guardians of this kind and tlndr wards ? 
Tlie proposal, as it stands although it may be designed to meet difficulties, is 
a dangerous one. 

There is very little to be said with regard to re-olution No. XXXII. The 
proposal is altogether v.igUB ; it says that Rs. lO.tKK) should be set apart for 
appointing a few instructors for imparting moral and religious training on 
national lines. The whole question of moral and religious instruction in 
schools is still before the Government of India. The question as regards 
hostels is not at all difficult, as the superintendents of hostels can easily 
arrange with the consent of the college authorities for such religious and 
moral instruction. J understand from my Hon’blo friend, Maulvi Abul 
Kasem, that such an tirrangement has been made in the Burdwan hostel. I 
do not see any necessity for further expenditure on this matter. 

I regret that Government are unable to accept either of these? resolu¬ 
tions.” 

The Hon’ble Baku Kishoki Mohan Chaldhuui said :— 

■■ As nygards resolution No. XXX, f submit that one portion may be with¬ 
drawn and that the last portion may only be taken up because my Hon’blc 
friend, the Director of Public Instruction, says that as the resolution now 
stands itSs not possible for Goverurrtent to accept it. I may be permitted to 
withdravv the first portion for the present. As regards the last portion, «.e., 
tlu; portion dealing wdth students living in hostels or messes, what I intend 
is this ; that a whole-time man may be appointed to supervise their conduct and 
thar. this should be done by Government. No priv^att^ arrangement is possible 
and it is not desirable perhaps that an outsider shouhl be iiitrcxiucod.” 

The Hon’ble The Vick-Pkesident said :— # 

“Before the'Hon’ble Member goes any further, I think 1 must put the 
matter clfearly to him. The resolution before the House has not been formally 
amended in any way. The i^rocedure of the Council must be followed and 
unless the resolution has been amended formally with the permission of the 
President it must be put as it stands. If the Hon’ble Member, however, wishes 
to withdraw his resolution, it may la? withdrawn, but I cannot at the present 
moment allow him to amend its form.” 

The Hon’ble Baku Kishoki Mohan Cuaudhuri said :— 

“ I will put this resolution. As regards the other resolution, 1 am met 
with the objection " that this is not the time.and that also it is a question of 
funds. It is an experimental measure and if it proves unsuccessful, it haay be 
discontinued. My proposal only concerns students living in hostels and 
meSses and if funds be supplied to the hostel a^horities, some arrangements 
could 1)6 made towards giving religious inofruotions to the students. No 
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private arrangements can possibly be made. And 1 hope there should be no 
difficulty in finding the funds. ^ 

Resolution No. XXX was then put and lost. 

Resolution No. XXXTT was tb»‘ii, by leave of the V^ice-President. 
withdrawn.” 

APPENDIX TO THE LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XXXIII. 

The Hon’ble Habu Kishori Mohan Chauohuri moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends to tin* (Jovernor in Council that— 

(а) a sum of Rs. 6,000 l>c set apart for opening one more section in 

each of the first and second year classes in the Rajshahi 
College, for accommodating at least 200 additional students ; 
and 

(б) this sum be met from the lump grant o^^'Rs. 8 ,20,000 for expendi¬ 

ture for the I'ecurring grant undt'r head 22—Education. 


He said ;— 

” Sir, the scheme will not at all be costly to Government. I made tin* 
suggestions last year to the Principal of the Rajshahi College, for 250 boys had 
to be refused admission into the Rajshahi College. As there was necessity 
for additional arrangement I suggeste*! it, and it was not givcm effect to. 
A nominal grant of Rs. 6,000 may be made to the Rajshahi College for open¬ 
ing two sections for the Ist and 2nd year College classes. 1 am sure that the 
income from foes would bo quite sufficient to meet the expenses that will be 
incurred. T hope that this modest requo.st will be accepted.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Hornell said :— 

Mr. Vice-President. 1 regret that Government are unable to a<;( ept 
this resolution. This proposal went up to the governing Ixxly of the 
Rajshahi College last y . ai , and having been rejected it has now been put 
before the Legislative Council in tlu; form of a financial resolution. . I have 
already explained that the funds from which thri Hon’ble. Meml)er proposes 
to find the money cannot be touched. All fees are under the (Jovernment 
rules paid into the treasury ; so tliat if the proposal were accepted, we 
should have to find the money from next year’s budget to finance the scheme 
during the currency of tlie coining financial year. The fund Horn which 
the Hon’lde Member wishes to finance this scheme is not only all earmarked 
but was not provided by the Government of India for collegiate fjducation. 
Therefore the proposal is financially impossible. 

For the last three years, the question of the development of the Rajshaiii 
College has been receiving very careful attention. Jn 191.S, 1 paid a visit to 
the College and went exhaustively into the various questions coimocted with 
its development and approached Government. We have now worked out a 
scheme of development. That scheme involves, among many other things, 
new lecture rooms, new hrjstels,—we have been told that students—sj ecially 
Muhammadan studtmts—are wandering from door to door ia Rampur Boalia 
unable to find accommodation. All these cousideratiohs will have to be 
carefully considered and there are no funds from which we can immediately 
^,uauoe this scheme. This proposal was rejected by the governing body 
lai^ yt^r and it has not yet reached me. In these oircnmetiinoeB, 1 hope the 
Goancil will agree tliat it i^ quite impoaeihle for Government, having 
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never seen this proposal, to commit themselves, to this expenditure, more 
espiecially as the source from which the Hon’ble Member would meet the 
lexpenditofo is not only all assigned but is not available for education of that 
character,” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhubi said— 

” [ am sorry lhat this incxlest resolution c.innot he accepted and that 
the paltry sum of Rs. 6,000 cannot be found. My Hon ble friend knows 
full well that this money can bo recouped by fec^s to be paid by students. 
The question wa.s before the governing l)ody, but they could not do anything 
without spyeial sanction and for that sanction I have put forwar I this 
resolution. I am not yet convinced that there will be any difficulty' about 
the matter and I still hope that the resolution will be accepted by the 
Council.” 

The motion was then put apd lost.

APPENDIX TO THE i.l8T OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. XJj^XVI. 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhu, Chandra Datta moved the following resolu¬ 
tion ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(a) a sum of Rs. 60,000 be set apart for ©xpraaditure in the year 
1917-18 for the Ohandpur Water-slipi^y ^heme ; and 
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(6) the expenditure be met Irom the grant of Ks. 3,06i000 under the: 
head Mieoellaneous and Unforeseen Charges ; or out of the grant 
of Rs. 2,l0,t)00 for the oonstrudtion of steam launciles for tho 
River Patrols of the Presitlency Police ; or out of the grant of 
Rs. 78,642 for conslructioii of thana* lauiiehos and floating 
thanas for the. River Police in Eastern Bengal. 

He said :—’’ , 

*‘ My Lord, this is a resolution of a most non-controversial character. In 
fact I find myself in a position to put iny case still higher and to say that the 
scheme in question has already obtained the administrative approval of your 
Excellency’s Government. The estimated cost is Rs. 64,000, not Rs. 60,000 as 
appears.on the agenda through a clerical e^ror either of my own or in the ortice- 
of the Legislative Department. This cost has been proposed to be mot by a loan 
of Rs. 42,000 and a contribution of Rs. 22,000 from the Provincial Rev6nue8. 
This financial arrangement has also been accepted by the Government more 
than a year ago. But there was no provision made for this grant in the 
last year’s budget and the work could Uot bo executed. We are now 
discussing another budget and it is disappointing to find that' the claim 
of. this small scheme has again been passed over. Chandpur is now a thriv¬ 
ing but congested commercial centre and the proposed water-works is a 
matter of the utmost immediate urgency and cannot be indefinitely put oflT 
without converting the place into a l»ot-bed of cholera and other epidemics. My 
Hon’ble friend on the right, Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur, tells me that 
the introduoiion of water-works has mitigated the ravages of cholera and small¬ 
pox in Hojghly, Sahebganj and British Chandannagore. I cannot imagine 
any nobler object upon which money can be spent than the prevention of 
epidemics. 

I have made two suggestions as to the source from which the money is 
to come. I do hot kiiou" and cannot say whether better suggestions could nek. 
be made. We non-official members labour under a very great disadvantage in 
this matter. For after all there is more beneath the budget than appears on 
the surface. There is much more in the budget than wo non-official members- 
know. I am free to confess that I have made a suggestion, because under the 
rules I have got t;) make one. That is, however, a question which may more- 
profit ably and appropriately be left to the Government. 


My Lord, I have great faith in the financial resourecH of the Government 
in this . war notwithstanding the lavish provision made for numerous new 
schemes in various directions has confirmed ni 3 ’^ faith. 1 do believe that the 
Government can without much difficulty find out the amounts in question, *if 
they are at all earnest about the matter. 


I wish to make one general observation about the resolutions moved by 
non-official members on the revised financial statement. We non-officikl 
nieinbers of the Council are merely interpreters of the wishes and feelings df 
the people. If we have any business here, it is simply to present the popular 
side of the shield to the Government. Resolution after resolution has been 
moved on the revised financial statement. These r^olutions merely crystallise 
the views and feelings of the people with respect t* the budget. My Lord, it is 
said that a budget in all civilised countries reflects the yishes and wants of the 
people. The non-officikls members have availed themselves of the valued 
right of moving resolutions on the budget. The Staieeman may shower 
ridicule upon our devoted beads as lavishly as we have showered numey upon 
police^ projects, but I maintain that we have tried by these resolutions, 
jjg to the liglit within us, honestly to tell the Government what the 
;e feel and think about the budget befove US. But the fate l^hese 
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resdlatione is anyihingf but inspiriftg and edifying. Thete were as many as 
38 rest^utione on the agenda. One after another all these resolutions ha^ 
pi*aetidally been ne^tived. In other words, the wishes of the people 
embolied in those resolutions have been summarily and oontemptnously 
brdahed. aside. Have the Oovernment seriously considered the effect which 
the proceedings of these two days’ meetings of the Council are bound to 
prrjduoe upon the people of Bengal ? Are the deliberations and labours of 
this august body during these two laborious days anything upon which either 
the Government or the people can be congj-atulated ? Will not the im- 
firession go forth from one end of the country to the other that our much 
vaunted reformed Council is not, for all practical purposes, a whit better than 
that of the pre-reform days ? Will not people think that it is a case of all that 
glitters is not gold? Will the Government consider the full significance of 
such impression gaining ground in the country ? Need I point out that the 
inevitable result will be to frustrate the very object with which, what are 
Called, the Morley-Minto reforms were introduced ? Need I say that this is 
disastrous from the Government standpoint? All friends and well-wishers 
of the Government recognise that any step taken to confirm an impression 
in the mind of the public that in the Council Chamber there is going 
on a parpetual conflict and contest between the official and non-official 
members is not conducive to the best interests either of thC people c»r of the 
Government. 

As a friend of the Government, my Lord, I would ask you to pause and 
oonaider whether it is not hi# time that the Government should tutn otet a 
new teal so as to prevent the impreesion froth gaining ground in the 
oountry that the budget debate is absolutely unprofitable to the {>eople and 
that the nou-offioial members are no more profitably employed than crying in 
the wilderness. When the people agitated for a reformed 'and eniargied 
Ooancil and for larger powers for the elected non-official members, out critics 
said that we Were crying for the moon ; and now judging the tree by the fruit 
ovil* op|.>onent8 have very good reason to laugh within their sleeves and to 
reflect with satisfaction that the powers conferred upon the elected meml^ei's 
to move resolutions on tlio budget are no more substantial than moonshine. 
My Lord, as the proceedings of the Council went on these two days from 
resolution to resolution, the feeling that oppressed me most was that we 
non-^offioial members sit here only to play the part of the chorus in a 
(Jreek tr^edy.” 

> 

The Ht)N’m.E NaWab Sir Sved Shams-ul-Huda said ;— 

“My Lord, 1 am sorry that I cannot accept this resolution, and for this 
raHon that the money that has been provided in the budget for eanitatioD is 
not sufficient to carry out this project, and the profiosal that my Hon'blc 
friend has made.for taking money from soipc other sources is ene which cannot 
be acfC’epted, because the money so provided is for equally if not for more 
utgerit >yo<'k. I sliall not follow my Hon’ble friend in his general observations. 

I tiliuk that if the countfy were told by him and by other friends of Govern- 
rtlefftt, that while the War is on. Government require to economise their re¬ 
source's, he wOdld be doling a very useful work. I think that the outside 
public require this kind of teaching more thanXthe Council Chamber here. 

I* 1914( we promised to pay a contribution of Rs. 60,000 to the Ohand- 
pttt Municipality, but the Cemmissipners wanted a loan of Rs. 34,000 in ad- 
dilidii. Then the wsr came and we found ourselves Unable to give this money 
to the Ohandpnt Municipatity. We had a number of bther nfgent schemes 
Ami Wd IkaVe provided Rs. iot schemes of wateff-virorks. All that I 
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can tell my Hon'ble friends is this ; that when better financial conditions 
prevail we wjll consider the claims of Obandfiur and we admit that this is an 
urgent case and as soon as we are able to provide the money we will do it. 
One other fa<tt remains to be stated. My Hon’ble friend asks for only 
Rs. 60,000 as aicontribution from Government. Is he prepared to say that the 
municipality can carry out the scheme without a loan, and if not, unless there 
is a loan of Rs, 84,000 how could the scheme be carried through ? Besides the 
scheme is now old. What was expected to be sufficient in 1914 will not be 
sufficient now, because prices have gone up and 1 doubt that even with a 
loan of Rs. 34,000 and a contribution of Rs. 60,000 the municipality will be 
in a position to carry out the water-works. My Hon’ble friend ought to realise 
that the demands for water-works conjes from all the municipalities in the 
Province. It is not Chandpur alone th;^t requires water-works. There are 
various other municipalities who require water-works much more urgently 
than Chandpur. When Government had plenty of money the municipalities 
did not come forward with their proposals and their contributions. Now that 
we cannot find the money we are i)res8ed on all sides for it. If the work is 
considered very urgent Government will consider the matter at the earliest 
opportunety when they are in a position to do so. With our limited resources 
and other calls on us, I cannot promise that we can find the umney this year 
The further proposal is that the expenditure bo met from the grant of 
Rs. 3,06,000 under the head ‘ Miscellaneous and Unforeseen Charges’ or out 
of the grant of Rs. 2,10,000 for the construction of steam-launches for the 
river patrols of the Presidency Policfq or out of the grant of Rs. 78,642 for 
construction of thana launches and floating^nt,lianas for the river police in 
Eastern Bengal. I know that in making budget.provision for all these items, 
every case w’aa carefully considered on its merits and provision was made for 
those which were immediately and imperatively urgent. It is no use telling my 
Hon’ble friends that we cannot pay any portion of thi^ money Inidgetted for 
police purposes for water-works, for one Hon’ble Member told us yesterday 
that he will not be convinced that any money is neoesaary for police buildings. 
Welt, if that is the attitude of mind, T am afraid I cannot convince him. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Lyon will try to do so.” 


The Hon’ble Mk. Lyon said :— 

, My Lord, I only wish to refer to one item. This comprehensive resolution 
suggests three alternatives of finding money. As regards the first alternative, 
‘ Miscellaneous and Unforeseen (’barges,’ it has already been explained to 
the Council why money cannot be siiared from that head. The second refers 
to the construction of steam-launches for river patrols, Rs. 2,10.000. I had 
the honour to address the Council yesterday on that subject. But the third 
alternative is one poor unprotected item to which no reference has yet been 
made, and that is the sum of Rs. 78,642 for floating thanas and launches. 

In pursuance of the policy which we adopted yesterday of explaining all 
the items attached and defending them on their merits, I will say just a few 
words on this particular item. This sum of Rs. 78,642 has been provided out 
of a special non-recurring Impenal grant which was given for this specific 
purpose, the purpose of reorganising and improving the police ifi Eastern 
Bengal. It is part of a large scheme for reorganisation which includes the 
river police. Special investigations were made with reference to river crimes 
some years back, and it was ascertained that there was an enormous amount 
of undetected river crime and a great deal more unreported. The fact is well 
known to some Hon’ble Members of this Council. In order to meet this state 
things, it was determined that, it was necessary to make an improvement in 
the river police. It was found that there were vast stretches d uupatroll^ 
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rivers infestod by dan^yerous gangs of thieves and dacoits, and we have to 
persevere steadily until our organisation has been completed. The scheme 
included 27 floating police-stations, of which 25 were in Eastern Bengal. 
Those wore actually constructed, but two wei'c taken over by the new Assam 
administration and we require two more. The dockyard has hitherto been 
unable to construct these two. but they Can do so now, and a sum of 
Rs, 23,242 is required for this purpose. Twenty-eight station launches were 
required, and 12 were completed, but the Military Dep)artment have, for 
purposes which have been most successfully carried' out in Mesopotamia, 
commandeered eight of them; these are to be replaced after the war. Four 
more are under construction, and we i)rovide for laying down an additional four 
at a cost of Rs.' 55,544. I wr)uld earnestly beg the Council not to interfere with 
our perseverance in this matter and to continue to provide the equipment 
which is required in onler to carry out a scheme w'hicb has proved definitely 
successful.” 


The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta said :— 

In view of tlie observations made by the Hon’ble Member in charge 
and by the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon, I do not think that 1 can take up tlie time of 
the Council with anything t(; say in reply. J shall, however, say this, that it 
is very difficult to explain things to the people of the outside world about the 
want of money on account of the war in vievv of the fact that we have money 
for BO many new schemes. Otherwise, if there were absolutely no new 
undertakings we would have been satisfied and it would have been easy to 
explain mai ters to the people.” 

The motion was then put and lost.^

riie Hon’blo Babu Kishori Mohan (Jhaudhuri moved the following resolu¬ 
tion ;— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that— 

(n) a sum of Rs. 25,000 be granted to the Kurseoiig Municipality as a 
contrilmtion towards the improvement of the town by electric 
installation and other necessary reforms ; and 

(5) this sum be met from the grant of Rs. 11,09,000 under head 32— 
Miscellaneous. 


Ho said :— 

My Lord, I want for the improvement of the Kurseong Municipality a 
grant of Rs. 25,000, but in view of the observations made with reference to 
the resolution just moved, I do not know what fate awaits my prayer. 
Kurseong is a sanitarium and a large number of people resort thereto for the 
improvement of their health. If Government could see their way to grant 
this amount for the improvement 'of the Kurseong Municipality by electric 
lights and other sanitary improvements, it would be much appreciated by the 
residents. I hope that this grant will be made, 1 do not like to detain the 
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Council long' with any further observations. With these few words I 
cOinmend it to the acceptance of the Council.” 

The Son’ble Nawab Sib Syed Shams-ul-Huda' said :— 

“ My Lord, having opposed ihe resolution for water-works, I hardly 
be expected to give a promise for an electric installation in the Kurseong 
Municipality, and I believe my Hon’ble friend does not claim that this would 
either ^ake the place cleaner or free from malaria. If the people of Kurseong 
want a luxury like an electric installation, I think they ought to pay for it 
and not look to Government for a contribution. The other matters referj-ed 
to are very indefinite and I do not know‘what they are and I cannot say 
anything about them. I may inform iny Hon'ble friend that we do not 
officially know of any such scheme. We have deini-officially information 
about a scheme which provides for electric current being obtained from 
Darjeeling. That question is again bound up with the hydro-electric scheme 
for the Darjeeling Municipality, the execution of whicdi depends upon Darjeel¬ 
ing getting a loan of 4 lakhs. II is no use our providing money for an electric 
installation in Kurseong when they want the current from Darjeeling, and 
DeTjeeliug is not Iik^y to be able to give it for many years to come. It is, 
therefore, unnecessary for me to discuss the source from which the Hon’ble 
Member proposes to get the money for this scheme.” 

The Hon’ble BIbu Kisroki Mohan Chaudhuri said ;— 

*■ My Lord, in view of the observations made by the Hon’ble Member in 
charge, J do not press the resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

The.' Botf’ble Mr. Pko^ash OhuHdrr Mitter moved the fdlowing resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the provision 
for an expeiiditure of a sum of rupees four lakhs and thirty-six thousand for 
land acquisitiwi and buildings in oonneotion with the partition of the districts 
of Midnaporc and Mymonsingh be omitted. 


He said :— 

fc “My Lord, in placing the resolution before this Council J shall assume 
that, having regard to the discussion which took place yesterday some 
arrangement is necessPy for relieving the District Magistrate of his duties * 
1 may add that it is my personal opinion that, regard being had to the nature 
of the charge in the district of Mymensingh, some arrangeineut is eerfcainlv 
necessary for relieving the District Magistrate of his heavy duties Thouffh 
not »o the ^ extent, but perhaps to some extent, it is also neoensary in the 
dwtrict of Midnapore. The proposal, as 1 understand it. is to divide the 
dwtnet of Mymensuigh into three districts with nine subdivisions in place 
of the five We have at present. As r^rds the district of Midnapove the 
^ to divide It into two districts and to have sS Bo^^visiotts 
or fonr. Regard being had to these proposals, I viSL,? to 
^ sum of Ra. 4 lakhs and odd which we walit toToviJs In 
budget for that purpose is wholly insufficient ; it does not represent <^Ven 
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a fraction of the capital expenditure necessary for the purpose. We do not 
know, my Lord, what the total amount of the capital expenditure will be. I 
have tried to calculate it in ray own way—T must admit that such calcula¬ 
tions are liable to error—and I find that the total capital expenses cannot be 
less than 50 lakhs for providing four additional district head-quarters and 
also for providing six subdivisional head-quarters. As regards recurring 
expenses, 1 should think that they cannot be less than 10 lakhs of rupees. If 
the Government is ready with estimates, then perhaps the Hon’ble Member 
in charge of the l,)oY)artment will be pleased to let us know what these 
figures are. If, liowever, Govt'rnment are not prepared with these estimates 
then I submit that is a point against them. Before launching into 
schemes of this nature, it is absolutely necessary, that Government 
should know (exactly to what sum the, estimates would amount to. At 
any rate my l^ord, although the Gouncil has heard from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon about the necessity for the partition of these districts and the neces¬ 
sity of relieving the district ofiicers, it has not yet heard from t lie Hon’ble 
Member what the total expense would be. By providing this 4 lakhs and f>tld 
in the present budget Government commits itscdf to tliis definite scheme in this- 
definite, form. Nc^xt year we do not know what fhe position of the finances 
would be. If the war continues, it is certain that the financial position would 
be much worse, but let us hope for the best and let us hope that before next 
year victory will ho ours. Even then, my Lord, the financial position will Iki a 
(litficult one. For y(>ars we cannot expect to liave the. normal state of our 
finances. It is not necessary for mo to dilate further upon the point as it 
is pretty obvious to (3verybody. After providing for the 4 lakhs, if the 
Hon’ble Member who is in charge of finances next year and if the Government 
wliich will be responsible for the administration of the provim^e next year, 
find tliat it is not possil)le, regard being liad to the war conditions, to p-ovi.le 
for anything like? 4(» or 50 laklis for cajiital expenditure and to provide for 
anything like 10 laklis for rt'curring expenditure, thru thi* Avhole of the 
4 lakhs woubl be thrown away and thrown away when every rupee is of the 
utmost importance for the defence of the Empire. My Lord, it is for that 
reason my proposal is this ; if it is necessary to partition tliese districts, parti¬ 
tion them by all means, but before doing so. let us knoAV what the total cost 
will be and also let us kiiow whether next ju'ar we shall be in a fiosition to 
meet the necessary expenses. Without such assurajK'e 1 think, my Lord, with 
the gn^atest re8))ect to those who are responsible for providing this 
1 lakhs and ixld that it is not a businesslike way of pro<?eeding with 
tlie matter. I ther(?[ore }jropose that insb^ad of providing for a small 
Iraction of tin' capital ('xpenses this year it will be much better to 
[irovide for a substantial poilion of such expenses next year. My Lord, 
if your Excelh?ncy’s Government accepts my suggestion, then do you 
rnally mueh delay this much desired consummation ? By jiroviding for 
4 lakhs yon do not intend to partition the' districts in the current year. 
Suppose' m*.xt yc'ar, funds are available and if you ))rovide for 25 lakhs by way 
of capital exp(?nditure. then perhaps the ultimate dtilay will be a tl(?lay of five or 
six juonths only. Conceding for the sake of argument,’ the delay will be delay 
of a year, even then it is necessary to know where we stand. My proposal is 
hirnjily this : If these districts have got to be partitioned, let us decide upon 
partitioning them after full facts as tf) expenditure are placed before this 
Council and placed before the public, and let us consider the matter after the 
new Government is formed, for we cannot shut our eyes to the fact that your 
Lordship is going to leave us, much to the regret of the province and of all 
the Members here ; and as a new Government is coming, the personnel of 
Avhioh will be different from that of the present Government, that Govern¬ 
ment will be committed to this scheme in all its details and that is my | oint 
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with all details, as to whore the beadquarturs of the thiee dist/iots in 
iiymoDBingh will be and with details as to where the lieadqiiar ers o 
the two districts in which details as to the lieadquarters and 1'*^^ ® ^ 

16 subdivisions of Midnapore will he. The new Govi'nirnont will jo couimi-- 
ted to all t-hese and if they find that the financial resources at their dispcwal 
are not such as to enable them to ^ivo effect to tln^so detailed sciienies, an i 
they find it necessary re^fard being liad to their revouroes to h»v‘- twt) insteau o 
three disti-icts in Mymensingh, and so on then a gwid portion of the money w ill >e 
wasted. On the other hand, I again venture to remind the Council tlia luj 
proposal is not that you must not have a partition liut my proposal is that 
if we are to have a partition, let us have it after wo know the financial position 
better and we cannot know belter unless we are in the neighbourhood of the 
closing of the next financial year. • 

For all these reasons, my suggestion is not, as was suggested by some of 
my Hon’ble friends, that the money saved by not partitioning these districts 
should be spent for other purposes. My suggestion is merely that that 
provision be omitted and if that provision be omitted, that money will either 
be ip our hands or in thw- hands of the Government of India, and I dare¬ 
say that when fuller and more definite financial schemes will be brought 
forward, that money will be forthcoming next year. I am not unncundful 
of the fact mentioned by the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon yesterday that wo cannot have 
2 lakhs or thereabouts from the Government of India and we cannot spend 
that from our-total closing balance. If next year tlie demand for partition 
be as keen as they are now, I daresay that the Government of India will 
not object to giving us tlie same facilities next year as this year. With 
these remarks, I beg to place the resolution before the House.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. FAZL-iii.-HAq said :— 

My Lord, 1 did not wish to make any speocii on this resolution, because 
directly or indirectly, we have had this matter discuhsed since we began this 
sitting of the Council yesterday. 1 ris<^ at the present mormmt to make a 
suggestion and wild as i’ may appear to be. 1 am quite serious about it. I liope 
it will serve to slerien controversy which has clustered round this project of 
partitioning of Midnapore and Mymensingh. We all agree, at leasl most of 
us, that in the interests of administrative effieiency these twij districts ought 
to be partitioned. We differ as to how this money budgetted for is to be 
spent because we think that the present time is not an opportune moment for 
undertaking a financial project of such a responsible character. If, therefore, 
the money can be had in some other way, we do not think we ougjit to object 
to the partition being carried out. In this connection, I would just make a 
suggestion to the official members of this Council Why should n<^ they, 
for instance,, forego a portitm of their salary for a year and use this money for 
the partition tb be carried out, in the interests of administrative efficiency ; they 
should be prepared to make this sacrifice, as of all people they are tho b^t 
advTOates of efficiency, I think they should undertake to make this little 
sacrifice in this matter. If this can be settled, I will ask my Hon’ble friend 
to withdraw his resolution. If it is not accepted, I will support it,” 

The Hon'ble Eai Radha Chaban Pal Bahadur said ;— 

“My Lord, I regret that this motion was. not moved at an earlier Mage, 
becanse many of the motions, rtfeich have been discussed and voted Upon, 
lipqn this question of partition or no-partition of Midnapore and Mymensingh, 
net have been discuesed. Many of our colleagues have been oBsttng a 
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lonj^ing eye ufiaii thw Hum of Ks. 4,36,000 which has been oar-marked I'or fdaia,- 
purl.iUon. Th(' deltaic would pcrha|.>a hare been shortened, and we would 
iiav'c finished many of the resblutions bt^oaust* if this resolution of. the 
Hon’bio Mr. Provash Chundor Mitra could not be accepted by the House, 

- then, as a natural cuMisequeneo many of these roHolutions would have been with¬ 
drawn without any discussion, 1 must say that the Uon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul- 
Haq always enlivenUi the debaJ.e with a little pepper and salt ol' criticism, 
sometimes well merited and sometiuios humorous. After what has fallen 
frojn the Ilou’ble Mover of this resolution, will the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon tell 
this Council whether any calculations have been made with reference to this 
scheme of partition.” 

The Hon’ble Mft. Kkkr said :— 

My Lord, I dp not prcjposeto cover the same ground that was taken by 
'the Hon’bla Mr. Lyon yesterday in putting forward the general reasons for 
pushing on the schemes for the partition of Midnapore and Mymensingh. 
'fho Hon’ble Mr. Lyon showed that partition was necessary for the introduc¬ 
tion of any large extension of local self-government through village unions and 
that partition would consequently assist directly those schemes which are 
mentioned in many of these resolutions for sanitation, primary education and 
HO on. He pointed out how the partition schemes were delayed for many 
years iiartly owing to the partition and re-partition of Bengal and partly owing 
to the care with which these schemes had been examined so as to meet the 
fUtficulties of the people concerned. He showed that the aohemeaftre now in 
* an afl vanced stage, that we are in a position to start work on them and that both 
the (lovernmont of India and the Finance Committee of this Council have 
agreed that we should begin by pi'oviding a compai*atively small sum in the 
next year’s budget. lie also pressed upon this Council that they should 
•confirm that action of the Government of India and of the Finance Committee 
and tlie Council agreed at any rate to this extent that the sum of Rs. 4,.36,000 
sJiould not be transferred to any other object. As the Hon’ble Mover has 
pointed out, his resolution is of a sonu'.what different nature to the resolutions 
which were discussed yesterday, becausi? he proposes to cut out this expendi¬ 
ture altogether without transferring it to any other head. His objection is, 

1 gather, not to a scheme of partitioning these districts, but to the fact that 
the (Jouucil dbt'.s not know to what extent of expenditure they would be 
•comniirted by accepting the expenditure which has been proposed iii the 
budget. That is, ■of course, perfectly true ; the budget is an annual budget 
and does not show the cost of schemes as a whole, but fortunately I am in a 
position to give the Council a certain amount of information on this subject. 

The estirrmtes for the partition of Midnapore have just been worked out 
in detail. They are still subject to the sanction of the Government trf Bengal, 
the Government of Indik and the Secretary of State, bnt I may say that the 
total initial expenditure will be about lakhs. The total recurring expendi¬ 
ture will be aWit a lakh animally. 

For Myhmnstngh we have not yet selected the headquarters of the western 
district, and it ia therefore impossible to say at the present moment what the 
expendititT« ©n land will be. We may, however, take it that the expenditure 
in Mjnnsatiilgh will be about dhable that of Midnapore. 

The Hon’ble Member has suggested, that a little delay over these 
matters wouUl not dp any great harm, and that if we make a start at once 
there is a risk that this sum of Rs. 4,00,000 will be thrown avray. That 
would not be the case, as this sum is provided for initial expenditure on the 
arerjuisicion of lands and the collection of materials, bricks, etc., for building 
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« 

purposes, and these things will not be lost even if is delay subsequently. 

Unless we begin this work at the beginning of next cold weather, we shall be 
thrown back a whole year and not a few months as the Hon’ble Member has 
suggested. As to the Hon’ble Member’s request for details of the schemes, 
T need only say that the schemes have been dcscrilxid at lengtdj in various 
notifications which app>eared in the gazette on several occaeions. and I do not 
think I need take up the time of the Council in t'xplaining the schemes in 
detail. 

I would Jike to bring tiiis Council down to some concrete facts and to 
show the real mariner in which the carrying out of tln'se scUenujs of partition 
will affect the welfare and happiness of the inhabitants concerned. ’I’here 
seems to be some sort of impression that inohey spent on schemes of sanita¬ 
tion or education produces an immediate an?l perceptible improvement in the 
condition'of the people ; but that expenditure on partition schemes will at best 
make a few officials a little less hard worked or more comfortable, and that it 
will product'- no effect on the ordinary inhabitants of the ilistrict. If tlie 
Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq’s proposal were acciqited. ])artition schemes wculd 
not bo an unmixed blessing to the officials ; but I need hardly go into that. I 
want to get down to facts and T want to tell this Council of an area whicli 1 
know very well—the Sadar subdivision of Midnapore, because I lived there for 
the best part of two years. The area of the Sadar subdivision of Midnapore is 
over 3,000 square miles and the poinilation must now by over a million and a 
half ; and with all duo deference to what the Hon l>le J-Jabn Ambika Charan 
Majunldar Said yesterday, I say unhesitatingly tliat th» administration of 
the Sadar subdivision of Midnapore compares very unfavouraldy with that of 
Pabna, Bbgra and Bankura. 

Take the question of chaukidari assessment. This is a matter which 
touches every family in the district, rich or poor, sick or well, and every 
grown-up person. When J arrived at Midnafxire, I found a sht'lf st.'icked 
with a formidable bundle of papers and I found that these wen* all com¬ 
plaints against the chaukidari assessment of different villages. My predeces¬ 
sor was too busy to look into them. Well, I was young and ke<?n at the time 
and resolved to go into the matter. I tackled it as stxm as 1 went out into 
camp and I did what I could, but I found very soon that it takes at b.'ast two 
days to assess a village properly, and 1 had not two days to sf»arc, let alone 
3,000 times 2 days ; nor had 1 even time to draw ufi an assessment scheme 
which could be worked out by others. The result was that the bundle of papers 
was bigger when I left the district than when T arrived there and from what 
my Midnapore friends tell me, it is pixiperly bigger now tlian it ever was. 
unletes the people have got tired of complaining. It is perfectly obvious that 
the only way in which a question like chaukidari asseesment can be 
tackled, is by the constitution of properly organised panchayets or village 
committees, or whatever you like to call them, but you cannot ask the District 
Magstrate to procec^d to form these committees, when he has to look after 
a Sadar subdivision of the size of Midnapore. Now J s^y that a just 
and equitable chaukidari assessment would add materially and immediately 
tc) the happiness and contentment of the people, and particularly of the 
Xioorer classes. I think also that, if the partition of Midnapore resulted in 
nothing more than this, it would be well worth doing. But the partition 
will, 1 hope, do much more than this. I could tell you of some police-stations 
in Midnapore which have not been inspected by the District Magistrate for 
years, and to which even the Superintendent of Police can only pay brief 
hurried visits, during which it is quite impossible to concert measures to deal 
properly witli crimes and criminals. I could also tell you of registraiion c^ces 
where the arrangements are of the most primitive and inconvenient descrip¬ 
tion, because none of the higher district officials have time to look into 
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Mr. Provask ijimnder 
The Hon’ble Mk, Kkkk— concluded. 

inattern or try suitable schemes tor iTi]j)rovement, or to work out such schomes 
]“or the higher authorities ih the forceful way which is necessary in order to 
(ixtort money from my hard-liearted friend in chargi^ of the Financial Depart¬ 
ment. The Hon’hle Surgeon-General could also tell you that the same thing 
hapi>en8 in regard to mufassal dispensaries and liospitals. which the Civil 
SurgeOn cannot possibly get round in a ytsar. 1 could also lell you of the 
aboriginals and of the woful state into which they havi* fallen, Ijecause no 
district otiicer has had time to establish tho8«> personal relations which are 
absolntely essential if you are going to do any good to primitive people 
of this kind. I will not weary tin? Council by going further into ‘the details of 
district admini.stration. I inerely claim that 1 have established that schemes 
of partition of excessive administrative areas, it proptudy conceived and 
drawn up with reference to the wishes anci convenience of the 
inhabitants, are capable of doing an immense amount of gotxl to the, people 
concerned. I do not under-rato the advantagus and potentialities of 
education or sanitation, but if it is a question of spending a sum like 12 or lo 
lakhs non-nicurring, and a lakh or so recurring, vvljich may be« taken 
as the onlinary cost of a district partition schema, I am inclined to flunk 
that you would do more gotnl by putting that money into schemes of partition 
of huge t*ver-grown districts likt^ Midnapore and Myrnensingh, than by putting 
it into small schemes of education and sanitation, for wdiich the district is 
nof administratively ripe. In fact, 1 would go further and say that the 
formation of districts of manageable size is a neceasary i)relirninaiy to any 
great advance iit sanitation or primary education. And 1 do hope that when 
the districts are divideil, the Icxial committees will be able, to make very great 
advance, and the District Magistrate will hav’c more time to consider th(‘ best 
way of meeting hxjal needs. We have no doubt that this will be the beat 
‘way to advanct' the ideal of local self-government which the Hon’ble 
Members of this Ccmneil hav(? so much at heart.” 


'rhe Hon’ble Mr. Fuovahii CnfiNOER M i rrER said ;— 

” My Loro. I have listened with great interest to the speech of my 
hott’ble friend, but T must confess that 1 could not follow him when In* 
reftwred to the question of (ixpenses on sanitation and education. I never 
ask ed like some of my lion’hle friends that this money instead of being spent 
on partitioning tin* two districts should be spent on sanitation and education, 
tior could r follow luy hon’ble friend when he referred to the necessities of 
parrition. T began by saying that 1 am personally convinced that some 
strong measures must V*e taken for relieving the ITistrict Magistrate of his 
isork, and I may say that a careful study of the District, Administration 
Committee’s report has convincedyne that so far as Myjnensingli at any T’ate is 
concerned, some steps are absolutely necessary, but I submit thet my hon’ble 
friend has not really answered my arguments. My argument was this, if you 
want a partition, have it and have it as soon as possible. My hon’ble friend 
says, if you do not provide four lakhs and odd this year, then it vvill mean a 
year's delay. Delay means that next cold weather you cannot go on securing 
building materials and so on, but if we do not have the money next year how 
are we benefited. If w(^ have the further money, next year there will also be 
the money which is unspent this year, but if on account of tin* war and on 
account of financial difficulties it is not possible for us to have the 40 lakhs 
odd, which I am told is necessary, then I ask again how are we benefited ? 
^^obody can foresee now what our financial pT>sition will be next year, and is 
it wise and is it just that the Government should be committed to a scheme 
at a time like this when it is difficult for anyone to prophesy what the 
financial jmsition will be three months hence,m4 to speak of one year,” 
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J^awab Bahnd'Ur of Afurshidnbad,

And this is due to the fact, Sir, that while thes(? long discussions have been 
on, your vigorous mind has l)een busy working at that tell-tale blotting pad 
before you from which has emanate<l tiie jute bandage and many an ingenuo<i8 
Tittle thing which my fri^md Mr. John Maclaron of Messrs. Hamilton & Co. 
lias had to work out afterwards. .My Lord, we are' very sorry indeed to part 
vvil li you, ISir, and if some of us have in season and out of season hronght 
in this Council the? (jiieBtions of industrial development, of sanitation and of 
rural waier-HUi>ply. it has heeii due? to the fact that Your Excellency’s kind 
interest in th(*se. matters hav(‘ spurred ns on to bring these facts to the 
noiice of the Ccaineil so often as well as of the pnhlic at large, 'riiere are 
few stateHineii who have had such opportunities of studying tlie problems of

'I'lie Hou’ble Sir Akohy Bikkm^rk said ;— 

“ My Lord, it is my privilege on behalf of the European non-official 
members of this Council to convey to Your Excellency an expression of our 
regret at your impt'nding departure from Bengal and our gofid wishes for your 
future welfare. At the time Your Exeelleiicy assumed offiei* as first Governor 
of this Presidency^ tlie European commercial ooiinnunity were in a stat?' of 
alarm and indignation at the proceedings which had resulted in tlie dethrone- 
meiit of Calcutta as the titular cafiital of India and the consecim'iit removal 
of the seat of Mk' Inif'crial Governim'iit from a city which is the embodiment 
of progress and ente.rprise in India to a centre which from a commercial 
point of view might lx? descrilied as a remote, if interesting, miifassal station. 
Several years have now^ passed since the change was made and we liave no 
reason to alter our vx'ws, then exjiressed, tlial a serious mistake was madd^— 
ill fact che lapse of time has shown that our fears regarding the inooii- 
V(?nience to the'c<«iimercial coinmiiiiity were amply justified. Our feelings 
regarding the indignity which we then considered had been placed bn 
(hilcutta have been softened to a great extent as time lias gone on and this 
we feel may be principally attribute?! to the taet and sympathy. which Your 
Excellency has invariably shown towards our affairs. In fact we consider 
it, was an extremely happy decision which liroughi Your Excellency from 
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The Hon’hle 8ik Archv Bibkmyhe— 
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Madras to be the first Governor of Bengal. It has been Your Excellency’s 
guiding i>rinciple to gain first-hand knowledge of the uiany and various 
^ problems which have come before you, and we appreciate in no small degree 
the interest you Ixave taken in the w^elfare ami (h^velopment ol this Province. 
My Lord, you have visited many of our mills and workshops.onr mines and 
plantations—indeed there are few, if any. of the industries of Bengal with 
which Your Excellency has not made yourself jHirsonally accjuainted. It has 
been a source of great pleasure to thosi^ who have had the jirivilege of 
showing you over their undertakings lo note the real Interest which you have 
displayed in all you have seen—an interest which has, in many cases, resulted 
in suggestions from Your Excellency of no small practical value. On the 
occasion of many of those visits you have been aceornpanied by-Her Kxctdlency, 
w'ho has invariably shown her interest in the coniimucial development of the 
Province in all its branches, .•ind I ho])e the Home Industries Association 
which Her Fjxcelleney has recently lietm instrumental in lorrning will remain 
a lasting memorial to Her Excellency’s ji^-actical solicitude for r.he w'elfare of 
Bengal. Though I have confined my remarks to that portion of Your 
Excellency’s activities which more closely concern the commercial community, 
I would like to say we are in no wise blind to the wise and s^vmpathetir 
manner in which the Government of tiie Province, uniler Your Exttelloncy’s 
guidance, has handled the many and difticnilt political problems with which 
it has, been confronted. I feel sure when the history of Bengal is handed 
down to future generations, the part. Your E.\CHllenoy has played in this 
respect will he more than appreciated. It now only I'CTnains for us to wish 
Your Excellencies a safe and plt^asant voyage Home ajul (nmry success in the 
work which we are certain you will soon be called to i)Ut your hand to iu the 
service of the Erapin;. We believe, whatever that work may be, Your Excsel- 
lency is not likely to forget Bengal and her interests, as most assuredly your 
iimny friends liere will not forget you nor what you have done for the 
Province while you have been here." 

The Hun’lde Babii Sitrenoka Na iu Hay said ; 

“My Lord, as representing in your Lordship’s (h)uneil the munieipali- 
ties of tlio Presidency Division, which is the ])reini(u- division in this Presi- 
ilency, I should like to say a few' words on an <x;casiou like this. 

It is'about five years ago that t he j)eople of Bengal heard with the 
greatest satisfaction of V our Excellencys transfer from Madras to our newly 
constituted Presidency for Your Excellency had already i^anied there the 
esteem and regard of the peo^ile liy your sympathetic administration. Your 
Plxcelleucy since your advent here has l)een popular with all. classes of 
people of this country of whatever class or creed he may belong. The 
i;>eople of Bengal highly appreciate the dei'p syrnpathy and the keen interest 
which Your PLxcellency has always taken iu all that concerns the well-being 
of the people of Bengal. Your earnest solicitude to promote their political, 
intellectual and industrial progress, the kindliness of your relations with 
the representatives of’ the jieople and the tone of sympathy which you have 
imparted to the administration will he gratid'ully cherished by the people 
long after you have left these shores. Your genial temper and cordial 
relationship with the people of this country have brought about a giKxi .vviJl 
between the two races and inspired confidcmce towards tin*. British rule. 
My Lord, much depends upon the head of an administration specially of an 
administration such as yours have been. You as the highest official in the 
land have shown by your treatment of lh(> ])eople of this country how' they 
should lie treated by the officials. 

My Lord, we know full well that the war has hwm the stumbling.blirick 
to progress in several ways—“for we have been deprived for tho.-^la8t 
"#«iSi£) years of those grants from Imperial Revenue without which anv 
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J^at Radha Char an Pal Bahadur.

improvement in the education and sanitation of this Presidency is impossible. 
We know that if it had not been for tlvis war, many much needed reforms 
would have been accomplished facts ere long. But Providence has decreed 
otherwise. Many of this good intention on the part of your Lordship’s 
government remains unfulfilled on account of want of financial resources. 
But, my Lord, this N'ar has been of indirect advantage to the people of this 
country. The people of this country wanted an opportunity to show to their 
fellow subjects in other parts of the Empire that they are equally anxious 
with them to uphold the dignity and prestige of the British Raj, It was 
through your Lordship’s influence and exertions that the Bengal Ambulance 
Corps was formed and the Government knows of the splendid work done by 
them in Mesopotamia. It was again through your Lordship’s influence and 
exertions that the Bengalees were allowed to enlist as soldiers and the 
Bengalee Double Company was formed and they all speak well of these neW 
soldiers of His Majesty the King-Emperor from their Excellencies the 
Viceroy and Commander-in-Chief to the Captain in their regiment at Karachi. 
It is a misfortune that the people of this country are not always given 
opportunities to show their usefulness to their King and country. We are 
therefore grateful to Your Excellency for affording us tl>e many opportunities 
of showing our metal and how useful we can be to the Empire, when the 
disabilities under which we labour have been removed. 

We wish very much that Your Excellency tiad remained here at the 
head of tin’s Governmi^nt some time after the war had ended, when we expect 
some boons to bo conferred on the people of this country. A man of your 
Lordship’s sympathy for the hopes and aspirations of the people of this 
country would have been of signal service to the people. We trust your 
Lordship’s successor will carry out in a sympathetic spirit the progressive 
policy whicli you have initiated. 

Cno wprd more and I have done. The people of Bengal are all sensible 
of the great interest which Her Excellency Lady Carmichael has taken to 
develop the home imlustrles of tlio country as well as to educate the woman 
of this country as nurses for nursing the sick in our liospitals. We expect 
a new life to the home industries from the part she has taken to promote 
them and long will lu>r name be remembered among the poor and the cottage 
owners of Bengal. 

This is the last occasion on which Your Excellency is presiding over the 
proceedings of this Council and in taking leave of Your Excellency, we feel 
sure that you will take an abiding interest in the wudfare of Bengal and her 
people. Wo wish you a safe voyage home. May you live long in your Island 
liome to do gooil to the people of this counti-y, who, T assure you. are deeply 
grateful to you, and are attached to you by bonds of love and affection. 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur said :— 

“ 1 desire to associate myself with my Hon’ble colleagues who have 
preceded me in tendering to Your Excellency our tribute of respect and 
gratitude for what you have done for our country during your tenure of office. 
My Lord, the experiment of having a Governor to rule over the destinies of 
the people of Bengal has been fully justified by what Your Excellency has 
done (luring the five years of your office. When we remember your benign 
sympathy with the people our hearts melt with gratitude. I remember the 
celebrated speech of His Majesty the King-Emperor (then Prince of Wales) 
when he was being entertained in the Guildhall after his return from India that 
it was sympathy which was required in India—and it was genuine sympathy 
alone on the part of our rulers which was required to win the hearts of 
Indians. Your Excellency during your term of office has, by your sympathy, 
won the hearts of the people of Bengal. There have been differences of opinion 
in matters of administration, but there is no ruler on the face of the earth 
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The Hon’ble Rai Radha Oharan Pal Bahadur — conoid. 

who can eatiefy all aspirations ^atid aH parties. T do not Hatter your Excellency 
when I say that the whole country is truly grateful to you for your genuine 
sympathy and love for the people. Accessible to all to Prince or peasant 
alike you have taken the deepest interest in the welfarh of all classes of this 
country. Unfortunately, the war has retarded some of the improyements' 
whicR were foreshadowed for the development of the country. Still Your 
Excellency’s sympathies for the people have been fully demonstrated by some 
of your measures, notably the development of self-government by conceding 
to the people the privilege of electing non-official Chairmen in some of 
the District Boards and Municipalities in jBongal. Your keen interest for 
improving the sanitation of Bengal by appointing corninittoes to investigate 
the question of rural water-supply and the question of how to prevent 
malaria—all these facts show that you were ketMily anxious to improve the 
condition of the mass of the people whose destinies were committed to your 
care. Foremost amongst your work and yith which Her Excellency Lady 
Carmichael is associated is the industrial development of the country. Upon 
it also depends the prosperity of the country and Your Excellencies have 
tried your.best to inaugurate measures for the development of the industries 
of Bengal. 1 hope when you return home you will be pleased to hear that 
the measures which you have inaugurated have developtid and have produced 
happiness and prosperity in the country which was committed to your care. 
My Lord, we feel the pang of separation. For five years you have been in 
our midst working and mixing with lus an(i sympathising with our aspirations 
and trying your best to meet our wants. It is a genuine feeling of jiain at the 
inevitable separation. The pec^de of Bengal were anxious to approach their 
Sovereign for the purpose of getting an extension of Your Excellency’s term 
of office, but Your Excellency could not see your way to stay here any 
longer and the idea was eventually given up. My Lord, when you return to 
3 ’our sea-girt isle in whatever sphere you ina^' be place(i, I would ask you to 
remember India. 1 would ask you to remember Bengal and hs people, 
and do your best to elevate Indians to take their proper place in the great 
British Empire.” 

The H on’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-iil-Haq said ;— 

My Lord, after all that has been said, it is scarcely necesssary for 
me to say anything fui iher, but on behalf of the Muhammadan members of 
this (’ouneil repreSf'iiting the five divisions, I wish to give an expression, 
however inadequate it may be, to all that we feel on the impending severance 
of Your Excellency’s conru'ction with tliis Council. I am one of the very 
few members who have had the privilege of sitting in this Council for the 
whole period during which Your Excelhuicy has presided over its deliberations 
and 1 can truly say that whatever may have been our lot in the discharge 
of our duties as non-official members of this Council, we have always 
receive*! the utmost sympathy and consideration at Your Excellency’s hands. 
Your Excellency has always allowed us the utmost latitude in the discussion 
of questions brought before this Council and we all very gratefully remember 
the opportunities that have been given to us of l)ringing up questions affecting 
the public interests for discussion freely in this i’ouncil. My Lord, even in the 
ordinary circumstances of life it is always a sad thing to have to part company, 
but on this occasion our grief is all the more keen because by Yoiir 
Excollency’s departure we lose a Governor whose wide sympathy and capable 
statesmansiiip have won for him the respectful regard and esteem of all sections 
of the community. 

On behalf of the Muhammadan naerabers of this Council, I beg to offer to 
Your Excellency a very sad and reg'retful farewell and we all jon fervently 
in pricing to tlie Almighty DispenSjer of events to grant Your Excellency 
life and continued prosperity,” 
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His Excellency the Premdent. 

His Excellency the President said :— 

*' Gentlemen, ' 

I thank those Hon’blo Members wha have spoken about me. Their 
words were far kinder than I deserve, but I know they meant what they 
said ; and I arn truly grateful. I thank all of you for the way in which you 
accepted their words. When one has worked in close touch with friends for 
five years one cannot but feel sad when the work has to come to an end. 
Vou arc my friends anl I do indeed feel sad just now. When I came to 
Bengal to preside as Governor over ray colleagues in Council five years ago 
I confess 1 felt anxious. I knew that the changes which brought me here 
were not wholly welcome to many of those over whom I was to rule, and I 
was not quite reassured by the thought that the Government which brought 
about those changes relied,-as their Desiiatch to the Secretary of State 
showed, on the fact that by the help of a singularly able Civil Service a 
series of men of no conspicuous ability had been able to carry on a difficult 
Govtjrnrnent in other places ; for the same despatch led me to expect greater 
difficulties here than are found in other places ; and I knew that some of those 
who most, clearly foresaw difficulties doubted whether any good thing could 
come out of Madras. But it was not long before I learned that far more 
people in Bengal were willing to help me than I could have hoped for and 
that criticism is always meant to be fair and that anything which may seem 
harsh in it is due to want of full knowledge, not to ill-will. 

It has often been pointed out that a Governor in India presiding over 
his liOgislative Council has to do what in England and many other countries 
is done by two men. He has to act both as Speaker of his Council and also 
as head of the Executive Government ; and I have myself pointed out, 
though I do not know that what I said was understood quite as I meant it to 
be, that a Governor is the only man hero who can eflectively play the part so 
often needed in the p)ublic interests played l>.y the leader of the opposition in 
England. It is not always easy for one man to discharge such varying 
duties. T did not expect to satisfy every one at all times, but T have been 
fortunate in those who helped me. 1 thank my colleagues on the Executive 
Council who form so to speak my cabinet ; among them there has only been 
one change. Sir VVilliam Duke—to whom I owe as much gratitude for help 
as any man can owe to anothei—left us, and was succeeded by Mr. Beatson 
Bell ; but Mr. L.von and 8ir Shanisul Huda have worked with me all through. 
To each of them I desire to express my thanks. 

I would like to take this chance too of publicly thanking all my officials 
for what they have done to make the burden of mj^ labours light. 1 fear 
they must often have thought me slow-witted. It must be annoying to have 
a Governor asking tiresome questions about things he knows nothing of and 
wanting to have explanations of matters which to an expert seem obvious. 
When J road the questions put by some of you in the Council I occasionally 
wonder whether the Governor or the Additional Members of his (Jouncil give 
most trouble to Secretaries to Government ; and when I find how gladly the 
Secretaries suffer me, I feel that they must be very wise indeed. 

I thank you all for the hel)) you have given me in this house, for, your 
ready acquiescence to my rulings and for the intelligent way in which you 
have done your work. No one-cau say that Legislative Councils have been 
a failure in India ; most now admit that the Councils must as time goes on 
be ti'eated with greater consideration and be given larger powers. I was 
struck when a very high official told me that he thought Councils have done 
one very good thing for India ; they have, he said, helped to make officials 
more painstaking and more accurate. I had not thought of it in that light. 
I have looked on the Councils as institutions wiiich will train unofficial 
Indians to use the extended power which they hope some day to have : and it 
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I/fs ExceUey.cy'the Presidents 

His E^xcellency the President —contimieds 

has been iiiy aim as your President to encouraefe you, when I had a ehance, 
to 80 use the powers you now have, as to convince those who can secure 
future powers for you of your fitness to niak6 good use of them. 

I hope you have not found me too harsh in my rulings. I feel con- 
vincoti that strict adherence to a proper procedure is^ most essential. I 
believe that you will find your best guide in the traditions of the British 
House of Commons and I am glad that I am to be succeeded by a man with 
considerable House of Commons experience, and who, therefore, can help 
jmu much. 

You and I have not passed a groat deal of legislation. I am sorry for 
this. But it was inevitable, you all know why. You all long for the cause 
to be soon reinovetfc; and I trust you will all do your best to induce the 
people of this Presidency to make full use of the o])portunity which the issue 
of the War Loan will give them dirootl;^ of taking their part in nmioving it. 
Most of our energy in the house lias Ix^en taken up in asking or answering 
questions or in discussing resolutions. A somewhat profitless use of energy 
1 believe some of you think it. But to that I demur. By questions and 
answ-ering of questions, by resolutions and the discussion of resolutions we 
get to know each other’s minds. Covernmimt cannot do justice to itself, 
any more than it can do justice to the people over wimm it is set, unless 
both the people know the mind of Ciovernment and CTOV(jrnment knows the 
mind of the people : it is the duty of those of us who are officials, especially 
of my three colleagues and myself, to explain what (.lovernment think and 
whj'’ we think it, but it is no less the duty of tliose of you who are not 
officials to let me and Government know what the people whom you represent 
think. 

vSome of you have told me that my administration will be remembered 
chiefly' as the administration which enforced an Act which is not a Bengal 
Act,—the Dt^fence of India Act—, an Act which some of you say the people 
of Bengal do not like, and in the administration of which some of you find 
much to blame. I have spoktm of that Act before, and I air. going to speak 
of it again now. It is only ‘ fair to you and to my successor that I 
ah<>uld. Some of you believe—1 have heard you say so—that the greater 
proportion of those who liavo been dealt with under the Act have been 
proc(u)dcd against merelv because police officers have suspicions about them. 
I have told you before that that is not the case ; aiul I tell you again that 
it is nor the case. J have frequently asked those who made the statement 
to let me have the names of a few*, half-a-doscmi even out of the large, 
numbi'i*—they say it is far the larger proportion of approximately 800 people 
dealt with under either the Defence of India Act or Bengal Regulation III of 
1818—whom they believe to be merely the victims of police suspicion. 
They have not so far sent me any names. But 1 am having every case 
re-examined and most (larefiilly tabulated and 776 cases have been 
re-examined up to date. Of theoo— 

One hundred *and twenty-one have l>een implicated by their own 
confessions made here in Bengal. 

That is quite apart from some others who have made confessions to 
authorities outside of Bengal. A further 229 are implicated by confessing 
associates \rhosc statements are supported by corroborative evidence such 
as finds of arms or property known to have hoen stolen in dacoities or by 
documentary evidence or by their own conduct on arrest. 

One hundred and sixty-one are implicated by the confessions of 
associates, generally two or more, but without such corroborative evidence 
as I have just mentioned- 
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Eis Exeellent^ iJie President.

One hundred and ninetjr-itve are implicated by such corroborative 
evidence supported l)y statements made by informers. 

• 

And 70 have been implicated by evidence of informers coupled with 
evidence of associatton. Of thieve 70, 10 are accused by informers, who 
have been murdered. This streni^hens. to my mind, at least, the case for 
believing that the information given probably true. 

In six other eases bombs were produced by the sources who gave the 
information. 

In 21 more of the 70 cases what seems to be very strong evidence of 
association with knOtVn criminals is relied oh, in addition, of course, to the 

informer’s statement. 

* 

In 17 the men are accused though only on the evidence of informers 
ef such dangerous crimes, that t do not think Government would be justified 
in giving up such control as they have ctf them. 

In 16 more cases release has been granted or shortly will i)e granted. 
Releases from control under the Act since the beginning of this year amount 
to about 30. 

These figures show that the number of cases in which there is not 
something very definite to justify detention is under 6 per cent, of the 
whole of cases dealt with and in this number of less tlian 5 per cent, there 
is strong evidence of association in addition to informers’ statements. 

If what i have said is true, and I believe it is true, it is enough to 
show that there is no truth whatever in the accusation made against Govern¬ 
ment to the effect that we are dealing with these men merely on the suspicion 
of individual police officers. i 

I have only mentioned so far 776 cases. These 776 are the cases 
of which up to now a re-examihation has been made, but the comi^ete 
number of case^i dealt with altogether under the Act and under the 
Regulations in Bengal is 791. It is fair that I should point this out though 
it is not very material, for the difference is satisfactorily accounted for. 
There are three cases examined before but not yet rerexamined, I hardly 
expect to find anything wrong with these. The remainder are cases sent 
here by the Government of India with orders to intern or from other 
provinces and of three men belonging to other provinces dealt with by other 
Government^. 

There was one case in which a man was released just after the order 
issued as his was found to be a case of mistaken identity. 

As showing that the information received by the police is not as 
unr^iable as some (ff our critics tell us it is, I would like to point out 
to you that such information has led to 54 finds of aims and ammunition. 
Forty-seven of these were finds of pistols or pistol cailridges. In 20 of these 
oas^s the arms found have been identified as the stolen property of private 
persons who had complained of their loss by thefts or daooities in which 
people of the Bhadralok class were suspected at the time the losses occurred. 
It must, 1 think, strike you as si^ifioant that 14 of the personk dealt with 
were men actually seen shadowing police officers, and that in five oases the 
shadowing was followed by actual murder. 

Five of those whom we have dealt with,' while ip custody, threatened 
police officers with death, and three threatened witnesses ^th death. ^ 

8<»ne of you have told me you admit that the crimes exist ; you even 
admit that (^vernment may be. right in thesr ^eas as to who the criminals

«i^o, but you deny tbat tliu Qv^xice of India Act has been of any use. I do 
not agree you and f tell you why. I>efenoe of India Act was 

paased in'August 1914^ bijt tfhe infomatipn obtained by maane of the Act 
relates in some instantccff tp'crimes which,,Ve^ commttbed before the passing 
of the Act. We roughly speaking, nthe <jlapu^ary 1914 as the 

date on which we beigap to be able to deriy© any |>e^e5| frotn'disclosures made 
owing to the Defence bf India Act. Befcarethafi ahte there were 107 outrages 
of the kind we are octnnidering. Somd^e^4j]ie^me!il^««aEcerned in/85 of these 
were convicted. La a fair proportion, of cases approvers or informers have 
mentioned the names of men who hav,e #ubae^sntly been dealt with under 
the Defence of , India Aep when fettnd^ by /^Wernm^t to be reasonably 
suspected of complicity in other orirhos, but no clu©' whu|i%eyer has been found 
in 49 out of the 107 cases. 

Smoe January 1914 down the f,nj||ddla ,.of. laat manth there have 
been 67 caitrages—convictions have been obtmned asmnst men concerned 
in eight of these. Confessions naming somet at least of the perpetrators 
have been made in about 42 other cases^ and there is other evidence making 
aimilar disclosures in all but eif^t of the remainder. 1 unfortunate!^ 
must not disclose names, but' I can assure you that it is not at all 
a large proportion of ,those who have committed ontrages since January 
1914 to whose identity the poiici^haye no clUe, The total number of 
absconders is not large, that^oF those'whose naines are indefinitely known is 
very small indeed. But these numbers include some very dangerous men, 
and until these very dangerous men are tfnder our control, it would be most 
un'yirise for Government to deal as leniently'as I would like with other men 
who are mere tools—sometimes perhaps tools who have no idea to what evil 
purpose they themselves are bemg put* We‘cannot let our care slacken 
while there are men unoaught, who we believe have been concerned in two 
or in Some cases e\'(*n more—six in one case—murders. The Defence of 
India Act is what has helped us* I am only saying what I believe to be 
absolutely true when 1 say that the Defence of India Ac;t has helped to 
defend the young educated men of Bengal as n<^hing else has defended 
themr—not their own fathers-*—not their teachers for they were ignorant; 
not their associates, nor they them^lves for they were blind to tlie danger, 
against a mean criminal organisation which, while it pretends, to aim at 
freeing India from a foreign tyranny), is doing a great 'deal to bring Bengal 
mto a hatred which she does not deserve from her fellow provinces in India 
and which can only -rosult, in postponing of refcjrms w'hioh will benefit not 
Bengal only, but the whole of India. 

I have said, enough, gentlemen, on this subiect. 1 would ohiy once 
more appeal to you-—as I have appealed to you before—'not to disregard 
facts.

Sometimes 1 hope I do, but il 1 do so.at all, it is because f learned in Australia 
to appreciate an attitude of mind towards England which had 1 never been 
there I should never Ijuive known, and which has often been recalled to me 
in conversation with your most earnest thinkers here. 

To those of you I know 1 need say little It is your 

proud boast that your o^^ry aoti(^i hero is meant to benefit the people of the 
land ip which you serve, ijt yiw do but truly realise what the needs of the 
people are, your actions will wiii their otvn reward. I believe you could get 
more help than you do fraoa the peciplS in realizing this,’and it is Ipgely 
because I want you to' ^t^ m help chat I look forward to extension of 
education and df local seif-govommeat. Finally, I would ask those of you 
who are not Indians, and who are not officials, to think of your responsibilities. 
It is you and those of your class who went before you who have ntade India 
what she is—the moat valued dependency of the British Empire, and one on 
which cAher Empires look with Icmging eyes. You, far more thlan any 
Government officials—have developed Calcutta and with Calcutta what makes 
most for stability in India ; and it is with you—far more than with any 
Government officials that the future of Bengal rests. No one can say that 
you have not given thought to what you are doing here, no one can accuse 
you of idleness,or of want of intelligence, but if you look to the future—if you 
watch the tendency of events and the growth of thought among the people 
around you—I do think you must feel that problems are springing up the , 
solution of which must affect you and your successors and which may either 
benefit you or hurt you and your successors, according as you take or do not 
take a share in their sdutioii. I would appeal to, you to do your best to 
understand what is going on around you. As Governor I have been helped 
by all classes. I am grateful to all for their help. Hut this I venture to 
say—Indians would have lielped me more if they had shown me that they 
were more closely united in their aspirations, and Englishmen would have 
helped me more if they had shown me better that they knew what Indian 
aspirations are. I have been here daring an interesting time, I leave you just 
when a still more interesting time is beginning. It has been iny groat /object 
while here to try and induce all to work together and to see^-each other’s 
point of view. How far I have succeeded I may never know, but this 1 do 
know that without mutual understanding among all whose interests lie in 
Bengal, Bengal cannot take, as I sincerely trust she may, the leading part in 
the political and industrial progress of India. 

Gentlemen, I have said enough—I now merely wish you—and in 
doing so, I avail myself of a President’s privilege, against which there 
is no appeal, to -wish you on behalf of my wife as well as of myself— 
Ifood-bye.”

1. Interest on the Government Promissory Notes for the time being repre¬ 
senting the Endowment Funds (including the share of the Note No 018H7B for 
R5,00,000 in the Lucknow Treasury) shall bo draAvn as the same accrues dut: 
by the Accountant-General Bengal wdio shall credit the same to the ‘‘iSib- 
tainabad Eraambarra Endowment Fund ” for which a personal ledger account 
will be opened in the Bank of Bengal in favour of the Superintendent of 
Political Pensions the account being charged with the amounts draAvn by the 
Superintendent on cheques upon the bank. 

2. The Trustees shall every year draAV up a budget estimate, of the expen¬ 
diture required for the maintenance of tlie Emambarra and burial ground 
wdiich shall be submitted for the sanction of the Superiniondent of Political 
Pensions. 

3. The Trustees shall appoint a Manager subject to the sanction of the 
Superintendent of Political Pensions w ho shall be empowered to submit requi¬ 
sition for ordinary and recurring expenditure to the Superintendent of I’olitical 
Pensions, If such bills arc ithin the sanctioned estimates cheques shall be 
drawn by the Superintendent of Political Pensions for the amount. Other 
bills shall be paid cfii the requisition of the Trustees in meeting if the Superin¬ 
tendent shall approve of the expenditure proposed. 

4. The Manager of the Emambarra shall also be in charge of the burial 
ground and the small mosque above referred to. 

5. The Manager may ap]>omt and dismiss the servants of the Emambarra 
and burial ground subject to the approval of the Trustees and the Superinten¬ 
dent of Political Pensions. The Trustees may remove the Manager in case of 
misconduct subject to the Supointendeut’s sanction. 

6. Regular accounts of expenditure shall be prepared by the Manager 
once a month and shall be submitted through the Trustees to the Superinten¬ 
dent of Political Pensions for his inspection. 

7. The Manager should perform all religious ceremonies under the instruc¬ 
tions of the Trustees. If there should be a difference of opinion among the 
several Trustees the matter sliall be decided by the majority. The minorit}" 
may however appeal to the Superintendent against any decision of the major¬ 
ity and until such an appeal has been decided by the .Superiuten.dent^he can 
suspend any action by a majority of the Trustees which a minority oi them 
have appealed against. W^hen an even number of Trustees is ])resent and they 
are equally divided upon any point they should appeal to the feupermtendeut 
to decide on the matter in dispute. 

8. The right of removing any Trustees on their conducting the affairs of 
the Emambarra in opposition to the object of this Trust or on fheir \iolating 
any rules which may be in force at the time and of appointing new Trustees in 
the place of those dying or removed shall be vested in tho Superintendent of 
Political Pensions subject to the approval of tho Government of Bengal. 

9. The Trustees shall hold meetings once a month. The proceedings of 
each meeting shall be submitted to the Superintendent of Political Pensions.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND llEASONS. 


Thk Bombay Central Co-operative Bank, Limited, under ita agreement, dated 7th 
October, 1911, with the Secretary of State for India in Council, is authorised to issue 
debentures up to the value of three times the paid-up share capital, and the Swreteiy or State 
for India in Council has guaranteed the payment of interest at the rate of 4 per centum 
per annum, upon debentures to be issued by the Bank, until such detentures^ are wholly 
off or redeemed. The Bank has been registered under the Co-operative Societies Act. 
the Bank been registered under the Indian Companies Act, these debentures would, under the 
existing clause (c) of section 20 of tlie Indian Trusts Act, 1882, have been securities m 
which trustees could invest trust-money but, under existing circumstances, ^ has beeii held 
that such debentures cannot be regarded as trust securities, iior would Courts of Wards 
ordinarily be jnstified iu investing their funds in securities, such as those of Co-operative 
Societies, unless they are recognized under the Indian Trusts Act. At the same t^e, it wa* 
found that there were certain large agricultural communities^ in the^ Bombay Presidency 
holding trust fnnds in their corporate capacity which were anxious to invest their funds in 
some investment which, while returning a reasonable rate of interest, would at the same time 
be actively beneficial to their community. Moreover, under present conditions, a trustee, 
desirous of benefiting agriculture rather than commerce, cannot fiml any trust stock to meet 
his requirements. 

The object of the proposed amendment is to rectify this anomaly, and to remove a 
difficulty which hinders the activities of a useful institution The amendmem is n^de 
specifically applicable to the dobeutures of the Bombay Central Co-operative Bank, Limited, 
because in the case of no other similar Bank in the country has the Secretary of State 
guaranteed payment of interest. Hitherto debentures have been issued to the extent of 
Us. 6,08,000. 'I'he amendment will, it i., hoped, enable the Bank to issue debentures 
up to the maximum by making them available as trust .securities, and thus obtain funds 
from fl suitable fourcc for tlic purpose of making to Co-operative Societies advances 
recoverable in easy instalments, for the relief of agricultural Indebtedness.

i. The Committee considered that the most cuitahle form of relief to grant in ca^ where 
a document had been improperly acceiited for regi.stration by a registrar or sub-registrar was 
to allow the document to be registered over again witbin four months the discovery of 

the mistake or in cases where the mistake could have been discovered before the passing or 
the Bill within three mouths from the date when the Bill may become law. It was thought 
that there should be a permanent provision in the Act to this effect and that it could be taken 
advantage of in case similar mistakes were matle in the future. 

3. The Hon'ble Mover thought that since the decision of the Privy Council referred to in 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons it was probable that many suite had bron dismiss^ by 
rca&OB of ftimilar mistakes in regletration offices in the United Provinces. The Committee, 
however, had no information as to the number of cases which might be involved, and as to the 
desirabilRy of reopening proceedings in them ; and as there is no reason to believe that such 
oases have occurred in any other province, the Committee thought that it might appropriately 
be left to the United Provinces themselves to deal with this question, and they were unwilling 
to recommend that any provision should be made in the present Bill to deal with them.

Ch&r&Cter of tho soason. —'I'hr raiuiall in ili(' months of S<>pttMnl>or 
and October was much in excess ol’ the normal. Consequently sowings 
could not ho.doiKi in proper time in most districts. Untimely heavy showers 
during the first part of Nov(‘inl>er interfered with fiirtlier sowings and 
caused some damage to the crops in areas already sc^wn. A period of drought, 
howev(u-, followed and extended up to the (U)d of .lanuary affecting tht* 
growth of the crops in [)laees t,o some (extent, lint the rainfall in February 
has improved the prospects of some of tln^ crops. On the whole the season 
may ho regarded as a fair one. 
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Acreaia.—The normal, area under the different rahi crops in the 
Province dealt with in the forecast, is estimated at 3 989,200 acres. The 
area actually sown this year is reported to be 3,021,600 acres against 
3,025,600 acres last year. The area under summer {jboro) rice is reported 
this year to. be 375,400 against 404,600 acres last year, or a decrease of 29,200 
acres. The decrease is due mainly to the revision of the Nuakhali figures on 
the basis of the settlement records. 

Outturn. —The estimated percentages of outturn in the 16 districts 
where rahi crops are most important, are as follows ;—Nadia 52, Murshida- 
bad 83. dessore 53, Burdwan 78, Midnapore 70, Rajshaiii 80, Jalpaiguri 81, 
llangpur 100, Pabna 80, Malda 76, Dacca 92, MyinenKingli 83, Faridpur 78, 
Bakarganj 98, Tippera 79 and Noakhali 88. 

According to estimates of District Officers, tlie outturn of the different 
rahi crops for the Province as a whole works out to 81 per cent, of tlie 
normal against 75 per cent, of last year. 

Accepting 90 per cent, as the outturn of sumiiu r rice, the gross yield of 
the crop for the Province on the basis of a normal yield of 13j inaunds of 
clean grain per acre, is estimated at 3,351,000 ewts. against 3,290,600 cwts. 
last year. The increase works out to about 2 pm- ctmt. on last year’s 
outturn.

Owing to the war, sevoral amendments of 
the land laws have l)een discussed and considered by tho Government, l)ut 
liave not yet l)een brought up, but it is more than likely that during Your 
E.xctdlenoy’s reyime. these matters will come up before the Council, and we 
siiK^erely bo,)e that, as a gn?at landowner yourself.

Bengal is pri'-einiiumt ly an agricultural,country, and wo can confidently 
diopo Your Exeellcucy will take a keen interest in all ag^dcultural movements 
and deveb^pments. fm- we are certain that a traveller whose keen jiercojUion 
dill not ovum fail to notice the primitive male of ploughing of a halti in the 
vdllage of Hardas on the l)orders of Baltisfhan, is certain to be engrossed in 
tho problems of agriimlturai and rural Bengal, including that beautiful 
Himalayan region which still probably indulges in many a primitive labourer 
like the Bald of, Hardas (jr a keen .sAZ/carf like Gesso the Shepherd. As 
President of this (Council, wo expect from you, Sir, from your great exporieuce 
in the mother of Parliaments, to guide us in our deliberations, to improve 
<jur rules of busim^ss and moles of discussion and to extend to us that 
courtesy and cooperation which alone can v’ouchsafe the success of Council 
debates and deliberations. Once more Sir, wo welcome you.” 

The Hon’ble ^lu. Carter said ;— 

“My Lord, It is my privilegt' on behalf of the European mercantile com¬ 
munity of Calcutta to welcome you as Governor of Bengal, the largest and 
most important Presidency of the Indian Empire.

It is not necessary fo/ine to point out to you the g-roat advantages which 
the merchants of Calcutta derive by knowing that times bo 

in personal touch with Che Governor, his Council and officials, more especially 
in the8(» times when we all requite assistance to iurther the ttade and 
commerce of this great city. 


When we heard of your appointment to the liigh office of Governor of 
Bengal, we considered ourselves especially fortunate. India rejoiced when 
Lord Curzon was designated as Viceroy of India, and Bengal rejoices now 
that you have been cliosen as its new Governor—the second Governor of this 
great Presidency. 


We welcome you, My Lord, as statesman, sportsman, scholar and traveller. 
Your name is familiar to us, as it is onjy quite recently that you were 
amongst us as a member of the Public Services Commission, but it is as 
a statesman and a member of the House of Commons, and from the experience 
you have gained from that assembly, that vve look to you to maintain the 
dignity of this Council Chamber. 

Your career has been an intert'Kl.ing one, and from your earliest days you 
have set yourself to master the problems of the East, and no one perhaps 
knows the East and its difficultii'S better than yon do; for tfiis reason. 
My Lord, you are emiuontly suitable to preside over the dostiiiios of so 
vast a Province as that of Bengal. 

As a sportsman, we wisli you eveiy luck and I hope when tiie war is 
over and you can spare’ time from the onerous duties of your post, that you 
will be able to add fresli trophies in Bengal to those you liave already won 
elsewhen*. Your books show that you have ul ways t aken a keen interest in 
Indian life and j'olicy and that it is no superticial knowledge which you 
■possess of India, its manners and its customs. 

You have, come, My Lord, straight from Euglaiul, where at the pre^sent 
time every thought and action of her people is centred on the war. and you 
may have heard it said that wc' British in India have not had the war 
brought lioiiK' to us. Tt is true that, life' in India has gone on much as before, 
and it is only now tiiat c'li r taxes can even. compare with those at home, but 
all the saincp w'e, too. Lave paid the hitter toll of war, in friends, in relative's, 
in sons, and I vontifi e to say that there is proportionatc'ly as much mourning 
.‘imongst us in India as there is at home. Tt has also been said that India has 
not done her share. My Lord, whst the individual can do, J c'laim UiOSt 
ompliatieally that wc have done. Hundreds of our best young men have gone 
to jcjin ihe aiiTiy, (mcouraged and assisted by t hoir empdoyers. War funds 
have always commanded whatever subscriptions were requirc^d, and war work 
has been carricHi on all over the* country by indefat/gahlo workers of all grades 
of society, from the highest to the lowest. If eoinpulsorv service and war 
taxation have; only eomo now, the fault is not ours. We would have wel¬ 
comed them long ago as wo w(dcome now any burdens which Governmemt 
may place; on ns, knowing that any fresh hurdc'n will help to lighten the lot of 
those brave men who arc; lighting for our liberty and c)ur homos in the 
various theatn s of the war. 


Our late Governor, Lord (Lirmichael, in his farciwell speech in this 
(L.uncil Chamber just a fortnight ago, .said that PLiglishmen would have 
helloed him nioie if thc^y had shown him better that they knew what Indian 
asjiirations wc’jc’. I hope. My Lord, when the time eonu’S for you to lay down 
the reins of c/ffioe that yon will be able to say that Piuropeans, and especially 
the merchants of Calcutta, have; given you all the help you required in the 
governrnemt of this gi-eat Provinpe.” 
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The Hon’ble Dr. Deba Prasad Sarbadhikari said :— 

My Lord, on behalf of the very important interests I have the honour of 
representing on Your Excellency’s Council, I beg to associate myself warmly 
and whole-heartedly with the welcome that has been extended to Your 
Excellimcy. It is significant (Sf the strenuous times awaiting Your Excellency 
that within a '.cry few hours of Your Excellency’s arrival after a perilous and 
delayed journey, Your Excellency is call(‘d upon to prijside over tin' delibera¬ 
tions of your L(igislative Council. Wc? have every confidence that Youi- 
Excellency’s euorgies and resources will fully equal to this strenuous 
work, in helping which Your Excellency can lady on your i;oll(%'igues in this 
(Jouncil. One of the most. important of (piesl ions that will await Your 
lOxcellency’s cand'ul and earm.'st consideration is that of e<iucation, which in 
the forceful ami felicitous language of Mis Excellency the V iceroy in a ri'cent 
s])cech, is one of the to\ichstoni‘s of civilization, d'hat (piestion will grow in 
im))ortance more than ever during Your Excelhmcy’s regime. As the Head 
of the (Jovernment of liengal and as Heel or of tin' (.ialentta Umvi'i’sity. V*our 
Excelle icy’s share in the work will inde.ed he vtu'y lar'i-e. Primary, Sm-on- 
dary. Ilnivers.ty. Professional ami ’reelinn/al Eclueation will .alike ci.iim Your 
E-Xcellejicy’s attention and satisfactory selution of (picst ions aifocting these 
impertiinr dejitirtment.s of knowledg(' will helj) tim solution of many a 
troulilons out standing question that will face V*oui' Excellency m a iminis- 
ti'ring the all'aii'S of Bengal, 'hhe Bengal Amhnlance (iorps. the Bengali 
Doijhh; Conipany and the Bengali Battalion that i.s in the making.arc hut a 
small (’.ariK'st of the eapahilities of Bengal’s m.auhood, towards which educa¬ 
tion has heioi eontrilidting an important part. But as Lord (He^-lmsford 
olisi'fvc'fl in another inqxirtaut speeeh the other dtiy, the country’s womauhooii 
doe.s not seem to lie keeping' pace witli the s(*eming progri'ss of its manhood. 
In equalising thitigs tilleetiiig this most import,aut matter, our efl’orts must be 
wi'll sustained and no sclieme of education can he possihly complete, that does 
not fully take the tteuutry’s womanhood into eoiisidmaition. I would for a 
momi'nt direet Your Excelleney s attention i-o our visitors’ gallery, that is, 
for the first time to my kuowlttdge, crowded to-day, hy our ladies, anxious, 

1 tak(*. it, to share in tlje warmth of tlye Council s widcoine to you. Tliis 
unfamiliar and unreliearsi* 1 seemq t his effective though silent a]>peal. will ’lo 
doubt bring home to Your Exeelleucy the importance of the (juestion. Lady 
Konaldshay can be of great use to Your Excellency in the solution of this 
moinontoUH i>rohleiri an I I cordially extend my welcome to Her Excellency as 
well. , 

The Hon’ble Habu Surendba Nath Ray said ^ 

‘‘My Lord, as rejn'esenting in Your Lordship’s Council the Municipalities 
of the Presidency Division, which is the prainier division in tliis Presidency, 

1 cordially welcome Y<.)iir Lordship. Your Lordship comes here with experience 
of the country and its people. Your Lordship has alrt'ady had to stu(l3'^ some 
of the important questions which are now agitating the educated community 
of the country. Considerable changes, bofdi material and intellectual, have 
undergone in this country within the last quarter of a century—a fact 
admitted by people of all shades of opinion. If India of to-day is not the 
India of 20 years • ago, Bengal which is the most intellectual among the 
Provinces of India, is not the Bengal of .5 years ago. A change has come over 
the> spirit of the people of this land and we ■want that that spirit should be 
accorded the fullest sympathy of the administrators. The country is now 
full of now hopes, new aspirations .and new ideas. It has pleased Providence 
to place the destinies of^his country at such a time in your Lordship’s hands. 
We know that our hopes and aspirations cannot be realised wifliin a day. But 
we want that our hopes and aspirations may be looked upon with sympathy and 
early opportunity be taken to give effect to them. You will find us, the 
representatives of the people of this Presidency, ready to co-operate with the 
Government in all that concerns the well-being of the land. We want to 
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co-operate with Government in the work of every day administration. \ou 
will find in as, the educated community of this Presidency, true friends of the 
British Government, loyal, peace-loving, law-abiding and above ail grateful. 
My Lord, as Yoor Lordship oncxf said on a veciuit occasion, a good deal could 
be done if there was determine*! gixjd will on both sides, I can assure Your 
Lordship that it Your Lordship’s Government extends it,rf confi lenoe to the 
representatives cf the people, that wnfidiMitv' will be reciprocated and will bind 
the Government and the people in indissoluhle unity.” 

The Ilon’hle Maulvi A. K, Faxl -ul-Haq said ;— 

My Lord, 1 desire to associate myself most whole-heartedly with the 
words of welcome which have just bo m uttered. I deem it a very great honour 
to be one of the very few to offer Your Excellency the first words of welcome 
on this occasion of Your Kicolloncy H first appearance a« the Governor of 
this Presidency and President of the I/egislative Council. I jioed Ijardly 
reiterate the hope which has been so ekxjueiitly expressed by one of niy 
Hon’ble colleagues that Your E-vcellency’s administration may mark an era of 
continued prosperity for the people on tlm basis of a j.)e;ice{ul consolidation of 
the progress already achieved uniler Vour Excolleiicy’s distinguishe*.! 
predecessor. Nor need I reiterate tlie assurance that has been given that 
Your Excellency can always count upon tlie loyal help and ccr-operation of the 
non-official members of this-Council in the manifold varieties of tho task of 
administration. No snch assurance is nertie<l, because 1 do not know of any 
instance where this help has betm sought and has not been fretdy given, Tho 
services of the noo-offieial members of this L'ouncil are not being utilised to 
the tYXtent that they ought to be. We an* in theory, my Lord, the chosen 
repivsentatives of the people, but 1 have always felt that in shaping the 
policy of the administration, our voice in the Councils of Government is 
sometimes of as little weight and value as that of the man in the moon. 

I do not, however, wish to mardhc cordiality of our words of welcome by 
raising discordant notes of criticism, but the thought came uppermost in my 
mind and I could not help giving expression to it. My Lord, 1 have tho good 
fortune of having entered the (Jouncil from tho very beginning, and five years 
of association in working with Lord Carmichaid has accustomed me to 
leniency at the hands of the. President. I sincerely hope that Your Excellency 
will extend to us that latitude in the disciifi.Hion of all questions which we 
enjoyed at the hands of Your flxcollency’s predecessor. My Lord. I do not 
wish to take up tlie time of tbe I niuncil any further. On behalf of the 
Muhammadan members of this Council, roprescwiting tbe five divisions of 
Bengal, I offer to Your Excellency a most cordial welcome.” 

The Hon'hie Rai Radha ChakanPal Bahadur said :— 

“ My Lord, on behalf of my countryiueu and particularly of the constituency 
which 1 have the honour to represent, I bog to accord to Your Excellency a most 
cordial welcome on the assumption of your exalted office. The Warrant of 
our Gracious and beloved Sovereign which was read out yesterday in the 
Throne Room is pregnant with deep meaning. Our Sovereign has placed his 
trust is you in appesnting you to the high office and we loyally, respectfully 
and humbly welcome you as our ruler in the same spirit of trust and confidence 
that our destinies are safe in yoiir hands. Your Excellency has been sent by 
Ilis Gracious Majesty to rule over Bengal at a momentous period of her history. 
Bengal at this moment is throbbing with the pulsations of a new life which 
with Your Excellency’s sympathetic and watchful care may srpell for ns an 
ora of progress and prosperity. We are on the eve of great changes, both 
administrative and legislative, promising largtir and wider scope to the long- 
cherished hopes and aspirations of my countrymen, which* have received such 
a strong impetus from the progressive policy of British Rule in India. The 
fortunes of tbe foremost Province in India liave been committed to your care 
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And evon though yAur aBeuniption of oftice datoa back only ffom yesterday, 
millions of my countrymen are anxiously avvaiting the }j()licy which Your 
Excellency’s administration will inaugurate in this eventful period of out 
national existence. My Lord, the lack of understanding which So long Sdetned 
to separate the two great sections of His Majesty's subjects is now dis* 
appearing as it is bound to do in the growing solidarit)' of feeling that India 
cannot exist without England and that England cannot exist without 
India—a,feeling which has led to the comradeship in the battlefield where. 
Indians and Englishmen are fighting together for their King and Country. 
The moment is opportune and tlie tide is favourable and the pK‘,ople are sanguine 
that Your Excellency will rise to the occasion to enable Bengal to realise 
her destiny under your rule and I can assure Your Excellency that you will not 
find any lack of co-operation from the non-official fnembers of your 
OottnciL 

Among the measures which will engAgo Your Eixcellency’s attention, 

I may l>e permitted to mention one in which the seat of your Government, 

1 mean Calcutta, is intimately interested, and speaking ofi behalf of the citizens 
of Calcutta I would take this opportunity to j/ress ujion Your Excellency’s 
attention the prayer of the people for the restoration of its lost privilege 
whicli forms the fundamental basis of Municipal Self-Government in this 
country. 

In conclusion, I wish to assure Your Excellency of our loyal co-operation 
in the arduous task which Your Excellency has been called upon to undertake 
AS Governor of Bengal.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Martin limid 

” My Lord,—The Hon’blo Mr. Carter has welcomed you on behalf of the 
ctmimercial community of Calcutta. To his woj^ds, I have little to add. Wliat 
aftects Calcutta in the larger issues affects the mufassal also, but, having the 
hfxnour to represent cfTmmercial interests in the mnfaesal, 1 feel it cannot bo oat 
of place to extend to Your Excellency a most hearty welcome on. behalf of that 
community. Your Excellency will no doubt have many opportunities of 
gaining first-hand knowledge of the questions wliich more nearly affect Us, 
and I feel sure we may count on y<jur sympathy for our particular aspirations 
and on your assistance in bringing tlnen to fruition. 

Once more, my Lord, I have no hesitation in asserting that the mufassal 
i» in no way behindhand in welcoming Your Excellency most cordially.” 

His E.xrELLENCY said :— 

” Gentlemen,—T should like to take this opportunity of expi’cssing my 
very deep appreciation of the very kindly welcome which you, as members of 
tlie Bengal Legislative Council, have extonde<l to me this morning. One of 
the speakers expressed the hop>e that in presiding over your deliberatkms I 
should grant you that latitude which, 1 understood him to say, it hatl been 
the cusiom of my predecessor to allow in couduetiug your discuseions. Well, 
gentlemen, as far as that goes, I believe that I am now making a good start. 

1 am not fully conversant yet with all the rules of procedure in this Council, 

* but it w'ould certainly be ocaisiderad irregular, to say the least of it, if we 
were allowed sjjeeclies or discussions of any kind in the House of Coipmous 
when there was no motion before th© House. Th© fact that I am allowing a 
discussion to take place in these circumstances to-day, may assure my ho.i’ble 
friends that I do not propose to exercise ray authority too rigorously over the 
proceedings of this Council. Gentlemen, I thank you not only for the cordiality 
of yoiir welcome, but I thank, you also for the expression of your intention to 
grant me and my Government all the assistance tliat lies in y©ur power to do. 
1 very much appreciate that expression of your intention. I believe that the 
Council in Bengal is in many respects, if not in all, the most adv»nceti Oounoil 
in British India. You have on this Council an actual majority a£ non-official 
Indian members and when one of the speakers said that he sometimes felt 
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Hie Excellency— concld. 

that the camions which they were able to bring to bear upon the Government 
were of little more value than what could be brought by the man in the 
moon', I think he was very much underrating both his 6wn abilities and the 
abilities of his colleagues and f he power which they aro able to bring to bear 
upon Government opinion and Government action. 

Gentlemen, some of the speak(.‘rs have referred to the fact that at the 
present serious crisis in our country, it is liardly possible lor this (.hiunoil 
to undertake any very larg(* measures oi legislation. 1 here.is an under¬ 
standing that matters of acute controversy sliould not he allowed to raise 
their heads among us during tlu' progress oi the war, and that lor tlie very 
go(xi reason we all desire to concenM'ar,i‘ the whole of our ont'rgies and our 
abilities upiin the successful prosecution oi the wav. Gontlemen, 1 am (juite 
sure that the Hon’ble Mr. (’arter need have no b'ars tliat we in England do 
not realize tlie saerilices which hav.' Iieeii in iih‘ by all eeininiinities in India 
on behalf of the Plinpire in this great juiielure in our history. \Ve know 
well that you havt' sacrilieed Initli blool and l-n asiin\ lavishly and gcuierunsly, 
to tissirtt us in proseeilt ing tJie great struggle In whieh wi* are now engaged. 
W'e j'caJize tliat, and we are deeply gi'iiti lul I'orit. W e tin* grateful too, t hat 
on account of this struggle, you ha\e ihenlel to sink, so far aspissible, 
controversial dillVrenees in Iiniia ilseli. We are grateful for this beeaiise, 
until and unh'ss we can bring this terril'le sii’tiggle which is shaking the ver\ 
foundajiiun.s of civilization as we mnlei stand it, and of aU Iiberal institutions 
as we undru'stand tlieni—till 1 say. \>e can bring that great strug'gh* Io a 
stlcci'ssfttl issue on behalf of eivilizat ion, of fi-eeihim and of right—it is impos¬ 
sible for us to be tissured that wt- e in eoiita’inie in peac*' and prosperity t o 
carry on and advance the work of political and admiriistnilive progress within 
our owui bordors. 

Gentlemen, it is not my intention to ib'tain you at great length on this 
occasion. More tliau one speaker has referred to the fact that 1 am not 
altogether a stranger to this country.

I tliink. on five dilferent 
occasions, and I liave done iny best during the course of my visits to stttdy 
and to try to understand the aspirations ut its people, but 1 would not have 
you suppose for one moment that, because 1 have done this, 1 do tiot realize 
that I have very much to iearii. 1 am by no means so foolish as to suppose 
that the observations which 1 liave been able to make as a private visitor 
have enabled me to g"' at the root of the mtiny problems which must con¬ 
front the administrator, and I only regard my jirevious studios with satisfac¬ 
tion to the extent that they constitute a foundation, as it were, upon whieh I 
may now base a closer and a more profound study of the many problems and 
questions with which I shall tie faced. 

Gentlemen, I will not now detain you any longer from the regular pro¬ 
ceedings of the Gouncil. Once more I thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for your kindly cordial welcome.”

A« for the increase 
in 1917-18 larger receipts are expected in the districts of Jalpaiguri and 
Hakar^anj. 

lA Stdiniis .—The rc'venuo from Stamps for l9i6-17 was estimate 1 at 
Kb. 2,24,00,000. The actuals in 1915-16 amounted to Rs. 2,24,37,840, and 
the collections in the first nine months of 1916-17 show an increase of 
Rs. 20,39,000, owing to the large business in tea and jute and to the 
realization of largtu- death duties, as compared with the actuals of the 
corresponding pm-iiKl of the preceding year. In view of these figures 
the revised estimate for 1916-17 has been provisionally placed at 
Rs. 2,45,00,000. Allowing for a progressive increase of 8 lakhs, the 
estimate for 1917-18 lias been passed for Rs. 2,.53,00,000. The Pi*ovincial 
share is one-half, ami amounts to Us. 1,22,.50,000 for 1916-17 and 
Rs. 1,26,50,000 for 1917-18. 

16, Excise .—The budget estimate of the total revenue under this head 
for 1916-17 was passed at Rs. 1.50,50,000. The actuals in 1915-16 amounted 
to Rs. 1 51,40.074. and those in the first eleven months of 1916-17 show a 
decrease of Rs. 5,66,000 as compared with tlje actuals of the corresponding 
period of the preceding year ; the revised estimate for 1916-17 has been placed 
at Rs. 1 45 00,0(K). The total consumption of country spirits in this Presi¬ 
dency up U) December 1916 amounted to 448,377 pJ^oof gallons against 
475,999 proof gallons in the corresponding period of the preceding year, 
‘showing a decrease of 27,622 proof gallons. The decrease was mainly due 
to the continuance of the economic depression and high prices caused by 
the war. Similarly llu're is a decrease of consumption in ganja of 512 seers 
and opium of 4,905 seers in the first nine months. The decrease is due to an 
increase in retail prices. During the continuance of the vvar the receipts 
under this head are not expected to rise much, but allowing for a small 
improvement of 1 lakh the estimate for 1917-18 has, been placed at 
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Re. 2,46,00,000. Theee eetiinates include the income ffoln new tixatimi on 
liquors imposed under notification dated the 6tli March l^ln, ^“loh was 
estimated to bring* ip an inci’ease of Ks. 50,000 in 1916-17 ; thja la now 
estimated ac Rs. 72,000 for both the years 1916-17 and lJfl7-18. 

17. Provincial —The collections from the Public Works cess have 

been surrendered to District Boards with effect from the let April 1913, but 
the arrears of 1912-13 and the preceding years are still under collection. 
These amounted to Rs. 29,219 ih the first eight months of 1916-17, and the 
revised estnnate for these collections has been placed at Ks.. 40,000. It is 
anticipated that no arrears will be left for collection in 1917-18. Under 
General Rates for the management of pnvato estates the estimate of receipts 
for I9l7-l8 is Rs. 1,18,000 against Rs. 1,05,000, the revised estimate for 
1916-17, and Rs. 1,06,171, the actuals of 1915-16. 

18. Income Tax .—The budget estimate for 1916-17 was Rs. 1.06,80,000. 

The actual collections in 1916-16 aniounted to Rs. 72,26,611, and the 
collections in the first eleven months of the year 1916-17 showed an 
increoee of Rs. 86,03,000 over those of the corresponding period of 
last year. Though the estimate under this head was carefully {.repared, it 
Was not realized that the profits of companies and firms, particularly those 
engaged in the supply of war materials, would reach the enormous figures which 
the accounts of their working in the year*1915-i6 have shown, ft is now 
expected that the total receipts from this source? will exceed the estimate 
by Rs. 53,20,000, The revised estimate for 1916-17 has been j'laced at 
Rs. 1,60,00,000. The coal and jute trades continue to exhibit marked prosperity 
and very high profits, and an increase of 20 lakhs is anticipated in 1917-18- 
The estimate for 1917-18 has accordingly been placed at Rs. 1,80,00,000, The 
Provincial share is ono-half, and amounts to Rs. 80,00.000 and Rs. 90,00,000 
for 1916-17 and 1917-18, respectively. In framing the estimate for 1916-17 
it was calculated that the increase in revenue duo to enhanced taxation 
would amount to Rs. 40,80,000, and as the increased taxation was 
intended for the benefit of Imperial revenues, an assignment of 
Rs. 20,40,000 from Provincial to Imperial revenues was etUf^red in 
tbe^ budget for 1916-17. In March last the Government of India decided 
that the amount of this assignment would be liable to revision when 
normal financial conditions are restored, and it was possible to frame 
a reliable estimate of the normal yieldfrom the enhanced taxation. 
In view, however, of the vei^ large inarease in the revenue the Local 
Government did not feel justified in adhering to the assignment which 
was fixed in March last, and therefore decided to haml over at once 
to Imperial revenues the benefit of the enhanced taxation. The assign¬ 
ment, one-half of tins amount of revenue due to the enhanced taxation,

The collections in the first eleven months of 1916-17 show an increase of 
Rs. 75.000 as compared with tnose of the corresponding period of last year, 
and the i-evised estimate for 1916-17 has been placed at Rs, 12,40,00o! 
The Conservator expects some increase in the current year from unsold 
stock in Buxa and the Sundarbans, while he anticipates larger sales next 
year from the improvement in the timber market.

expected to eontinne in 1917-18. tin; estimate for that year has been 
passed for Rs. 7,81,000, including Ks. 7,32.400 from cinclionu. 

31. Receijits in aid oj superannuation. —The budget ('stimate for 1916-17 
was Rs. 56,000 against Hs. ,o4,583, the actuals oi 191,5-16. Tlie aiitnals 
of the first eight months for 1916-17 tend to* show that tin* estimate 
for the year will fe icalizi'd, and both the revised estimate for 191()iJ7 
and the estimate for 1917-18 liave been passed for Hs. .56,000. 

32. Stationery and Printing. —The estimate for 1916-17 was Rs. 1,27,000 
against Rs. 1,33,395, the actuals of 1915-16. riie actuals of the first 
nine months of 1916-17, howevi-r, show an increase of Rs. 18,146 over those 
of tl]|||porresponding j en'od of Insf year, and the revised estimate has 
been IHptaced at Rs. 1,43.000. 'J'he budget estimate for 1917-18 is 
Rs. 138,000. 

33. Misc^ellatieousi —-The receipts for 1916-17 were estimated at 
Rs. 6,52,000 against Rs. 6,65,208, the actuals of 1915-16, which included 
Re. 5,42,506 from Unclaimed dep(«its. The budget estimate under this 
sub-head was Rs. 5,50.000, but in the revised estimate this lias been 
reduced to Rs. 6,38,000 ; the total receipts bave however been raised to 
Rs. 7,37,000 including Rs. 90,000 expected as recoveries of famine expendi¬ 
ture by sale-pnxsceds of kkud rice and manufactures by weavers under 
relief. The estimate for 1917-18 is Rs. 6,68,000, and includes Rs. 5.50,000 
for Unclaimed deposits and nothing for rocoverii's of famine expenditure. 

34. Irjdgation—Major Works {Direct PeCyeipis)^ —The budget estimate 
for 1916-17 was Rs. 2,57,000 against Rs. 2,78,079, the actuals of 1015-16. 
The collections in the first nine months ftf 1916-17 show an increase of 
Rs. 10,698, ami the revised estimate lias been placed at Rs. 2,90,000. 
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The increase is chioliy in receipts I'rom the water rates of the Midnapore 
Canal, and is due to the area under lease beinp; greater than was anticipated 
in the budget. It is not expected that the area under lease will remain 
the saine in 1917-18.

The Hon’ble Rai Rauha Charan Pal Bahapur moved the following 
Resolution ;— 

This Council recommends to flu; Governor in Council that the Govern¬ 
ment do take into consideration the amendment of the Bengal Land Rev'enue 
Sales Act, 1859 (XI of 1859). 

He said :—“ My Lord, at the outset, I desire to explain that the object df 
my moving this rescJution is to remove an obstacle which stands solid in 
the way of development of c(*rtain areas within the Calcutta Corporation-^—’ 
areas which are capable'of groat improvements but owing to this difficulty 
are remaining undeveloi)ed. Under the present rules of the Board of Revenue 
these areas cannot be made rent-free. Under sections 15 and 16 of the 
(Land Revenue Sale Act as they stand, they are not immune from sale for 
arrears of revenue and their titles are not as perfect as titles of ]>rop'^rtios in 
Pre.sidency towns should be. Preferential treatment to titles of properties in 
the Presidency towns have always been aoconded owing to the high prices of 
such properties in asmuch as the Bengal Tenancy Acts does not apply to proper¬ 
ties in the Presidency towns ; and lastly the existing system of division of 
holdings are not adequate to help to the development of the areas. 

There are three alternative ways of removing this difficulty : ^rsf, to 
allow revenues of the properties vsdthin this area to be redeonjod on payment 
of thirty times of the annual amount as is done in cases of all properties 
in Calcutta and its suburbs under paragraph 2, section 4 of the Board’s Tauzi 
Manual ; secondly, to accept the amendments of the sections 15 and 16 of the 
Act XI of 1859 as proposed by me ; and lanily, to allow separate accounts in 
the tauzi to the purchasers of portions of these properties, however small, so 
that these properties being divided in small parts and owned by different 
owners may be easily improved and developed. 

Of the three ways, in my humble opinion, My* Lord, the amendment of 
the sections seem to be the simplest. It does not in any way affect the 
principles of the Act, but would, on the other hand, help what was intended, 
that is, to “permanently secure the estates from sale for arrears of 
revenue. ’’ 

As I have already stated, my Lord, that bj' this amendment we do not 
want any concessions, but rather want to surrender certain concessions already 
granted, namely, to give up the right to withdraw the securities. 

My Lord, I confine my amendments to extend only to the pro;''ertie8 
included in the Calcutta Municipal Corporation ; and if the amendments are 
accepted, they would materially help to the improvement and development of 
a certain portion of the suburbs of Calcutta and thus directly help the objects 
of both the Calcutta Corporation and the Calcurta Improvement 'Trust. 

. The object of moving the resolution is to amend sections 15 and 16 of 
the aforesaid Act which as they stand read as follows :— 

15 If any recorded proprietor or co-partner of an estate shall deposit 

with the Collector money, or Government securi- 
ties, endorsed and .made payable to the order of 
the Collector, and shall sign an agreement pledg¬ 
ing the same to Government by way of security for the jama of the entire 
estate, and authorising the Collector to apply to the payment of any arrear of 
revenue that may becom6 due from that estate, the whole or any portion of- 
the said money or securities that may be necessary foff that^ purpose, then, in 
the case of any arrear of revenue due from the saiUte estftte not beii^ paid 
before sunset of the latest day of payment fixed under Bfltrtion 3 of this Act, 
the Collector shall apply to the payment of such arreax the said money or 
securities or such part thereof, or if any interest due on the Baid securities, as 
may be necessary ; and for this purpose the CollBIctor shall first apply any 
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money that may be lu his hailde and any interest that may be 4ue upon such 
seoarities, and may th m sell and transfer the aeourities, for any balance that 
may remain. An4 so long as any money or aecuritjes as aforesaid, sufEcient 
to cover any arrear that may ftlL di^, shall remain and be available as afore¬ 
said, the estate for the prelection of which the said deposit was made shall be 
exempted from sale for arrears d| revenue. All monies and securities so 
deposited shall be exempt froiila%ttachmein^ otherwise than, in execution of a 
decree of a Civil Court. * ;,

The object of section jl5 is thus explained in the proceedings of Council 
when the Bill was under consideration. 

'‘‘It uccBMoimUy luiglit happen, eapeoially in the ca>e of an abaeot proprietor, that a ntan’a 
property might be aold for arr^'am of revenne which accrued from uo ii:teatioual default, and do oegli- 
genoe on hia part but from aome accident or htMq the neglect of an agent 'Now tlie 4>ro()orty might be 
very valuable, and if put up fi>r aale, it migtit he imld for a'bum very disproportionate to itx value to ite 
r proprietor. To enable proprietora to oeenre tboouMitbea, if they chboM, from any such rixk, be bad provided 
that every aiuiiindar ptudhg revenue direetty to Govenunent on entire extato ahoiild have the power of 
lodging with the Collector a atini of money or Company’a paper for the purpnae of being applied to the 
payment of any arrear of revenue that Wight remain dkie upon fta eetate, after aumtet of the latent day 
of payment. Thix, if tine depoait were made equal to one or two inatalniOuts of revetbie, would secure the 
ealate from the f^aaibility of bom^ ooid, even if the puoprietor were Jiving in England. The deposit 
migiit 1)0 made in Gtiverniueiit socuritMa aufBcieiit in amount to pay the revenue from the intereat, whereby 
the eetate might be permamnUy leemnii/tom eaJefmf arrbaTe of >ribinu^ a provision wliich might be of nee 
for peonitaf propertier from Mtldii ga having been erected upon them, gardens or orchards having 

In'fln planted upon them, or from other like oaiiaM, were oftpreal vaUte in proportion t/ the revenue auetted 
upon them." (Prnoeedinge of the f.egielative Council, Votume I, page 545 .) 

The year 1859 was a memorable year for framing laws regarding the 
revenue of the couittry, specially Bengal, just after the taking over of the 
empire by the Crown from the hands of the East India Company. So far as 
the above sections are concerned, it is evident that the object of section 
15 was to permanently secure from sale for arrears of revenue such estates 
as were of great value in pro,.iortion to’'1^e amount of revenue payable in 
respect of them, but in course of over half a century certain petty estates, 
8|>ecially those which lie within the Calcutta munieij*^ jurisdiction, 
have become of such great value owing to {uilatiai buildings being built and 
the areas otherwise developed to enormous value compared to the revenue 
payable in respect of them that certain alterations ^ave become incumbent in the 
above two sections to ensure the absentee or other owners of such estates from 
sale for arrears of revenue. 

Under the present sections privileges have been given to the depositors 
of Government securities or other amounts, foF protection of the estates from 
sales, to withdraw the securities OT^.monies by them or their heirs, at their 
discretion; Tiie intentions were m^le indeed inasmuch as those who owing 
to, absence pr otherwise wanted to protect the estates temporarily from sale 
would have tdie opportunity dfgfetiing back their monies at their will, without 
being compelled to forego the amoujjts for ever ; but those who would like to 
(permanently secure the estates from i^le could not do so under the sections 
though in the notes explaining the object of the section 15 it is clearly stated 
tliat “ the deposit might be made in Government securities whereby the 
estates may be<^perij^nently secured from sales for arrears of revenue It is 
clear that those who want to avail themselves of the privileges of withdraw¬ 
ing the deposit s are at liberty to do so, but those who want %o permanently 
secure the estates from sole and fore^ the privileges of themselves or their 
heirs from withdrawing the depositSi the sections as they stand do not 
help them.

So it is prc^osed that in order to facilitate these who want to permanent- 
Ly Becum the estates from sale for arrears of re^'entie provision may be made 
in sections 15 and 16 so that they may do so; and the necessary amendment 
on the iollowidg lines may be made in the Act. » 

I That the word “ or separated ” be pilt after the word “ Entire ” in line 6 
of section 15 of the Land Revenue Sale Act in jhe Edition of 190B. 

That the sentence “ Provided that if such recorded proprietor or 
co-partner desires that such amouAts or Government securities be perman¬ 
ently^ held by the Collector for the purposes and in the manner as aforesaid 
and execute necessary documents in favour of the Collector then such 
amounts or securities would be exempt from attachments in execution of any 
decree whatsoaver ”, after the wofd ‘‘Civil Court ” in line 24 of sectiop 15 in 
the Edition of 1902. 

Tha* tile following sentence ” Proi^4ied that if the deposit is made 
permanently as provided in the latter part of the preceding section it shall 
not be competent for the depositor or-his representative or assignee to with¬ 
draw the defiosit and revoke the pledge of the same” after the words 
“Pledge of the^Bame ” in section 16, line <5,-in the Edition of 1902. 

It is a matter of vital importance to the holders of petty estates specially 
within the limits of the Calcutta municipal jurisdiction. 

Under the present Acts and rules of the Board (Chapter II, section IV, 
paragraph 2 of Board's Tauzi Manual) the holder of properties in Calcutta 
and itsliubuvbs in the north, east, and a portion of south on the east of the 
canal enjoy the privileges of having their properties redeemed from payment 
of revenue ; but those who are on the ^est side of the canal including Alipur, 
Kidderpore, Chetla, etc., which are of no less importance in regard to yaluo 
or population than other suburbs are undbr a great disadvantage and ban. 

It is a modest request, a rot^uest which does not Ulaim any privilege, 
but the option to forego certain privileges that have already been granted. 

The acceptance of the resolution would not ii>- any way embarrass the 
Government or affect the principles which led to the passing of this portion 
of the Act as, if the depositors ’ffo not withdraw the securities, they will 
permanently reniain with the Collechor. But the amendment of the Act on 
the lines indicafeci w iuld help them to bind their heirs from withdrawing the 
securities and thus permai^ently secure the estates from sale, which object is,^, 
defeated by the present'wording of the sections. The Act was pasSed sixty 
years ago and it requires amendment not only from my point of view, but alstf 
from other points of view. I would now like to hear what the Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber in charge of Land Revenues has to say.” 

The Hon’ble "Mb. P. C. MiTTEK' iaid :— 

“ My Lord, I must confess that the resolution as drafted is so vague ' 
thit taking one’s stand on the resolution it is rather difficult to discuss ' 

it. The Hon’ble Mover has hon ever explained that his real* object is to 
amend section 15 of the Revenne Sale Law in thip way, v« 2 ., tbit under 
the present Revenue Sale Law a proprietor can deposit Government 
promissory notes for the protection of the revenue sale of his property, hut 
these Government promissory notes are saleAble and attachable in execution, 
and are further withdrawable by the propiielor RimAeif. The object of the 
Hon’ble Mover is that the proprietor may he allowed to enter intp some 
sort of arrangement with the .Government by which he will be precluded 
from withdrawing these Government promisRory ootee, in other words, he 
will in effect part with his interest of these so that these papers 

may always lie with the Collects for the protection,cC^the JiState. My'I«<>rd; 
SO far as that object is concerned, I for one, venture to think that neither 
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the proprietor nor the Government can have any obiection. It is only , the 
speculative or fraudulent auction purchaser whose object may be defeated. 
My Lord, this is a question which, I V)elievo, requires further discussion 
and my Hon’ble friend’s resolution only suggests that the Revenue Bale Law 
should be amended. I believe, if the Resolution is accepted with the 
modification that the Revenue Sale Law so far as sections 15 and 16 are 
concerned be araended-^these are the provisions with which the present 
question is concerned—-then we may have an opportunity of d scussing the 
question and of submitting our suggestions in detail to the Government. But 
at this stage I have only one suggestion to make and that is this : In the 
neighbourhood of Calcutta there ia an area known as the Panchanagram. 
The revenues there are very small ; a propnetor pays a reverme of Re. 2 or 
Rs. 4 or Rs. 5, but the market value of his prop<!rty may be a lakh of rupees 
or .more. If by -fraud of the agent or on account of some accident or 
omission on the part of thq owimr that small sum is not paid into the 
Colloctorate on the due <late, the property may be purchased liy a fraiidulent 
auction purchaser^ say.’ for 2 or Rs. 5,000. My Lord, there is also a provision 
under the rules framed by Government by which on payment of .30 years’ 
revenue the proj)eity may be redeemed, f speak subject to correction that in 
some portions of the suburbs of (^'{j^cutta such as Alif>oro, Kidderpore and 
other places, this provision has not been extend(;d. It lies with flie officers 
of the Government to extend these provisions immediately to places like 
Kidderpore and Alipore, when the value of property is considerable, and 
if that is done, My Lord, then Kidderpore and AHi ore jandowners will be 
greatly bonefitted. With.these remarks I have much pleasure in supporting 
thtf principle for which my Hon’ble friend has drafted the Resolution, But as 
I have already said, the resolution as drafted, seems .to mo to be too wide.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahenora Chandra Mitra Bahadur sa'd :— 

‘‘ My Lord, the resolution as it stands encourages me to discuss the 
question which arises on account of the defects of the entire law. The 
Hon’bio Mover has discussed partially a question which is connected with 
the several items which have been found necessary for amendment. 
Section 15 of the Act deals only with the deposit of Government securities 
and the protection of the person who deposits the axpourit, but, My Lord, 
there are various seclionfe in the present Act winch demand the consideration 
of the Council. This A<5t was passed 60 years agt>, after full consideration 
by the Council for nearly 3 years. The Act itself is rtd doubt an embodi¬ 
ment of the principles of the old regulations. My Lord, altera period of nearly 
60 years, the Act is viewed an antiquated one, and I beg Your ICxcollency’s 
permission to refer to a few sections of the Act because they demand revision. 
If a portion of the Act is to be amended why not take this opportunity of 
remedying the defects in the other, sections. I refer specially to sections 6, 7, 
29 and Mher cognate sections of the Act. My Lord, w'efind in the course of 
our experience that the requirements of setjtion 6 are defective. Experience 
has shown that there is an anomaly in the provisions of section 5 and 
section 6 ; notice is served ip the ninfaHsal Umier the requirements of section 
5, but'tio such notice under section. 6 is served. Although there is a 
healthy provision in section 18 which lays down the principle that a property 
may be-saved by payment of the arrears of revenue, but the defaulters are 
not in a position, to deposit them without such m tioe. Then, My Lord, there 
are laws which allow the payment of revenue before the sale, out' there is 
nothing ip thf Act which recommends a procedure for^the protection of an 
Eistate after the sale. Yoar Lordship will find that there‘are sections in the 
Civil Procedure Code in the Bengal Tenancy Act, and in the Public Demande 
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Recoyory Act, III of 1913, but there is no* section in Act XI of 1869 which 
authorisec a defaulter after a sale takes place to protect the Estate. No doubt 
there is section 26 of the Act which allows the OommmsicHief of the Bivision 
to recommend the Board for cancellation of the sale, but then we stand upon 
tbeo olastic expression ‘ground' of hardshipand ut is left entirely to his 
discretion. There is nothing to suggest upon what tangible ground the sale 
is to he set aside. So, there are various sections of Act XI of 1869 which, 
reqdire careful consjijferation by Your Lordship’s Council and if there be an 
amendment of one’ section only I propose that other ameadments bo made 
with regard to the defects which may be pointed out to Your Excellency’s 
,^Government. ^ All these suggestions demand' consideration. No doubt my 
objections cannot be answered within a short time, but I sdieit Your 
Excellency’s Council to discuss whether there arb* defects in the Act itself 
and whether they demand revision by^ttose who are interested in remedying 
them. The landlords are vitally interested in this matter and consequently 
their opinion ought to be asked for. With these few remarks, My Lord, 

I submit that the amendment proposed be taken into consideration with the 
other suggestions which 1 have made.” 

0 

The Hon’ble Babu Suiuikora Nath Rat said :— 

” My Lord, I do not want to say anything as regards the uierits of this 
resolution, but what I have to suggest is whether it would not have been 
better to have brought forward a Bill in this Council, indicating tho lines on 
wkich my friend wants tho Act to be amended, ’fhen the landlords would 
have had an opportunity^ discussing the Bill. This resolution which is 
now before the Council is one of the vaguest ever brought forward before 
any Council. It is now, after hearing his explanation, that we come to know 
on what points he wants this Council to express their opinion. *I think the 
remedy for him is to withdraw his resolution and then to bring forwai*d a 
Bill indicating as I have said the lines on which he wants the Act to be 
amended. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell said :— 

“ My Lord, we canpot but admire the courage of the Hon’blo Rai Radha 
Charan Pal Bahadur in b^'inging forward this resolution, whicli is practically 
tantamount'to asking the House, to reconsider the permanent settleniient 
which was made in tho time of Lord Cornwallis. The permanent settlement, 
like all contracts, consists of two parts. Here is one part— 

‘ The Governor General in Council accordingly declares to the zamin- 
dars, independent talnkdars and dOthef actual proprietors of land with pr on 
behalf of whom a settlement has been concluded under the Regulations above 
mentioned, that at the expiration of the term of the settiemeqt ho alteration 
will bo made in the assessment which they have respectively engaged to pay, 
but that“ they and their heirs and lawful successors will be allowed to hold 
their Estates at such assessment for ever.*’ 

The other part is as follows ; 

,‘To discharge the revenues at the stii^llKt^ periods without ^ela^ or 
evation and to conduct themselves yrith goed aiid ipoderaiion towards 

their dependent talulcdars and rpiyUts, Ate dtStltsii at all ttmes* indii^asably 
required froni the prtprietors of land, and ik 

jaow mme than ever incumbent up^ theiU, IH for tire beuetfitli 

will theniselves derive .from the Ofders ' 
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> * Ttre'^ovemor <3i©fi^A| in Ooituici}: f^erafotis ©xq^eete that the pt^rietors 
trf land 'Will a©(; coaly not m ©biia 'mantte*' tOWrards their dependent talukdare 
and .raiyati, hut al^ enjoin the' etdote^ adherenen to the eain^ jn’inciples in 
the pense^ ^bom they may appi^t.’to ocilesct the rente from them. 

Heinlihijr exmcds that, vrithout 'deviating from this line of conduct, 
tbej^'<^ill regnlaity athcharge the revenue in all aessone ; and-he accordingly 
notmes to them, that, in future, nu idainiS or application for, suspensions or 
reifussicms on account of dronigfht, indndation or othdr oalanrity of season, will 
be attended'to, bat thai in the efWt of any zemindar, independent talukdar 
or bther actual proprietor hf land, with or on behalf of whom a settlement has 
been or niay be cotvolnded, or bis "'tfr her heirs or successors, failing in the 
^mhctual discharge of thdpublic rt^venue which has been or may be assessed 
upon their lands under the above-mentioned Regulations, a sale oj the n^oleoj 
the*landi qf the df^aulter^ or suck ^rtion cf thorn ae may be mificient to make 
^ood the aitrear, will po^tively and invariably take place." 

The Hon’lde Mover wants us to m“odify the second part of the contract ; 
but it is difficult to see how this can be done without reopening the first part 
of the contract. Personally, 1 would never have dared to make such a 
Suggestion. T recognise that the permanent settlement has been a bad 
bar^in for the State, but T hold, and have always held, that the State should 
^tiok to Its bargain. It is not we, but the flon'ble Mover aud his friends, who 
would put the contract in the melting pot. As I said before, I admire his 
couraf^ : but are his tactics good 9 Is it wise on his part to invite the 
attention of the tax-payers iu bther parts (»f India, and in other parte of the 
Kmpii*e, to the fact that We have a permanent settlement in Bengal—in other 
words, to the fact that in these days of stress the State is surrendering an 
annual sum 5f two million pounds sterling? 

The Hon’ble Rai Mabendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur has gone further 
than the Hon’ble Mover. He has referred to the Sale Law as an antiquated 
act and has expressed a desire to amend it from beginning to end. Even 
more than the Hon’ble Mover, he would reconsider ajid reconstruct the 
permanent settlements 

I now turn to the specific amendments which the Hoii’ble Mover has 
suggested. 'Phey relate to sections 15 and 16, and in particular to the some¬ 
what technical subject of ‘ separate accounts.’ When the permanent settle¬ 
ment was made, it was generally made with one or at the most two or three 
joint zemindars. By the terms of the permanent settlement the ordinary 
laws of succession, Hindu or Muhammadan as the case may bo, were applied to 
landed property. As a natural insult, many Estates which were originally 
owned by one man are now owned by 6(K) or 600, all jointly interested. 
These 600 or 600 men have probably formed themselves into 50 or 60 groups, 
each group making separate collections from the tenants. It is no uncommon 
thing to find a stable tenant, whose total rent is perhaps only three rupees 
maxlp^ eeperate payments of minute sums to 60 or 60 different groups of 
lendWrdflr, ‘.A more inconvenient arrangement would hardly be imagined. 
It is no wWleV tbst these ooparooner landlords feel vety insecure and desire 
to have some detection from one another. One remedy, which is as old as 
the permanent settlement (it. is '‘mentioned in the proclamation of Lord 
CoriiWidijs), is to s^iply' to the Collector for _a partition of the lands and the 
constitution of a nqnfbm* of small Estates, eacb entirely independent. This is 
the oidy i<e<d 'remedy^ but aS it isto he expensive and troublesome, 
another remed;;^'unknown to thie perJRIhnt settletneut, has been- granted by 
an mihilgemt- nlovemm4nt.> This is the remedy, the temporary remedy, of 
... * separate imoomtis.'" aecthme ICT to 14 taf the coparcener, pr

the ca^lessness or dishonesty -of his agents. Incidentally, I may say that 
only 12 })roprietor8 in the whole province have taken advantage of this 
' conoession. What the Hou’ble Mover prc^;K)ses. is that this ooucession should 
be exten^d from entire Estates to ‘ separate accounts.’ Now it rnusC be 
obvious, from the explanation which I have given of separate accounts, that 
.this cannot be done. A.protective depoiit is an e^epediont which epntmues 
as long as the deposit remains, whe^fess a separate account is a thing which 
is liable to be wiped Out * whenever there has been a default, followed by 
inadequate bidding, in respect of another separate account. We cannot apply 
a continuous remedy to afi ephemeral substance. If wo attempt to do so we 
shall inei-ely be giving a false sense of security to the holder of every separate 
account. In short, separate accounts are not sepai-^e estates and they can¬ 
not be treated as if they were. If the holder of a separate account is nqt 
prepared to take the trouble to obtain a partition, be must protect hiinsdf 
Ijy punctual payments and the appointment of trustworthy agents. 

As regards the other amendment of the Hon’ble Mover, I am not sure 
that I entirely grasp it. I take it, however, that he advfXJatea a s/stem by 
which a proprietor can make a ‘ permanent ’ deposit, the interest of which 
will be sufficient to pay the Government revenue for all time. For the 
reasons which T have already explained it is imposelible to think of'snch a 
system in respect to separate accounts. Even in respect to whole Estates it 
is equally impossible to accept it. After all, it is merely a roundabout way 
of ‘ redeeming ’ the demand on the Estate. Now, it was proposed in tlie 
time of Lord Canning that ‘ redemption ’ should be allqwqfl on a somewhat 
extended scale. The proposal was carefully examined by the Secretarjfc-of 
State and was vetoed by him in his Despatch of 11362. We are not prepared 
to reopen the question- 


I am aware that the Hon'ble Member would confine bis proposals to 
the subarbau areas of Calcutta. His reason apparently is that the land - in 
these areas is very valuable and the revenue very small. The same 
argument wOTld apply, mdre or less, to buildilig sites in mufussal towns and 
I cannot sto why we - should -grant the concession in one area and refuse it 
in another. Apart from this, it is a concession unknown to the permanent 
settlement and is it wise to rec^en the question of the permanent settlement 
in these very areas in which the State is suffering the heaviest reourtifig 
loss froba the contract of Lord Cornwallis? .For these reasems, we are cgmpioSed 
to the specific suggestions of the JBloii'bie Bai Eadha Charan jPid Bahadur. 
As regards the other suggestions which have been made I can only say, on 
behalf of Government, that *it is impossible for as either th accept or reject 
them at the present stage. Iff however, ehy lacogniaed of landl^ds 

places them before us as thmr .iSWd coi^|^^ reoommendatiem

.1 would ask my Hon’bid friend act to ! 
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My Lord, I have only a few words to say in r^ply. |n the first place 
the ^Hon’ble Member, on behalf of Governm^t, has, with his usual eloquence' 
and in his usual style, opened bis veiled attack upon the permanent settlement. 
But I can assure my Hon’ble friends that I did not offer it myself. My 
orig^inal motion which I seht to the Legislative Department in my own 
humble way, was framed suggesting amendments which I have explained in 
ray speech and were worded exactly in the same way as I have explained 
here, hut a direotich came from the Logislative Department that the reso¬ 
lution shotfld be worded as it stands pow. 1 do not know, Sir, whether it was 
done without the knowledge of the Hon’ble Member representing the Govern¬ 
ment, but I shall not be a little amused to hear that it was perhaps intended 
to give my Hon’ble friend an opportunity of delivering a speech on permanent 
settlement and taproclaitfi from the housetops of Government House that two 
million pounds ^erling are surrendered^ to the landlords of Bengal. I am 
not entering into the. history of the permanent settlement,''and 1 had not the 
remotest videa that I should be dragged into that controversy. My object is 
this, My Lord, that properties in Alipore, Kiddeipore and Chetla, which are 
now included in the juj-isdiction of the Calcutta Municipality, should be placed 
on the same footing as properties within the original area of the Calcutta 
Municipality, «.c., w'thin the .ordinary original jurisc^ction of the Calcutta High 
Court. My friend has not quite seen the difference, between muffasal towns 
like Dacca and other places and the suburbs of Calcutta like Kidderpore, 
Alipore or Chetla which form part of greater Calcutta. But T believe when 
occasion arises, ihy friend will, whem supporting the Calcutta Improvement 
Bill and some provisions of the Calcutta Municipal *Act, say that the 
provisions are needed because Calcutta stands on a much higher level than 
,Some of tile muffasal Municipalities of Bengal, such as Dacca, Burdwau and 
other places. Of course, such arguments we are accustomed to have from 
the official members whenever they suit them. My Lord, having regard to 
the fant that Calcutta has expanded, and is developing, I tlnnk it is quite 
fair to ask Government'^ to consider whether the same facilities to secure 
prop3rt ies against sale and purchase by any speculative purchaser at an 
auction could not be provided as in old Calcutta. I find that palatial 
buildings have been erected and large investments made outside old Calcutta, 
and I do not see why greater Calcutta shoiihl not be brought on the same 
level with old Calcutta. It is a question which deserves tlie consideration of 
Government. The resolution, as it now stands, may not be acceptable to 
some f>f my friends here, because the Hon’ble Member has shown J-hem 
the bpgio <5f upsettlfag the permanent settlement in his speech. I would, 
therefore, with Your Excellency’s permission, now withdraw this resolution, 
and later on frame it in such a way after consultation with my Hon’ble 
colleagues, so that, though defeated now, I may have a sufficient number to 
show to ray Hon’ble friend over there (the Hon’ble Mr. Beal son Bell) that it 
is mot an aUempt to subvert the j ermaneht settlement, but to secure 
reasomrble and equal treatment of properties in all parts of Calcutta on the 
same basis as is accorded to properties inside old Calcutta.”. 

The re.sc^ution ^as then, by leave of the President, witlidrawn.

The Government of India are assured that their otiicers of all grades will 
wish to support the Indian War Loan and to apply their savings for as long a 
period as possible to investment in the Loan. The ordinary procedure for 
subhcribing to the various sections of the Loan is describetl in the If'inance 
Department’s Notification No. 380-F., dated the 1st March 1917, from which 
it will be seen that Post Office 5-year Cash Certificates offer full facilities for 
the utilisation of savings throughout the coming year up to a maximum 
amount of Rs. 7,500 by any one person,, and that it is also possible to 
distribute subscriptions to War Loan 1929 1947 and War Bonds over tlie 
seven months from March 15th to October I5th, 1917. Government, however, 
believe that many officers will welcome an arrangement which will enable 
them to subscribe to the War Loan by monthly deductions from their pay, 
and that this will be a practical encouragement to the setting aside of moneys 
for subscription to the War Loan throughout the eomiog year. 
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2. They have aceord\i^ly ii^^ined ,the Seoretarjr of State’s approval to 
the scheme described in A|>|^i3^1k A to %His Notification. This scheme .is 
applicable to all Government officers ; it enulde^ ahy Government officer to 
obtain War Loan 1929-1947, War Bonds 1920 and War Bonds 1922 by 
luent of the amount applied for in ten instalments to be deducted fiom Ids 
pay. It also enables Cash Certificates to be obtained by deduction from pay. 

3. There may. however, be officers who feel that by a prolongation of 
the period of repayment they will be enabled to take up a larger amount of 
the Indian War Loan, while, also, there may be Government servants who are 
unable to afford so large a mouthly deduction as Rs. 10, To meet such cases, 
the Bank of Bengal have offered to make available to Government servants

pleasure iu placing dn record their appreciation of this public-spirited offer 
of the Bank of Beilgai, and they have decided to co-operate with the Bank 
of Bengal by arranging, on a request from tlie officer concerned, to deduct 
from the latter’s pay, and pay to tiie Bank of Bengal, tiie amount due each 
montli for the repayment to the Bunk of the advance. This scheme will i)o 
alternative, and not in addition, to the sclieine described in the ]>receding 
paragruj)h, and an officer will not be iwt’niitted to subscribe under both 
schemes. The terms of ilie selieme of tiie Bank of Bengal are set out 
in Appendix B. 

4. Tlie Bank of Bengal’s scheme is for the present open only to officers 
serving in the Presidency of Bengal and the Provinces mentioned above. 
The possibility of applying a similar .scheme to Government servants 
serving in tiie Presidencies of Bombay and Madras is under examination.

The question of the admTnistratioii of the district of Mymensingh has 
been before Government since the year 1876. and the problem of dividing it 
into manageable charges has become continually more urgent. The state of 
the case as it stood in 1912 wa.s set out in the Resoluli'on quoted above. 
It waa propiosed to establish a new district, consisting of the existing 
subdivisions of Jainalpur and Tangail, with headquarters probably at 
Jamalpur. It was suggested that the remainder of the district might 
remain as one district, the creation of a third district being left to the 
future. Opinions were invited on this proposal. The matter was subse¬ 
quently considered at a conference held at Mymensingh on the 24th July 
1912. All parties at the conference agreed that some method of strengthen¬ 
ing the administration of the district was absolutely necessary. -A section 
of the educated Hindu community was, however, still opposed to any partition " 
of the district, and was prepared to acquiesce in a scheme for the duplication 
of officers and the creation of more subdivisions. There was a consensus of 
opinion in favour of the extension of railway communications throughout the 
district ; and many thought that, the partition of the district might be 
deferred nntiil the hew railways had been opened and their effect had been 
observed. At a Durbar held at Dacca on the 28th July, 191S, His Excellency 
the Governor made the announcement that his Government had come to the 
conclusion tlllat in the public interests the partition of 4;he district was 
necessaf^. iTe prbifeiBed, ho'^ever, that the public would again he consulted 
before a defihite scheme Was’ ultimately adopted,

Tbe Committee think that the headquarters of tlie first, two subdivisions 
may for thb pi'esent both remain at Mymensingh, while Netrakona might 
be the headquarters of the new subdivision-of that name. 

4. Tho remaining portion of the existing district, consisting of its entire 
western side, would form the third proposed district. It would comprise the 
whole of the_ present Tangail and jamalpur subdivisions, excluding the 
Nalitabari pollce-statjon. In selecting ‘ a site for the headquarters of this 
district, the Committee have carefully considered the relative claims of the 
towns pf Tangail apd Jamalpur. While the Tangail subdivision is the heavier 
and more important of the two, the town of Tangail is very unhealthy.

If either Tangatl or Jamalfur is chosen, the. headquar^rs Tvonld beat one end 
of the districi, and new su bdivisional headquarters would be required in 
addition to the, district headquarters. The Committee are therefore inclined 
to the su.^ge8tion that the headquarters should be located in the centre of 
the district .within the jurisdiction of the Gopalpur police-station at a healthy 
place near the junction of the proposed railways from Jamalpur to Tangail 
and from Suharnakhali to MymensinjCfh. The exact situation of this jdnce 
might be determined when the final alignment of these railway lines is settled. 
If, however, the elioice is confined to the towns of Jamal pur and I'angail, the 
Committee unhesitatingly prefer the former. Meanwhile this proposed new 
district may be styled by the name of Gopalpur. 

5. Tlie third district would consist of three subdivisions. The northern 
part would form the Jamalpur subdivision with headquarters at Jatnalpur, the 
central portion would be included in the Sadar subdiv^ision, while the southern 
portion would ci^nstitute the new Tangail subdivision, as detailed below :—

6. The Governor in Council has reconsidered the whole question with 
great care. He has been much impressed by the arguments of the Committee 
regarding the urgent necessity of reorganizing the village systems through¬ 
out the province with the object of bringing the officers-of Government 
into closer touch with the people. His Excellency in Council is persuaded 
that in no place is this reform more essential than in the existing district of 
Mymensingh, and he concurs in the fullest degree in the oj)inion expressed 
by the Committee that the reform of the village system has no veal chance 
of success, unless not only the districts but also the subdivisions are of a 
manageable size. In other words, ho has come to the conclusion that the 
proposal of 1912, as also the earlier proposal for the creation of two districts 
with joint headquarters at Mymensingh, would bean inadequat<? solution 
of the main problem, and would hamper the establishment of closer and more 
friendly relations between the rulers and the people. The Committee 
propose that the district of Mymensingh should be divided into three, and 
that at the same time the number of subdivisions should bo raised from five 
to nine, three within each of the new districts. The gfuieral lines of division 
as indicated by the Committee commend themselves to His Excellency in 
Council, who desires, however, to giv^e the public an opportunitj' of expressing 
their views on the scheme before it is further proceeded with. 

7. In this connection mention may be made of the several schemes of 
railway extension which have been approved or are under contemplation, and 
which will iiKjrease the facilities of conmiunicatioji within the proposed 
districts. The construction, by private enttn-pi-ise, of a line from Hhairab 
Bazar in the south of the propostjd Kishorganj district, tlu'ough Kishorganj 
and Iswarganj to Myn'eusingh, with a branch from Gauripur to Bagmara in 
the north of Netrakona subdivision, and another from Shamganj toNetralcona, 

-has been approved. This lino will traverse the now district t>f Kishorganj 
from north to south, and the headquarters of the proposed* district, as well 
as of the two proposed subdivisions, viz., Iswarganj and Bliairab, will be 
directly on the line. The branch lines will link up Netrakona and the north 
of that subdivision with Mymensingh. On the western side of the existing 
district, the Railway Board have sanctioned a detailed survey, by the agency 
of the Eastern Bengal Railway Administration, for a metre gauge line of 
railway from Mymensingh to Tangail, with an extension to Porabari or 
Elashin ; orders have also been issued for a reconnaissance survey of the 
area between the Jagannathganj-Mymensiugh-Dacca Railway and the 
Rrahmapulva river with a view to framing proposals for railway construction. 
This area includes a large part of the proposed Gopalpur district 

8. This review of the case is published with the object, of enabling public 
assocnations and private persons interested in the scheme to formulate such 
criticisms as will dead to the best j^ossiblo solution of the problem, and His 
Excellency in Council will be glad to consider any expressions of opinion 
which may be communicated to him. All suggestions should be submitted 
within three months of the publication of this Resolution.

DISCUSSION oi' THE BUDGET OF THE GOVEKNMENT OF 

BENGAL FOR 1917-18. 


The President said ;— 

‘‘We will now pr<K>eod with the Budget discussion.. I would remind 
Hon’ble Members that the time fixed under rule 34(3) of tlie Financial 
Statement rules for speeches is 15 minutes for eacli Hon’ble Member.” 

The Hou’ble Nawab Bahaduk of Mukshiuabad said :— 

‘‘ My Lord, —I do not propose to take up the time of the llon’ble 
Membei-s of this Council with any lengthy observations such as has been 
the practice at the end ' of thg session. In fact, 1 do not think I need make 
more than the briefest reference to the general features of the Budget before 
us which present practically no grounds for controversy. 

The present estimates indicate more plainly than ever the pressure of 
the disturbing war conditions firevailing all the world over and from wJiich 
Bengal has not escaped. However, the most anxious part of the task of 
the Empire, involved in a desperate struggle, is now drawing to a close ; and 
the supreme moment has now indeed come when it wi*l try to the utmost 
not only the best of our collective efi’orts but also individual sacrifices of 
ptjrsonal conveniences and resources. The war loan has been usliered in 
not a moment too soon and I confidently hope that it w’ill meet with the 
heartiest of support and with unprecedented success. 

It is desirable that we should bear in mind the groat financial difficulties 
to. which w'o are now exposed. The Finance Member sets himself no easy 
tahk when so many matters of urgent necessity,' of a domestic natun?. 
persistently press upon his attention, but all siicb considerations have to 
be subordinated to a sterner necessity. So if we find that none but the 
routine and current works has been provided for with scrupulous cave we 
ought perhaps not to expect much more. 

It is gratifying to note that the opening balance of the year 1916-17 
was better than tlie satictioued estimate by over 20 lakhs and so also the 
revenue receipts by the not contemptible sum of forty-four and a half lakhs. 
In spite of the decrease under Transfers between the Imperial and the Prt>- 
yincial Revenues, the closing balance of the current year bids fair to be 
improved upon by about 66 lakhs. 

With the exception of ‘ Eiccise ’ and ‘ Ports and Pilotage,’ which together 
account for the? decrease in revenue to the extent of 8 lakhs and 8 thousand, 
there have been commendable increases under all othei n^venue heads, the 
most remarkable being under the Income-tax owing to the unusually large 
profits earned by jute mills companies, and firms which came under the 
assessment in J916-17. Pilotage suffered from the decrease in the number of 
vessels visiting the Calcutta port and excise from the general depressed 
economic condition consequent upon the war. We have yet to know whether 
we may regard the declining figures for excise as a test for the growing temper- 
anc(? oT the people. It is so far clear that in this respect at least there has 
been no relaxation in the restriction imposed upon indiscriminate consump¬ 
tion. ,

the expenditure side, l>ut furtlier curtailment of expendituro m regard to 
education is greatly to be; deplored, “ihe saving under tue-neffd and 

dusfcico will be viewed with general satisfaction, though people may look 
askance at the increase of the Police charges by a lakh and a half over tho 
estimated limit. 

In the Budget Kstimates of 1917-18 the total estimated charges exceed 
the income by nine lakhs and 21 thousand—a circumstance permitted by the 
Government of India on the express underetanding that a beginning be made 
in reducing the size of some of the districts and that urgent measures betaken 
up in connection with police reform. 

We have goo I reason to believe that the creation of new districts will 
prove the candour and foresight of Government as being always prepared 
to act on approved princi; les. mafey allusions have been made to the 
old cry of the present ineffi'eienoy of the })olice. This depressed view of 
the Bengal Police in general seems to me unfounded ; though, I fear, the 
standing reproach, which has not uuoften been levelled again.st it, thatdaooity 
is bad enough, but the subsequent police inquiry very much worse, will yet 
take some time to die out. One cannot sa^ that the police have been treated 
witli too indulgent a sympathy when tho outlay therefor, though considerable, 
could not be regarded as suflicient for the department’s requirements, for not 
only strengthening its force but for making it more attractive. There are 
now goo<i grounds for entertaining hopes tliat the civil ( opulation will be 
granted more licenses for use of arms and that the villagers will be trained 
in,habits of sdf-defence and thus ligliten the burden of the police to some 
extent. 


‘It lias again been found impossible,’ we read, ‘to provide for the 
regrant of unspent balances of Imperial grants for Education, Sanitation and 
Discretionary grants, etc.’ It may be many more years before Government 
find it convenient to sanction tbe full amount'of these grants. 1 trust and 
hope, however, that, whenevor an opportunity offers itself, government will, 
in a true si irit of equity, dev'ote much more of their attention to those long 
deferred schemes of education and sanitation which surely are public measures 
surpassed by jio other in importance. The inadequacy of support given 
to these much-needed reforms makes it pierfectly understandable why the 
f)eople arc not progressing ,onward but appear rather to be falling back all 
along the line. 

The paramount need of developing our agricultural resources and 
industrial aotivities continue to be forced upon our thoughts. These projects 
of vital interest to the country are languishing for want of funds. Unless 
true lines are laid down from now for facing these problems the position will 
bo more embarrassing in the future in the general competition that must 
come with the conclusion of peace. 

I venture to suggest for Your Excellency’s edneideration whether, on the 
termination of this great war, when we hope the peace of the world, shall 
never be disturbed again, it would not b© an act, as well of policy as of 
justice, tf> recognise in a more generous way and whore circumstances render 
it appropriate, in a more substiintial manner than has yet been done, such 
me isures of public utility as have heed kept in abeyance but upon which 
largely depends the prospect of a prosperous and peaceful future.”

allowed to diacues on many things, including probably the MaTi in the Mopn of 
my Hoh’bie friend Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. Before coming to the Budget proper, 
I want to bring to the notice of this Council something in connection with the 
Finance Committee. When the other day the discussion took place here on 
the different resolutions relating to the Budget, there were certain members 
of the Finance Committee who complained of not having been able to pat 
forward their claims in the Cominittee when the Budget was being discussed, 
there. 1 fully sympathise with these members because I have myself served 
on the ilgjinance Committee for several years and I gave it up as a more or 
less hopmesB job. The point that I want to press on this subject to-day is that 
the Financial Department generally brin^ forward certain crystallized 
schemes before the members of the Finance Committee and tells them to pass 
them. I think that in all fairness to the non-official members of this^Council 
who happen to be appointed on the Finance Committee, it is desirous 
that these gentlemen should be given an opportunity to bring forward certain 
schemes of their own in the Finance Committee. If this were done, a gpod 
deal of such unnecessary and heated discussion that took place the other 
day in the Council over the Budget resolutions could, I am sure, be avoided 
in the future.

Turning now to the reaolutions-^Vhoals of them—that wei e brought in 
the Council the other day and took two whole days in debating—I think that 
Your Excellency ought to be pleased to look into the present rules regarding 
these discussions. We had the other day the question of the expenditure 
on the Police brought uj) more than once ; and it was so, not that the members 
theinaelyes wanted to do it, but because the rules are such that any member 
who desires to allocate a certain sum must point out a certain specific figure to 
enable him to bring in a discussion. This question of the Police was brought 
up more than once, even though the Government declared on the very first 
resolution that the money could not be spent. After that declaration any 
business man would have said that the resolutions ought to be dropped. But 
it was not possible to do so because the resolutions were all different and all 
raised specific academic discussions. We want academic discussions, but for 
the sake pf the dignity of the Council we should avoid^AOrimonious discussions 
when the Government once say that money cannot be Rpared. 

Turning to the Budget itself, it is a well-known fact that no real congratu¬ 
lation can be offered to a Provincial Government on a provincial Budget so long 
as the leading strings are in the hands of the Government of India and the 
province has to depend on the bounty of the Government of India on certain 
matters. Nevertheless I congratulate my Hon’bie friend Mr. Beatson Bell 
on the War Budget and I hope that he and his successors in turn will be able 
to find money without casting a greedy eye on the millions ol pounds which, 
according to him, the zamindars are supposed to deprive the Government of 
India of owing to the permanent settlement. 


Turning now. Sir, to the items in the Budget, I have to thank the 
Goyornmant for the provision made to carry on certain projects for miti¬ 
gating -the effects of the floods of the Damodar, Ajai and certain other rivers, 
^ a start in the direction of preventing these floods 

will be made and that the Government about this time next year won’t come 
forward with the plea that no specific scheme was put forward before, them 
and hence the money could not be utilized. Those who know the sufferings 
from the floods of the Damodar and Ajai 'will, I am'SUre, bear testimony to 
the great havoc caused by these floods. . 


% 


^Turmng now to page 24 of the Budget, I find that the expenses incurred 
the Government to pay fees and passage money to Professor Geddes 
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have been provided for in this Budget. I was present at the series of' 
lectures given by Professor, Geddes, but I do not profess to h»^ve ftdlowed 
him in all the technicali^iings that he demonstrated beforfe uS. I think it' 
was quite exoellent that such lectures and demonstrations were given, but 
I hope that in future, if we have got to invite town>plaunera out in this 
country, the big Municipalities and my Hon’blo friend Mr. Goode with his 
two sepresentatives of the Corporation will bear their expenses and that we 
should not be expected to meet such'expenditure from our provincial Budget. 

Turning now to the provision made for an additional ^ant to 
Miss Cleghorn for silk experiment and researches, I would like th^Govern- 
ment to bring more prominently to the notice of the public the results of 
those experiments. As everyone knows, sericulture was more -or- less 
in a flourishing condition in past^days in Bengal and silk industries, not 
only in Bankura and Birbhum, but everywhere, were to be found, and I 
think it is essential that wo should know the results of these exporiments 
being carried on at Aliporo and what they propose to lead to. I am sure the 
public will be able to take a keener interest in this question if more infotana- 
tion on this subject is available. * 

On the same page of the Budget, I find that h provision was originally 
made of a sum of Rs. 966 for some experiments in the Banka Valley in. the 
district of Burdwan, but I do not know why that has been omitted in the 
revised Budget, in which I find, however, that a certain earn has been jmto- 
vided for for drainage in the Burdwan Municipality. 

Turning to the general question of civil expenditure, I would like to 
point out to Your Excellency that in January last it was my intention to 
have brought a resolution in this Council regarding limiting of meetings 
of this Council to Calcutta. But for oertnin reasons I was unable to do so, 
and I put a number of questions in Council regarding the expenditure of 
tlie exmlus from Calcutta. But before I come to that question, I would 
offer a word of explanation to my friends from Dacca and other places who 
thought that in bringing this question regarding the holding of meetings of 
the Legislative Council in Calcutta alone I was really driving my nail through 
the question of the Dacca residence of the Government. Nothing was further 
from my thought than this, for after all it is for the head of the executive of the 
province and his ministers to consider whether they should put in a consider¬ 
able amount of time in any particular part of the province. Hut what my intenr 
tion was and still is is that now that a new Presidency has been created, n^ only 
must'we forget once for all the question of Eastern and Western Bengal and 
look upon Bengal as a whole, but also must most certainly decide to have 
the working machinery of the Government in Calcutta the wh(^e year through. 
Whether His Excellency the Governor or his ministers should spend a con¬ 
siderable amount of time in any particular part of the Presidency does not 
concern us. What I think, Sir, is that if we are to get ahead of Bombay and 
Madras in the way of Presidency Government, wo mast begin by concentrating 
all our energies, so far as the central administration is c^mcerned, in Calcutta 
itself. And this, in my opinion, is the best time to start, for Your Excellency 
knows better than anybody else that on account of this great war we h^ve got 
to economise on all sides, and 1 think that tho heads of departments and 
other officers who may be conveniently left in Osloutta all .the year 
should be made to remain here, and 1 am mire the Members and Seoretaries 
of Government, 90 jier cent, of whom have been in the distrieta and who 
know from experience that their brother oUc^s have to grill in the heat,in 
the summer months, will not mind themselves, remaining ,in Calcutta. If 
for convenience and comfort the Easter holiday sSsexon ana tjbe holiday 

session need to be lengthened, I Would make the '^ster aesSidn 1ft days and 
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the Puja seseion one month, and this, I beiie've, will not Only be welcomed by 
the mufa^sal officers, but by Deputy Ma/ifistrates and other smaller officers 
as well. If by dolnj? that wo could facilitate the question of having offices 
in Calcutta all the year round and making Calcutta, for all practical purposes, 
the headquarters of the Government, I think a good deal would be gained. 

I have no other observations to make, my Lord, but as probably our 
Vice-President the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon, will be hero for the last time this 
session, I beg to olfer him our warmest thanks for his unfailing courtesy to 
us in Council,” s 


The Hon’ble Raja Hbishikebh Laha said ;— 

“ Your Excellency, 

The Budget for 1917-lS, which has been presented to the Council 
bears the impress of the time through whicli we are passing. The baneful 
influence of the war is being felt in every directicsi, and improvements 
have to be postponed by curtailing our expenditure as much as possible 
with a view to meet any urgent necessity that might arise. Under the 
instructions of the Government of India, the Budget has been prepared on 
the lines followed last year and provides for normal expenditure and new 
schemes which are of "immediate and imperative necessity. The large unspent 
balance of the Imperial grants for education and sanitation has barely been 
touched, and I regret that only two and a half lakhs have been provided for 
sanitary improvements against the recuri’ing allotments of nine and a half 
laklis *for last year. Perhaps some further provision could “have been made 
for them out of the fi*Be balance of over sixty-nine laklis which are available 
formew expenditure. It is needless to say that malaria is one of the greatest 
scourges of Bengal, and some scheme like the Moghrahat Drainage Scheme 
should have been devised for the reclamation of marshy and water-logged 
localities. We only hope that Dr. Bentley’s expienmental anti-malarial 
schemes, the costs of which are included in the alxive two and a half lakhs, 
will prove a success and be the means of mitigating the sufferings of the 
])eople. 

In his speech in introducing the Budget, the Hon’ble the Finance 
Member has stated ; ‘ It would l>e hard for the people of Jossore and Bankura 
that the boon of a record of rights should be again delayed to them. 
Fortunately, the general financial situation of the survey and settlement 
opt3ration8 is-such that we have felt justified in resuming^the work in Jessore 
and Baukura.’ To speak the truth, these settlement operations are consi¬ 
dered very mixed blessingti both by the zemindars and the tenants, as they 
involve them in very heavy expenditure which they can ill-afford to bear in 
these hard times, and they would have been glad if these operations had been 
resumed after the war. Now that the Government order has been passed, 

I hope the recovery of costs will not be enforced very .strictly, and some 
leniency should be shown to those who are not able to pay up the whole 
demand all at once. I trust this matter will receive due consideration from 
Government. 

It appears to me that the item of ^ighty lakhs under the heading of Sale 
of GenetAl Stamps is too optimistic. No doubt there was a boom in jute and 
coal shares, but jute has dropped considerably, and what with restrictlon|i 
on tranepoFt faeilities hnd what with super tax on moomo., the prospect is not 
at all rp'^lsSiinhg.; The current year no. doubt i^bws p great increase in 
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death dutiea, but wrhat certainty is there that a greater narmber of rich-people 
will die in the next hnanoial year, so that a large amount may be fortfaootning 
under this head to the cojEfers of the State? I hope on the contrary rich 
people will live to make contributions to the war loan and reflect credit on 
the lair hame of Bengal, and pay super tax which.is a quarter death. 

** The amounts set apart for the re-organisation the Bastem Bengal 
Police and for construction of thana launches and floating thanas for the 
River Police are steps in the right direction. I should have been glad if a 
larger anfouut had been provided for these items, as they are absolutely 
necessary for the repression of dacoities which are of frequent occurrence in 
the Kastern districts, and vigorous measures ought to be taken to repress 
these crimes. • 

“ The allotment of two lakhs and fifty thousand for projects for ^nitigating 
the effects of the floods of the Damodar, Ajai and other rivers will meet with 
the approbation of every one, as it will prevent the recurrence of the disaster 
experienced by thousands of people in the recent floods in the Burdwan 
Division.*' 


The Hon’ble Babu Subemoka Nath Ray said :— 

“ My . Lord,—T am sorry I cannot give my full support to the Budget as 
laid before Your Excellency. The mitimated expenditure for the year 1917-18 
is Rs. 6,77,20,000 an excess of Rs. 59,23,000 over the Bud||^et estimate and 
of Rs. 70,63,000 over the revised estimate of last year which includes very 
heavy items' of new expenditure on Police, measures for suppression of 
political crimes, allowances to families of persons interned and on famine. 
With an increase in expenditnrq equal to 11 per pent, of the annual income 
in one year, people might well be excused if tWy think that the Finance 
Member has not exercised that amount of control over the si>ending depai't- 
meiits which he should have done. After the outbreak of war, all proposals 
for the 8pr(5ad of primary and improvement of secondary education as well as 
for the improvement of sanitation and the supply of pure drinking water to 
the ]>eople in the Mofussil towns have been practically put a stop to. The 
non-official members of this Council who have always advocated their cause, 
have been exhorted not to embarrass the Government during the war by 
pr<:qK)8al8 which it is not possible to take up on account of lack of funds and 
when it is alleged Government were trying their utmost to economise in all 
directions possible.- Funds expressly set apart for education and sanitary 
purposes were withheld. I am doubtful, however, it Government can show 
that there has been any economy in any direction, except in the case of the 
Sanitation Budget. In marked contrast with this is the Police Department 
in which', during the waT, expenditure has increased by 33 per obnt. and 
during ^be last fire years by 60 per cent. In fact the Budget has been 
characterised as the Police Budget. In the present year alone new schemes 
have Ijeen sanctioned, the ultimate cost of which atnounts to Rs. 16,30,000 
recurring and about 12 lakh^ non-roourring. Of this amount 10 lakhfi recur¬ 
ring and 8 lakhs non-recurring are to be expended in this year alone. This 
does not incld<{e the ordinary development of expenditure in the Police 
Department of which a separate diet is giVqn On pages .7,‘8 9 of the

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all hope of any improvement in Sanitation or Education must be given up for 
ever* The Hon’ble Member, in ohar^e of the Police Department in introduc¬ 
ing the Police_ Buduet said that the increase in Police expenditure waa 
approved unanimously by the Members of the Finance Committee who are 
supposed to carefully scrutinize every new item of expenditure It may be 
pointed out, however, that some of the schemes had already been given 
effect to before Government thought it pnoper to lay them before the Finance 
Committee, while in many other cases the sanction of the Secretary of State 
had already been obtained and either partial effect had been given to them or 
final decision had been arrived at as to the date from which effect would 
be given. In other cases the proposals were thrust upon the Committee 
with the opinion that they involved the safety of the State or were absolutely 
necessary to prevent disorders or breaches of the peace, opinions which the 
non-official members were not in a position to controvert and were bound to 
accept if any reliance was to.be placed on the executive Government. When 
proposals have already been carried into effect wholly or partially or have 
been sanctioned by the Secretary of State to be brought into effect from a 
pertain date, it is useless and unfair to bring them again formally before the 
Finance Committee as new schemes. As at present constituted the Finance 
Committee .is not in a position to scrutinize new schemes. We recc^gnise that 
the needs of the Administration cannot be strictly limited to the Budget 
and timt whether there is any provision or not for unforeseen contingencies 
the Executive Government will have to incur new expenditure. But this 
power of the Executive Government which no one wishes to take away 
should not be exercised for pushing on with and giving effect to schemes 
which on their very nature cannot certainly have been unforeseen or un¬ 
expected. I must at the same time also say that that there is, a feeling that 
there are many schemes which are not at all brought' before the J^'iuance 
Committee at any stage. I should, therefore, like to have an assurance from 
the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Finance Department w'hether any such, 
if so, how many schemes have during the last three years been withheld 
from that (Committee or have not been laid before it. 

“My Lord, I must admit that whatever may ho said against increasing 
the expenditure under the head “Police,” if the Government think that 
such expenditure is necessary for the good administration of the country, 
we are bound to support the Government in such expenditure for the people 
of this country will be the first to blame the Government if there is anything 
like disorder in the land. The public of Calcutta and the suburbs were in 
the greatest consternation when about a year ago there were a number of 
dacoities and anarchical outrages in the country. There wore also a number 
of dacoities almost in every district of Bengal. It was the duty of Govern¬ 
ment to put down disorder and tp take‘such steps as were necessary to 
restore confidence in the minds of the people. What I want to- impress upon 
Government is that if it is necessary to spend more money on Police, do it, 
but Go\>^6rnment ought also to take into consideration that to make the people 
educated and healthy, that is, to spend adequate sums on. education and 
sanitation in which the peqple are vitally interested is also the primary 
duty of Government aud tends, to stop crime and disorder. While glancing 
over the pa^es of the Budget I find an increased grant ..of Rs. 25,000 as 
rewards to “ informers.’^ We are pot told how much they are paid now. 
We find only the i§dditional amount which is budgetted for pasTment. .We 
may looA with equanimity upon ,item^ of expenditure about the Criminal 
Intelligence department; femiiarly known as C. I: D. or the strengthening of 
the stiaff fw the detection of* crimes. It is evident ‘ that the pervioes of 
informers are appreciated by tbe executive. But speaking as I do on behalf 
of tibe pe<^e I feel bonnd to say that we do not share in thO Q-overn mental 
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appreciation. Ffbm the days of Judas to ihat of Rakhal Chander Laha they 
have been a most unholy lot and we cannot approve of this expenditure. 
The increase in expenditure is not only under the hekd IPolioe,” but also 
underanch heads as “Land Revenue,” “ fteneral Administration,” “ Law 
and Justice,” “Buildings, etc.” This shows that at this time there is a 
plethora of money in Government hands. We forget at least for the moment 
that wav conditions have at all affected our financial resources. I am there¬ 
fore unable to make ont why my friend the Director of Public Instruction 
could not induce Government to set apart a larger amount for education. 
I am not sure whether it is due to his want of the power of persuasiveness 
as compared with that of the Inspector-General Police or the want of 
matured schemes or is it due to the policy of Government favouring expendi¬ 
ture on Police at the expense of education and sanitation, In April 1916, 
the Director of Public Instruction saicP't.hat as long ago as 1908 it had been 
estimated that it would cost from 15 to 16 lakhs of rupees to put secondary 
schools on anything approaching a satisfactory basis and that the number of 
schools had since then increased. Some scheme must have been then 
prepared for improving their condition, but no one outside the office of the 
Director of Public Instruction probably knows anything about this. In 
connection with tho Budget of 1916-17 the Director of Public Instruction 
admitted that the condition of the schools had not improved as funds wore 
not available and now in one single year the Police Department has got 
the sanction of Government to new schemes, costing Rs. 16 lakhs more 
a year recurring. Tho bread problem of the middle classes iS' becoming 
more acute day by day and the whole question of the secondary education 
is intimately bound up with it. It appears from the report of the 
Director of Public Instruction itj. Bengal for the year 1915-16 that 
the total expenditure on secondary schools for Indian boys for the 
year was Rs. 67,15,120, of which Rs. 6,61,160 came from Provincial 
Revenues and Rs. 8,30,328 from private sources, namely, endowments and 
contributions from private persons. It will be seen that while Government 
contributes about 9'5 per cent, of the total expenditure, about 12*5 per cent, 
is met from private contributions. If the cost of the purely Government 
schools be excluded, tho percentage of cost borne by Government for secondary 
schools not under Government management becomes still less. ^I have not 
got with me the latest figures, but it appears that during the official year 
1913-14 there were only 55 secondary schools under Government management, 
while 92 such schools were under local bodies, 1,443 schools under private 
management receiving aids from Government, and 880 schools under jirivate 
management without receiving any aid from Goveriiment. It will thus bo 
seen that the part hitherto taken by Government in the cause of secondary 
schools for boys hhs been a minor one. As regards primary education I shall 
only quote the follpwing passage from the Directorof Public Instruction’s latest 
report on the subject ; “ What is imperatively needed especially in tho Presi¬ 

dency and Burdwan Divisions is more schools of some stability. This can 
only be effected by much largCr contributions from public funds. The pupils 
already contribute 66’.3 per cent, of the filhds.' They cannot in fairness bo 
asked to contribute more.” I need riot say anything ihore at this stage as to 
how urgent is tb© need for more fupds for the improvement of edticatinn and 
how much it is necessary that all expenditure should be scrutinised carelully 
at the present time. 

■“ My Lord, in my opmion oonedderable cttigRiins^t expendiliire ie 
possible under tlie head of costs of General ,^aunistr&tdoh..i£ lixe exoii^s to 
Darjeeling twice during the year be 4 is 9 caitip.<aed. The saving would fee 
about a lakh of rupees per annum. It is a matter on whaefe it is natural that 
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me should find the ofifioial members of this Councif rather touchy, but it is 
well kno^n tlmt while formerly even the Hon’ble Members of the Board of 
Revenue were allowed to go up to Darjeeling only for a limited time and that 
as a 8{:>eci^ case, now every head of a Department manages to remain at 
Darjeeling during t'.ie whole time that Government remains there. While in 
the years '1889 and-1890 during the administration of Sir Stuart Bayley the 
cost amounted to Rs. 29,786 and Rs. 29,780 respectively, it was Rs. 96 558 in 
1918 and Rs. 91,843 in 1915. But strange it was Rs, 68,749 in 1914 or nearly 
rupees thirty thousand less. The public would like to know tlie reasons for 
these variations. And if the biennial visits to Darjeeling be absolutely 
necessary for keeping th(j brainy of Departments cool why cannot the lowest 
sum of Rs. 29,768 be maintained Again by the annual meeting known as 
the Conference of the Commissioners of Divisions and Heads of Departments, 
the Secretariat has managed to give a short holiday to other classes of 
officers who formerly had not the privilege to go up to the hills at the public 
expense. Now may I ask, is it necessary in the interests of administration that 
the Darjeeling trip should continue any longer. The three tours of the 
Government of Bengal, UM!., twice to Darjeeling and once to Dacca cannot 
hut disorganise the administrative machinery and cause delay in the disposal 
of business. It had never been urged that Darjeeling is the workshop of the 
Government of Bengal as Simla is that of India. Lord (’armichael in his 
reply to the address of the Darjeeling Mdnicipality on the Ist November last 
said : “ I am afraid I cannot agree with those who profess to think that far 
more work is donp in the hills than in the plains. In Bengal, at any rate, 
that is certainly not the case. When dealing with these files from xviiioh 
there is never escape I have often wished that Darjeeling vtere nearer 
Calcutta so that 1 might have ^ot the informaiimi 1 needed quickly, but I was 
pleased to move for my own epjoyment and for the sake of'my lioalth. 
Tbot^fh I know that if 1 had l>een in the plains I coaid have done more work. 
1 know, too, that many of my friends especially of those who seem to me to work 
hardest think the same thing and I cannot see why we should not say so.” 
The leading Anglo>lndian newspaper of Calcutta, the Englishman, said at 
the time “ the annual migration was a waste of money.” After the expression 
of opinion of Lord Carmichael it is too late to suggest the absolute necessity 
of going to Darjeeling with all the departmental heads while the fact 
remains that the Hon’ble the Finance Member d<>e8 not find it necessary to 
go up to the hills. I discussed the subject with some members of llie 
Earc^>ean Mercantile community and all I can say is that there is only one 
ofttoion on the subject, viz., tliat the exodus should be put a stop to at once. 
In Jan^ry last 1 w'anted to move a resolution in this Council on the subject 
not for putting a stop to it altogether, but I wanted that a Committee should 
be aiqBointed to examine the whole question and howfar the costs of migra¬ 
tions could be curtailed, hut Government probably aware of the feeling in the 
matter disallowed any discussion on the subject. Ajiothar point which 
renders it highly desirable that the trip should be discontinued at the present 
time «8.the waatage of railway materials. On account of war conditions, tli<' 
nutlwagrs have been forced not only to curtail all*passenger trains, but had 
also to put a stop to the* free booking of all commodities with the result that 
the price, of all kinds of necessaries are springing up by leaps and bounds. 
It is true that every oiibio feet of space possible should be saved freon being 
used anneoessariiv. The annual trips to and fro take up a great portion of 
iha^ax^iug capacity of the railways not only on account of the officers of 
t||iS ^^^ernment who have to go to Darjeeling, but also for the large number 
who have to deal with Government and Government officials. 
rj|r^ld therefore app^ to Your Lordship to consider the matter seriously, 
wiili dNiring the adibinietTation of Lord Northbrook there was famine in the 
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country, Lord Northbrook etopped Ufoing to Simla. He remOined ia 
Calcutta with the then LieutenMit-^overnor o£ Bengali Sir Onori^e CaupbeU, 
because he thought that h^ . would be able to do better work ttt the plaiiti 
than in the hiila. When Your Lordship has cut down the expenditufo in ^ 
luxuries 1 appeal to you to constdar if it is not necessary to oEit down aB 
luxurious expenditure in the administration of the Presidency. 

It is not too much to urge ajaiii the ^laim of sanitation and the su^y 
df pure drinking water to larger allotments from the public fhndp. Tne 

E rinciple that they hav,e the first claim was accepted by the OJoveriiinent of 
lOrd Carmichael, but it is the only head of the Budget which the Finance 
Member had clipped short. The following extract from the Admimitration 
Report for the year 1915-16 shows how the matter is being dealt .^ith* 
” The usual provision of Rs. 9,5(1,TOO was made during the year 1916-In for 
sanitation, but in consequence of fina'^ial stringency a sum of Rs. 6,50,000 
had to be surrendered .io third quarter of the financial year. Of the 
balance of Rs. 3,00,000 over one lakh was spent on sanitary works’ connected 
with the relief of distress in Bankura and Tippera.’' This shows how money 
expressly set apart for sanitation is being* used for other purposes. There 
are some matured schemes for the supply of drinking water and for drainage, 
but OB account of alleged want of funds they have not been taken in hand. 
I would mention only a feW, the CliBpdpur water-supply, Krishnagore water- 
supply, Dacca water-supply improvement, Suri drainage, Kurseong drainage. 

• I am sorry that the iresolutioa of my Hon’ble friend Maulvi Fazl'ml-fiaq 
with regard to the increase of miry of the last grade of Mnnstlfs from Rs. S(K) 
to Rs. 26(1 was not accepted by Clovemment.

I venture not to suggest any schenie as it 
may not be aoceptablb to the professional advisers of thb Government and we 
are not at all concerned about the measures adopted, but what I would ask 
Your Excellency’s Government is to see that the people are saved from the 
miseries caused by the floods almost eVery year and from, starvation due to 
the destruction of crops. I desire to press on Your Excellency’s Government 
that my object in moving the resolution and seeking for j^roteotion had no 
reference to abnormal floods, but the relief sought was from the danmgo 
caused by the normal flood h to which the villages are subjected every year on 
aceount of the present condition of the rivers and the river banks. The 
projects to be adopted should, be such as to protect the villages and the 
country from the recurring annual floods and whatever has to be done must 
be done at once. 


The Budget usually speaking is not an object of interesting study to the 
general public, bi»t the Budget often embodies policies and principles whibh 
stand out in striking pre-tmiinenco from amidst tljo dry and dusty mass of 
figures and statistics. The most prominent feature of this year’s Budget is the 
abnormal ipcrease of expenditure on the Police, In 1912 the expenditure on 
tlie Police was 8S lakhs and five years after vve find the recurring expenditure 
alone to be more than one crore and 12 lakhs. The new recurring expenses 
running up tb more than ten lakhs of rupees. While I do not wish to over-

There is an impression, my Lord, that the Provincial Judicial Service 
does not receive that consideration at the hands of the Government which it 
certainly deserves. The Munsiffs and Subordinate Judges have to do much 
more important and responsible work than Deputy Magistrates and they 
have to do much more brain work of a shperior character, but in the matter 
of pay and. prospects th^ are not so well treated as the members of the 
Executive, branch cf thb service., I submit, my Lord, that not only shoaild 
the initial pay . of the Munsiffs be raised, but the general prospects of 
the service shcwld be such as to attract the - most preauising younar 
members of the Bar. The Judicial Service should not be filled up bv £5 
appointed TOBdida^ for Deputy Magistrateships or those driven to seek 
service by wfant and neoeasity. The Judimal branch oC the Proyiuoial Service 
should be more aUraotive than the Eteeutive branch, pSnSple Is 
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observed in the Indian Civil Service, where a Disti’ict Judge gets higher pay 
than the Magistrate-Collector. Judicial officers in the Provincial Service 
should bear the same relation to Executive officers in regard to pay and 
prospects as that existing between tin' two branches of the Indian Civil Service. 

I beg to draw Your Excellency’s attention to another neglected branch 
of the Public Service, I mean the Subordinate Civil Service. Recruited from 
the same class of men as the Deputy Magistrates and with the same educa¬ 
tion. it is not fair that the Sub-Deputy Collectors should be so miserably paid 
or that they should have not much prospect in life to look forward to. I take 
the liberty to suggest, my Lord, that the initial pay of the Sub-Deputy 
Collectors should be raised to Rs. i50 and that the maximum should be 
raised to Rs. 400. Tfa'e great difference now existing between the emolu¬ 
ments of the two branches of the E^^cutive Service is to speak the least 
most unreasonable. I also submit, my Lord, that in the matter of promotion 
to the higher service they should be treated more liberally. The most acute 
grievance of the Sub-Deputy Collectors seems t6 bo in the matter of travelling 
and halting allowances. This should be raised to enable them to live respect- 
aj?ly. Sub-Deputy Collectors have to live and do live in the distant muffasil 
in practically the same style as Deputy Collectors and must do so, not only 
for their own sake, but also in order to maintain the prestige of the service 
to which they belong. The public, especially the rural public, do not make, 
Any distinction between a Sub-Deputy Collector and a Deputy Collector, and 
in the interest of administration and for its dignity there should not be any 
apparent distinction between the these two branches of the Executive Service. 
It is sometimes argued that even the present pay and prospects in this branch 
of the servict are sufficient todraw a large number of suitable candidates, but 
this is solely due to the general poverty of the people and the struggle for 
existence from which the middle classes in this country are seldom free. 
The poor Sub-Deputy Collector patiently bears his lot, but he would be more 
than human if he did not feel the inferior pay which he gets as compared 
with equally qualified men, doing almost the same work, who may be fortu¬ 
nate enough to get into the Provincial Service. This feeling of lateiit dis¬ 
content is sure to hamper these officials in the dischargee of their duties and it 
will not be strange if they 8uccuml> to temptation or corruption. At any rate 
this feeling of discontent must im]'air their efficiency. Nor can the present 
state of things be justified on the ground of economy. We find that extravag¬ 
ance rather than economy is the rule in the higher branches of the Public 
Service and I fail to see why the existing state of things can be allowed to 
continue in the face of almost universal condemnation. 

We are thankful to the Government of India for the recurring grant of 
nine lakhs for improving the pay of teachers. This will go some way to 
improve the lot of poor schoolmasSters. but,much more is needed to make the 
profession of teaching attractive and for the advancement and spread of 
education on a sound basis. My Lord, there is a general complaint that the 
inspecting staff of the Education Departjinent has beem strengthened beyond 
all proportions. I do, not wish it to be understood that I in any way under¬ 
rate the value of supervision or inspection, but what I mean to.^ay is that the 
number of inspecting officers have been upneoessarily increased and that the 
work can be as efficiently done with a much smaller staff if properly organised 
and controlled. The savings may be better spent in other directions for the 
’"improvement of education. 

My Lord, I find that the University of Caidutta has been given more 
than 13 lakhs for hostels in Calcutta and out of that only two lakhs of rupees 
are to be spent on a Muhammadan Hostel. -This is, I submit, neither adequate 
nor fair. 
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The want of hostels for Muhammadan boys has been pressed ' before this 
Council on several occasions, and I do not wish to traverse the same grounds 
over again. I need only say that it is extremely unfortunate that, just when 
the Mussalmans have begun to apply themselves zealously to high«r educa¬ 
tion on Western lines, difficulties should be thrown in their way so as to 
retard their progress. The difficulties with which the students of the present 
day are confronted happen to be appalling enough, but in the case of 
Mussalinan students these difficulties are magfnified by various causes which 
do not exist in the case of the students of the other communities. The 
poverty of the Mussulman students has always been a stumbling block in 
their way and the increase in the cost of education which has been brought 
about with tlio recent rules and regulations of the University and the Educa¬ 
tion Department has proved an additional impediment in the furtherance- of 
the cause of Mussalman education. Now more than ever the Mussalinan 
students want and deserve special attention and assistance. 

I beg to draw the attention of Your Excellency’s Government to the 
want of hostels for Mussalmans at the centres of education outside Calcutta 
and Dacca, specially in the Burdwau and Presidency Divisions where the 
want is very keenly felt. 

The Muhammadan community has for a long time felt and felt keenly the 
want of more Mussalman graduates in Engineering and Medicine and it is a 
pity that they have no means to provide proper opportunities and facilities 
for Mussalman boys in Medical and Engineering Colleges without Govern¬ 
ment aid and 1 appi^al to Your Excellency’s Government, to‘come to our help 
and assistance. I take tluj liberty to suggest that some scholarships should, 
be created for Mussalman boys in Engineering and Medical Colleges. This 
may b(' done out of the Mohsin fund and also from Provincial revenues. It 
will grt'.aily liclp and encourage Mussalman boys and induce'them to take to 
thes(‘ professional studies. 

1 hope, my Lord, that advantage will be taken of the new imperial grant 
of niiK* lakhs to provide for adequate arrangements for teaching of Arabic 
and Persian in Secondary Schools and that in order to encourage the 
advancement of Muhammadan education, in fixing the amount of the grants- 
in-aivl to be given to schools, some special considerations will be made for 
those institutions which provide facilities for Mussalman boys. This I say 
with special reference to schools in the Burdwan Division where the 
Muhammadan population is very small and the community comparatively poor, 
though very anxious to educate their children. 

My Lord, 1 might say that the money spent for the advancement of 
education among the Mussalmans will not be a bad investment either for the 
Government or the country. As soon as the Mussalmans receive high 
education in larger numbers and are given their legitimate share in the 
various branches of the public service and are able to take their proper place 
in the public life of the Province, our demands for special facilities will 
cease and the Mussalmans will no longer be a handicap to the cause of 
Indian progress and advancement. They will be a tower of strength to the 
Government and the country alike. 

The Department of Fishery which has now existed for some years and 
has been maintained at a considerable cost has not been of much benefit to 
the public at large The experiment and researches made by the depart¬ 
ment have not produced any appreciable effect on fish culture in this 
Province. The department is rtcither useful nor ornamental. It has been 
given a fair trial and it has failed to justify its existence. The people’ 
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i»ay now rightly d^maijd that i!; be abolished without any more money being 
spent specially duri^4iheae hard times on fu’tile oAperiments. 

In conclusion, I beg to congratulate the Hon’ble Member in charge of our 
finances in having been successful in meeting the urgent demands of the 
Province with limited resources and in being able to’ curtail some of the 
unnecessary expenses. I wish he could layvhis hands on some of the extrava¬ 
gant expenditure incurred in the higher branches of the Public Service, and 
in the matter of pay and allowances given to some of the special officers. 
Rightly and wrongly th^ero is an impression amongst the public that these 
special appointments are created not because they are wanted for efficiency in 
the administration, but to find places with suitable emoluments for certain 
officials who cannot for the present be otherwise provided. In view of the war 
which, in the words of Your Excellency, is shaking the very foundations of 
civilisation, we are bound to obseiwe th^ strictest economy in all matters. 
People will, out of loyalty and patriotism, j^adly submit to all inconveniences 
which may be capsed by observing economy. They, however, expect that the 
higher officials will set an example to them. I submit, my Lord, that a large 
saving can be effected if the higher officials temporarily give up the luxury 
of an excursion to the hills and the money better utilised to provide the 
sinews of war. The Government and f he officials in England, I understand, 
are submitting/themselves to all sorts of inconveniences and Your Excellency 
has set a noble example by declaring that you propose to curtail Government 
house expenses and 1 think it is not too much to ask the higher officials in 
thi^ country to forego some comfort and luxury.” 

^The Hon’ble Rat Radha Chaban Pae Bahaudk said :— 

“My Lord, at this Budget Debate one is naturally seized with au irresis¬ 
tible desire to Acquaint the head of the administration with the wants, wishes 
and needs of the people, but it will servo no useful purpose at the present 
moment as Your Excellency cannot be expected to express any decided 
opinion till you have familiarised yourself with the details of the adminis¬ 
tration and the various problems connected with it. 1 must content myself 
with dwelling on some of the main points connected with the Budget for 
the present financial year. 

“ At the outset T submit for Your Excellency’s consideration whether it 
would not be possible to grant us the privilege of having a standing Finance 
Committee re-elected evei'y year before whom all schemes of recurring and 
non-recurring expenditure could be laid and discussed before hoins' entered in „ 
the Budget. The Finance Committee, as at present constituted, is appointed 
in the middle of the year and'meets once or twice towards the latter part of 
the year. All that it then does is to examine a schedule of new schemes 
estimated to cost more than Rs. 5,000 (rupees five thonsand) and in one or two 
sittings the business is disposed of. No scope is afforded for fuller examina¬ 
tion or even acquaintance of the Budget as a whole. What. I suggest is that 
the standing Finance Committee sliould be the standing Advisory Committee 
at least for the present. They should meet every month or as often as required 
to consider all matters relating to the varioue items in the Budget, to watch 
the progress of expenditure of every scheme, to make recommen^titms for the 
transfer or appropriation from one head to,the other acQordi^g t^io unspent 
amount left under the various heads of the B!}d|^t> In short the 
Council should be in close touch through its Fins^ltee Coipznittee with the 
finances of the Province and the proceedings of the yc^mittee shpuid 

be laid before the Council from tipie to time for If some such , 

arrangement is not made to bring the Qpuhoil in cidtp t<;aich with the 
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administration, the result is that the Budget debate and the resolutions 
generally lead to an infructuous and uninformed discussion in which the 
non-official mein bars are necessarily in a sad plight. 

Tn tlie revised estimate of 1916-17 I find that Rs. 50,000 and Rs. 30,600 
were received as contributions from the Indian Research Fund Association 
for financing. Dr. Bentley’s schemes of anti-malarial measures and for 
testing vital statistics respectively. In the first place may I inquire what 
is the constitution of the Indian Research Fund and how are its funds 
maintained ? 

May I inquire what progress has been made of Dr. Bentley’s scheme '/ 
What further step is proposed to be taken in connection with that scheme 
this year and what money is likely to be spent and in what area ? 
There is a saving of about Rs. 1,30,000 due to the postponement of the 
appointment of the Director of Industries and the withholding of grants for 
the developnieiii of industries, pending the report of the Industrial fJom- 
mission. Tlie Industrial Commission is not likely to finish their labours 
soon. It has suspended its deliberations for some time. Is it likely that the 
same ri'snlt of inaction leaving an unexpended sum under the same head will 
ensue at thq,end of the current financial year £* Cannot the Government start 
the Department of Industries at once by appointing a well qualified Director 
who will work out the preliminaries which may be followed and developed on 
the lines of the Commission? Whatever may be the recommendations of the 
f^ominissioii 1 am sure it will be recognized that a capable Director of 
Industries is a une qud non. 

A standing Finance! Commitr.ee could no doubt go into many matters much 
more fully tinring the year than we could at a single sitting of Council and 
find out the cause of stagnation and of its remt)dy. Provision has been made 
for one Athlitlonal Secretary, two Additional Under-Secretaries and an 
Assistant (h)llector of Income-tax. May T inquire whether Indians have 
any chance of api ointment to these posts 

‘The Police expenditnre lias risen from Rs. 1,12,27,000 to Rs. 1,34.38,000. 
The increase* is a very large one and I am sure the Government have fully 
considered tlu* necessity for the expenditure before increasing the charges ‘ 
to such a large amount. The Budget includes the pay of the newdy-cveated 
posts of Assistant Deputy Commissioners. Four of whom are Indians and 
they get a salary ranging from four to five hundred. T ackiK)wledge with 
gratitude the apY)reciation the services of my country-men as police officers. 
But 1 regret to say although they are lionoured with the titles of Riii 
Sahebsand Kai Bahadurs, and iDromotedto some newly-created high sounding 
YKiSts, few of them are rewarded with a salary exceeding Rt. 500 a month. 
The Indians form the bulk of the pf)lice force in Bengal, and while from the 
Secretary of State downwards tivery member of Government is ov«u-flowiiig 
with praise of their devotion, zeal and unflincliing loyalty at the risk of their 
own lives and of those of others v^honi they hold most dear, they are never 
destined to oc'cupy any of I he high and well-paid posts in the police service. 
At most a few of them can only aspire to be Assistants ” or “Deputies”. 
As regards the reform of the Calcutta Police that |opular official and our 
friend. Mr. Gourlay, was depub^l to make inquiries and submit bis report. 

I do not know what the report contains, but J feel bound to say that although 
there are some v«n-y excellent men in the Calcutta Police, both in its higher 
and subordinate ranks, yet corruption, oppression and zuliim have not 
di8app<^ared from some of the thauas which perhaps do not come to the 
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notice of tbo CominisBioner of Police. 1 am not at all Kpeaking of political 
caBcs. As far as 1 have heard .the olHcers who deal with these cases, are 
most of them courteous, kind, (ioiisiderMv and free from temptations. 
P^rliapB they are tlio pick of the eervicei but a oouBiderablo mixture of droBS 
and alloy still eisists in the local thanas and these are the mon who deal with 
the middle class hhadrcdohes and whom the. hhadralokes wish to shun. 

Mr. Clarke, the C. mmissioner of Police, is a highly intelligent and 
capable officer and 1 believe he understands everything. T do not know 
whether he has got sufficient time to pay surprise visits to the thanas to pick 
up cases at random. 1 desire on behalf of my countrymen, resident in 
Calcutta and its vicinity, to heartily tlie (xovernment for the vigorous 

action that was taken to cope with the new form of crime known as Motor 
Dacoifies in Calcutta. There is no use disguising the fact that the situation 
as regards dacoities became so menacing that the. ordinary hhadraloke 
who had something ter care for at httme became alarmed. Murder and 
dacoity followed in such quick succession that the coniidence of tlie people in 
the police wavered, but thanks to f^overnment law and order has been restored 
and the people can now live in peace and security. I, devoutly hope the evils 
so fortunately checked will not. n^turu. In this connection 1 wish to say a 
few words about the internments. When public safety is in danger tJie 
segregation and restrainment of dangerous character is justifiable. I do not like 
the present method of disfiosal of the oases which 1 believe is capable of improve¬ 
ment by the appointment of an Advisory Bboard oonsisting of European and 
Indian .Judges who may In; jiermitted to lixamine the papers, give the 
accused an opportunity to explain and then advise the Government in (;a(;h 
case. Public opinion will be largely reconciled if this step is taken. Let us 
co-operate with Government in this matter, but we must be all animated 
with a single-minded desire to help Government in stamping out the great 
evil which threatens the Indian more than the European. If Government 
take the pcmple into confidence 1 am sure there will be no lack of co-operation. 

A sum of Rs. 40.000 has betm provided for the menials’ quarters of 
Hethune College,. A large area of land has been acquired on the south¬ 
west of Bethune College. It is necessary to improve the pr.'sent site by 
isolating it from the surrounding houses. In connection with this college 
may I inquire whether it is under consideration to connect Bethune Row 
with Manicktola Street by giving up a strip of land to the Corporation from 
the old Simla Bazar premises for the purpose of a roadway and thereby 
to improve the sanitation and position of the entire premises. 

T find that the provision for Primjq^ Education for boys and girls 
yet remains very insignificant. The Hon’ble Mr. Hornell had in past years 
with hi.s usual vigour and'eloquence emphasised tliat he was fully alive to 
the neo:e88ity of providing popular eduction foi' boys and girls, but his 
assurances have not yet materialised. I bejieve I am correct in saying that 
of the total expenditure on Primary Education 4.tl'7 per cent, is drawn from 
jmblic funds, while 56*3' per cent, is depved from private 80 urc.e 8 . The 
school buildings or paihsalas are niost wretched and ill-equipped and 
the teachers are ill-paid ami ill-trained and I bedieve the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell 
will admit' that the state of primary. Mutation in Bengal is such that it 
reflects no credit to Government. The great majority of girls’ schools are 
equally wretched. ’^Jiat is urgently required is the provision for better 
buildings, well-]>flid mistresses and suitahle quarters for them. These are the, 
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Bret needs, but God alone knows when these needs will l>e met. A special 
(^cer was appointed to report on the condition of Primary Education in 
Oalcutta. He submitted his report some time back. The Corporation has 
also submitted its report, yet nothin)^ tangible seems to be in sight. It was 
said th r»ie years ago and. repeated this year that a survey is being made, 
but I am afraid the, Govsfrnment coach jnoves very alow. Anotlno* want 
of our community is ' zenana education. In East Bengal there is some 
l)roviHion for zenana education, but in West Bengal there is none. Female 
education may well be combined with industrial education and lace-making, 
needle-work and embroidery might very fitly be taught by peripatetic 
teachers in thi- homes of the hhadroloke class. Thus not otdy e<lucation but 
some sort of liomo-industry may be developed in eveiy home which may 
enable the wives of middle class people to supplement the resources of their 
husbands and also, perhaps, widows to earn thoir livelihood within their 
fturd ah. 

1 sliould lik»' t(j know wJiy no provision has been made for the tropical 
school of nu'dieim' and liospital attached ^ it. Tuberculosis is rampant in our 
midst and I beli('V(*i there was an idea of opening a separate hospital for the 
investigation of this diseast*. Cun we hav(» some information on the subject? 
.My Lord, malaria is the great scourge tif Bengal. Ever since 1870 the people 
of Bengal liave been agitating for tiie rcunovai of tliis scourge. The Gtivern- 
ment have from time to time instituted inquiries into the cause of malaria 
and its reniedii's. But nothing could bo done to arrest this disease. This 
year’s luuiget only providen Hs. ,‘i0,('K)0 for l)r. Bentley’s investigation. 

As this is the lust occasion on \Nhich we have the pleasure of meeting 
here the Hon’bb* Mr. I^yon, the Vice-President of this Council, before he 
leaves the slion's of India, I wish, with Your Excellency’s permission, to say a 
few words of farewell. Mr. Lyon came out to India, I believe, in 18S3, in the 
stormy days i>f the niiMiiorable llbert Bill controversy. Gifted with high 
intellectual powco's, vtn-satih' ability, strong personality, combined with an 
unfailing courtesy, ho made his mark in every sphere of his activities during 
the last .S4 years of his servict*. He has mixed freely and unreservedly with 
the people among whom his lot was east, .and tried his best to promote their 
wellbeing. To the student community of Calcutta, he was a true friend and 
benefactor ; he lov(>d tliem and they loved him, and I can speak, without 
exaggeration, that there is a genuine fooliTig of sorrow among them to have 
to part with him. Tln^ Calcutta University Institute, the play-ground of the 
Oriental Seminary and many other educational institutions will serve to remind 
118 of his largc-hoai ted sympathy ami his services to the cause of education. 
As V ice-Presldent of tlic Council, he has guided its deliberatious witli great 
dignity, courtesy and consideration and we are profoundly gra|pful to him. 

The time lor his retirement has ci»me and we all h'.el a genuine pang.of 
separation. We bid him farewell—a word which cannot be uttered without 
emotion and, in doing so, we tendf'r him our liest wishes for his health and 
happiness In his well-eaincd retirement. 

Anotlun- memlier of tlie Executive I’ouncil who had his hand in shaping the 
Budget will be retiring before long, i believe this is tlie last occasion when 
we siiall have the filoasure of meeting the Hon’bio Nawab Sir Syed S’hains-ul- 
Huda in this Council. 1 desire, my l.ord, on behalf of my countrymen and 
specially of the community to whicli 1 belong, to pul>liely acknowledge the 
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services he has rendered to the province, as a member oi 
Saeoeedinga Hinduin the cabinet of our Government, he very eatablwh^ 
hie eiaims upon the gratitude of my 6ountry by the tmpamakty and v^r, 
frankness and independence with which he dealt with all aubjwtsa^p^ 
the welfare of the country. He enjoyed the complete oonfidenoe of alj seotiana 
of the oommunity. The GoverAnent could not have an abler exponent of 
Indian opinion and we yet liope that though tranaferred to another sphere n^ 
lees exalted and onerous, his advice and assistance will be equally available to 
the Governnvent and to his countrymen. 


The Hon’ble Bamo Ambik.^ (’hakan Mazumdar said 

“ My Lord, at this customary academic discussion of the Budget^ I whole¬ 
heartedly associate with the observations which have fallen from my esteemed 
friend, the Hon’ble Mahanijadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, and my friend, the 
Hon’ble. Babu Surendra Nath Ray, as regards the constitution and working 
of the Finance Coininittee. Half a dozen non-official members are admitted 
into this Finance Committee, and if they are really ineml>erH of that Commit¬ 
tee. an opportunity should be sriven to them to deal with the Bud^t finances, 
irrespective of any motion brought before them, cut and dried, hy the 
official members of t he t’ommittee. They should not be there as mere ornamen¬ 
tal figure heads to be tackled with the question of estom^l when they h.nppen 
to differ from the decisions of the Finance Member. With these preliminaty 
observations, I would like to l>ring to Your FIxcellency’s notice, some of the 
features of the Budget. 

My Lord, although we meet under the shaduvv of u great calamity, 
the Budget which has now reached its final stage, cannot be called a War 
Budget. The Budgol, which is about t«> be passed, !h essentially a 
measure for ,t*eurmg administrative convenience. Nojirly 4^ lakhs have 
been prove d for the partition of two districts and, as a constMiuencc, 
a fn^ 'iCj sum of one lakh of rupees has beeii l)udgette<l for meeting recurring 
charges for the maintenance of these additionaLiistricts. Over 18 lakhs have 
been provided for the reorganisation and accommodation of the Police. 
Thepe two are the most predominant features of the Budget. On the other 
hand, the grant for primary educatir?n shows no perceptible inuivase. the 
ordinary grant for sanitation has been ruthlessly out dowzi. and the questhm 
of the establishment of a new* university in this province, vrliich has 
been hanging fire for the last six years, has practically been suspended. 
My Lord, I would not have cotnplaituxi of thesf reductions, if Govern¬ 
ment had observed equal economy in the direction of administration. In this 
matter I feel coneti-ained to say that tills wfis not tfu- time for partitioning 
districts or for providing new buildings for the comfort and accoiiimixlation 
of the Police. Mucii less wag this the time to incur this lavish expeijcliturf' 
at (he sacrifice of sanitation and education. Partition of districts into smallor 
administrative ®bnit.s may, no douht. lead to administrative con veiiience. 
But. my Lord, administrative convenience is not tfn^ panaofia For all the evils 
fr'orn which the people suffer. Adtnrnis(ra.t.'\’i-! efficiency, however deairahlc 
ill itseif. divorced from progressive administration and carried to 

excess, has a distinct tondoney to reduce even the most organised adminis¬ 
tration to a lifeless machinery inoapabJe of adapting itself to the altered 
conditions of its environments.

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extension of the Municipal system, but resolution or no resolution, Govern¬ 
ment are always in a position to mark its sympathj’ for the aspirations of the 
people, if it is disposed to treat with sympathy the question of Local Self- 
Government. Local Self-Government has been truly said to be the founda¬ 
tion of National Self-Government, and it would bo an act of wise statesman¬ 
ship to inspire the minds of the people with trust and confidence in the 
benevolent intentions of Government.” 


The Hon’blo Mk. Beatson-Bell said :— 

“ My Lord, I rise to a point of order. This matter does not arise out of 
the Budget.” 


The President said :— 

Strictly spoiaking, I do not observe any very close connection between 
the speech of the Hon’ble Member and the Budget. But it has been 
customary, 1 understand, to allow a very general discussion on the occasion 
of the annual final stage of the Budget. I would ask the Hon’ble Member 
not to travel furtlnsr away from the Budget than he can help, an<l 1 hope he 
will refrain from doing so.” 


The Hon’ble Baud Ambika Chakan Mazumdak said :— 

” My Lord, I do not quite understand that I went beyond the Budget. 

It is very discouraging to contemplate that no less than 34 resolutions 
were moved by th(' non-ofticial members and with the solitary exception of 
one small resolution for which the Hon’ble the Director of Public Instruction 
ought to be thanked, all of them^'were stubbornly resisted and rejected by 
Government. In two cases they were rejected by the bare majority of the 
casting vote of the Vice-President in the chair. Surely tiiis is not very 
encouraging to ^on-official members. 

My Lord. I do not know whether 1 would be going against the rules of 
the Council if I were to say something on the question of internments to which 
one Hon’ble Member has made a reference. The humble suggestion, which 
I have made more tlian once outside this Council Chamber, I would submit once 
again for the responsible authorities to consider, f refer to the case of the largo 
number of young meii who have been interned. I am not going into tlie vexed 
question whether they were actual conspirators, anarchists, or whether they 
were merely'takom into custody under suspicion. What my vi'^w is this : that 
these young men. who have been interned and whose number—as far as I 
understand—comes close upon a thousand, cannot be detained for ever, and 
when they are lot loose, what will be the state of the society and what will be 
the condition of these boys? They cannot possibly reconcile themselves to the 
hardships to which they have heen siiItjecte 1. Whether they deserve the 
punishment they are undergoing or they do not—they will always carry within 
themselves the idea that they have been victims of a conspiracy and it is 
my sincere conviction tliat these boys after thoir release will be driven into 
the arms of anarchists or conspirators and they will cease to be useful 
citizens of the country and the Empire. Under these circumstances it is 
my earnest request to Your Excollonoy s Government that the matter be taken 
into serious consideration and to sof whether it may not be possible even now 
to give these boys an opportunity of joining the Defence of India Force if

they ohooee to do so. It would surely have a corrective effect upon them, if 
they are guilty, and at the same time many of them might be reclaimed and 
they might become useful citizens. • 

As regards the pay of teachers to which reference has been made by 
some speakers, I confess that 1 was instrumental in pilloring the Hon’ble 
Mr. Hornell upon issuing a circular whioli, 1 understand, was not his 
production, but which came as a legacy to him from his predecessor. However 
it is gratifying to learn tliat the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell will now bo able to deal 
with the question more satisfactorily with the handsome grant which the Govern¬ 
ment of India has made for, the improvement of the pay and prospects of the 
teachers. *' “ 

My Lord, before I sit down J will say only this. Your Excellency vvill 
remember that India of to-day is not India of 1906 and Bengal has moved apace 
with the current of progressive thoughts and ideas which have asserted thera- 
selvoB in the public mind of Bengal during the last 10 years. Your Excellency 
comes to us fresh from the bracing atmosfdiero of the great mothfir of Parlia¬ 
ments, and it is our earnest hope and desire that Your Excellency will not 
loose a single opportunity to impress the Government of Bengal with those 
ideas of justice, fairness, and progress which are the noble heritage of the great 
representative assembly to which Your Excellency had until recently the 
privilege to belong." 


The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur said ;— 

*‘My Lord, —It is hardly necessary for me to discuss at length thei varous 
items in the Budget presented to us on the 27th March last. On abcount of 
the war, there are financial difficulties on the part of Government, but there 
is a strong popular feeling which we are bound to represent to Government 
for increase of expenditure under the heads of Education, Sanitation and 
the project for mitigating the effects of the Damodar floods in the Burdwan 
Division. Wo hold briefs from the people and it is our sacred duty to lay their 
grievances for the consideration of Your fixcellency’s Council. On the 
13th ultimo we discussed the manner in which our respective claims for 
the appropriation of the money demanded by us may l>e met from the several 
heads of the Budget already settled. All the resolutions had to be withdrawn 
by us under circumstances recorded in ihq proceedings of the Council held 
on the 13th and 14th March. 1^7. It now remains for me to submit my 
views generally on a few items and I will be very brief in my observations 
regarding them. 

The grant for Sanitary purposes is Rs. 2,62,000 for this year. In 1913-14 
the actuals were Rs. 5,58,825 ; in 1914-15 Rs. 3,94,688 ; in 1915-16 Rs. 2,13,735. 
We expected a larger grant, 

I may mention that proper application of the Public Works Cess by the 
District Boards is vei*y desirable and I put a few questions to the Council to 
get an idea on the subject. But there has been a most lamentable failure on 
the part of a few District Boards to spend larger sums of money on the exca¬ 
vation and re-excavation of tanks as vvill appear from the tabular statement 
/ of expenditure during the year 1915-16 furnished to me at the Council

Discussion of the Budget. 

Babu Kishori Moban Cbaudhuri. 

TllO Hon’blo RaI MAilENt>KA ChANDKA MiTKA HAHAt)UK - COHcld. 

Mocting held on the 27th March, 1917. Thia rcHult inuat ha regarded as 
very disappointing. 

My Lor.l, I beg to invite the attention of Your Excellency’s Goverameni 
to the appropriation of the Public Works dess for the supply of pure drinking 
water in villages. It is a matter of satisfaction to the villagers that tlie rigour 
of tlie riih? of contributioil of a third share of cesses by tlnnn has been relaxed 
by our benign (loveiwment. Malaria and cholera in villages will be greatly 
•cliecked if a sufficient ninnber of tanks are excavated and re-excavated and 
pure drinking water is supplied to the people. It is no exaggeration to say 
that scarcity of good drinking water in a largo number of villages is loudly 
complained of. 

1 thank the Government of Bengal for granting Rs. 10,000 for improving 
the sanitary condition of the Berhampur Sluice on the Bhagirathi Embank¬ 
ment in the district of Murshidabad, for which I moved a rosolulion on the 
14th March, 1917. 

1 thank the Government of Bengal for provi ling Rs. 2,50,00') in this 
year’s Budged for mitigating the effects of floods in the Burdwan Division. 

Tlu! education of girls on oriental ideas is higldy dc->sirable and I have 
iuvitc^d the attention of Government to this most important subject. The 
observations of the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell on my resolution, dated the 14th 
March, 1917, regarding the Mahakati Pathsala show tiiat he has sympathy for 
such a system of education. I hope Your Excellency will'be pleased to 
consider the matter. 

For the education of girls of Upper Primary Schools, the provision in this 
year’s Budget is Rs. 4,()0() and for that of the Lo'.ver Primary Schools is 
Rs. 17,000. These amounts are not adequate. The sura of Rs. 13,000 has 
been kt;pt for Zenana classes in East Bengal, but there is no such provision 
lor West Bccugal. The omission should have been remedied. 

1 thank the GovcM-nment of Bengal for promising to make the best 
possible temporary arrangement for the accommodation of the Indian students 
of the Medical College, Calcutta.” 


The Hon’ble Baku Kishoki Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

” My Lord, 1 congratulate the Hon’ble Member in charge of Finance 
on the budget he has presented this year which can be taken as a prosperity 
budget. In the revised estimate fo*- 1915-16 the receipts of the year were 
calotilated at Rs. 6,26,31,000, but the year ended with a clear receipt of 
Rb, 6 34,60,000 in round numbers with better receipts by about Rs. 8,00,000 
mainly on Land Revenue, Stamps, Excise, Income-tax and Quinine sale. 
The revised estimate for 1916-17 shows a probable gain over the actuals fpr 
1915-16 by nearly Rs. .20,00,000, though the provincial share of the increased 
revenue from iiew taxation under Exc’se and Income-tax had to be trans¬ 
ferred to Imperial Revenue. The real improvements in 1916-17 also are 
likely to bo offwted by better receipts on Land Revenue, Stamps. F'oreat, 
Jails and Quinine sale. Excluding the special Imperial grant of 9 lakhs for 
improvement of pay and training of teachers the yqfir 1917-18 has been 
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estimated to make further progress by bettor receipts amounting to 
Rs. 2,82,000, mainly on Land Revenue, Stamps, Excise, Forest and Registra¬ 
tion. There was not only improvement on receipts but expenditure was also 
less in 1915-16 and there will probably be a largo saving in 1916-17 as shown 
in the revised estimate. Thus the revised estimate fbr 1916-17 shows a 
closing balance of Rs. 3,26,79,000 in place of Rs. 2,60,97,000 in the sanctioned 
estimate for that year and the year 1917-18 is estimated to begin with a clear 
gain of Rs. 65,82,000. 

In the budget estimate for 1917-18 a slum of Rs. JJi.21,000 is estimated 
to be spent over and above the estimated income of the year. It has also 
been noted that*a sum of Rs. 69,80,000 out of the closing balance remains 
available for new expenditure in the |uture. I have not been able to make 
out how. when and under what circumstances this expenditure is likely to be 
incurred. In the absenbe of a copy of the order of the Government of India 
according provisional sanction to the draft Financial »Statement it is not 
clear whether the said sum of Rs. 69,8(/,00O will really be available for 
expenditure in the near future. The explanatory notes are not clear and 
seem to me to be rather misleading. 

In going through these figures and the explanatory notes on the closing 
balances for 1915-16 and 1916-17 it struck me that a very large sum forming 
part of the closing balance for the year 1917-18 has probably unnecesMarily 
been kept as a free balance. In the budget fov 1915-16 a sum of Rs. 20,47,000 
was jtept free and available for new expenditure in the near future and 
similarly in the budget for 1916-17 a sum of Rs. 19,27,000 was kept a free 
balance available which could be spent in future years. If in those two 
successive years a sum of about Rs. 20,00,000 was thought sufficient as a free 
balance where was the necessity of keeping nearly Ks. 70,00,000 for the 
year 1917-18? If any sanction of the India Government for utilising this 
heavy balance for some useful public purposes was necessary, why was not 
such sanction sought for and obtained ? 1 hope a s’atisfactory explanation will 

still be forthcoming. As I hav(i shown before, the year 1917-18 is the most 
pi'osperous of all the years since 1912-13. If we are really prosperous it is 
but reasonable and fair that all our dependants should be allow^ed equally to 
participate in onr })rosperity. On expenditure side the year 191.-18 is the 
most liberal of all the years since 1912-1.3. The budget provides an expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 6,77,20,000 that is nearly 70 lakhs more than the amount 
estimated to be sjient in 1916-17. This is also a sure index to our prosperity. 
The budget for 1916-17 being admittedly a war budget that year’s expenditure 
may be taken as the barely necessary, ordinary, annual expenses of adminis¬ 
tration. Let us see then how the excess amount of 70 lakhs has been distri¬ 
buted in the Budget. As far as I have been able to follow the distribution 
appears to have been made inainlv as follow.s :—

A gltinoo Jtt th(' distrilnition at mice hUovvh that this year’s budget may 
he practically called the Police Budget as against the V>'ar Budget of its 
predecoHser. Taking the Iniporial grant of 5) lakhs for teachers out of 
consideration tlu're remain hi lakhs and out of that sum 34 lakhs have gone 
to the I'olice and Rs. 10,.57,000 coveri'l hy itcjns (l) (2) (7) (8a) (9) (ll(/j)) 
for administration .and in this dist rihnl ion education faros ilie worst. 

1 now wish to make a few ob.servations on some of these dtstrlhutions. 

22 — EducArtion .—As reganls the Imperial grant for teaciters no 
detaih^d sclunne has heim shown and 1 am not aware if it has yet been 
formulated. My information is that a scheme for the improvement of. the 
Snhordinate Etlucalional Serv'icc^ has long heim satmtioned hy the Secretary 
of State for India with scales of salaries ranL(ing from Rs. 40 to Ra. 400 
a month. If tny information is correct 1 hving it to the notice of the 

authorities to cfinsider if it cannot he giv(m ethn-t to n ovv in connection with 

this grattl and a suhstanti.al portion of ii cannot h(‘ utilised for improving 
the pay and training of the primary scliool te.ache.rB. As the grant is recur¬ 
ring since 1917-18 I hopt^ full effect will Ix' given to this grant without 
delay and an opportunity may ho given for a pnltlic discussion of the detailed 
scheme. 

laimp pro\dsions whhont details htive been made of the several Imperial 
educational grants. At page 2.3 1 notice that in 1916-17 out of the total 

grant of Rs. 21,91,000 a sum of Rs. 17,98,000 is likely to he spent. We 

are also told t!ial nothing out of this lump grant is available In 1917-18. 
Unfortunately, however, no sucli detaile 1 uiformation for 1917-L8 has been 
given in the l>udget. Such an exi)lanatory note is absolutely necessary for 
getting an idea of lh(' real situation. As regards the savings of these grants 
m 1916-17 amounting to Rs. 3,93.000 which probably were utilised for other 
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educational expenditures it is but reasonable and fair that this oncroachinent 
of 1916-17 should I )e considered as a moral debt and an early opportunity 
ought to be taken to repay it so that the sum may be spent for the very purposes 
for which it has been given. The Hon’ble Mr. Hornell complains in intro¬ 
ducing tlie educational portion, of the budget that for want of funds he has 
not been able to make any provision for new buildings of the Bhola, Jhala- 
khati, Pirojpur and Jamalpur High Schools recently provincialised. In 
distributing the aforesaid sum of Rs. 61,00,000 this question should have 
been considered. Building accommodation for tliese schools for children 
under a tropical sun ought to have boon given preference. 

A motion was made for a grant of Rs. 50,000 for hostel aceominodatiun 
in Rajshahi in consideration of thi; fact that a large sum is going to be locally 
contiibuted for building accommodati«n urgently required. The Rajshahi 
College is the least expensive Govornmonl College and it is a pity that 
in a largo distribution the claim of this College could not be considered. 
Adequate hostel accommodatitni and placing the students under proper super¬ 
vision and control is a crying necessity and in no way subordinate to t Ik* 
housing accomodation of police officers. 

An attempt was also., made for diverting a substantial portion of the 
amount allotted for police buildings for the irnproveinent ofj)riniary education. 
It is equally unfortunate that it could not be giv(*n cfleet to. 

246.— Sanitation .—I am glad that a grant of Rs. 2,5(),()(K) has l>een made 
for works of sanitary improvements. No detailed .sohenu' has, however, been 
shown and the grant is also not surely adeciuate having regard to tlm importance 
of the subject. I hope tiarly steps will be taken to mak(« some satisfactory 
progress in this direction. In this connection it may be noted that a sugges¬ 
tion was made by tlie Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Baiu'rji last year for 
sui’rendering the remaining portion of the Ferry r<»coipts to local bcidies. I 
am not aware what effect has been given lo this excellent suggestion. I may 
be permitted to take this opportunity of repeating this request and I hope this 
concession will be made with strict direetlc)n that the whole amount should 
be spent for sanitary improvement. 

266.— ScientiJ}.c Department .—Two lump grants have Ixh'ii made for the 
Director of Industries and Development of Indu.strics. A larger provision 
was made for those two purposes in the sanctioned esiimate for 1916-17 l.ui 
nothing could be utilised. The Director could not i)e appointed as it was not 
sanctioned and the «*xponditure under the other head could not be sanctioned 
pending the report of the Industrial Conitnission. I'in* grant is not adfK]Uute 
and the savings of the year 191^-17 ought to have b(*en addotl to the proper 
grant for 1917-18. J hope steps will bo taken to give a start as early as 
possible as the time is very opportune. The recent [)ractical steps taken to 
give an impetus to homo industries is a move in the right direction and any 
further progress that can be made will be a groat help to this crying need. 

45. Civil Works hy Public Works Department. —(a) Police Buildings— 
A list showing what accommodations, whore, for whotn, and at what cost, arc 
urgently necessary, and it should have been appended to the Budget Estimate. 
The non-official members representing various interests in this Council have a 
duty to perform. It is not that they have no confidence in the official version 
blit they should get an opportunity of submitting their views on the subject 
based on local information. It is very unfortunate no doubt that the public 
cannot, in many cases, see eye to eye witli the authorities. The general work- 
ing of the Police De>partmont, at least of the subordinate police, is not very 
satisfactory to the public. It may be pointed out that the complaint is not a 
new one nor a one-sided on^. The public are vitally interested in the working 
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of the police as they are entrusted with a very sacred and onerous duty—I 
mean the preservation of the peace. Complaint is often made by the public 
ugainet the police and the police often complain that they do not get the co¬ 
operation of the public. While fully appreciating the remarks of the Hon’ble 
the Vice-President in introducing tile police and jail portions of the amended 
draft financial statement upon the police and their general work for the mainte¬ 
nance of law and order in this Presidency it is our bounden duty to submit for 
the consideration of the authorities that there must be some reasonable cause 
for the long standing mutual distrust and difference referred to above. The 
police have often been severely criticised and found fault with by the highest 
judiciary in the land. The fact cannot- be denied that honesty and sympathetic* 
treatment are tlie real key notes of administrative success. Honesty, however, 
is dependent upon sound education and adequate remuneration which are 
still absent to a larger di'gree from the police service than in other similarly 
important services in India. The system of recruitment of the subordinate 
polit^e is far from satisfactory. Tin* market value of an ordinary M.A. in the 
Pidiicatiori 1 )('partiiu‘nt is R.s. 50 oidy according to a departmental circular, but 
the Police Sub-Inspectors drawing an initial pay of Hs. 50 a month is recruited 
from matriculated students if hacked by weighty recommendations. When 
a large^ amount (about 22 laklis) is going to be spent for the improvement of 
the Police Depariinent the question of house accommodation at a cost of 
12 lakhs more eoidd bo deferred for a few years at least or a substantial 
pfirtion of the closing balance* shown available for expenditure ought to have 
i)(*en utilised for meeting the more urgent demands of education, sanitation, 
•nu'dical aid, communication and the all-important industrial development 
of tlie I’rovince. The irrqirovenient of the Police Department is a necessity 
no doubt and we are glad to learn that the full scheme is ready and it has got 
tlu*i unanimous approval of tlie Finance (Jomfnittee. 1 am ndt aware, however, 
whether the same procedure was adopted as regards the appropriation of 
12 lakhs for th<^ Police buildings. 

(3) Grant for laud acquisition and for buildings for partitioning Mldnapore 
and Mymensingli. 

It is not clear from the statement in the Budget whether the people of 
.Midnapore and Mymensingh are anxious for immediate partition of the 
districts. So far as we have understoexi from the speech of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Dutt, the people of Midnaport* at least are opposed to the partition. 
S(>veral resolutions wen* moved on the 13th March last urging for the 
postponement of this sehome for the present. The District Administration 
(Committee recommended ininu'diatt* partition of Midnapore, Mymensingh. 
Dacca and Backe.rgaiij. 1 f the scheme could be kept pending for the latter 
two districts 1. for my part, fail to understand why the matter cannot be 
kept pending for sometime more for the former two districts. At least the 
explanation given is not convincing. If the administrative works for the 
District Magistrate and tlie Superintendent of Police for Midnapore and 
Mymensingh are really very heavy and can not be mana,ged single-handed 
additional officers can lx* given for tlieir immediate relief. 'Phe work of 
administration is going on in other respects rather smoothly. The adminis¬ 
trative heads can be duplicated without incurring heavy expenditure which 
the partition will entail. The provision of Rs. 4,.36,000 will not cover the 
whfde expenses fif iiartition—more money will have to be provided very soon 
and this is hardly the time when such big schemes should be taken in hand. 

Before I eonclude I may be permitted to snggosl^^ that more time than 
what has been allowed at least this year should be given to the members 
outside the Finance Committee for thoroughly studying the Budget provisions 
.and the explanatory notes should be more exhaustive. My Hon’ble colleague 
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Babu Mahendm Nath liay and othoi-H inadcj this suggestion last year and the 
reply given was reassuring, As a matter of fact we got very little time his 
year to gp through the Financial Statement. Tt was supplied to us, JW tar as 
I remember, on the 4th March last" onlj’ and we were asked to submit our 
resolutions by 1L a.m, on the 8tli. Constituted as wt* are our voice is no 
doubt very feeble and does not count much in shaping and regulating the 
proeeedings of this Council. Still wc, the representative spokesmen ol the 
people, have a duty here to ptirforiu and if we aie to discharge that duty 
conscientiously and to he of any rt'al help to the odicial members sufficient 
time and opportunity should ho given us so that we may he enahleil tr» offer 
useful criticism and practical suggestions.” 

The Hon’blo M«. Ai.taf Am said ;— 

My Lord, as it is customary with tin* nieudx rs of your Council to discuss 
the annual Budget, I beg leave oH Your Kxcellenej- to mak<‘ a f<*w general 
observations on the present occasion. 

The. outstanding feature of the Finaneial {Statenn*nl. iny Lord, is the great 
increase in the police charges. While other hi'ads of ('xp<>nditur«' liave been 
considerably eurtailed, the claims of the J’oliee department have he<>n met 
fully i *oth uinler recurring and iion-ri*curring head of expenditure. Pf)liee 
buildings aloiui will cost 1:? lakhs this ju'ar. For aught 1 know, this lias 
been the subject of severe public criticism. 

My Lord. J venture to think that the diminution of expenditure under 
such urgent and important heads as Medical and Sanitation is to he greatly 
regretted. Our people in thf< nmiotc villages,and towns arc dying by their 
thousands e-vei^' year and it is our paramount duty to adopt measures to 
check the ravages of malaria and epidemic iliseascs. supply pure drinking 
water in rural areas and improve sanitation generally. 

My Lord,, it is a well known fact that wherever in the mufassal an 
epidemic of any description has broken out, its cause has h(,*en attributed 
either to defective sanitation or poor supply of pure, drinking water. Is it 
not 8ur|>ri8ing, niy Lord, that for such an important work a sum of Ks. 6 lakhs 
only has been found The allotment of Us. .BO,000 for Dr. Bentley’s schouu* 
of sulisoil drainage also is not quite adequate. While 1 welcoino the lump 
grant of .3^ lakhs to the Be'lgaohia Medieal liistitutiori and another sum to the 
Dacca Lunatic Asyiuin, 1 am constrained to say that “ the criterion of imme¬ 
diate and imperative necessity ” has been too rigor, uisly applied in the case of 
sanitalion. So far as education is concerned, no special provision lias heim 
made for any soheine relating to Muhaminadan tidueation. Tlie fmople of 
Eastern Bengal will he greatly disheartened to find that I ho recurring grant 
for the Dacca University scheme lias het'ii omitted. 1, liowever. as a member 
of the governing body of the H. H, School, welcome the provision for Rs. 29,(XK) 
odd for masters, etc., for that institution and I take thi.s opportunity of 
thanking Youi Excellency’s Government for allowing us to continue this 
experiment. 

As a rejirosentative -if the District Boards it is my special privilege to 
thank Government for appointing, though as an experimental measure, a non¬ 
official gentleman as Chairman of the Murshidabad District Board. Evory- 
bcxly is confident that Rai Baiknntha Nath Sen Babctdiir will more than 
justify his appointment and it is to be hoped that the experimemt will prove 
a success anrl that it will he inirixJuced in at least one district in each of the 
five divisions of liengal. 

llu*. gradual diminution of the Augmentation grant, however, needs an 
explanation. 
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This in an Imperial grant for the benefit, of the Ditstrict Boards. Nf)- 
w here d, 0 (jK it ajipc^ar, my Lord, that the Imperial Grovorninent wants to 
treat Bengal in a <lifter(;nt*' way from the other provin(;es which enjoy the 
grant. Jn my oj>inion Ih'ovincial (Jovernnients should nc)t curtail this 
Imperial grant without th(> authority of the (h jvtwnuKmt of India. The 
District Boards should have beim proiiided this year with a special grant with 
which they coul 1 tixcavat(3 silti'd up tanks an 1 khals an 1 construct masonry 
wolls for thi*supj)Iy oi puri* drinking water wit.hin tli'dr respective jurisdiction.^.. 

1 may be- allowed to point out, my Lord, tliat the big rivers and iin^'Mjrtant 
watm'ways of Bengal deStM'v(' to Im; looki-d after by the Oovernment. My 
Loi'd, a ninmur has gained gtound that it is in the contemplation of thi; 
Government to constitute. (Jirele Boaids in sulistitation of tlu* existing Local 
Boards and to place them under ollicial jnesidents equal in rank to Sub- 
Deputy Collectors. I am afraid, my Lord, the latter part of the proposed 
scheme will not be acc('pt.ahle lo t he pecjph' who are as anxiou.s as ever that 
Local Sell-Covernment should lx? aliSolutidy free from all sorts of official 
intiwfe rence. 

In conclusion, my Lord, it is my agreeable duty to thank (lovernmont 
for empowering most of our Municipalities during the year which has just 
l>een closed to elect their own Chairman. This ' has ev^ery where been hailed 
with delight.” 

The Hon’lile Du. Dkua Frakad Sauhadhikari said ;— 

“ My Lord, all int(M-*‘stcd in educat ion, in this country rejoice at Your 
Kxccllfnicv’s defy>-ri)oU'd and long-standing interest in the (juestion. Your 
Excellency is r.'jtor od to have recently obsfU'ved tliat the question of advance 
of education is largidy a qui'Stion fif money and that Your ExcelLeuey intended 
to do your utmost to extend and imorovf' education. As Your Excellency 
rightly obscrvi^d tht' task is gigantic and patience is essential. If it is a ques¬ 
tion of nmuey. it is no less a fju.'stion of th(* soun Iness of the point of view and 
correctness of the an 3 ;ie of vision. We ri joice that Your Excellency thinks 
that arrangemmits sliould exist in India to ('liable Indians to acquire efficient 
training in the highest branches of iiK'dieine. engineering ami all sorts of arts, 
and crafts and I have no doubt in this jirogramme of advance Commerce, 
Agriculture and Tecliiiology will find fitting places. \\ ith determined efforts 
and in spite of drawbacks tliat will long continue, it would lie possllde to have 
reiaovi^d a h.'W m(.ire bars in tlie way of progress. Some slight relief in the 
situalion may be afforded by the Imperial grant of nine lakhs for the bettor- 
nu'nt of the jiositioii and for tiie training of tc'acln'rs in our soeondary schools. 
The grant when spread over, all tiie schools waiting for assistance, may not 
make a serious imprc'ssion on tiie situalion in the first instance, but will be an 
cxe(HHliiigly good beginning, if jiroperly Jiandh'd. (kareful C(..nsidtation of all 
th(' interests coneerm'd will be lUM'ded before embarking on piecemeal 
individual sclu'ines that will find ad\'ocates and the waste that has attended 
some previous grants onglil. to be ('ffcctively stopped. In tin? Budget state¬ 
ment or the debate that followi'd it, no definite information was fort hcoming as 
to the line that the distribution of the grant was to take and some pronounce- 
mi'iit in this behalf would be helpful. And such pronouncement ought 
to be followed by detailed deliberation by represontativi^s of the different 
interests concerned. How much of tin's is to be for training purposes and 
how much for individual improvement ought to be known early and schools 
under private management that otherwise receive no assistance, ought to 
come in for a large shai’e of the benefacition. Whether a very few rupees 
individually added all over the field would be the better use of the grant or 
whether selected institutions or classes of institution in some selected area 
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should have thorough toning up as a beginning, others being ‘ak«n up in 
their turn when more grants are forthcoming, would also e an in r , g 
moot question. * 


Intimately connected witli the question of improving the prtwj^ots of 
our teachers and proptM’lv training thmn would be the question of housing 
schools properly, for which no adequate provision by the Government is now 
. possible or is likely to be possilile in the immeuiate future. iSuch resources 
as are at the disposal of the Government munt be nearly exhausted in the. 
partial improvement of bad Government schools, for unfortunately there are 
many such, and the schools under private management can hardly exjject 
appreciable relief for a long while out of the existing resources. Yet without 
soipe relief it would be a mistake to ex]:|}ct any tangible improvement. The 
demand for secondary education is growing every day, and it being the rock- 
bed of satisfactory higher education, the demand cannot he ignored with 
impunity. I shall not take up the Oonneirs time in detailing the necessities 
of the situation brought out in a recent debate on the question, but would be 
content merely to emphasise the supreme need of early action, so that some 
beginning in selected areas and with regard to selected institutions may be 
possible. Though no separate and earmarked provision • has been possilde. 
the general educational budget may ) ossibly give us a few thousand rupees 
during the course of the next twelve months, for starting such an experiment 
as was advixjated by the Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sarkar at a recent meeting of 
this Council. The need d(x?a not and cannot he denied and the longer the 
first steps of reform are delayed the worse will the situation suffer as a 
whole. If the grant-in-aid rules, tliat are now in the course of revision, are 
suitably modelled many, who refrained from seeking ami taking aid, may 
come forward. 


Still more intimately connected with the question of the improvement 
of our teachers’ position would Ik^ tlie scheme of Provident Fund and Insu¬ 
rance, that I have been urging for some time. Now is no time to go into details 
of such a scheme that must he submitted to careful acturial calculation and 
checking. But here also a prompt’ beginning is essential. If you cannot 
substantially add to your teacher’s pay, to give him some sense of security* re¬ 
garding the future would be the next best stop to take. A rupee or two 
added to the present pay would not ho half as beneficial as if such increase 
was diverted to the purpose of a gotxl Provident I'und and insurance under a 
mature and comprehensive scheme. This would not only help in raising the 
status of our teachers but would also under given conditions he a help 
towards securing continuity of their services. 

I must emphasise on the necessity of continuing the grant to our private 
colleges, for they depend upon such grant for the necessary improvement 
insisted on by the Un'versity Regulations. This grant was ordered by the 
Government of India, when it realized that the private colleges could not. 
out of their own resources, in all cases comply with the requisitions of the 
new Regulations, and every year it lias been made^ver to the Provincial 
Govertment for allotment on the advice of the University among the 
different deserving colleges. Though the grant has been included in the 
Budget of the past two years as before, the financial difficulties created ' by 
the war prevented its distribution as in the pjpevious years. Important work 
that had been taken up or contemplated was necessarily postponed and the 
prcjgress of these colleges has been considerably thrown back. It is sincerely 
to be hoped that no contingencies will arise that will make further postponment 
of the distribution of the grant necessary. One of the first chargee so to 
s^ak on the grant is the deficit of tlm Calcutta Mess Scheme that at 
the instance of the Government of Bengal the University has taken up. 
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»8ucli deficit has increased owing to the increase of the demand on the 
•scheme and the increase in deficit cannot be long allowed to remain standing 
without serious prejudice to the whole scheme. In fact, the scheme has 
to 1 >e considerably strengthened and added to if oar Residence Regulation 
Regulations are to be insisted on strictly. The new hostels under erection 
will accommodate but a small number of the under-graduates that we 
have to accommodate and attached and unattached^messes under tolerably 
strict supervision and on comparatively easy terms, must continue if the 
residence rules are to be complied with. This is one of the acutest of the 
problems of our private colleges and if the Government has no independent 
funds to give, over and above the nine thousand a year that is now being 
g' von, the deficit must come out of the grant earmarked for private colleges, 
as had been agreed to before. On a previous cxjcasion the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell 
and myself fully explained to the Council that in matter of the distribution of 
the Hosted grant of the Government of India, which, strictly speaking is not a 
matter for this (Joyncil to consider, cannot be said to be unfair as complained by 
.some of the Muhammadan members of thi> Council, 1 should like to have much 
more of cimrse, both for Hindu and Muhammadan students if I possibly could. 

'I'he next question of importance connected with the matter is that of 
providing adequate and seemly furniture for the new hostels which are fast 
approaching completion. The Government of India grant may ultimately 
prove inadequate for the completion of the scheme owing to the steadily 
increasing war charges and the savings that at one time we fondly thought 
could bo diverted for the purpose of two small hostels for tlie depressed 
classes and the Buddhist community, may after all turn out to be very illusory 
indeed when the accounts are finally adjusted. In the meantime, the 
hostels shonhl be ready for occupation at the beginning of fhe npxt term and 
must be suitably furnished. If left to themselves, the boys may bring in 
non-descript furniture of all sorts and conditions and in all poasil)le stages 
•of dilapidation as is the case in some of our messes. This state of things 
is not for a momenr to bo thought of in connexion with the fine buildings 
that the generous grant of the Government of India will soon enable us to 
present to the colleges. Nor have the colleges funds of their own out of 
which the large expenditure for furnishing can be met. This expenditure 
has. therefori'. also to com*; out of the accumulated grant or at least the 
year’s grant foi' the private colleges, than which, for the pn'sent, there can 
liardly be a more deserving obji^ct. Representation on this behalf is already 
before Your Excellency’s Government and I trust will receive sympathetic 
response. 

1 have referred to the necessity of providing for under-graduate resi¬ 
dence so far as the Government coll(*ges are concerned. I desire to take this 
•opportunity of drawing the atiention of Your Excellency’s Goveriimont to tlu* 
heed of strengthening under-graduate teaching in tin* Government C' lieges. 

Under a Post-Graduate Studies scheme now engaging onr attention and 
into the details of which this is no time or place to enter, tlu' obligation of 
the Government in Calcutta are likely to be less than before, and it is worthy 
of consideration whether in other centres, such as Rajshahi. Dacca, Hooghly, 

' Krishnagar and Chittagong, stei s might not be taken for starting or 
strengthening post-graduate studies by way of relieving pressure on Calcutta, 

’ which is already very great. This aspect of things has often been attempted 
to be impressed upon the Government, but not with much success. Advance 
University work ought to be a matter of grave concern to the Government 
from the point of view of securing suitable teachers in large numbers in the 
various subjects tiiught in our colleges and from the iqdustrial and ecorloraic 
points of view, if from no other. An illustration of the importance of the 
latter point of view may be found in the recent,.up-to-now-unsuocessful 
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negotiAtioili> with the Government for obtainitig duty-free alcohol for research 
work in the Stn’ence classes of t1i(i University. As Yotir Excellency may be- 
aware the spleniiid benefaction of the late Sir Taraknath Palit and Sir 
Rasbihari Ghosh have enabled ns to secure the services of distinguished 
Professors like Dr. P. ('. Ray, who have a host of willing, enthusiastic and 
energetic co-laborators, capable of taking np research work in connexion with 
drugs and dyes that art' at tlm present moment of vt'ry great importance. 
Leaving their routine acadtmiic work alone this aspect of their work entitles 
them to such assistance as may bt' for tiic Governnumt to give. In their 
progressive work alcohol plays an important part. If tht' usual high duty 
has to be paid for alcohol necessary for this supn'ine work, the work is hound 
to be stavvetl and lU'glected. Govt'i'nment can inanuI'actnn; alcohol od lihttuui 
at alratist a nominal cost, more tlian whie^, and even small margin of profit, we 
are prfiparcd to give. Ilut In deniatid the high duty of Ks. IS a gallon though 
denatured 8})irit for lesser industrial work pays much less, is no assistance to 
Science. Industry or Economics. If it was the fatd that withholding this conces¬ 
sion would make it obligatory on the Universitj’- to Iniy at any cost all the alcohol 
that could he possibly consumed under move favourable circumstanct's, the 
question of possible loss of revenue might arise. But tlie fact is that if free' 
alcohol cannot be secured, as the Presidency College a7id the Indian Museum 
can secure, the contemplated work will simfdy he put on oue side, though 
there is a capable agency at our disposal. It is a mistake to suppose that 
extravagance must follow a cheap supply. In our laboratories we scrupulous¬ 
ly use even distilled water manufactured at a cost of 2 annas per gallon. 
It wohld be a greater mistake to suppose that because the Govt-irnment of 
India is still the Gewernment for tin? purposes of the Universities Act. the 
Government of Bengal may not well extend a helpful hand in concerns like 
these, atid lam not aware that in the Excise Budget expectation is shown that 
the Science College revenue will come in in a very marked degree because of 
the withholding of which 1 complain. My Lord, the qiu'stion has an import¬ 
ant educational aspect and it is not merely an excise question. It will I liojte 
be reconsidered favourably, so that we may be able to got the best <mt of our 
Pi’ofesBors and scholars. It may lie conaidei*ed curious for the President 
of the Ternoeranco Federation plead for such a liberal supply of free 
alcoliol. If he is liberal in the interest of research and iiidustrie'S he is 
equally niggardly with rc'gard to other aspects of the question. 

On the subject of Excise, Your F^xcellency will find a keen and growing 
interest in Calcutta and throughout. Bengal. Te!n])erancc reform in tht) West 
has aimed at restricting the ctm.sumption of intoxicants as beverages among all 
sections of the community, and on behalf of the Temperance forces of tliis City 
and Province 1 desire to express to Your Exctdlency the sincere gratitutlt' and 
extreme pleasure with which the annouucetneut was receiv'cd that the luxury 
of champagne and other wines was to In* banished from Goverumcnt House. 
Bengal will appreciate this sacrifice and honor Your Excelloney for the 
example you have set. May I express the ho| e that the leaders of both Indian 
and European Sc»ciety in this city who were f<x)lish enough not to follow the 
King’s lead will now bo wise enough to follow the Governor’s example. 

The steady decline in the consumption of intoxicating drugs and drinks- 
in Bengal has meant a loss of revenue but a loss that those who are the best 
friends of the country do not regret. Indeed Vour Excellency will learn 
that 1 emperance workers thremgbout India are lUrging the Government of 
^”^ 1 * j tJhange its avowed poliey of perpetuating the evils of the drink 
and drug habit by steadily guarding the interests of llio mcwleratc drinker, 
mstead of adopting the idea of total abstinence as the ultimate object of 
1 rovincial Excise administration and gradually working to the steady 
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attainmeut of that end, India will not bo Satisfies 1 until ifs outcast commu¬ 
nities which are the hardest and heaviest drinkers are weaned from a habit 
that helps to keep them debased and degraded. For economic reasons—for all 
agree that money spent on liquor and drugs is money wasted—the habit of total 
abstinencp should be encouraged, partly at present from patriotic motives, but 
quite as much from the highest moral considerations. Your Excellency 
will we trust promote the interests of Bengal by administrative regulations 
as well as personal example, and for myself I would gladly seo other luxuries 
taxed rather than that revenue should continue to come from what John 
Morley once described as India’s dix'e, additional plague. 

1 wilLonly usk Your Excellency to approve and foster the lead ¥<i«r 
Exoelleiicy’s predecessors have given in Excise administration by extending 
tlie good work done by the, Calcutta Licensing Boards to three or four more 
of the largest centres of population in Bengal ; or if that is not thought 
practicable, by extending tlie powers of the Calcutta Board to a much larger 
area I'ound Caleutta ; also to extend the system of Advisory Committees, 
their constitution, powers and procedure, so that local ofunion may be 
more uniformly and effectively consulted, and finally that all reason¬ 
able suggestions for the reduction in the number and sites of liquor and 
drug shops shall bo approved, and the hours of sale more strictly limited. 
Those who have come recently from England tell us that India is altogether 
tov) slack in facing the issues of the war and its call upon every subject of 
the Exnpire to make some real sacrifice. Your Excellency will find that 
Indian piibirc opinion will heartily support a storher policy of repression of 
the evils of intem^wrantje, and a much more drastic limitation of the ordinar 5 r 
sale of intoxicating Hquors and drugs than the Coviiriiment'of Bengal, despite 
its past sympathy and aid, has shown itself prepared to give. 

A question that some of us very often pressed before this Council is that 
of improvement of one of the most deserving departments of Your 
Excellency’s Government, viz., the Provincial Judicial Service. After long 
and continu(id struggle wo succeeded in getting the Government see the 
necessity of raising the initial pay of our Munsiffs and the necessary budget 
provision was secured. But the ultimate adoption of this scheme was delayed 
as th(j recommendation of the Public Services Coairaission was not yet known. 
Those recommendations are now before the Government, and we are thankful 
that they are much more liberal than even we ventured to ask for. With 
such high authority in our favour, we claim that the question ought not to be 
further deferred and that a beginning should at once be made for giving 
effect to improvement that has long been considered necessary. 

We have often discussed in this Council the disasti'ous results of th^ 
Damodar floods, which formed even to-day the subject-matter of som® 
questions. The matter has engaged the attention of the Government and the 
])Ublic long and now and again we had sympathetic assurances of which 
nothing practical has yet come. One of the villages on the Damodar a—village 
destined to live in the history of modern Indian civilisation—has terribly 
suffered for many years. It is suffering more and more every year and may 
soon be washed away altogether and be a thing of the past. Radha.nagore in 
the district of Hoc^hly, whore the pioneer reformer Raja Ram Mohan Roy was 
born, is a doomed village and hundreds if not thousands of villages round about 
are in the same predicament and the plea on their behalf from year to 
year has been unavailing so far. Radhanagbre is soon likely to have a pei- 
manent and suitable Rain Mohan Roy memorial and if the authorities of the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway make sortie concessions that have been asked for, 
Radhab&gore will soon grow in importance and its protection and the 
protection of the many villages round about will be a matter of the utmost 
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importanoe. I should like therefore to associate myself .Btrcngly with the. 
views of the Hon’ble the Maharajadhiraja of Bard wan that some early 
attempt for miti^tin^ the evil is imperatively neoeswry. I also desire to 
aSBQpiate myself with the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur in his appreciative rei^r^s- 
about our retiring Vice-President and Hon’ble NawabSir Syed Shams-ul-Huda 
our relation with whom in this Council were always pleasant and profitable. 

The Hon’blo Babu Bhabendka Chandra Ray said :— 

“ My Lord, it is very trying to have to deal with a Budget whicli claims to 
be an adversity Budget, and moreover seeks to stifle criticism by bravely 
^teii^hiying the label—“ approved by the Finance Committee.’ But my Lord, 
ifwe are to be true to ourselves and to our constituencies, we must speak out 
—some times even at the risk of dit?t^rbing the serene equanimity of 
official minds. Our lack of information is not unoften responsible for inquiries 
and observations which provoke curt and indifferent replies from the official 
benches. But 1 can assure your Lordship that non-official members do some¬ 
times attempt to study things, according to their own lights, before raising 
any discussion thereon. The Budget itself, for instance, needs some gloss on 
some points to enable uninitiated but inquiring minds to correctly appreciate 
it. And when in such circumstances we ask for more light than the official 
papers eufl'er to afford us, we certainly do not expect to be referred back tC 
those very pages which prompted us to mak(5 the inquiry. It may be a 
dexterous method of answering interpellations, with which the Secretariat 
appears to be in love. But we expect your Lordship to wean it of its 
affection for fencing m^'thods in the matter of replying to non-official queries. 

My Lord, I bad the misfortune on the last Council day to ask for 
detailed information in regard to the head of Income-tax in the present 
Budget; and it pleased the Secretariat to refer me to the Budget itself in 
repl}^ J do not know why the Secretariat could not be charitable enough to 
presume that 1 had some acquaintance already with what appeared in the 
Budget on.the point. At least we non-official members expect to be given 
the benefit of doubt in these matters. As the reply has not improved my 
knowledge in any manner, T take the liberty of raising the question here 
again, in the hope that the Hou’ble Member in charge will not disdain to 
explain things which, though quite obvious to the omniscient Secretariat, 
cannot l>e easily corapreliended by ignorant non-official members. 

My Lord, we are all aware that the income-tax was somewhat enhanced 
last year by the Imperial Government, and although the income-tax is a 
divided head of revenue—shared equally by tly Irnperiil and Provincial 
Governments—the Government of India was desirous of appro,mating for 
Imperial purposes the entire excess yield which would result from the 
enhancement. It was calculated that this excess, so far as Bengal was con¬ 
cerned, would be Rs. 40 lakhs dO thousand, of which only half would ordinarily 
be credited to the Imperial funds. The other half, representing the Pro¬ 
vincial share and amounting to Ks. 20 lakhs 40 thoui and, was therefore made 
into a fixed assignment by the Provincial Government in favour of the 
Imperial. Accordingly, this assignment wan provided for in the Budget of the 
last year on the Understanding thsA the amount would be liable to revision 
only wlien normal financial ocnaditiohs were restored. But as a matter of 
lact. tlio excess came up to 66 lakhs in 1916-17, and is expected to be 78 
lakhs in 1917-18. And instead of sticking to the assignment of 20 lakhs 40 
thousand, the Local Government have madelakhs as the Proviitoial 
share, or 12 lakhs 10 thousand in excess of the assignment, to the -Imperial 
foods in 1916-17. 'rhey have, moreover, budgetted for 39 lakhs, or 18 lakhs

00 thousarid in excess of the assifftWent, to be made over to tlie Imperial 
Grovornment in 1917-18. The brief explanation which the Budget furnishes 
for this departure from the terms of the assignment is that tho “ Local 
Government did not feel justified in adhering to the assignment.” I am per- 
. fectly aware, my Lord, tlmt the financial relations of this Government with 
the Imperial are governed by strict principles into the merits of which it is 
not permissible for us to enter. But wh(?n they are thus regulated by 
a stern systerii of settlements, assignments and transfers between the two 
Governments, any lapse, into fits of generosity or other softer sentiments, on 
the part of either, is not Only unexpected, but sometimes calls for more than 
a passing explanation if particularly such weakness tends to a loss of 
revenue to us. I hope the Hon’ble Member in charge will bo pleased to 
explain the terms on which the assignment was fixt^d, indicating whether it is 
strictly obligatory on the part of this Government to assign any amount over 
Rs. HO lakhs 40 thousand from the Provincial share of the excess amount of 
income-tax to the Imperial Exchequer. 

My Lord, coming now to the expenditure side, I am impelled to take otF 
my hat to tho Police head, for to that belongs the prerogative of plenifude. 
1 regret it is beyoml me to approximate to that pitch of mind where the 
very association of the magic name of Police is sufficient to invest any 
scheme with the character of overruling importance and, in the words of the 
Budget itself, “ immediate and imperative necessity.” The progress which 
the Police expenditure has made since 1912-13, as C(»rapared with expendi¬ 
ture under Education and Sanitation, i)rovideH food for much serious thought. 
From something like 84 lakhs in 1912-13, the total Police charges excluding 
Police buildings, have risen to 1 crore 34 lakhs in the present Budget, which 
represents an increase of 50 lakhs or about 60per cent, in six j^ears. I'urning 
to Education we notice that from about 75 lakhs in 1912-13, the expt^nditure 
has come up to 98 lakhs in the Budget ; here we have an advance of 23 lakhs 
or 30 per cent, in six years. The Sanitation expenditure, borne out of 
of Provincial funds, was 7 lakhs 64 thousand in 1912-13. and has come down 
to 5 lakhs 98 thousand in the Budget—which represents a decrease of 1 lakh 
66 thousand or about 22 per cent. Taking now the total provincial charges for 
comparison, we note that from about 5 crores 70 lakhs in 1912-13, we have 
arrived at 6 crores 77 lakhs in the Budget ; in other words, there has been an 
advance of over 1 crore or about 20 per cent, in six years. Again, w'e find that in 
1912-13, Police expenditure represonte*! about f. Education and Sanitation 
of the to..al provincial charges of tlie year. Tlie Budget figure for Police 
expenditure in 1917-18, however, represents one-fifth, Education one-seventh, 
and Sanitation less than one-hundredth of tho estimated provincial charges. 
A striking feature of the Police charges is that they maintain a steady, un¬ 
interrupted advance sinco 1912-13, w'hile the other items of expenditure, such 
as Education and Sanitation, indicate fluctuations during the corresponding 
periods quite, as much as the total provincial chargt>s. Another remarkable 
fact is that while the actual educational expenditure generally falls below the 
Budget by several lakhs, tho Police actuals are better than the Budget by 
a respectable margin since 1915-16. So that there is a lively chance of the 
actual Police eburges mounting up higher than the already inflated Budget 
figure for 1917-18 by a few paltry lakhs, and the Education and Sanitation 
budget-Huffering a corresponding shrinkage. 

My Lord, a few days back I bad the honour of moving a resolution in 
connection with the Financial Statement, seeking to ensure a full allotment of 
whnt ifi known as the Augmentation Grant to the District Beards from which 
the Provincial Government have for some l^time been making deductions 
without any excuse or authority whatever. In conditionally accepting the 
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resolution, the Hop’ble Member in charge was led tp remark,th^t Govern¬ 
ment had be^ considering whether they could not l?e more generous with 
the District Boards. The Hon’blo Member, I trust, is alive as much as any 
body else to the fact that the acceptance of iny[ resolution did not involve any- 
exercise of the virtue of generosity on the part of Government, but was the 
least that they could do to extricate themselves from a rather awkwai:d 
situation. And I think I have a right to hope that the Hon’ble Member 
having made that statement will stick to bis assurance that Government are 
thinking of becoming more generous to the l^cal bodies. The necessity for 
ampler funds is growing every year with the ever-increasing demands on the 
purse of our District Boards. There has no doubt been an improvement in 
the financial position of the Board on account of the localisation of the Public 
Works cess ; but wo must not forget that^rtain Provincial grants have been 
concomitantly withdrawn. And the position is this, that although in less 
informed quarters the District Boards seem to be “ rolling in wealth,” they 
are very mucli worse olf than the local bodies in the other provinces in 
India. From tlie statistics available to us it appears that the incidence of 
income (excluding opening balance) of the local bodies in the various pro¬ 
vinces stood thus, in 1913-14 :—

And while in the case of all the other provinces, this income per head of 
population is a steadily increasing figure, in Bengal it reached its highest in 
1913-14 wijih ‘22 and is going down from 1914-15. The total income of ihe 
Boards in Bengal (excluding opening balance) stood at 1 crore 7 lakhs in 
1913-14 ; 1 crore 4 lakhs in 1914-15 ; 1 (srore 7 lakhs again in 1916-16 ; 98 lakhs 
30 thousand in 1916-17, and it is estimated to go down to 96 lakhs 94 thousand 
in 191 7-18. My Lord, our balances have for some time been a reproach Pn our 
capacity for 8pen<ling. I de^re, however, to p>oint out that the local bodies in 
Bengal are not singular in this respect ; indeed, they sin in the company of all 
the ot'ier major provinces in India. But conditions are improving very fast in 
Bengal and our.balances are as a matter of fact dwindling nunarkably. The 
closing balance of the District Boards in Bengal reached its highest in 1914-15 
with 30 lakhs 66 thousand and od<l ; the balance for the next two years were 
22 lakhs 73 thousand and odd, in 1915-16 ; and only 8 lakhs 27 thousand and 
odd in 1916-17, the estimated closing balance for 1917-18 being 7 lakhs 
51 thousand and odd. I have very little doubt, my Lbrd, that taking the 
estimated figure for 1917-18, there will be hardly another province in India 
to show such a small balance. We all know, that the Boards stand on the 
threshold of a most memorable chapter in their history. We see in every 
direction signs of expanding importance and usefulness of our self-go'^'ern- 
ing institutions. Their duties are growing tnore and more, and their purse¬ 
strings arc l>eing tugged vigoirously from all sides. The large balances have 
evaporated in an incredibly short time, and the local bodies must be financed 
more liberally if they are to be saddled with further responsibilities. Apart 
from the direct demands of rural sanltatiou, water-suf^ly and primary 
education, the local bodios are now tA fiaanpe the Union committees whose 
number is on ihe increase ; and if the aagppoathms about the Circle Bystem *’ 
as put forward in the Report of the District A4mmi«tration Committee, come 
to be given full effect to, than the burden on emf* loeat.bodies will become a, 
very lioavy one in all conseWoe. E'er, ii 1 jbave, bpi^n able to follow the 
recommendations of, the Committee, th^ want bulk of the Public Worjes 
cess receipts, n^ .credited to the ©iati'icfc l|lqard 0 , .for the purpose of 
financing the Cirdla-Bystem when it comes into boing. v 
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My Lord, I plead therefore for a greater financial assistance to oar 
District Boards. As I have already stated, Government contribution to 
these bodies has fallen off with the surrender of the Public Works cess. 
And taking the revenue, properly so called, of the local bodies of the 
different provinces, as shown in a statement placed on the table in the 
Imperial Legislative Council on the 20th March last, 1 find tliat in the year 
1914-15 Government contribution roughly represented 60 per cent, of the total 
actual revenue of the local bodies in Assam ; 45 per cent, in Bombay ; 40 
per cent, in the Punjab and in the Central Provinces ; 6.5 per cent, 
in Madras ; and 20 per cent, in Bengal and in the United Provinces. We have 
therefore a very legitimate grievance in this respect. One of the reasons 
why the local bodies in some of these provinces ai’e in r(*Geipt of such large 
subventions from Government, appears to be that there the Augmentation 
grant made by the Imperial Government represents one-fourth of the total land 
cess, while in the case of the local bodies in Bengal this grant is at present 
practically one-eighth of the land cess. 1 am aware that the Local Covcrnment 
have no more authority to increase this grant than to effect any deductions 
therefrom. But may it not bo expected that your Lordship’s Government will 
be pleased to take up the causa of our Iwal bodies and represent the matter to 
the Government of India with a view to get the Augmentation grant doubled as 
soon as Imperial finances permit. I may reminrl your Lf)rd8hip that the 
Decentralisation Commission, in recommending the improvement of the finan¬ 
cial position of the local holies, suggested among other things that the 
Augmentation grant should be increased. I do not claim that the local 
bodies in Bengal should bo treated with greater indulgence bj^ the Govern¬ 
ment of India, but only that they should be place 1 on the same footing 
as the local bodie.s in those provinces where tiie grant represents 25 per 
cent, of the entire land cess. Before I resume my seat, let me’ express the 
hope that it will ho possible for your Lordship’s Government to give effect to 
my resolution of the 14lh March last regarding the Augmentation grant within 
the pi'csont financial year, and to restore to tlie District Boards the amount of 
5 lakhs and odd representing past deductions fromtlie grant.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Sri Nath Ray Bahadur, said :— 

“ My Lord, we are keenly sensible of the heavy strain on the finances of 
the Government due to the continuance of the war. It is reasonable to 
expect that many of our cherished schemes will remain in abeyance during 
the p<ndod. But wo hope that this year will see the end of this world 
struggle with the victory of Great Britain and her Allies and we will meet 
next year under different conditions and cirtnimstances. 

In reply to am interpellation last year by Nawab Syed Hossam Haider 
Chowdhuri, Khan Bahadur, the Government were pleased to state that 27 
high schools were unable to obtain affiliation for want of funds, the Govern¬ 
ment then not being in a position to help them with the requisite aid. I do 
not know how many of these 27 schools have since been able to obtain 
affiliation. It is with great difficulty that the school authorities can make 
both ends meet, as the Indian Universities Act and the University Regula¬ 
tions impose various obligations on the school authorities vvhich require a 
great deal of expenditure. According to Government rules, a boy willing to 
enter the University or any technical Department or Government Service is 
rightly required to pass at least the Matriculation Examination. It is 
therefore absolutely necessary that education up to the Matriculation Standard 
should be within the reach of many. The University insists on certain 
conditions to be fulfilled before a school is recognised. As a general rule the 
University relief on the report of the Departmental Inspector to see if these 
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oonditiooB b»ve been complied with. It is frequently complained tlmt 
Inspectors are very hard to please arid that they apply fb© RegulationB wi 
groat stringency and rigour. In the interest of education I would desire a 
little more leniency in the matter of inspection until the uovemraent will 
be in a position to be more liberal in gi-ants. Of course 1 do not as tor 
leniency of standard in teaching and management. The O^rtment may not 
' insist on expensive schemes of accommodation and it is lilteiy the Universi y 
will not object to any relaxation in this respect. 

There has- been a proposal to provincialise four High Schools, viz., those 
at Bhola, Pirojpur, Jhalakati and tJamalpur. A largo amount of money will 
be required to carry out the scheme. I would beg to suggest that the'Scbeme 
may be put oft' for the time being, and tlie amount thus saved may be given 
to those institutions which cannot subsist without public help. 

We cannot but feel grateful to His Excellency the Viceroy for the annual 
grant of nine lakhs of rupees for the improvement of tho pay of the teachers 
in conformity with His Excellency’s announcement made at the last Convoca¬ 
tion. Now with this Imperial grant the Qov('rnmont will bo in a position to 
remove to a certain extent a source of dissatisfaction to this highly deserving 
class of public servants by a judicious distribution of the amount set apart 
for the purpose. 

Tho Medical Colle.^^ at Calcutta is quite insufficient to meet the 
'growing demands for medical education in the country. It is a melancholy 
fact that a very large percentage of Eastern Bengal students could not be admit¬ 
ted to the Calcutta Medical College last year on account of the paucity of 
accommodation, and this deplorable state of things has unfortunately been 
going on for the last few years. The inadequacy of medical aid in tlio towns 
and villages of Eastern Bengal has been more than once refern‘d to by your 
Excellency’s predecessor in his public utterances at Dacca. I would there¬ 
fore urge u{X)n the Government the imperative necessity of establishing a 
Medical College at Dacca as soon as the funds permit, even before the 
University sebeme takes a practical shape. Thanks to the activities of 
the Agricultural Department Dacca has been provided with an Experi¬ 
mental Farm. Agriculture is the main stay of the vast population of Eastern 
Bengal. I venture to-point out that the establishment of an Agrioultural 
College at Dacca will remove a want which has been long felt by the people 
of Eastern Bengal, especially the upper and middle classes. Thes« two 
Colleges will eventually form a part of the Dacca University. I would urge 
upon the Government the consideration of providing hostels for the graduate 
and under-graduate students of the backward classes in Calcutta. At a 
modest computation there are about a hundred students of these communities 
studying in tlie various Colleges at Calcutta. They cannot find shelter in tho 
ordinary hostels and messes for unfortunate caste restrictions and they have 
to put up with great indignity and inconvenience in getting accomm^ation. 

I am glad that the Muhammadans are going to have separate ho.stols. In the 
same way I plead for separate hostels for the students of tho backward 
classes. At Dacca the then Eastern .Bengal Government made good provi¬ 
sion for them, but at Calcutta none exists. 

When the public works cesses werd made over to the District Boards it 
was contemplated that the fund thus available would be principally utilised 
for the improvement of water-supply in the rarai districts ; but it- is to be 
regretted that the grant has not been prqperiy applied to this purpose, and 
the actual amount annually spent by the Boards iaf this direction has been 
quite insufficient in proportion to the needs of th* "OOiitttry. The expenditof^ 
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on this head should be largfely increased to remove the scarcity of water- 
supply. The Government should impress upon the District Boards the 
necessity of increasing the expenditure on tliis head. 

The Government should consider the question whether the District 
Boards should be asked to re-ejccavjite the dried-up and silted-up canals. 
Their re-excavation will have tiie effect of improving the water-supply, 
irrigation, communication by boat and drainage. 'J''ho improvement thus made 
in the drainage of the country by opening up of silted-up canals will most 
probably help in checking the spread of malaria which every year kills 
hundreds of thousands' of people and wrecks the health of a still larger 
number. 1 am glad to say that both the Imperial and the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments also recognise the fact. No doubt the re-excavation of the dried-u}) 
canals and keeping them in order will entail a heavy cost on the Boards and 
the Government also cannot spare sufficient funds to help them. T would 
suggest that tln^ c‘)st can bo partly or mostly met by the levy of a toll on 
every boat that passes through the canals and an enormous sum can thus be 
raised wit bout straining the purse of the iieeple in g'meral. To tako <nil.v a 
few instances, tlie re-excavatioa of the many klialsof V^ikrampurin tlie liistrict 
of Dacca and those in the district of Mymensirigh. will do incalculable good to 
a very large population of Eastern Bengal. It is also possible to find private 
companies and individuals who will undertake the work of excavation, if the 
Distrief Boards guarantee tjiem a certain amount of interest as tJioy do in the 
ease of the light railways. In Eastern Bengal, specially in the district o{ 
Dacca, canals are a greater need than roads and railways for the purpose of 
communication. 

My Lord, one question which touches most intimately the people 
of Eastern Bengalis tlie position of Dacca as tlie second capital of ilie 
province. Lord llardinge in the l)es|>atch of August Ibll, elaborated 
th(' advantages of Dacca as the second capital which had “ all the coaveni- 
ences of ordinary provincial head-quarters.” His Lordship pointed out the 
desirability of the Govornor residing tlu're from time to time. 'I’he sim; Ic 
statement was afterwards raised to tlie dignity of an assurance by Mr. 
Montague, Under-Seeretary of State for India, at the discussion of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India Bill in 1912, in which Your Excellency took such a leading 
part. Your Excellency asked for a Statutory Declaration, but Mr. Montague, 
on bohalf of fho Government, did not ngree to it, but was confident that *’ tlie 
same reason would take tlie Governor of Bengal to Dacca that took the Gov¬ 
ernor of the United Provinces to Lucknow, and the Governor of Bombay to 
Poona.” “Government buildings”, he went on to say, “ had been jmt up at 
Dacca at a great cost and would be preserved and userl for tlie purpose indi¬ 
cated.” This was'a distinct pledge. Lord Carmichael used to spend a portion 
of autumn at Dacca and he expressed the hope that Your Excellency would 
never lose sight of the importance of Eastern Ihmgal. But it is to be oliserv- 
ed that a permanent usci has not been made of the Govornmoiit buildings 
at Dacca in the spirit of Mr. Montague’s declaration in the House of Commons. 
We desire that some Government offices may be | ermanently located at Dacca ; 
and Dacca may be made tlie head-quarters of the Departments of Land Records 
and Agriculture and Excise, and the offices of the Postmaster-General, In¬ 
spector-General of Civil Hospitals and Jails and Registration. Most of the big 
zeniindaries are witiiin the divisions of Dacca, Rajahahi and Chittagong, and 
a large number of estates in these divisions are under the control of the 
Court of Wards. The office of the Board of Revenue may also be perma¬ 
nently located at Dacca. I hope that Dacca will be really treated as a second 
head-quarters as Lord Crewe had said, and be placed on a footing of equality 
with Poona and Lucknow. There have been attempts in certain quarters to 
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belittle the importance of Dacca, but we hop© during Your Excellency’s 
Governmentj these attetupts will end in failure.”

A FTEH Lunch. 


The Hon’ble Mb. Rasul said :— 

“ Before I make ray observations' on the Budget proper, I desire to sSy a 
few words with regard to the procedure regarding the Budget debate. My 
friend the Hon’ble the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan has drawn 
Your Excelleucv’s attention to the rules and regulations regai-ding the Bucket 
debate and also with regard to the Finance Committee, I want to associate 
myself with all tliat he h^as said in rea|iject of the Finance Coraraittee and in 
regard to the rules. But I also want to say a few words on the futility of the 
Budget debate and in this connection 1 would draw Your Excellency’s attention 
to a certain procedure. I was one of those who received a circular letter from 
the Secretary to tlie Legislative Department drawing our special attention to 
rules 34 and 35 of the Bengal Legislative (FinanciahStatenient) Rules asking 
us to be relevant to the Budget, that is to say, 1 was under the impression 
that we would not be allowed to say anything with regard to anything else 
except the Budget. After receiving that letter 1 looked into the Budget 
debate and the innumerable sj.eeches that were delivered last year. 
Tliere I found about 100 closely-printed pages in the Galmtta Gazette and, 
Out of that, I could see that nearly 70 pages were devoted to Matters 
absolutely irrelevant to the issue—as we lawyers call it. I was rather glad 
when I received that letter which I have raentioneil and also with regard to 
the 15 minutes time-limit. Now to-day from the first few speeches that 
I had the good fortune to listen to, I found speakers referring to several 
matters which were irrelevant to the Budget discussion. Now as I said in 
the very beginning about the futility of the Budget debate, 1 only want to 
draw Your Excellency’s attention to the fact that after devoting one day or two 
days to the Budget discussion we are not allowed to vote on it. We are only 
allowed to make speeches on subjects which were already discussed during 
the debate on the Revised Financial Hfatement and the Hon’ble Members of 
the Executive (Jouncil reply to these speeches and the Budget is passed. Now 
what is the use of repeating these "arguments again and again ? I would 
therefore ask \ our Excellency whether you could see your w’ay to amend the 
procedure in some way. Mj’’ humble suggestion is this : that on the day 
fixed for the Budget debate there ought not to be any debate at all. The 
Budget may be placed on the table by the Member in charge who would say 
that we must accept it. After all it has to be accepted. We have no votoand 
no voice in the matter at all. Then what is the use of all these discussions ? 
Place the Budget before the Hpuse and say it must be accepted. There 
ought not to be any discussion at all. And in lieu of that discussion we may 
be allowed a longer time between the introduction of the Financial Statement 
and the debate on it. At present we get about six or seven days to prepare 
our pesolutions. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Beaison Bell said :— 

Ten days.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rasul said ^ 

“ 1 may be very dull-headed, but 10 days are not enough. I tried my 
best, but 1 could not understand the intricapics dF the hgures within that time 
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Therefore if we are allowed say about 15 days, vvo will be able to digest the 
matter and draw up resoluti(jns. And during the debate of those resolutions, 
we have some power. We cannot only speak on them, but can also vote. Of 
course our resolutions are lost because the European non-official members 
think that in season and out t)f season they must support the Government—it 
doesn’t matter whethtn- the n'srdutions are right or wrong. 1 therefore make 
the suggestion that we ought to bo allowed longer time 8(^ that we may 
intrrxiuce many more resolutions. Your Lordship has got oonsiderable 
experience of the House of (hniunons. I have also had some (jxjx^riencie—not 
<»f course as a itieinber. I wa.s a full-Hedged inember of the, British Emjhre 
as 1 used to command thrt'c Parliamentary votes while in England—t\voa.s 
an M. A. of tln> Oxford University and one us a lodger and 1 used to take a 
good deal of interest in English polities, ('wing to those votes! was some- 
liody tliore, ultliough J am hardly anybody in my own countly. However, your 
Lordshij) knows the value of pow<^*r and the value'of criticism and if one has 
power to vote on tin' Budge! itfnns, one feels there is something substantial 
in it. Without any power. Inovevtn-, there is^tiothing in it. It is a well- 
known fact that there is no hjve h)st betwp('n th(- members of the C'ivil Ser¬ 
vice .:tul the Indian ('diusatfwi community whom we have the Inniour to re¬ 
present here. Jt is no use hi<ling this fact, ll is a fact and Your Excellency 
will know it by experience. The power of criticism without any power of 
^•oting simply emhittcrs the feelings of loth the communities and makes 
things not what they ought to he. Therefore. 1 submit, your Lordship 
should take into consideration my humble suggestion with regard to the Budget 
flebate, i.e., there should be no debate at all. but there should be longer 
times given to us for the introduction of resolutions on the Ib^visfjd Financial 
Statement. 

Now’ I w’ant to .saj' a few words about the P'inance (.'ommittee. 1 may be 
pardoned for using the wor<l ‘‘farce ”, but T have been* told b> some of 
Jtie members of tin' Finance (k>minitt<*e that the procedure there is a real 
f irco. On tli(' l.’Ub Doccmiber w’e elected the Finance Committee. They met 
on the 14th and again or. the -Mth and that was all. The procedure, there is 
•that the member in charge brings forward a cut and dried Financial State¬ 
ment and savs ” (fentlemen. here is the Financial Statement. If anybody 
wants to object to it (lioverniuent will i»t a( a standstill.’' And every 
member said ditto and that was the tleliboTution of tlie Finance Committee. 

( myself was not a member of the Committ.eo but 1 heard it from friends who 
were in the ’ ummitttH-. \o vvoiuler that people hn^k upon such a Committee as 
5in absolute farce. I hope Your Excellency wdll look into the fnatter. 

I do not know wdiether I shall he in order in saying something about 
the Dacca residence of the Government. Mv Hon’l)le friend the Maharaja- 
•dh iraja Bahadui- -of Burdwan has already referred to it. I do not know 
whether Your Excellency has already decided on going to Dacca. Last year 
there vvas only one sitting of the Council at Dacca. 'I'his year I was thinking 
<il bringing forward a r«'solution to have at least four or nve sittings at Dacca 
instead of no sitting at was suggested by my Hon’bb* friend th(> 

Maharajadhiraja Bahadur. I do not want to enter into tiie political aspect 
ol the question at all. But unless vve know beforehand \'our Pjxcelleney’s 
decision wdth regard to Dacca. 1 shall certainly bring forward a resolution 
to bav*^ more than one sitting at D.'uma. 'The e-xodus to Darjeeling has also 
I'cen referred to and 1 do not think 1 ticixl say much with regard tt> it. 

I tliink the opinion is absolutely unanimous, whether European or Indian, that 
this must be put a stop to. If the High Chnirt Judges can stay in Calcutta 
during the hot seaso}! and discharge their duties satisfactorily, I do m^. see 
any reason why members of Government cannot also stay down. The wastry 
^<)f so much money should be put a stop to at once and we should cfnvsider 
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I I'egret I cannot conscientionsly congratulate the Unanoe Mernbtu on the 
Budget. We find that the tot.al estiniated chargea are jn excesH of the 
income by eleven iakliH and twenty-one thoiiHan<l rupees.^ Now the leading 
principle by which all civilized governments are guided is that in iioruial 
times the Government shouhl be (tarried on at the smallest possible cost and 
in abnormal times there should he strict ecoinuny and rigorous retrenchinent 
in all branches of administration.- But instead of that Avhat do we find in 

our budget? Last year wf' .sjient Its. I,lil.2t,0d0 on Police, but this year 

we have got no le^8 than Rs. I.^i4,38,000. No doubt the extra expenditinv 
is partly due to the detenus and l^>r rewards loi secret service. Now as far 
as the se(;ret service is concerne<l. I think iScotland Yard-.

• My Lord, I desire to make a few remarks on tht; Budget for the year 
1917-18. 'I’lie expemditure iindc'r the head of “ Law and Justice ” is given as 
Rs. I,30,4t),d00, and the recseipts under this head'and the jimvineial share of 
the receipts under court-fee stamps deducting the proportionate exjienditure 
. chargeable to that head amount to about Rs, 1,04,56,(>(K). 7'lieiefdre the loss 
to the Province for the next year on the. Imad of I.^w and Justi'jo w'ill be 
about Rs. 25.89,1)00, This works oat approximately to a fifth of the total 
expernlitirre uu ler this head, f have also examined the figures,given in 
thy Budget f<u‘ all the years from 1912-13 to 1916-17 and 1 find that there 
has been a loss 5a every one of these years, the minimum being one-fifth and 
the maximum running up to one-third of thf! total expenditure. 'I'he expendi¬ 
ture under the head off Law ami Justice ought to be fully covei'ed by the 
receipts provided for meeting it and I suggest that the Government of India 
should be approached in this connection with a view to having the basis of 
apportionment of the revenue under the Jurad of Stamps revised, so that there 
ma 3 ’ be no deficit under the head <iF Law" ^nd Justice tin the future. If the 
Govornimmt of India sanction this, the revenues set fre»e from l>eing required 
to meet the balanoe of the expenditure under Law and Justice can be 
employed in otlier w'ays for the benefit of the Province. 

'Fhe expenditure under the head of Police is the largest under any single 
head in the Budget. The propxirtion to the total revemue of the Province 
excluding the opening balance was approximately 1 to 7 m 1912-13 an<l it 
has risen to 1 to ,5 for ,the year under discussion, the ratio of the increase 
being 5 to 7, If the assignments by the Government of India are not taken 
into consideration, the ratio of the increase becomes muc h higher My Lord, 
where shall we find the means to meet it if Police expenditure goes mi to 
increase in this manner? A fifth of our revenu(|^ as the cost of tfie mainte¬ 
nance of law and order in the countrj' is exceedingly large. Notwithstanding 
the continuous growth of expenditure, criiue in the I'rovlnce has not appre¬ 
ciably diminished, and it will not diminish to any great extent if the 
Government do not try to improve the impoverished economic condition 
of the country which is orie of tlie chief underlying causes of crime, 
'fhe political discontentment in the Province, niy Lord, it would l>e 
unwise for the Government to mistake for disloyalty. Discontentment is a 
sign of health. Humanity is progressing and outgrowing its environments 
every moment of its existence. Hiscontontment is the first step in the 
progress of civilisation of a nation, as of an individual,’so has said a great 
JCnglisli tliinker. The present state of things in the country, uiy Lord, calls 
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for a more Hyiiipathetic attitude on tbe part of the Gov^erniiient toWardn the 
natural aspirations of the ptiople and not for a more rigorous policing of the 
country. As a preventive measure, however, against crimes of organised 
violence I would suggest that exemptiotjs and licences under the Arms Act 
be more freely allowed to men of position and wealth, and I would include 
amongst the licencees members of municipalities Local and District Bcjards 
and ehowkidari punchayets. 

Tlie provisions for education and sanitati*in are not at all adecjuate to the 
needs of the F^rovince. Female ediiwition <loeH not rt'ceive the measure 
of support from the Govenvurent that it ought to. The (!osi of inspection 
under tins head of Education has been a matter of tr<^quent criticism in this 
(Council. 1 again draw the attention of tlui Government to this and urge, 
them to make inspection as little expensive as possible. 

I am glad to find, my Lord, tliat in tli«^ Hudgeit for the m^wyear. provision 
has [►een made for the appomtmetd *»f six additicmal district agricultural officers. 

I have personal experience- of tin* g(X» 1 woi'k some of these officers are doing. 
Agriculture is the staple industry of the country and it is right and proper 
that every effort should l»e made to improve it on mod('ru .scientific lines. 

I trust that at no distant date every district in this Presidemjy will have an 
agricultural officcu* and an experimental farm attaclu'd to it. f would suggest, 
iny Lord, that the Agricultural Department should j)ubliHh translatirms in the 
Bengali language* of all its publications having any hearing on tin* im[)rove- 
mejit of agriculture for sale at popular prices to the* raiyata. 

.My Lord, a large closing balance averaging about .*> (;rorcs of rupee.s is 
i)eing carrie<l over from year to year sincic 191.'i-14. 'Tin* opening balance* 
for the year under review is Rs. .'^,20,79,00;) and the closing balan (!0 is 
Rs. This includes the minimum balance of Rs. 20.00,000. and 

earman^eil allotments for special expf>nditure8 which havtj been kept in 
abeyance on account of the war. There is no likelihootl of thesti earmarked 
allotments bei,ng regranted until the t<irmination of the war. I therefore 
suggest that at least 2 crones of rupees be invested in the meantime in the 
new Indian War loan or in some otdier suitable manner and the interest, 
realised be utilised in meeting the deficit of Rs. 11.21,000 in the budget lor 
1917-18.” 

'I’he l-ion’l)le Komar Shim .'•Ihkkmarkswak Ray svid :— 

“ My Lord, we the mufas.ml people are fierhaps inm-e vitall}’^ interested 
ill Sanitation, Primary Education "and Agriculture t,han in any other ir,(5m of 
the Budget and if wo liave any cause to be disapipoiiited with ii, we also fully 
rect)gnise that there are many more* it^ms which from the exigencies of the 
State require a greater amount of attention and the expenditure on them can 
Jiardly liear to be curtailed even at the risk of .lisappoiiiting an important 
section of the 8iib;jt?ots, we accordingly take consobvtiort for the present and 
pray to God Almighty that, the eau.se of all thi.s financial stringency may be 
soon removed and that the untlimdiing ofiorts of our Alliejs may be (browned 
with the only form of success that our c.iusn justly demands and that in thi'S 
mighty struggle H'* may ludp us, tin; p.H)pl(' of Bengal, to do our bit and 
uphold our fair fame^ as l<»yal subjec.ts of our beloved King-Envperor by all 
possible sacrifices on our part. 

•My Lord, disappointiqjg though the Bmlget is in many respects, 1 cannot 
but express my heart-felt gratitude for the liberal way in which the item of 
Agriculture has been treated. Our presi'nt Budget under this head is nearly 
fi > per cent, in excess of what had been actually spent in the year immediately 
preceding the war and the allotments to all the important sub-heads such as 
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Agricultural Experiments, Seed Stores, Farms and (’o-operative Societies 
have been steadily increasing. But twelve lakh and twenty thousand is by 
no means an adequate sum to produce a marked effect in so big a province 
as ours and while hoping for better days when we will press our claim with 
the earnestness it d<!serves, now I would only like to jiut forward a sugges¬ 
tion before Your Excellency that the trt'o important sub-heads, viz., Cattle 
Breeding and Distribution'of Agricultural Ditorature wdiich have been totally 
neglected in the Budget may receive some consideration during the cours«' 
of the year by > way of some contribution fnmi the sum which is at Your 
B^xeellency’s disposal for p<hty grants. As for Primary Education, on which 
to a large ext(‘nt depends tin* real progress of oui* rural pof)ulatlon. though 
1 see that very littfe can be doin* to imf>rovi‘ the situation at present, 
yet 1 hope that some poi'tion of thf^ new- Jnii)erial Allotiiumt will be 
devoted to the bett(u-nient of the pros]p>ects of |he poor, ill-paid Primary 
8ehool teachi'fs who are entrusted # with the difficult and nnorous duties 
of educating our hoys in the coiiniry. With regard to sanitation I only 
desire to point out that even whal amount it has been |)ossible (0 allot 
to this head may l)e distributed all over t.he province in an impartial and 
judicious manner. In this connection, f beg 10 draw* Your Excellency’s 
attention to the* insanitary condition of the Rajshahi District, a full descrii - 
ti >n of which has been given in the District Oaz(*tt(MM- just pui)lislied. As 
f find that its learned author. Mr. O'Malh'.v, whose kind and syuii>athetie 
ao,ti(m as Ch)neetor will he gratefully remembered by t he people of Uajsbalii. 
is now the Secretary in charge of this departiiK'nI. I am quite hopeful that our 
district will be benefited by Iiis experience. 

My Lord,, 1 find with great pleasure that the (Jovt*rnment are taking 
particular notict! of <)ur waterw-ays and 1 hope that the f^ldef Engineer will 
giy(> his usual Hympatlietic attention to the needs of tlu' Rajshahi Dinsion. 
wliere the great rivers likt^ the Mahananda and the Atrai are in great danger 
of heii»g silted ujr I also (h'sire to make a similar request to the Director 
Public Instruction with regard tf> the vexing probh*m of Hostel Aceonimoda- 
tion of the stmlc'iits at Rajshahi. 

My Ia>rd, 1 have finished the subjects in wiiieh as a rural landlord I 
am greatly inten-sted. d’hcrc is only one thing more, and T shall finisb. The 
IJoii’Ide Mr. Heatson Bell while j resenting tlie Revised Financial tSfat^-menl 
gave out that Seftlentent Operations involving an i^xpemliture of Rs. 21,00,000 
will he taken up this year in B - ikura and-hissore. My Lord, S<utleniont 
Proceedings in {U'l-manently settled areas arc a most unproductive w-ork ao far 
as I he (Jovernment are concej-ned and even to the landlords and the raiyats 
their usefulness is very doubtful, nay almost negligible after a short while. 
Whatev<‘r importance n)ight be attached to these ])rooeediugs by the Hon’blo 
Member f»pposite, th(ise are certainly a kind of work which can wait. But 
this being to a certain extent an Imperial Expenditure, I am, j erhaps, not in a 
position to discuss the subject here, so all that 1 now wish to do or is to submit 
to Your Exet'lh ncy thaf since the landlords and the tenants shall have to pay 
the w-hohf of this aniounl later on, it would have l>een showdng a great con¬ 
sideration to ih('ii- rights of citizenship if they had been consulted as to 
w'hethfir lids is at» opportune time for these operations. Bankura has of late 
suflercd a great deal from fhxxls and famines and I doubt very inuch if its 
ptxjph' wouhl like this ('xtra burden throw-n upon them at this time. Even 
from the point of view of tlie (tov eminent, this can hardly bo said to be a 
suitalilc time for uiid(;rtakiug fresh operations ; by postponing these till the 
end ,(jf the. w ar not only would the Oovernment have saved nearly a quarter of 
a erorf! of rupees but th(^ people of tlie affoctod aroii would have been abfe 
to invest in (he War Loan at least an ('quivalent sum, if not more. My T..Qrd, 
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I do not desiiH to be pessimistic but 1 will not be surprised if the contribution 
to the War Loan by the districts which have undergone Settlement Operations, 
do not come up to the expectations. With these £e w observations, my Lord, 
before I resume ipy seat I bog to associate myself with the remarks made by 
my px'eviouB speakers in i*eference to ©ur retiring Vice-President the Hoii’ble 
Mr. Lyon. The people of North Bengal whf) are supposed to be rather back¬ 
ward, will ever'gratefully rennunber ihc kind treatment which our wants and 
aspirations always rectuved at his hands. We the uamindars also have special 
reason to be grateful to him. From his very early days he has been known as 
a true and sincei'e friend of the zamindars. It is largely due to his exertions 
that the veterinary department has cotue into existence and lias now proved of 
such groat help and ustdulness to our agricultural population. We all 
sincerely feel his retirement from our midst. I pray to tlod to grant him 
a longlind healthy lib* to fully enjoy liis well-eariiod rest. 

The Hon’blc Maulvi A, K. Fazl-ui.-Haq said :— 

“My Lord, the Hon’bloMr. Rasul has forestalled me in his remarks about 
the futility of these Budget distujssioas, and I will not repeat, what he said. 

1 have often wondered, -in rising to take part in these discussions year after 
year, if there is anything in ilie British Parliamentary procedure which 
furnishes a paralhd to the meaningless formality whicth gO(.*s by the name of 
l)udget debate's in an Indian Legislative Council d'o the outside public, the 
privileg' of criticising, in the course of ^hese dcdxatc's, the broad aspects of 
(Tovernmenr policy is an important concession to the demands of educated 
Indians for an x'li’ective voice in shaping the polfcy of Administration and also 
in <*oi;l\ (xllingth(‘ fiiiancos of the country. But tothosjtwho know, those budget 
debates '<(d>lomlead to anything better tiian mere* Waste of tinje. The practice 
of <;alling upon the non-othcial meinlters of this t,!ouncil to discuss an unchange¬ 
able and unalterable budget seems to be as much juslifiabh' as that followed 
by a certain Deputy Magistrate who used to write out his judgments before¬ 
hand and then call upon the pleaders and mukhtear- to argue the case. We 
arc' cordially iiivilcul to offer onr criticisms, hnt we are told in the very same 
breadth that onr discussions will have no more* ciffect in changing one single 
digit in any figure in tlie Budget than the hrc^t'ze of the numerous electric 
fans waving over our heads. 1 must say, my Lord, that the v hole t;yst(?m is 
most hundliating to the iion-offieial members of the Council, and these b.idgc't 
debates can only be regarded as the closing seeiuc in an artistically contrived 
hut meaningless show wiiich only serves to bring into relief the hollowness of 
the position occupied Icy us in this Council. Ilowc'ver, my Lord, half a loaf is 
always hotter tlian xio loaf, and in this spirit and witliouf. any further 
x'omplaint, 1 will proceed to make cc'rtaiii olcservations on the Budget. 

1 will begin, my I..ord. with tin* budget allotments for expenditure on tlie 
police. I feel that it is a very delicate subjc'ct to deal with, because 1 know 
that there are officials who consider an adverse' criticism of the I’olice Dc'part- 
nuMit as something amounting to blasphc'iny. There are those^^in high 
autliority who think that the importance of the police force can hardly be 
overestimated, and that no expenditure is too high which is incurred on 
any schemes or projects having reference^ to the Police Department. I 
would oidy reminci officials who hold this v’iew that in spite of the I'eal 
importanct' of this particular departnu'nt, there is*quito a possibility that 
this importance may be overestimated. I am reminded lii this connection 
of a story which I heard of an old Nx^wab who, although overtaken by 
reverses of fortune, still (sontinued to thmk that a highly paid and skilful 
cook Svas au indispensable necessity in his household. He was one of those 
ruined aristocrats, of whom we have a plenty all over India, living on the

Discussion of the Budget.

memories of vanished prosperity, l)ut devoid f)f any real sense of proportion 
in adjusting his expenditure to iiis rctiuced incjoino or the changed circum¬ 
stances in which he happened to be plac'ed. The story goes that he was 
allotted a political pension of about Ks. KM) a month for his maintenance, 
and his friends advised him to frame a budget ijj mvler to suit his expen¬ 
diture to his reduced income. After a good deal of discussion, he ueoeptod 
the suggestion, but in proceeding to frame the budget he ins-isted on having 
a cook on a salary of Rs. 50 a month. It' was pointed out to him that 
Rs. 50 to spend on a cook would be out of all proportion to his other items 
of expenditure, and he was politely warned that if he were to spend this 
large amount on the pay of his cook, he m.iy not have more than a few rupees 
to spend on his articles of fofxl itself. Rut the old Kawab was unconvinced 
because, to his mind, a good am^ skilful cook was indispensable to any one 
la^’ing any claim to nobility of birth or aristocracy. If I am pardoned, my 
Lord, I will say that the expenditure wliich Government propose to under¬ 
take on the Police Department bears almost the same jiroportioa to the 
expenditure on other items of administrative* necessity as the Ks. .50 set 
forth on the pay of the co<ik bore to the other itmns in tho budget of tho 
eccentric Nawah. There can he no doubt that the Police Dt'partment is one 
of the most important departments under the Government, hut your Excellency 
will have to consider whether the allotment of over one crore and 34 lakhs 
is at all a reasonable expenditure to incur out of a total provincial exj enditiire 
of about crores. Roughly speaking, the Police Ddo] artment will absorb 
20 i)er cent of the total provincial exjieruliture ami the rest ol' tin* 45 otlu'r 
departments, large and small, will have to be coutt'nt with the balance of 
80 per cent. Is this notupaying too much for the cook ? 

My Lord, the 1 wo principal functions which the poli(*c in any country 
can be called upon to perform an*, the prevention an<l tin* detection of 
crime. I will not hesitati* to say that as regards tlie detectinn of 
crime, tlu^ nuxlcrn ]i 'liceman in tl is country has been a most hofx'h^ss 
failure. I leave out of consideration the work done by < h“ polic(* in 
detecting what are called political erinu's, for I can very well admit 
that in tliis particular matter the ^lolice o(hc(*,rs are faced vvith a sitiiiition of 
extraordinary difliculty. 1 will even concede* that in the iletec.tion of political 
crimes, the police officers have attained a ri-markahle measure of success in 
spite of uncommon and iinpreet*d(“i)ted obstacles. Hut in the work of detec¬ 
tion regarding ordinary crime, the work of the police has been whdiy 'unsatis¬ 
factory. I can hardly recall instances in \vhioh poHci* ofjiceis have been able 
to trace unknown offenders by the (>xercise of what may be called a genuine 
and skilful detective ability. In the g.uxl old days, when the department had 
not become saturated witli Westi'rn ideas of efficiency, police officers with 
genuine detecftve ability were not rare. Hut a mistaken policy of indeperi- 
minate and lavish expenditure on every item connected with the department 
has had a most demoralising effect on the force, and police officers of tiie 
present day are generally as much obnoxious to th(5 people as a sot of spoilt 
children are to the other members of a household. It is true that the police 
are now better paid, better housed and bettor fed, byt they are undoubtedly 
a much inferior set of public servants tlian their predecessors of even a 
generation ago. Even the highest authorities have admitted their inferiority 
as detective officers. In his report on the Police Administration in the 
Bengal Presidency for 1912, the Inspector-General of Police wrote as 
follows ;— 

‘There is a general consensus of opinion that, with few exceptions, 
the investigating staff possesses little detebtive ability. This is true to a 
very great extent, but I am decidedly of tho opinion that it exists in a 
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greater clegi-ee than is generally adniitted. Bnt it rec^uires to be developed 
and trained, and it cannot be denied that this important, sutpject requires 
more attention. The period of training at the college is ton limited to admit 
of a thorough training in detective work, in addition to the many other 
subjects in which instruction is given. Moreover, the training at the college 
is merely a foundation: it does not undertake tcj turn out a finisheil directive 
or a police officer witlu nothing to learn ’ {vide Report for 1912, pog<' 8, 
paragraph 10). My Lord, a police officer *cvith genuine detective' ability is 
now-a-days as rare as the dodo in Madagascar, and might well set naturalists 
to think wliether any cjxtant sneejimen is not really the very last oi‘ Ids 
species. > • 

Let us now turn to the Pthdr phase of their function, namely, t he pre- 
vi'.ntion of crime. Hqre I mtiy say that the police officers have been 

anything but a success. I am reminded of a story in which a schoolmaster 
is said to have asked a boy in what n'spcct a policeman resembl(*s th<! rain- 
liow. “ Please tSir,^’ said the boy. “The answ(>r is Aany simple : both makii 
their appearance .after the storm is over.” My Lord, in spite of the growing 
increase on the police department, crime of all kinds shows a remarkable 
tendency to increase, lea'ling to a corresponding increase of work in the 
various criminal courts of the country. I find from the Administration Report 
of 1912-18 that the total number of criminal cases brought to trial during 
thi'year was 12.,182 which was in excess of those of the figures for 1911 
by no less than 9,816. The repori says “that under the Indian Penal Lmle 
the increase was chioHy in offi'iieos afTecting the human body” ^21,55) 
{vide Ailmiuistration Report for 1912-18, page 81, paragraph 102). During the 
yar 1918-14 the f.ota! mimher of eases brought to trial was 138,09.5 which is 
in excess of the figures for previous year by 5,968. The report says “ that 
utuhm the Indian Penal Cole the increase? was chiefly in'oflence.s against ])ro- 
f)erty (2.816) (vitle Administration Ib'port for 1918-14. page 20, paragraph 99). 
During the year 1914-15 tin? total numls'r of cases brought to trial was 137,625 
which is in excess of tliose of the previous year by 4.5.50. Tli(? report says 
■‘That under the Indian I’enal (ilode tin? inen^ase was ehiefly ^in offences 
against prop('rty fw/r/e Admiriistr.ation Report for 1914-1.5, page 21, paragraph 
9 >)• It was only in 1915-16 that wt' won* told that the total numl)er of cat<es 
brought to trial was Io.sh than in the previous year by 940. The rejjort, 
however, says “'I'liat under tin- ln<lian Penal Cod.; tb.' decr»>ase was chiefly 
in ortences afl'oeting tin' hutiian body (2.2S0) which shows tliat there must have 
been an ineri'ase of m> loss than 1,840 cases with regard to other classe s of 
offences vide Administration Report for 1!)15-16. page 20. [airagraph 99). 

We read, hovvi'ver. in the rc'port “that serious crime of all kinds except 
rioting showi'd a considerable increase vvliieib was most niarkt'd in the case 
of offmicc' against prop'ft,y. 'riie east's of da(!oity increased from 289 in 
1914 to 658 in 1915 : burglary cases from 80,294 to 89,812, and theft eases 
from 17,780 to 21.552.” 

My Lord, it boconn'S therefore a matter for deep regret that although 
large sums have been spent and an' being spout on the police force of the 
Presidempv. the upward tendc'in'y of crime to inci ease has liardly received an 
»?ffev’tive check Op the contrary it a pe{irs that with the increase in expendi¬ 
ture on tlio police force, there lias been a (lorresponding increase in the numt)er 
of offences and consequently the number of cases tried in the Criralnal Courts 
of tin? Presidency. ^ I do not therefore think I will bo diawing a very violent 
infenmoo from these Tacts when T say that the police have failed in this 
branch of their function, namely, the prevention of crime, just as much as tney 
have failed in the other function, namely, the detection of crime. 
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Mj* Lord, in closing his remarks on the Police while introducing this 
head of expenditure in the amended draft linancial statement, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon speaks of the admirable work that has been done by that force for the 
maintenance of law and order in the Presidency since the re-partition in 1912. 
We have reiid with great interest the high encomiums which the Hon’bie 
Mr. Lyon has passed on the police and also tin; eloquent utterances in the 
Imperial Council of Sir Reginald Craddok wherein he has eulogised the police 
force |ill over India. I have no doubt that the police in Bengal, and for the 
matter of that all over India, deserve all t,li« praise that is iustly their due, 
but 1 think it is a political blunder to force us to endorse the highly coloured 
and brilliant certiheates that are givt'U to tho police by high officials from 
time to time. The people, it must be admitted, have got tin; right to judge 
also, and they have gbt their own views about the police". It is universally 
km)wn that the officers of the force hclo% the rafik of Deputy Su) erintendents 
are a class of public servants whose proneness ^ corrupt practices and abuse 
of power has passed into a proverb. As often as tho public raise their voice 
against the police so often do rhe officials pio-sist in applauding them and it is 
no wonder that in this tug of war between indiscriminate praise and indis- 
crimate abuse, both 8(*ts of partisan.s are apt to go to extremes. In this 
connection 1 arn reminded of the stery of a boy at school who was one day 
being whipped by his teaehi'r for negligentie in his studies and general incapa¬ 
city as a student. ‘1 have never S(ujn a more stupid boy than yoursedf, you 
idiot,’ said the teacher, ‘ you deserve to he whipped and whip]ied for being 
8U(di a stupid boy.’ ‘^Meas<'sir ’ ret(»rtod the boy, ‘you are very much 
mistaken; my fatlnir says I am clever, iny mother says I am clover. m.y 
brothel's and sisters all say 1 am elever and what is more, 1 myself think I am 
clevei ; how can I accept your statement that I am stui id.’ My L<)vd. such 
is V(o'y nearly the state of things as regards the divergent opinion of Govern¬ 
ment and the public on tin* men and officers of tlie Police Ih^partment. ’I'lie 
public says that the police aie corrupt and inefficient, but tim highest officials 
say that they are good and efficient. Government resolutions say that they are 
g<X)d and efficient and what is mori', the police officers themselves think that 
they are good and efficient; what doc-s it matter then if the gi-noral public 
think that they are otherwise. My own impnission is that it is as mnclf in¬ 
correct to say that there is no bbimo which cannot be rightly attributed to tlu' 
police as to maintain that the politic *as a Ixxly of public servants ai'c 
so deserving, efficient and admirable that no praise for them and their 
work can ever be too high. As in almost all cases in which fooling is 
imported to colour a controversy, the truth lies between the two. extremes of 
opinion. I say all this, because tlie Hon’l)le Mr. Lyon sought to justify the 
abnormal expenditure on the police mainly on tln^ ground of the unusually im¬ 
portant and difficult dutii's performed hy them. With the utmost deference 
to his Opinion, 1 must say that I do not r(>gar<l tliis as a sound point of view. 
There is nothing very extraordinary at all about tlie police and I therefore 
think that it is a great mistake lo allow this particular department to absorb 
20 jKU- cent, of the total expenditure of the Presidency. 

My Lord, so far with regard to tho budget allotment for expenditure on 
the police. 1 ri'grct that this unduly large expenditure on one particular 
department has necessitated the curtailment of expenditure on urgent 
nn^asures of reform in various other departments of the public service. I 
notice with regret that thcire is no provision for an increase in the initial 
salary of that very deserving iilass of public servants, namely, the Munsifis. 
Only the other day 1 brought up a resolution recommending an allotment for 
this purpose, but that resolution was defeated, although all the Indian non¬ 
official members present, except one, voted solidly lor it. But though the 
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resolulion has been defeated, I sincerely hope that your Excellency will take^ 
this matter into special oonsideratiob. There ia a feeling abroad that members 
of the Judicial Service never receive the same "amount of attention as their 
brethren of the Executive services. There is a etorj^ of a small boy who had lost 
his mother while very young and who received an indifferent treatment from 
all the members of the family. When once asked as to his age he is said to 
have replied, ‘ Ple^e sir, 1 do not know if I was ever born ; all I remember 
is that I have only a step-mother.’ My Lord, 1 do not believe that Governr 
ment can ever mdko any invidious disrinotion between its difftirent classes of 
officers, but the feeling that members of the Judicial Service receive a step¬ 
motherly treatment at the'hands of Government cannot be conducive either 
to the best interests of the service itself or to those of the efficient adminis¬ 
tration of civil; justice in this oounlry. 

My Lord, this is the fifth time I take j art in these budget discussions, 
and in previous years f hayo devoted mpst of my time to. t he consideration of 
matters connected with the education of luy own community. I have always 
used very strong language in urging;tlie claims of my community, but up to 
now I find that I have almost spoken in vain. It was in <1913 that I first 
raised iny voice as a protest against the policy of whittling down the grants 
in furtherance cf schemes for the development of Muhammadan education in 
almost utter disregard Pi the claims^ of the community. I repeated my 
-complaints year after year and I feel bound to say that it has been ray hili to 
encountei uothing but disappointments throughout the term of ray office i in 
this Council. At the present moment, all recommendations in further¬ 
ance of Muhammadan education arc generally vetixid on the ground' 
that the fiuanoial conditions prevailing in consequence of the war require 
the exercise of the utmost economy in expenditure. Without ’discussing 
whether Muhammadan questions are not in some respects equally.^ as 
important as questions of expenditure for the better housing of police 
■constables and other kindred matters, I think I may respectfully ask Your 
Excellency to consider if this excuse could be held justifiable up to August 
1914. There was then not only no war, but in I’eality a surfeit of available 
-cash in the coffers of Government. It was nothing but dilatorineas that 
prevented Muhammadan questions from being handled with the promptitude 
and firmness that were necessary, and the result now is that the almorirml 
conditions brought about by the war have had the effect of postponing 
Muhauimaflan questions almost indefinitely. My TjOi*d, the present presidency 
was reconstituted in April 1912 in pursuance of a grave wrong inflicted on 
an unsuspecting and loyal community. 

At tbis moment Ihe bell rang as the time-limit liad expired. 

The Hon'ble Maulvi Fazl-ui,-Haq said :— 

“ My Lord, may I have a few minutes to conclude.” 

The Presii^nt said :— 

, “ l am afraid I cannot allow that. The Hon’ble Member will understand 

that if I allowed it in bis case, I should have to allow it in all eases. He will 
himself realize the impossibility of my doing that.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. E. B. Euen said :— 

” My Lord, I have only a very few remarks to make on the Budget which 
is now bofore the Hdu^e. 

The estimated deficit ol^Ets. 11,20,(>Q0 is nc^ .a very serious matter in 
provincial finance when we consider that the surpluses over and above the 
Estimates for th^ past two years have added the sutn of Bs. 66 lakhs to the 
■opening balance of the current year, and especially when we have been told 
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that the current year’s Estimates of Expenditure include several items of 
non-recurrin|r expenditure amounting to Ra. 34,63,640. 

Locking at th^ totals'of the Estimated Receipts nrnl Expenditure for the 
current year there does nofappear to be any serious falling off in Revenue 
or any very serious increase in the total of Expenditure, and the ptwition may 
be taken to be one of temporarily arrested pr^ress due to the exigencies of 
the war and to a wise and cautious ‘ marking time ’ until the war is over. 

I listened with great interest lo the appeals made by Hon’ble Members; 
at the discussion of the Revised Financial Statement, when they asked that 
provision might bo made for various matters in which they wore interested 
on behalf of their constituencies, and there was one resolution which appealed 
to me more than otliers, and that was when the Hon’bJe Babu Ambika 
(!3haran Mozumdar moved that furth^r^provision should 1)3 niad<j for drodginy 
the Kumar River and referred to the necessity and the importance of improv¬ 
ing the communications with the Bheel Route Canal. 

In this connection, my Lord, 1 should like to take the opportunity to refer 
to the Grand Trunk Canal Project which is now under consideration 
and which has for its object the provision of a shorter and more easily 
navigable route for inland steamers and boats between Eastern Bengal and 
Calcutta than that at present in use md the Sundarbans. The carrying out 
of this scheme will have such a far-reaching effect on the greater usefulness 
of the rivers of Piastern Bengal that f trust nothing will be allowed lO' 

' .interfere with its consideration and its early adoption, so that no time may Is- 
lost in proceeding with it when finances are available. 

In addition to the great advantages which this Gram! Trunk Canali 
will confer on the districts and waterways of Plastern Bengal, 1 believe it will 
bring immense and hitherto scarcely realised advantages to this City of 
Calcutta. 

It will not merely benefit the Shipping Companies and the Merchants of 
Calcutta who have dealings with P^asteni Bengal and Assam, not inCrtdy the 
pef)ple on the new water-borne trade route and the far-<)ff places served by it, 
but it will, I have reason to believe, improve the conditions of traffic on the 
River Hooghly by reducing the’eongesrion in the highway for wean-going ships. 

It will enlarge the area of Calcutta by reclaiming pestilent swamps, extend¬ 
ing building sites for industrial and manufacturing areas well served by rriad^ 
rail and water, and also extend indefinitely a new Hul)urb^in area that the 
fniprovement Trust and the Corporation inighl wall Hear in mind and utiliso 
for the health and convenience of futun* generations who are destined to Hvi? 
in this City. I fervently hope tliat no time will be lost in the materialisation 
of such an admirable and beneficent project. 

The outstanding feature of this Budget is the amounts which have been 
allotted for improving the Police organisation of the province and in providing' 
for its necessities. This is a matter which has been too long deferred and is 
now imperatively ne.ceesary. I trust, when the war is over and finances are 
more elasrii!, that the full scheme for the reform and improvement of this 
very necessary department of good Government, in which a beginning.has 
now been made, will then be proceeded with. ’ 

Many Hon’blo Members have objected to the expenditure on Police and > 
Administration and have advocated that the money allotted to these objects 
should be spent on other objects, notably on Sanitation and Edufuition, 

Sanitation, my Lord, is a matter of extreme iai|}ortanpa to the health of 
the community: irrigation and the provision of canals and waterways is of 
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vimilar importance to the prosperity o£ the community : education is abso¬ 
lutely necessary for the social development and progroas of the community : 
but, before we can advance either of these highly necessary objects, we mast 
secure Law and Order. ' > 

The Police arc entrusted with the safety and the protection of the lives 
and property of the whole population of this province, both in Calcutta and 
in the Mufassal, and yet there is no doubt that the whole Force, particularly 
in the middle an I lower grades, is woefully underpaid. 

Indian ^lentlemen and Indian Newspapers are continually finding fault 
with the Police. Cases of extortion and corruption are often brought to light, 
which to a largo extent justify this criticism ; but how is it possible for any 
roasonal>lo man to expect that a h'orce compose I of the class of meu from which 
the rank and file are recruited, should be able to withstand the temptation of 
increasing their meagre incomes by illicit inetho Is wheti undoubtedly there is 
often opportunity of doing so without mmdi chance of detection ? 

With these few remarks, I bog to commend the Budget to the acceptance 
of lion’ble Members.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandha Datia said :— 

My Lord, the discussion of a truly war budget cannot be very 
iiiU^restiug or profitable. A policy of severe retrenchment has been laid 
down. At a time of such financial storm and stress the departmental budgets 
should be pruned to the utmost extent and strict economy observed in the 
general administration of tht* country. Tiie question, therefore, naturally 
arises \vl)cth(U‘. juilgod hy this test, the Budget undc-r discussion is one upon 
which we can congratulate the Ho.i'blo Finance Member. Does it satisfy 
f.lie t(^st' of rigid economy? Idle only verdict which a careful and honest 
student of the Budget before us can pronounce is that it does not contain 
any I ra(!es (d economy. contention is that wasteful, if not reckless, 

<*xtravaganee is the one outstanding feature of tlic Budget. In order to 
substantiate my position it is necessary to entcu' into a minute and critical 
examination of the Budget. 

But hero I fet^l that we non-otheial iiKunbt i s labour under a great dis¬ 
advantage. ddie materials placed l>efore us are not sufficient Xor obtaining a 
real insight into the details of tiie Budget, d'he departmental budgets form 
the rt^al foundation of the Budget presented before the Council but for reasons 
which it is difficult to appreciatt; thc^se departnue.ital budgets are not vouch¬ 
safed to us Last year, my Lord, tin* Tlon’blt* tlie Maharaja Ranajit Sinha of 
Nashipur complaiimd about this and an assurance was given in a most solemn 
manner by the Hou’ble Mr. Beatson Boll that “as soon as departmental budgets 
were printoil, copies would be obtained on application by any Hon’ble 
Member.” Acting on this assurance 1 asked for the departmental budgcjts for 
tiio last two years but was told in reply th^- they were not available. Thus we 
are kept in blissful ignorance of the essential details of the Budget. My Lord, 
we are shown only tlie crust of the Budget—^^not the kernel of it : we are 
shown only the exterior of this monumental edifice, but we are not allowed to 
cross the threshold and even to have a peep into the vast and complex interior- 
In fact, my Lord, wo are treated like so many outcastes and untouchables 
before an ortlidox Hinflu temple. To invite a discussion of the Budget and 
at the Same time to withhold all informations from us is, to say the legist, to treat 
us very unfairly. Having given us the right to move resolutions ,on the Budget 
and having invited us to criticise the same, the Government, I maintain and 1 
claim, is in all fairness bound t) give us all reasonable facilities for properly 
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perfonningsili^ very respoiMsifate duty thus entrusted to de. Is it fair, I ask, 
to eaU :nB!fcn;ift very rospouaibie office and at the same time to place Buoh' 
obetruotiona as are ealouJatad tomake it impossible £or ub' to be useful dither 
to the Governtoent or to tlio people? Permit me, my Lord, to say that ii|! is 
something like a hide and seek pcarne, taking away by the left hand) what is 
given by^he right. Our right to discuss the Budget is a mere illusion. 
There is no reality about it Our right to move repolutions on the Budget is a 
shadow without a substance. And to add insult to injuiy,^ will ;^our Lordship 
believe that during the last year’s budget debate a responsible member of the 
Government taunted the non-official members with the remark that they 
praotised the art of oiratory in the budget meeting ? 

Now to come.back to my point., (. 

In the absence of fuller materials we.must content ourselves with a 
superficial study of the Budget. What do we find ? There has been absolutely 
•no retrenchment of cost of general administration in any department whatso¬ 
ever. Will anybody lay his finger; on any particular item and say that the 
normal expenditure has been cu tailed? My Lord,.you have announced y .tup 
intention to cut down the luxuries of the Cxovemmont House. We have, 
however, looked in vain for any such tendency in the Budget Ijefore us. So far 
as the current normal expenditure is concerned, there has been no reduction 
at all. On the. contrary we find that the cost of administration has been raised 
by leaps and. bounde. . We have got an additional Legal Bemembranoer at an 
additional. cost of three-qaartera of a lakh We„ have also been given an 
Additional Secretary and Uuder^Sucretary in the Political and Appointment 
Department at. a cost: of odasiderably over half a lakh. • 

Economy, like charity, should have begun at the home,of the Finance 
Minister and we might legitimately except some retrenchment in his own 
Department : but; he.seems tp have nothing but suprtMne contempt for hucIj 
copy-book maxin^s and, with a courage of conviction which defies not only 
[>ublic opinion but also the general principle enunciated by the Supreme 
Government; has created the post of an Additional Under-Secretaiy for the 
Financial Department. Hut you cannot charge the Finance Member with any 
thing like partiality to his own Department. For has he not made a larger 
grant for fees to pleaders in criminal cases in mufaasal amounting tO nearly half a 
lakh ? The Bench and the Bar are parts of the same machinery and the former 
also must, therefore, come in for its own share of the overflowing surpluses and 
accordingly we find provision made in the Budget fbr one tempot'ary District 
and Sessions Judge and, two Subordinate Judges who will not cost, us 
more than half a lakh. Several other new appointments have been created, 
but what is the good of multiplying instances ? Having Created ntimetoys new 
posts, high and low, during the pendency of the war, it is only in the fitness 
of thirlge that we should give new buildings to the new officers and their 
establishment. Accordingly the Budget |)rovi(iek the very modieht sum of a 
quarter of a crore of rupees for'new Wldlngte, Out 6f this tndre' than half is 
given to the Police. About 4Vlakh8 iS set a^rt for huildtTbgS in ecnhection 
with the partition of Midnapdro and Sf^eiiisihi^ '3 lakiis devoted to the 
quarters for servants of the ‘MhdtcM’ vOHtiij[e ; Bs. 40,'(k)0 for 

quarters of servants of the Beth(0h»e "Cc4Big%V^ quarters fot

my LOrd,'th« above does ndt exhaust j,fhe |tht td And' 
•xpendttuTes proposed to be undei^ak^ in'tHe'l&f7"'i8,'T havfe smu^erAtedr' 
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only some of them. At pages 5—10 of the* Financial Statement we find a’ 
list of the new schemes of a nioVe or less petty nature. They relate mostly tO' 
the creation of now posts, incremfent of pay, ne^ allowances, conveyance 
allowances, purchase of boats, etc. The non-recurring changes on account of 
these, schemes amount to about, 17 lakhs, and the recurring charges to 
over 2 lakhs.- But those are. after all, humble and jnodest schemes com¬ 
pared with the more ambitious new schemes which it is proposed to under¬ 
take during 1917-18. These also relate mostly to the creation of new 
posts and entertainment of new officers and increment of pay. The 
non-recurring charges on account of these schemes amount to about 11 
lakhs and the recurring charges to close upon 12 lakhs. Some of them may 
be urgent, but certainly most of them are not of any immediate and pressing 
urgency. The Ejnpire is in the throes of a life and death struggle. Is it. 
my Lord, the psychological moment to increase expenditure of administra¬ 
tion to such an - enormous extent as 1 have indicated above? Is it the 
proper time to have more officers and more men in all departments ? Is it 
the most opportune moment to invest money in bricks and mortars V New 
buildings will 110 doubt add to the comfort of our officers and men; surely 
we <lo not grudge this comfort. But the question arises ;—When your 
Lordshio is seriously contemplating to forego many of the ordinary luxuries 
of the Glovornment House, is it giaceful for our different departments to 
insist upon these new comforts at this critical moment ? Sliould our officers 
bo fiddling when the Empire is burning? Can’t they wait till the termination 
of the war ? Is it the rigid self-denial insisted upon during the period of 
storm arfd stress? No, my Lord, the Budget is not self-denying—it is selfish 
to a'degree. It is not a war lunlget and I cannot conscientiously congratulate 
the Finance Minister upon the Budget presented by him. 

‘ r 

1 propose next to dwell upon another aspect of the Budget. Rightly or 
wrongly, the Budget provides for nuuiorous new schemes as 1 have stated 
above. The question is—is there due correspondence between the different 
departments in which they are proposed to be introduced ? Year before 
laat in the provincial expenditure, the main savings that could be effected 
were under education, sanitation and police. Last year it was found im¬ 
possible to provide for the re^grant of unexpected balances of Imperial 
grants -for education, sanitation and police. So the three departments 
of education, sanitation and police were accorded the same treatment 
during the last two years. But a remarkable departure has been made 
.this year. Education and sanitation remain in the cold shade of neglect, 
but there has been an enormous increase in the police ohargos^w^ The 
schedule of new schemes costing os'er Rs. 5,©00 in any one year makes a most 
startling disclosure. Out of the total non-recurring charge of close upon 
11 lakhs, over Si' lakhs are appropriated by the miuierouL police projects, 
whereas education, sanitation and medical departments have received not a 
cowrie. These non-recurring charges are, however, oiili the thin end of the 
wedge, inasmuch as the recurring clMrges involved in these new schemes 
are close upon one lakh more than the non-recurring. Out of this recurring 
charge not a cowrie goes to sanitation ; less than half a l.akh is given to 
education ; more than 10 lakhs being appropriated by the police. It should 
be remembered that this is over and above tlie grant of 12 lakhs and 
65 tiiousand for ne'iv police buildings. Add to this the minor police scliemcs 
enamerateil at pages 6—9 of the Financial Statement, the non-recurring 
ohatges of which amount to close upon one lakh and recurring charges to over 
thvee-*qaartera of a lakh. The question, my Lord, is, is this a fair allotm^t ? 
My complaint is tliat whatever money there is at the disposal of the 
Oovwnment should have been proportionately distributed between education, 
sanitation, police and other pregressive departments. 
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My Lord, tlie Budg'ot should, as I said at an earlier st^e of the Bud^t 
discussion, reflect the popular wants and wishes. I do not think there is any- 
body in this House, ofificial or non-official, who will question this fuaditmental 
doctrine Let us see, nij Lord> if the Budget under discussion satisfies this 
essential test. Now, what is the position i There were as many as • 4* 
resolutions moved by the non-official Indian members asking not for money 
exceeding the estimate of expenditure but for tlie transfer of some money 
from one head to another. But excepting one resolution all the rest were 
opposed by the official benches. Some of these resolutions had the unani¬ 
mous support of all the non-official Indian members. Even the latter did not 
receive better consideration at the hands of the Government. It is obvious, 
my Lord, that the Budget would have been considerably and substantially 
different if the tax-payers of this vas^ province had any control over their own 
money and had any voice in the shaping of the Budget. The representatives 
of the people were unanimous in their demand for the transfer of some money 
to education and sanitation from some other heads, preferably the head under 
Police. If we had any real and substantial vetes to give, if the authorities 
responsible directly or indirectly for the Budget had any reason to care for the 
approval and support of the people, may I ask, iny Lord, if the wishes 
and feelings of the popular representatives would be so contemptuously 
disregarded? Why on earth should their wishes and views be so sum¬ 
marily brushed aside ? Did they—I ask in all seriousness,—did they, my 
Lord, propose anything of a revolutionary character ? Did they propose any 
drastic and radical change in the constitution or method of the Government ? 
Did they propose anything which was, as a matter of principle, essentially unac¬ 
ceptable to the Government ? If not, why should their resolutions be received 
with such contumely ? The Hon’ble Finance Member and his associates may or 
may not see eye to eye with us in these matters, but is that a sufficient justi¬ 
fication for opposing tooth and nail all these resolutions—even those relating to 
minor details and involving small costs ? One or two, or more of the non¬ 
official members may not be able to see things in their true perspective and 
may make suggestions and recommendations wffiich my Hon’ble colleagues on 
the other side of the House sincerely think will not conduce to the real in¬ 
terest of the people—nay I shall concede for ‘ arguments ’ sake ’ tliat' some of 
the non-official members may be perverse in their judgments. But can it be 
said very gracefully and reasonably that all the popular representatives of 
different shades of opinion have entered into a great conspiracy against 
the Financial administration and have taken a vow to b?'ing up resolutions 
which will not promote the real interests of the people ? Will any body aay 
that the bureacracy know moreIbout the country and its people, theirneedsand 
requirements, their wants and wishes th.nn the non-official members whose weal 
and woe are bound up indissolubly with those of the people ? Is it suggested 
that when we plead the cause of the people we merely shed crocodile tears ? 
Are we mere birds of passage in this country ? Have we no abiding interest 
in the people and their welfare? Lord, it is high time that public opinion 
should be consulted in the matter of the Budget and in all important matters. 
It is high time that greater respect should be shewn to the views of the non¬ 
official members. Permit me, my Lord, to make the following quotation from 
the reply of Mr. Chamberlain to the Lancashire Deputation :— 

' India is changing rapidly. Lord Lansdowne spoke of the rapidity of 
the changes 20 years ago. . They have beau infinitely greater in the last 20 
years. We have called Indians to our Coaocils in increasing numbers^ They 
will take their share and play their part in the Government Of India, bot if 
you cell them into your Councils, if you invite them to take tbe ]^rt for 

* Th* puttkMr SB. ' 
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which they are qualified and to which they are entitled in the government and 
development of their country you must have patience with their views even 
when you think they ai:e mist^en. You must deal tenderly with the matters 
in which they are vitally interested and you must he willing to listen and 
when you can to grant their wishes.’ 

At the commencement of Your Excellency’s rule, my Lord, I shall take 
the liberty of saying this on behalf of the 10 millions of people whom 
Providence has committe t to your charge ;— 

‘ Have patience wkh our views even when your Lordship thinks we are 
mistaken ; deal tenderly with those matters in which we are vitally interest¬ 
ed ; be willing to listen to us and to grant our wishes if they are not of a 
revfJutionary character ; draw up a programme of reforms and improvements, 
it may be a moderate and modest programme, but have by all means' a cut- 
and-dried programme ; reform our council ; spread education ; make primary 
education free and compulsory so that the homes of His Majesty s Bengali 
subjects may be brightened and their labour sweetened ; make our towns 
and villages sanitary ; give us more and more share in the government and 
development of our country ; so that when at the end of five years your 
Lordship will lay down the reins you may be able^to reflect with satisfaction 
within yourself. 

‘ My programme is carried through ; my duty is done ; I am leaving 
Bengal and her people more advanced and more contented than I found 
them.’” 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashraf Ai,i Khan Ghaudhuri said 

" My Lord, the various aspects of the Budget have been discussed by other 
Hon’ble Members at great length, and 1 do not wisli at this stage to lengthen 
discussion by needless reiteration. But 1 shall bring forward the question of 
education in so far as it interests tho Muhammadans. 

Nearly a fortnight ago I moved a resolution i)i the Council for the establish¬ 
ment of a Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta. 1 did so because of a wide 
spread feeling amongst Muhammadans of the Province that something ought to 
be done for the advancement of Muhammadan education if the Muham¬ 
madans wish to take their proper place in this country. Muhammadans as a 
rule have suffered greatly for want of proper training and c lucation, and whilst 
they have been making trememlous efforts to improve their lot. others who are 
better fitted than they have made gigantic strides in different directions. We 
must by some means or otiicr make up the ground that we have lost, may be 
by our own faults or may be by the fault of others. But it is veiy doubtful 
that we can achicv'O the object without the sympathy and support of the 
Governffient. 

Situated as the people arc in this country in relation to the Cloverument, 
it is imviossible for us to take the initiative in any direction without the help 
of the Government. It is for this reason that we, who represent the j^ople 
and specially those like myself who represent tho Muhammadans, feel it our 
duty to bring forward before the Government these specific proposals for 
taking steps for the benefit of our community. It is a matter for great regret 
that in spite of our repeated attempts and insistent demands we have not up 
till now succeeded in persuading the Government in taking our view of biie 
lutuation or in adopting our solutions of the firoblein. 

Disappointed as we are in many respects we cannot ahord to Iteep quiet 
or to 'allow ourselves to adopt a quiescent attitude in matters which vitally 
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affect our interests. We must, if we are rights go on insisting till our demands 
are satisfied. The problem of education, my Lord, is to-day the bluest 
problem in India. Much will depend on how we face the problem. It is no 
doubt the duty of everyone to suggest the means of improvement, if there are 
any. But I repeat iny assertion that the initiative must come from the 
Goveimraent. I fail to see any indication that the Government have tackled 
the problem seriously. We have had the announcement lately from His 
Excellency the Viceroy in his Convocation speech in Calcutta that he proposes 
to establish a commission to inquire into the various phases of the educa¬ 
tional system of this countr}'. We appreciate this timely intervention of the 
Viceroy in such an important matter ; and we do hope that some good will 
come out of this step. But you will pardon us, my Lord, if we do not appear to 
be as entljusiastic in supporting this measure as the Government would like us 
to b(3. It may be that the circumstinces of the case require a thorough and 
searching investigatio.i into the whole system of education in this country. 
But we cannot help having doubts about its utility in view of the fact that 
several commissions which fiave reported on vainous branches of administra¬ 
tion in this country have not resulted so far in a definite change in the policy 
or administration of the Government. It is for this reason that we thought 
it desirable to submit our own plans for the acceptance of the Govern¬ 
ment, although we knew that very .shortly a commission was going to lx* 
appointed. 

1 do not see any reason my Lord, why the appointment of a cornmissian 
should stand in the way of the establishment of a Muhammadan college in 
(/'alcutta. As far as I know it is not in the terms of reference of that 
commission to discuss or decide whether sectarian colleges should or should 
not be established in any province. All that the commission would be 
supposed to deliberate on will be to consider the facts tliat prevail in, and 
principles that guide, the educational system in this country independent of 
the question of the establishment of sectarian colleges or universities. They 
will not be coucernod with colleges and endowments so much as wdth the 
methods of teaching and the principle and policy of administration through 
Government control on the one hand and the University supervision on the 
other. 

If the Governmoiit had seriously thought of establishing a Muhammadan 
college in Calcutta they would have found means for doing so in spite of the 
fact that they had to retrench in many departments on account of the war. 
We feel heartily grievevl fpr the indifference that Uie Government has shown 
in this matter, and we shall take the earliest oppijrtunity again to ventilate 
our grievances in order to persuade the Government to take this necessary 
step. 

Next in importance to education comes the crying evil of the insanitary 
conditions prevailing in this province. We are surprised to find, my Lord, 
that out of a budget of over six crores of rupees only a sum of two lakhs 
an i-a-half is Earmarked for expenditure under the head ‘'Sanitation.’ Out 
of this Rs. 50,000 again will be spent dn Dr. Bentley’s scheme for 
fl )oling malarial areas. With all doe deference to Your Excellency's 
government I must submit that in a province like Bengal the eKpend'tnre of 
only 2 lakhs of rupees for santta^ion is rank injustice to the people. We, 
who are pained and shocked at the slaughter of iniilions in Europe to-day, 
do bostow but little attention on the dovastatin^ influ mce of the terrible 
scourgtjs that kill the }KK>r inhabitahts of tfaw soil by the thousands and 
hundred of thousands, this matter the Govotnment have a responstNlity 
which is not a mean one. Education and sanitation shouLl be the first 
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ehftrges on the revenue oC the province. For a Government to spend the 
e<>ntemptible sum of 2 lakhs of rupees for sanitation is clearly a dereliction 
of duty on the part of the Government. Mj' Lord, three-fourths of the 
population of this country depend for their living on agricultural pursuits. 
It is the imperative duty of the Government to look to their welfare. One 
of the ways in which the Bcxtish Government has justified itself is that they 
have claimed that they have been the friend'erf the poor. For what the 
Government have done for the poorer sections of the community the Govern¬ 
ment may justly be proud. But I venture to submit that in the circumstances 
in which the Government officials are placed nowadays there cannot be that 
close touch and that human sympathy between the rulers and the ruled, 
which is necessary for the proper understanding of the feelings and wants of 
the people. A vast proportion of the people are an inarticulate mass who have 
not the power to appeal or to respond. This has been one of the chief 
reasons why the Government sometimes have undertaken or allowed others to 
undertake 4 thoughtless and injurious schemes which have adversely affected 
the interests of the agricultural population. Often it has been found that 
the alignmont of a railway line has been placed in such a way or l)riclge8 
built which by their direct or indirect effect on the soil or produce 
of the neighbouring places have ruined the pdor cultivators. The Sara- 
Serajganj line is one instance that I can readily point to. Is it not 
desirable in the interests of the agricultural population that some means 
should be found to allow them to represent their views in this C’ouncil ? It 
has been the principle ill this country to allow the people to represent their 
separate interests in the legislative assembly. We have for instance repre¬ 
sentatives of zamindars and others. In all fairness poor cultivators can 
demand that they filiould have their representatives as well. We hope that 
Your Fxceliency will suggest to the Imperial Government some measure for 
removing the great-felt want. I hope I will not be misunderstood, and I do 
n(rf wish to bring discretlit on any member of this Council, when I say that 
there are not many in the Legislative Council who really understand or are 
thoroughly conversant with the needs and requirements of the agricultural 
people. The 3 " have their special interests which require special treatment. 
The majority of the educated people of this country come from the wealthier 
and the middle classes. 

Altiiough they have a natural desire to do their utmost for the welfare 
of their country thej* often evince a half-hearted sympathy foi proposals 
which, although very imporrant from the point of view of the cultivating class, 
are not tliroctly concerned with the special interests wliich they represent. 
B^t if they were called upon to represent, speciallj' the separate interests of 
the agricultaral people, they would feel it their duty to acquaint themselves 
with the cirouinstances of these people and work for the betterment of their 
conditions in the Council and outside it.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sarkar said :— 

” My Lord, I am grateful for the grant of Rs. 3,50,000 to the Belgatchia 
Medical Cdiege. I am also grateful for the provision of Rs. d.yfi.OOO for 
medical education in other medical schools and colleges in Calcutta ; but 1 
feel that no budget for medical education will be complete without a provision 
for training village practitioners in Bengal. I may draw the attention of this 
Honee to a very importaiit resolution which was accepted last year by the 
Government of India and which was moved by my freind Dr. Banerjea in 
the Imperial Legislative Council in this connection. The proposal,-however, 
I am sorry to say, had not met with the support here that it deserved. We 
have also fco remember that we require 43,000 practitioners in Bengal at the 
mte of <me practitioner for a thousand souls. In England,- there are 80,000 
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practitioners fcA- 30 milHons of men. We have 46 millions of men and women 
here, and if iwel^e up the responsibility for medical aid we require >43,000^ 
more practitioners, cbnsiderinfir that the Sarjfeon-General has got on his list 
2,000 St the present day. He proposes to make up the deficiency by 
admitting 50 additional students to each of the existing medical colleges at 
Dacca and Sealdah. It is purely a question of arithmetic ami one can easily 
calculate the time that it will take to fill up the ^p. On the other hand, the 
scheme involved in Dr. Banerjea’s proposal is quite a simple one. It suggests 
that some medical schools of a mo lest standard should bo started in connec¬ 
tion with some existing hospitals, not necessarily in Calcutta, but in some of the 
mufaesal towns, for instance, Dacca, Chittagong and Rajsbahi. The staff 
being recruited from amongst local practitioners, such schools can give not 
only sound practical education within narrow limits, but a thorough training 
to a large nnmbor of village praotitioaqys within a course of three years. 
To me the scheme appears to be sound in principle, feasible in practice, 
highly economical and necessary and quite suited to the conditions of Bengal. 
Against this scheme, however, the Government scheme is to train a small 
number of liighly qualified medical men in highly expensive medical schools 
through a four or five years’ course ami through the medium of the Knglish 
language which has recently been .adopted on the recommendation ol the 
Council of Medical Registration. Well, the objections raistnl against our 
scheme are chiefly three. One is that medical education cannot he conducted 
through the medium of the vernacular language. My apswer to that is quite 
simple; for the last sixty years we have been training hundreds and 
hundreds of students through the me.dium of the , vernacular ianguage. 

I am a Bengali and t know woli the capacity of the Bengali language. 1 have 
trained hundreds of men tbrou^^h the medhim of the Bengali language. 

I do not know why we should invoke the aid of the Knglish language for 
giving medical training in Bengal. 1 must say, however, that the Bengali 
language is making very great and rapid progress. Are we to believe that- 
with their marvellous progress in other departments, it is degenerating or 
getting torpid in one direction, *.e., ot imparting medical knowledge . througlx 
its m^ium? 1 cannot explain the riddle. Whatever that may be, l.inust 
say that a great blow has been dealt to the growth of the vernacular medical 
literature by the action of the Council of Medical Registration. 

Another argument which has often been reiterated is this : that the 
Medical Council of Great Britain do not accept for registraticwi a man who 
has not passed through a four or five years’ course in any medical institution ; 
and (J>at they would naturally expect training through the medium of the 
English language. May I ask whether it is possible for the Government to 
flood the country with‘43,<X)0 medical men with five years’ training after the 
Matriculation examination even in the course of half a century? If not, 
what arrangement is proposed to supply the thousands of villagers who are 
suffenng from cholera anti dysentery. 'I’he Council of Medical Registration of 
England should not supply medical aid ; they may refuse registration, but 
are the thousands of quacks, who are now occupying the field, registered ? 
The first necessity if to save human life and to relieve human ..suffering, and 
what arrangement is proposed to meet these, before yOu can prepare the 
43,000 medical men through the rf^gular course of five years. The fact is 
that this country must hsive a vefy- Intge SufJIJly' frf moderately qttttiified 
medical men af soon as possible, I may be ^rmitted here to quote a few 
words of C:ol. Hendley, once TuspectOi^enefa! of Civil Hospitals, Bengal. 
He said in 155)9 ;— ' 

« ‘ Unfortunately it is ivapoisibie to havaa^graduate of a University or a 

Licentiate in Medicine and iBurgery in every The Ctwntry is 

/ 
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but we may have Civil Hospital Assistants, and for this reason and in order 
to avoid malpractice and scandal, we should-see that they are well trained, 
and likely to become, though it may be within narrow limits, thoroughly 
reliable men who could be trained to treat all ordinary cases or cases ofi 
disease or accidents.’ 

My Lord, this is not the first time that the lower medical education was 
proposed to be raised and restricted. On former occasions the Government 
had to .refuse sanction to the raising of the initial qualifications on the ground, 
as they put it, that as the vernacular medical scIkwIs supplied cheap rural 
practitioners, a higher initial standard might result in the suy'ply of good 
rural practitioners or might induce to raise the scab' of fees as thej" will 
ha.ve m(»re practice among wealthy classes and less among the poor, who in 
that case would bo left to the unlicensed practitioner, for which Dr. 
DanerjeU’s proposal seeks to provide. In fact, the Government have always 
been ready to do anything that will make their services costly to the villagers 
with an average income of Rs. 27 and, according to the late Mr. Gokhale. 
lls. 20 a year. . J 

•V 

The third argument is that when a large number of medical men with 
English qualifications is available, why go in for a lower standard. My 
answer is that if it is possible to train a large number of ptu’sons with high 
English qualifications, and if money be forthcoming for that piiiq o'^e, tlmse 
men will naturally require high remuneration fojr their services. We must 
also remember the fact that we do not prepare these men for the towns, but for 
the villages, where remuneration is often paid in kind and no), even in money. 
So, the ideal village practitioner must always identify himself complet(dy 
with the villager ; otherwise, he has no place there at all. Highly trained 
men—trained according to the Hon’ldc Surgeon-Generars nPw scheme—may 
be very good men as University graduaf,es. but they are too high for the 
villagers, who cannot afford to pay for their services. If that wore not so. I 
would have been the first person to a Ivocato that standard as the lowest and 
minimum standard for medical education in Bengal. Hut the circumstances 
of Bengal are quite different. I have already said that on account of the 
inadequacy in number and also on account of the high standard insisted 
upon the Surgeon-G-encral’s scheme is sure to be a failure so, far as the 
thousands of disease-stricken indigent villagers are concerned. But there 
is a larger question involved in this matter, and that is a question of 

f iving employment to a large number of unemployed middle class youths. 

his question, I believe, has been emphasized by some of the District Officers, 
and the idea is that many of those that are unemployed in villages might 
find suitable employment in medical practice after a imxlm'ate course. Such 
mcjderate medical 'education, 1 submit, must be imparted tlirougli the medium 
of the vernacular language in schools of moderate standards, and not in highly 
expensive schools in (Calcutta or Dacca. If tiie proposal involved iit 
Dr. Banerjea's scheme be accepted, it will not only facilirale the supply of 
medical aid to the poor villagers in the distant inufassal. but also go a long 
way to solve one of the most important problems of Bengal. 1 believe the 
GovernmeUt will not grudge a few thousand rupees a), least to perform an 
expariment in this connection. 

Under head Scientific and Miscellaneous there are two items of para¬ 
mount importance to the Presidency, viz , the two entries of expenditures, 
Director of Industries Rs. 30,000 and the lump grant of Re. .00,000. Thes'e 
with the addition to another'sum of Rs. 71.000 foi:^ fisheries make all that 
is Plotted to industries here, whereas the allotment for this purpose in a 
sister prosWency (Madras) is 9*25 lakhs. This is' particularly disheartening 
vttfeen we remember the feverish activity with which most people are now 
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pushing their industries- I do not ssy that Government ^Idne oah do all 
that is necesSary in this connection. But I believe that Bengal can do ihddb 
more than what is doing now if she gets tlie advantage of proper gotdanoe. 
In these days it has become an impossibility to develop industries without 
the help of Government. We look with admiration to what the Governmenie 
of Malras an! the UriiteJ Provinces are doing in this connection. While 
' ach of these provinces has got departments that organise em^riuniSt 
museums, bureaus, chemical laboratories, demonstration factories and rwder 
help t) industries in various other ways, we here have only an unsanotioned 
proposal for ihn appointment of a Director of unknown competenoe and 
sympathies. And the allotment of Rs. 30,000 for the Pireetor and Rs. 32.000 
out of the Rs. 50,0^/0 will very likely remain unutiliaed. Wo are told that 
eveiything in this connection mus( stand still, pending the report of the 
Industrial Commission. But the Commission is working for Madras and the 
United Provinces also and how are these Governments spending money 
in this connection. 

I may he permitted to allude to the activities of4he department in 
these provinces. 

In the Unite 1 Provinces glass, perfumes, bangles, heather, paper pulp, 
dyes, ho.«-iery, matcims, cotton spinning, chemical, metal wares, alcohol, furni- 
tun' industries were vigorously pushed by the Department. 8ouie of these like 
glass bangles industry and the indigenous dye industry were able to 
tli8[ilacc and replace the competing foreign industries to a great extent. In 
Madras, the defiartment has solved the problem of lime-brick making, pencil 
making, oil fuel furnace for glass making, paper pulp making, oilpressing 
and soap manufacture. 

Besides in the United Provinces tliere are eight technical schools that 
arc controlled by Government and besides these seven district weaving schools 
and pcu'ipatetic weaving schools that receive financial aid from Government. 
In Madras apart from the Government Technical Institute there were 37 
Industrial Institutions. There is no question that many of the industries in 
Madras and the United Provinces have received an impetus from the Industrial 
BcKtrds. We ha\e some industries struggling here in Bengal.” 

The HoiTble Dr. A nutJi.LA-AL-M a’mDn Suhkawabdy said ;— 

“ My Lord, for some time past education has occupied the first and 
foremost place in the thoughts of Moslem leaders anxious for the moral and 
mttterial regeneration of their community. It has l>een the favourite thente of 
discussion of the Mussalman members of the Council In the past. Two 
projects have been, with reiterated insistence, pressed uj on the attentien of 
Government—(a) the Muhammadan Arts College and (fc) extended hostel 
accommodation for Moslem students in CsUcutta. ■ 

Although 1 am aware of the fact that the project for the establishment 
of a Muhammadan Arts College has received the; 'sympathy and suppettt of 
Govornmenf, or rather the imprimatur of its sanctfoh, I would be failing in 
my duty if I do not give frank expression to my opinion'on the sabioct.' 
1 must confess that I am not in loye With the scheme which is the pet project 
f)f some of the Moslem members and vrith which even the 0iteotor .oi Public 
Instruction seems to be fascinated. 

(Ij In the first place 1 afn stroogly to the ini»lti|iiioatioli of 

colleges and schools in the heart a towti Hke Oaiooi^,, I <1® 

not see any special advantage in entmura^fhj^ ealmhh 

and serener atmosj here of the mufahsail 
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of living and education is twice as high as in the' mufassal, and where the 
snares and pitfalls for the young and the inexperienced are innumerable. 

(2^ Secondly, though a staunch believer in the principle of communal 
representation to which I owe my presence here to-day, 1 am not a believer 
in it in matters of education in the sense that we should have separate edu¬ 
cational institutions of our own. The disadvantages of purely denominational 
institutions are too obvious to require enumeration. Colleges and Schools 
are the training grounds from which we emerge into the battlefields of life, 
where no protection, no. preferential treatment, no assistance by the State 
can avail against strong and powerful adversaries. Students of denominational 
institutions^ unaccustomed tostrenuous efforts to overcome strong competitors 
of a different nationality, will have to face their adversaries for the first time 
on entering the battle of life and it would be a wonder of wonders if they 
escape defeat and annihilation from their opponents. 

Moreover, the cause of Moslem education in the past has not suffered for 
want of a denopiinational college. The most distinguished Indian Moslem 
graduatesj from the Right Hon’ble Syed Ameer Ali to the Hon'blo Nawab Sir 
Syed 6haniH-ui-Huda, are the product of mixed colleges. Indeed, the honour 
of claiming the fi^nner as one of its pupils belongs to a college in the mufassal. 

The Muhammadan Arts College is a fascinating ideal, but when disillu¬ 
sionment follows, I would not bo surprised if those, who are anxious to-day to 
stand sponsors at its birth, do not become its most violent critics and hurl 
denunciations at the authors of the scheme. 

In these days of financial stress when the necessaries of yesterday are 
fast becoming the luxuries of to-day, in the scheme of development and 
stimulation of the intellectual life of the Moslems, the Muhammadan Arts 
College would be the luxury of luxuries. 

The cause of Moslem education can be better advanced by affording 
Moslem students such facilities as would enable them to avail themselves to 
the fullest extent of the advantages of Western education in the existing 
arts and professional colleges, the doors of which are being gradually closed 
on them. A more liberal award of stipends and scholarships to studenia in 
the various stages of education—primary, secondai-y, collegiate, post-graduate— 
tenable in all the educational institutions, may yield to the community a 
harvest of men of which the nation may well be proud. The best intellects 
of the race fade and wither away' before the chill blast of poverty and 
penury—‘ the rathe primroses that forsaken die neglected in the shade.’ 
With the aid of stipends and scholarships desarving young men may pursue 
their studies of Law, Science, Medicine, Kngineeringand Commerce and qualify 
themselves to follow a profession and a career. , 

In the existing Arts and^profeasional colleges, however, 50 per cent, of 
the total number of places should bo reserved for Moslems to be thrown open 
to non-Moslems after a certain date if Moslems be not forthcoming. 

Obsessed with the one idea of the Arts College, its advocates have lost 
sight of the importance of'scientific, technical and professional education. 
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‘ 1 do not seek reward neither in this world nor in the next, 
repeat every moment 


Bat 1 

repeat every moment whether in weal or woe, 0 Lord ! 
such pre-eminence in knowledge and science as to excite envy 
soul of Avicenna.’ 


My Lord, these beautiful lines voice the noble aspirations and lofty 
ideals of Moslem scholars of bygfone days—the palmy days of iirfam when 
the splendours of Cordova, Granada, and Bagdad attracted students from 
the Four corners of the globe and illumined the darkness wmch lay 
around. Those days are gone for ever and the noble ideal of pursuit 
of knowledge for the sake of knowledge is unsuited to our times. We 
live in a practical age, and we demand a tangible reward and a sub¬ 
stantial return for our labours. Jn this commercial age, m 3 ' Lord, I need 
hardly t^ll Your Excellency that Moslem education must move with the 
times. Technical education is the great problem of the day. While the 
Hindu community is striving for the economic and industrial development 
of the country, the Muhammadans are still sleeping the sleep of ages. Their 
deep slumber is on] 3 ' broken b 3 ' the htful dream of the Arts Cellege. 


If the Muhammadan College comas into existence 1 should lika it to 
be located, not in Wellesley Square but somewhere in the suburbs, far from 
‘ the madding crowd’s ignoble strife,’ in some healtb 3 ', quiet, sequestered 
locality removed from the baneful influences of the metropolis which often 
go to blast many a brilliant career and bring death atfd sorrow to many 
a peaceful home. 

I invite the attention -of Government to the sovereign importance of 
encouragement of female education amongst Muslims. The Prophet has 
expressly declared the acquisition of knowledge by Muslims, male and female, 
^to be a sacred (lut 3 '. 

The intellectual renaissance and regeneration of our race can never be 
achieved if we do not lift up the veil of ignorance which separates the sacred 
precincts of the zenana from the world of light. 


The extension of liostel accommodation for Moslems is a commendable 
project and the claims of a community, which represents 52'3 per cent, of 
the total population, on the amount set apaH for hostel accommodations are 
obvious. 

m 

In the head ‘ Annual stipends to holders of literary titles ’, I see the 
recognition by Government of the well-known belief in India tliat the goddess 
of learning and goddess of wealth cannot dwell together. I wish to see 
an extension of this principle and inVite the attenijon of Government to the 
desirability of encouraging literary purauits by the sward of a number of 
literary pensions to Hindu and Muslim scholars. 

From literary to political pensions is a natural transition and my 
thoughts travel to the dl^scendants of Tippu Sultan, the sons and grandsons 
of his late Majesty Wajid Ali Shah and those of t^e Nawab Nazims of 
Bengal. I do not know' whether tif^k pefieions come from the Imperial or 
Provincial Revenue. But 1 do know ihatb they dw%ll in our midst and within 
our Presidency and the pensions of some of them have whittled down to 
the barest of pittance- The cost of living has enornuxisly increased since 
the outbreak of war, but there is no corresponding increase in the pensions. 
1 do not forget that this is hardfy the time for hsersase o£ expenditure, but 
I also do not forget that the war, wbi]st it oatls for economy in certain 
direction^ necessitates, on pditioal grounds,- au? ihcresse’ of eXfieUditiare in 
mhers. The claims of the house of Nisamst the tpeoiai cmisideiratioa of 
Government are matters of history. 
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My Lord, it is sad to contemplate the fort nes of the scions of the royal 
houses of Murshidabad, Mysore and Ou(ih in these evil days, and 1 hope and 
trust that the broad statesmanship of a farsighted and large-hearted Government 
would not permit, even in these day« of democracy and revolutionary ideas, 
the maelstrom of adverse circumstances to sweep away the pillars of 
Muslim aristrooracy, and engulf in utter ruin the bulwarks of loyalty to the 
British Crown in Bengal. 

As the Philological Secretary of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, 1 note 
with satisfaction that the revised estimate under head ‘ Donations to Scienti¬ 
fic Societies ’ includes a larger grant to the Asiatic. Society of Bengal. 
1 know that a monthly grant of Rs. 300 is made by Government for a 
Sanskrit'-scholar, connected with our Society, for the promotion ol Sanskrit 
learning. A similar grant to the Asiatic Society for the encouragement of 
research into the domain of Islamic literature, antiquities and history by 
some distinguished Mussalman scholar would be welcomed by the community. 

There is one other topic to which I would invite Your Excellency’s atten¬ 
tion—the paramount importance of the publication by Government of transla¬ 
tions of authentic works of Muslim Law. That distinguished jurist and patron 
of learning. Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, at the Annual Meeting of the Asiatic 
Society, Bengal (February 1915), presided over by His Excellency Lord 
Carndchael, delivered an elocjuent address, in which he made out a strong case 
for the encouragement by Government of the study of Islamic legal literature. 
He pointed out how, dazzled by the brilliant work accomplished in the 
domain of Muslim Law by distinguished scholars of France, Germany and 
Sweden, the Right Hoii’ble Syed Ameer Ali expressed the hope that ‘the 
British Indian Government in the midst of its executive - and administrative 
pre-occupations may find time to take into consideration that most important 
question, the administration of the Mussalman Law. which has supplied the 
Muhammadans of India with a substantial cause of grievance, together with 
the expediency of following the example of the French Government in 
Algeria and providing the Indian judiciary with authorized translations of 
the Fatatca Alanigtri, tlu^ Raddul Muhtar,, the Mabsut and other works of 
like standing.’ He furrlier emphasised the paramount duty of the Asiatic 
Society to take the lead in the initiation and accomplishment of tliia great 
undertaking, to enlist the sympathy and co-operation of scholars and to secure 
the necessary financial assistance from an enlightened Government. The 
keen interest evinced by the eminent Brahmin did not end with his speech. 
He has at last secured for the University an endowment of Rs. 25,000, made 
at his instance hy the Salehji Brothers, for the publicaiion of 'I’exts and 
translations of authentic works on Muslim Law. A grant from Government 
to the Asiatic Society, Bengal, or the University would supplement the noble 
eflForts of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee andjuri,her advance the cause of Muslim 
legal literature. 

My Lord, the shadows of war still darken the West. The world-wide 
conflict still continues to tax to the utmost the resources of the Empire and 
calls for the greatest sacrifice from its peoples. It is obvious, therefore, as 
indicated by Your Excellency the other day, that the realisation of our hopes 
and aspirations of administrative pr^igress and reforms must he postponed till 
the successful termination of the war—the triumph of civilisation, justice and 
humanity over the forces of barbarism, lawlessness and crime. In these days of 
atorm and stress, when important and necessary measures cannot be carried out 
for iack of funds, fain would I have followed the golden rule of silence. But 
I am anxious to place my views before the Council when Your Excellency has 
atiU the bunefit of the valuable advice, guidance and assistance of a distiu- 
^ished lawyer, far-sighted statesman and accomiiUshed scholar, thoroughly 
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eonversant with oui* needs and requirements, our hopes and aspiratiohs, and 
our virtues and failings. ^ 

I leave it to others to lament over shattered dreams, unrealised'ideals, 
blasted hopes, unfulfilled aspirations, broken pledges and unredeemed 
promises. Impressed by the striking difference between the past and the 
present I pause for a moment to determine the cause of the remarkable 
change which has recently taken place in the attitude of Government towards 
Moslem questions. 

As the only Mussalman member in this Council who lias the unique 
privilege of having been in the Councils of four successive rulers of Bengal— 
in the Council of the last of the Lieutenant-Governors and in that ot the 
first of the Governors of Bengal, I vefJtiye to think 1 am in a position to state 
that never did questions and problems affecting the rights and interests of 
our community receive that amount of attention and consideration which they 
received during the term of office of your illustrious predecessor. The reason is 
not far to seek. On the eve of his departure His Excellency Lord Carmichael 
himself told representative deputations of our community what we owed 
to the Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shams-nl-Huda. And as the repre¬ 
sentative of the Mussalmans of the Presidency, Burdwan and Orissa Divisions 
in the first Council under the Reform scheme and as the representative in 
Your Excellency’s Council of the Mussalmans of the premier division of 
Bengal. I avail myself of this opportunity—perhaps the last in this Council 
Chamber—to offer our tribute of thanks and gratitude to the Hon’ble Nawab 
Sir Syed Shams-ul-Huda for all that he has done in these troublous times 
to advance tlie best interests of the Musealinans who have ‘‘fallen on evil 
days and are with darkness and with danger compassed around." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hornell said ;— 

" My Lord, on the 31et March 1916, there were in Primary and 
Secondary Schools and in Colleges in Bengal about 1,730,000 pupils. This 
meant roughly that 42 out of every 100 boys of school-going age and 8 out of 
every 100 girls of school-going age were receiving instruction in these institu¬ 
tions. Of the above total about 76*4 per cent, were in the primary stage 
of instruction ; about 22‘3 per cent, in the secondary stage and about I’S in 
colleges. 

Ill England and Wales there were, in the year 1913-14, 6,288,846 students 
in Public Elementary and Secondary Schools (i.e. those Secondary Schools 
which came winhin the purview of the Hoard of .Education) and in University 
Colleges. No less than 96‘5 per cent, cf these students were pupils of Public 
Elementary Schools, 3*08 per cent, only were pupils of Secondary Schools, 
while '42 per. cent, only were in University Colleges. If you deduct the 
half-time scholars, the result is 2*9 per cent, of the t<Aal number of students 
in Secondary Sohools aifl ;l per pent, of the students in University OoH^^s. 

Turning to expenditure a sum of Rs. 37,72,76,449 was ^ent in 1912-13 
on Public Elementary Schools in England and Wales. The. contribution 
from the Treasury and from the rates atnoanted to 37 orores and 39 lakhs. 
The money Bf>ent during that year on such secondary schodUi as conie witbia 
the purview of the Board Educatibh wap 3 proree and 46 lakhs. Of 
t his amount 2 crores and 15 lakhs dame ftom /a^hat ^ire should cal! in India 
public funds. The total expenditute on Uaft^tsit^ coliefias in and 

Wales were 1 crore and 11 lakhs, an! the eontrihuliimi from publtu funds ^ah 
6u lakhs only including all the stipends paid hy'thp Bdht^of 
account of students, who were being trained to hdiftadhedsvot Fahlfc Eti^hieat- 
ary oohools at institutions of University standing. 
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In 1915-16, 43 lakhs were spent on primary schools in Bengfal, ot which 20 
l^hs came from public funds. Eighty lakhs were spent on secondary educa¬ 
tion, of which 16 lakhs came from public funds. Twenty-six lakhs were 
spent on University Colleges, of which 12 lakhs came from public fund's. 

The income from endowments on University colleges in England and 
Wales excluding the great Universities of Oxford and Cambridge amounts to 
nearly 2^ crores. The income which comes to colleges in Bengal from all 
private sources other than fees is about if lakhs. 

Now these figures make it quite clear that in Bengal compared with 
other countries the amount of money spent on primary education is out of all 
proportion to the amount spent on other grades of education. Perhaps in the 
peculiar conditions of India as the British Raj found it, this was inevitable, 
i do not even say that the policy which produced these results was not 
without some justification, But what seems to me to be absolutely beyond 
dispute is that if the demands of the masses for education are to receive 
serious attention, new and vast sources of revenue must somehow or other 
bo made available. There will clearly have to he some sacrifice some¬ 
where. Twenty lakhs may seem a very small sum to spend on primary educa¬ 
tion, but it looms fairly large when you compare it with the 12 lakhs vvliich 
are being spent annually from public funds on collegiate education. If the 
botter-to-do people of India are really becoming conscious of their responsi¬ 
bilities towards the masses, now is surely not the time to talk of reducing 
the coat to the recipients of University or secondary education ; rather I should 
have thought that it was time to he clamouring for endowments. 

It seems to me that it is above all incumbent oh those who are concerned 
with educational administration to examine the whole system w'jth a view to 
deci«ling whether there is not some waste somewhere. I would invite the 
attention of all who are seriously interested in the problem of education in 
Bengal to Education Oleneral Table X, which is attached to the last quinquin- 
nial review of educational progress in this Presidency. This table shows 
that there were on the Hist March 1912, 1^540,636 students in all the various 
stages of school education, from the lowest section of the infant standard to 
the Matriculation class. The analysis of the table reveals a number of 
rather startling facts. In the first place more than 51 per cent, of the 
total number of pupils were in the infant stage and nearly 39 per cent, 
were in the lowest or most rudimentary section of the infant class. The 
primary stage of instruction extends over two infant classes and four 
standards., and the percentage of pupils in the primary stage to the total 
number of pupil» works up to over 40 per cent It is also quite clear from 
the table that there is a tremendous exodus of pupils after the 3rd primary 
standard. The -figures are 132,000 as against 65,000—a reduction of more 
than 50 per cent. After that the figures become more stable. Even so, 
47,000 pupils who entered the 5th standard, t.e., the Ist class of the 
Middle Department, were reduced to 20,000 by the time the* Ist class of the 
high d ivision was reached ; and this number was further reduced by 10.000 
by the time the Matriculation class had been attained. Let us trace the 
fortune of these pupils a step further. In 1912, 4,161 candidates passed the 
Matriculation Examination from schools in Bengal, ,2,437 students from 
rfipA aift M In Bengal passed tho Intermediate Examination either in Arts 
or Science two years later, and last year 1,7^2 candidates from the 
Colleges passed the H. A. or B. Sc. examination. It thus took 
20,000 boys who started the High School course as pupils in schools 
re©<«nised by the University of Calcutta as fit to prepare and submit 
cknCidateiB for the Matriculation Examination, that is to say, boys who 
atarted out to prepare themselves for and presumably to, take up, 
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if poftsiblei University oout^es, to produce 1,7^2 B. A. or B. 8© 8. I will 
not take up. the time of the Council with reflections ou these figures, but 
it certainly seems to me that there is a very bad leakage somewhoret that 
primary schools are not fulfilling their function, triat boys, whose noeIs 
would be fully met by primary schools, arc crowding into middle Bohools, 
while those whose wants the middle school course would satisfy, are crowding 
ipto the high soliool classes iri'esj ective of their capacity to go through tl^e 
course. The educational ladder is all very well, but if you get such a 
tremendous crowd on lower rungs fhat those who ought to rise are kept back 
or even jostled off altogether, the ladder is not a very useful instrument 
for ascending. So much then for the general problem of education. 

I now turn to the detailed critcisins which have been offered. The 
Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur has asked us what is going to bo 
•done to improve primary schools in “Calcutta. He says that the wheels of 
the Govorninont coach move very slowly. The problem, as I have, said 
before, is a very difficult one. Some little progress has, I hope, been made. 
The position is this. The Municipality has considered the whole question 
and it has resolved that it will when opportunity offers endeavour to raise 
by loan money for the construction of primary schools on the understanding 
that the primary schools thus constructed would be maintained by grants 
received frQtn Government. The Hon’ble Member has said that he lias heard 
of many surveys being made. Possibly but no practical survey has as yet boon 
effected. The Inspector of Scliools in the Presidency Division is now having 
maps prepared of the whole of the Calcutta Munieipal area, showing what 
schools there are, both primary and secondary, and indicating on this map 
with reference to the population, what primary schools should be erected, 
when funds are available. 

I have nothing further to add with reference to the criticisms made 
except to say that the same Hon’ble Member is mistaken in saying that no 
provision is made in Western Bengal for zanarui education. As a matter of 
fact, there are S7 ‘ zanana teachers working in Western Bengal, and that 
happens to be exactly the same number as are working in Eastern Bengal.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Sir Sted Shams-ol-Huda said ;— 

” My Lord, I must thank Hon’ble Members for the attention which they 
have always paid to the branches of administration with which I have been 
specially connected—I mean local self-government and sanitation. Tliey have 
kept us bu.sy with questions at all times and have moved numerous resolu¬ 
tions with reference to the different aspects of those questions and these 
discussions have often been very profitable. 

In the course of the discussion to-day the greatest attention has been 
paid to the question of sanitation. In fact every Hon’blo Member, barring 
one or two, who have taken part in to-day’s debate has drawn attention to the 
inadequacy of the provision for sanitation. There is one fact which requires 
to bo stated and attention has already been drawn to it by my Hon’ble 
colleague, Mr. Beatson Bell, and that is (hat lakhs budgetted for sanita¬ 
tion represents only the amount required for sanitation of urlmn areas. 
Rural sanitation is in charge of the District Boards and they cannot comj^ain 
that they have not got sulScient funds to do all that they think neoeaaary in 
this direction, for in recent years they have gtA the whole of the Public Works 
cess assigned to them. Last year the addtitiaial income from this source came 
up to nearly .33 lakhs and if they ohooi^, ho far as vilfago sanitation ^St they 
can do a great deal with this inoney.^ 'The boneg>htiht has al ways that 
District Boards have negleicted aanitatiou atod ihveral Hon’blo Members havh 
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draw^ attention to the fact that they have spent most of their money on 
roada. •! n:*y Hon’ble friends that this is a matter which did 

not escape the attenflon of Government, and on the 12th of March last, 
we issued a circular to all the Commissioners of Divisions drawing 
attention to this aspect of the administration of District Boards. We 
said in the last paragraph of this circular :—‘ The Governor in Council 
deprecates the tondrncy to devote to communications large sums in excess 
of both the road cess receipt and the augmentation grant and desires to 
reiterate the desirability of utilising the Public Works cess for the objects 
mentioned in Mr. Samman’s letter referred to and specially for the impi'ove- 
ment of water-supply,’sp that the jiaramount interest of water-supply in rural 
areas has not escaped the attention of Government. 

As regards the question of water-supply in Municipal towns, no doubt 
the smallness of the. budget provision will affect these areas. 'I’hcre 
was a time when wo had more money to spend on urban sanitation than we 
knew' how to spend, and at that time, umnicipalitic^s were slow' in asking for 
Government contribution because they knew that whenever they askrcl for 
Government contribution Government would ask them to j'uy a certain 
proportion of the total cost. Tlicro are now a large number of sclu'mes 
which probably could have been executed if we luul more money, but 
having regard to the direction of the Secretary of .State that no new expendi¬ 
ture was to be undertaken and no new schemes wm-e to be financed unless 
they were likely to be immediately remunerative or were of ijninediate and 
imperative urgency. Having regard to these orders wo have to economise our 
resource and we choose between diflferent schemes, and after candul con¬ 
sideration we c,»uld only finanot' such schemes wliicli appeared to us to be 
extremely urgent, leaving the other schemes for the time when this financial 
stringency will have disappeared and I hope that time is not far dislant. 
This la a fiuestion which w'e had to discuss several times a few days ago 
when a number of resolutions were brougi t up l.eforothe House on the budget 
provisions, and I do not think that I need repeat all that 1 said then. 1 may, 
however, say that the (u-iticisms are to a great extent just, but my friends will 
realise that the circumstances arc exceptional and they must wait for some 
time before they can have all the monej’ that I hi'v n*quire for sanitation, and 
I may assure thorn that when that lima coinos, we wall have as much money 
as is necessary for the purposes. 

Some Hon’blc Members, especially the Hon’blo Rai Kadha Charan Pal 
Bahadur, have asked for information regarding Dr. Bentley’s experiment 
regarding malaria. 1 am glad to have tins opportunity of placing before the 
Council the various schemes which he is now trying to experiment upon. The 
first is a scheme.for flocKlingan agricultural area in Burdwan which will affect 
20 villages. The cost is estimated at Ils. 7,000. The second ’S a scheme of 
flood or flush drainage of the town of .langipiir which is estimated to cost 
Rb. 80,000. Its main features are as follows :— 

‘The general level of the town is a little below the ordinary flood level 
of the river. th(t inhabited portions being situated on artificially raised 
ground. During the raihy season flooii water will be admitted through all 
the drains, and a soi'ios of existing taaks and low lands which will become 
partially fl >odc 1 will b ' well inundated. When the river level falls, the 
aodumulated water will be allowed to flow back again to the river, scouring 
all the drainage channels through which it passes. This is an attempt to 
restore the natural system of flow and scour.’ 

/The third is a scheme for subsoil or underground drainage of an area of half 
a square mile in radius in Jalpaiguri district known as the Meenglas scheme, 
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ori^nally, whioh wab estimated to cost Jds. 13,700, but in the revised estiiuAtes 
has been raised to R^. 23,000. The idea is to-put the hill streanw which cpme 
down in flood during the rains, underground. There je also another scheme 
for ander-dhraining and flushing of a river bod near Ranopganj in the district 
of Bnrdwan called the Singaram scheme, originally estimated to cost Rs. 80,000, 
but which has been reduced in the revised estimate to Rs. 13,000. Some 
Hon’ble Members have made reference to the fact that the sum of Rs* 30,000 
only has been budgetted for these various schemes and have expressed the 
apprehension that the money may not suffice. As to that, I can assure my 
llon’ble friends that wears very keen about these experiments, and if more 
money is required, we will certainly do our best to meet the demand, and that 
these experiments will not be allowed to suffer for want of funds. 

The Hon’ble Raf Radha Charan Pal Bahadur has enquired as to the 
constitution of the Indian Reseai^ph Fund Association. The objects for 
which the Association .is established %re the prosecution and assistance of 
research, the propagation of knowledge and experimental measures generally 
in connection with the causation, mode of spread and prevention of cominnm- 
cable diseases. The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Department of Edu¬ 
cation of the Governmefat of India is the President of the Association as 
well as of the governing body, which consists of various Government official s. 
The. officer in charge of the Malaria Bureau and several others are also 
members. The members of the association are of two classes, namely, per¬ 
manent and temporary. The President and members of the governing body 
anjd every donor of Rs. 5,000 and upwards are permanent members. All sub¬ 
scribers of Rs. 100 and upwards are temporary members. This is the associa¬ 
tion w'hich has made a grant of Rs. '50,000 in aid of Dr. Bentley’s experiments. 

Some Hon’ble members have made a reference to the fact that during 
the last few years we have not given the District Boards the full amount of 
the augmentation grant. This was the question that was raised by on© of 
the Hon’ble Members of this Council by a resolution in which he asked the 
Government to make the grant without any deduction. I pointed out to 
him t[ie method of calculation which resulted in the gradual diminution of 
the amount of the augmentation grant, and I do not think that .1 need enter 
into the explanation again. I promised, however, that we would give from 
this year to the District Boards the full amount of the augmentation grant, 
and if we did nut find it possible lo pay the whole money, I said that the 
deficiency of this year will be made up next year. I think that this ought 
to satisfy Hon’ble Members who are keen on augmenting the resources of 
District B^rds. 1 have been criticised because I then stated that this 
augmentation grant represented the genesosity of Government towards the 
District Boards. 1 still adhere to that statement. It is not the generosity 
of the Provincial Government but oi the Government of India who made a 
pernmuent assignnient, to, the Government of Bengal for augmenting the 
resources of the Boards. The Government of Bengal had a share in that 
generosity because they had to find the difference between the fixed assign¬ 
ment and the increased grant from year to year by reason of the increase in 
the receipts on road cess. A claim has also been put forward that not only 
should we pay the whole of the alimentation grant from this year, but we 
should also pay what we have not paid during the last two years. I am sorry 
that I cannot make any such promise. Ak I said then it is a matter rf 
generosity for the Government, for ail District Boawis and Local Boards aro 
expected to stand oh their own legs and to catty on their normal elpendi- 
turo with their normal income. Therefore, I am sotry that altfadagh we 
intend to pay the full amount of the augOieikation grant, vt© oain miake no 

premise to make good the short paymenta thait wet© nsade during tlrn kuA law 
years. 
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The iJon’ble Rai Kadha Charan Pal Jiahadur has criticised the Budgei^ 
by saying that originally we biidgetted a very much larger sum for the 
augmentation grant, but that the actual expenditure was very much less. 
There seems tg be some misapprehension in my Hon’ble friend’s mind. What 
happened exactly was this : the amount of augmentation grant was budget- 
led without a full realisation of the growth of revenue from the rotid cess 
and it was found that according to the calculation that was then in vogue 
a smaller sum was due to the District Boards. Because the calculations were 
wrong the amount has been cut down. 

Some Hon’ble Members have asked what has been the effect of the 
appointment of sanitary inspectors in improving the health of the areas of 
which they were placed in charge. I may remind my Hon’ble friends that 
the Sanitary Officers’ Bill was passed only about three years ago, and that it 
was gradtially extended to different divisions of this Presidency and that the 
Health Officers and Sanitary Inspectors have been appointed in some of the 
municipalities only very recently. It is therefore premature to pronounce 
an opinion as to the effect of the ap;>ointment on the general health of the 
municipalities. At the same time 1 believe and Hon’ble Members will them- 
, selves understand that the situation is bound to improve vvlien there is a 
person with medical qualilications in impoiiant municipalities, to look after 
the sanitation of the iminicipal area which used to be gi-eatly neglected before 
these officers were appointed. 

, One Hon'ble Member has asked Government to make over to the Districl; 
Boards the whole of the proceeds from ferries. I may tell my Hon’ble friend 
that we do not recognise that the District Boards have any claims wi^ateve^ 
to the ferr)' receipts. The ferry receipts form a part of tire provincial 
revenues, and this Govcninicnt cannot, without the sanction of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, assign any part of the provincial revenues—we Were told this 
by the Government of India many years ago. They however said that they 
would not object to such transfer, provided it is accompanied by the transfer 
of an equal amount of expenditure borne by provincial .revenues. I cannot 
therefore hold out any hope of the ferry receipts being made over uncondi¬ 
tionally to the District Boards, and as the District Boards have now got such 
a large income the ferry receipts will not appreciably increase their resources. 

Reference has heoii made to the question of increasing the pay and 
prospects of IheMunsifs. When a resolution was moved in this Council in 
connection with the Budget to Increase the pay of the Munsifs I pointed out 
that the question was aiider the consi<Joration of the Public Services Commis¬ 
sion, thqt tliey had made their recommendations and these recommendations 
wore under th^ consideration of the Government of India, and that this 
Government could not. prejudge the matter and were waiting for the decision 
of the Government of India. That is exactly the position now; the 
Gov’ernttient of India have promised to deal with those recommendations 
expeditiously, and 1 think that when that is done, the positio^ will he found 
to be quite satisfactory to the members of the Judicial Service. I then 
Mlid—and tlie statement lias been criticised—that the recommendations ot the 
public Services Commission are on a more liberal scale than, the recommenda¬ 
tions in the resolution which was moved in Council. I said that to give partial 
relief to the Munsifs would ptejmlice them, because if some relief was given 
the Government of India might say that some relief had only recently been 
^Ven to tkem they might wait. I think that that was a reasonable statement 
and the criticisms that have been offered ate not just. 

Gn *he auBjeot of the Muhammadan Arts College and more hostels lor 
I think I have spoken on this sabject about a doaen times, 
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And I do not think it would serve any useful pui^pose if I We to gfo over the 
same Arg^utoeitts over again. 

These are the more important matters which have been raised in the 
Budget discussion, and I have very little more to say. I inUst express my 
«atefiil thanks to'r.be Eon’ble Rii Radha Charnn Pal Bahadur, the Hon’ble 
Dr. Sarbadhikari an^l the Hon’blo Dr. Suhrawardy for the very kind and 
coroplitnontary terms in which they have referred to my services as a member 
of the Executive Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lyon said * 

“My Lord, J need only intervene in this debate for a few minutes, as 
many of the matters concerning the Dgpartmenjts which I control have been 
dealt with very fully in the discussion Cf recent resolutions in this Council. 
But with reference to those resolutions I think 1 must raise a protest against 
the description of our prtxjeiidings which was given by the Hon’l>l(? Babu 
Ambika Churn Mazumdar. He has stated that with the exception of one, 
idl the 38 resolutions which were brought forw'ard were “ stubbornly resisted 
and I'ejected ” by Government. I think 1 shall carry the Council with me 
when 1 aay that this is hardly a correct statement. A largo number of these 
resolutions wei’e withdrawn by those members themselves who had brought 
them forward, after they had listened to the satisfactory statements—as they 
described them to be—made by the rnmnliere of Government on th<? subject. 
I may assure Hon’bfe Members also that we have made a very careful note 
of these resolutions and that the discussions relating to them will certainly 
bear fruit. As to the question of the Police, we dealt with our proposals so 
fully in the tkiurse pf the debates on the resolutionn that I have little more to 
say. One Hon’hlo Member objected to what he considered to be the some¬ 
what. indiscriminate praise lavished by me on the police. But 1 am consoled 
by the fact that, if I heard aright, he himself confessed to something in the 
nature of indiscriminate abuse. Well, my Loi’d, lam quite prepared to let iny 
praise stand for the deliberate consideration of the Hon’hle Memher himself 
and other Hon’hle Members ol this Council and I believe that time will show 
that that praise was justified. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem has asked whetijer the results 
achiei’ed justified the proposed oxpan liture I would invito the Hon’ble 
Member’s attention to the fact,that the main expmditure is of a new kind, for 
the provision of improved accommodation and new buildings for the police. 
This l>eing the case, I would suggest, that we must wait until the expenditure 
has been incurred before we can Icxik for results. W e are eommenoing to,improve 
buildings and to provide adequate accoihmondation for our police, and for the 
reasons which I previously gave to this Council at length, we have confidence 
that we are doing much to improve the work and the efficiency of the police 
in adopting this policy.* I would myself gladly See larger expondtture on 
education and sanitation, hut we cannot hope for progress until, as the 
Hon’ble Mr. Eden has observed, we .have secured law and order and are in a 
position to maintain internal iwaOe. We have great arrears to deal with in 
this matter, and we must persevere in disposing of these arrears before we 
can willingly reduce this iterrt in the Badget. ’ 

T should like to add a few words to. those .of my Hon’ble coUeagUe in 
charge of the Judicial Department on the ^bject of the pay cl I 

have myself been greatly interested fpr many yoSiri in the stains acid pros¬ 
pects the members ot the Provinoiai Judicial ^ririoe, and rbslieve that 
the members of that service will pot 
Eastern Bengal and Assam I was insttrnmoilt^ *1 
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eotisiderablo alleviation of the difficalties in .which they found themselves on 
the formation of the Pt*ovince. And I have been anxious to forward their 
interests in many ways. It was for that reason that I was glad that we were 
able to defeat, by iny casting vote as President, a well-meant attempt to help 
the Muifsiffs which was recently made in this Council, as it was clearly in 
their interests that this resolution to which I refer should he defeated. To 
adopt it would have been to complicate and delay the oortsideration of more 
favourable proposals by thoGovernment of India, pi'oposals brought forward by 
the Public Services Commission ; and T believe that to have made the less 
favourable proposition that was suggested in the resolution would definitely 
have endangered the adoption of the better scbenie that was already before 
the Government of India. 

The Hon’ble tiie Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan lias suggested, 
referring to the question of the meetings of this Council, that we require 
to ooucentnite the energies of the administration in Calcutta. I regret to say 
that on this matter I differ from him profoundly. In these days of devolution 
of authority, I look with the greatest suspicion on any harking back to 
anything in the nature of centralization. Tq develop the interior of this 
province of Bengal, and to bring the Government in all its functions nearer 
to the jMjople, are essential to the strengthening of the Province; and we 
wish to diffuse the energies and the intluenco of (iovernment rather than 
to concentrate them in one place. 

He and another speaker have referred to Ihe stay of (joverninent in 
Darjeeling as if this was a time of holiday and relaxation, of cornforl and 
luxury. I would venture to refer to the tale 4>r Sir Hoginald f’raddock’s 
experience in this matter, as detailed hy him in the Imperial Council 
recentij'. I Would add that my own experience, which is ev('h longer and 
more varied than his in this respect, entirely confirms his Views. I do not 
propose to detain the Council by dealing with this question at length, but I 
may say at once that, in my opinion, no defence could he offered for the 
move to Darjeeling, were it not the case that it is beneficial to the work of 
Government and tends to increase its efficiency. I am glad iiicdentally that, 
the temperature of this Council Chamber in Calcutta, in these days of April, 
adds force to the argument for our presont practice, and is calculated to 
confound those who oppose it. 

1 cannot resume my seat without acknowledging the very kind pereongl 
allusions which have been made to me. 1 have appreciated thdse allusions 
very deeply and am very grateful for tluMn. I first listened to a (duncil 
debate in this building in the year ; 1 was a laembcM- of one of the 

unreformed Councils ; and I was a member of tlie first Imperial Council, and 
of one of the first 'Provincial Councils, after the inf nvluction of tla^ n»cen( 
reforms. I have consequently had a sfH^cinl interest in the proceedings and 
work done in this Chamber ; and it is with great regret that T realise that 
the time has come for rno to sever my connection with this ('ouncil, from the 
members of which I have always received unfailing kin^lness and courtesy.” 

The Hon’bl© Mb. Beatson Bem. said :— 

“My Lord,as the House is aware, there are several departments under my 
administrative charge and various criticisms liave bi'on offer.-d in respect of 
the budgets of these departments. Before I deal with these, I would like to 
stune remarks regaining matters of a geiu^ral nature which have been 
brought before us. There has, as usual, iieeu considerable criticism about 
the buxiget procedure, and in particular about the part played by the Finance 
ODnrUi^Oe. I shaM pass over in the silence whieh it deserves the attack 
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which was made b}' the Hon’ble l^r.’ Rasul, who is not a memlwr ef the 
Finance Conimittee and who admits that his attack was based on *die tittle 
tattle. On the other hand, I must accord my Warm thanks for the j^reat 
assistance given to Mr. Donald and myself by the members of the finance 
Committee. It is very far from being the fact that we treated them as 
cyphers, or that we are in any way ungrateful for the very substantial help 
which they gave us in examining the Budget. In this connection, the Hon’ble 
Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwau has criticised us because in the Fiuanoe 
Committee we only considered schemes which had become what he calls 
‘ Ofystailized.’ If this ineaiis that the schemes of Government were fully 
prepared before we placed them before the Committee, we thank him for his 
remark. If, however, he means that the Committee should, on the spur of 
the moment, make an allotment in the Budget because some member of the 
Committee bits on a good idea—or what seems to be a good idea—I am afraid 
we cannot agree with him. If merafebrs* have gfxxi ideas their best course 
is to embody them in resolutions and get them accepted by the House and by 
Government, then they will surely find them placed before the Finance 
Committee. 

The Hon’ble Kai liadha Charan Pal Bahadur has made a well-meant 
suggestion that the Finance Committee should not only concern itself with the 
pr'Sparation of the Budj^t (in which as I have said just now it gives ue most 
valuable help), but that it should receive enlarged functions and should work 
throughout the year, examining the general piogress of expenditure and 
coasidoring all proposals for reappropriating the savings of one head’to meet 
the excess exptmditure of another. 1 am afraid that this s not a practical 
p-oposal. In fact, 1 may say, it is somewhat unconstitutional. It comes to 
this that the Finance Committee is not only to give us assistance in its 
constitutional work of preparing the Budget; it is also to usurp the functions 
of the Accountant-General and the Financial Department throughout the 
administration of the year. I thank the Hon’ble Member for his suggestion, 
but we cannot possibly accept it. 

Tli^n we have our old friend the ‘ departmental budget.’ 1 may say at 
once that I adhere to everything that I said last year. This is the first time 
1 have heard that any Hon’ble Member has been unable to see the depart¬ 
mental budgets. They are not secret documents, but they are no* ready 
until shortly after the general budget. When they are finally printed, any 
ohe can see them. Before that they are merely in draft and cannot be sent 
out of office. But while they are in dralt, any menober is welcome to come ' 
round and see (Jiein. In fact, the Hon’ble Rui Radha Charan Pal Bahadur 
came round and asked to see the budget of the Medical Department. It was 
placed at his entire disposal and he was' shown the full process of budget- 
making. 

There seems to fiave been some misunderstanding in the case of the 
Hon’ble Babu Akhit Chandra Datta. He had not only the facilities of his 
Hou’ble colleague; he had the additional advantage of being on the Finance 
Committee, any member of which can inspect any document connected with 
the Budget. I shall make inquiries into the Hou’ble Member’s - aitecifio 
complaint. I Shall also see that the departmental budgets of the year which 
is now beginning are promptly printed in a convenient form for the use of 
all members who are interested in them, 

'I'hen we ciuue to a grievance which 1^ been mentioned hj' many 
previous speakers, namely that Hon’hle Mah>^i>€irs had insuffioieht time to 
study the draft Financial Statement. Wis}}, I pointed, out the 

Hon’ble Members had Ip full days in whfefp to study 
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friend, the Hon'ble Babu Kishcu'i Motian Ohaudh^iri,- did' no? hegiin to etady 
his copy until the 4th of March. All I can say is that <jtk 2hth February 
it was sent round to the Calcutta address which he gare us. Our pecm book 
contains the signature of the friend or relation who signed on his behalf and! 
who apparently mislaid it. We cannot be blamed for this ; we delivered it 
punctually on the scheduled date, it is evident also that Hon’ble Members 
generally made full use of their 10 days. They proposed no fewer than 38 
resolutions. Tins is certainly a record in this Council, and 1 think it is a 
record in any Council in India. These 38 resolutions came on for discussion 
before a House containing a majority of non-official Indian members. The 
non-official Indian meml>ers are 28 against 23 others” of all kinds. It w’as 
before a House so constituted that these 38 resolutions came on for debate. 
We have been charged with systematioally voting down the unanimous opinion 
of the non-official Indian raembers. We would not do so if we couM ; and 
we could not do so if we would, for how can a permanent minority vote down 
a permanent majority ? The real fact, 1 am proud to say, is that Government 
can always rely upon substantial support from non-official Indian members 
■Tif this House. And what actually happened ? Out of these 38 resolutions, 
we accepted 4. Of the rest, 16 resolutions were withdrawn because satis¬ 
factory assurances were given from this side of tfae House ; in 7 more cases 
the m ivers did not press rheir proivisais ; and it is only in respect of 11 out 
of 38 resolutions that Government offft-ed any real opposition. Finally, out of 
these 11 contentious resolutions only 4 were taken to a division. 

Another matter of a somewhat general nature has been brought forward 
by one Hoii’bh^ Member who pointed out that we have large balances and 
suggested that these balances, instead of lying in treasurips, should be 
invested in some profitable manner—perhap.s in the war fund, perliaps in jute 
shares ; t ie Hon’ble Member made no specific suggestion. These balances 
arc not at oui' disposal. If the Hon’ble Member will read the very lucid 
explanation g. ven by the Hon’ble Sir William Meyer in the Imperial Oouncil, 
he will find that these balances are not at our disposal, but at the disposal of 
the Government of India. They are part of the ‘ways and means’ by 
which the Finance iMeml)er in the Imperial Council is able to curry on the 
administration of the Cv)untry and, as far as possible, reduce its debts. 
These funds arc not ours to invest, so tha tempting suggestion must be 
dropped. 

Turning to the dejiartmeuts which are under tny administrative charge, 
1 first notice laud revenue. It is very satisfactory to find that the land 
revenue receipts are coming in extremely well and that the province, as a 
whole, is in a state of agricultural prosperity. In this connection, 1 can 
assure my fr.end. the Hon’ble Muharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwaa, that 
I would be the very last man to lay sacrilegious haiids upon the permanent 
settlement. We must stick to our bargain, gpoJ or bad. It was not I, but 
my friends on the other side of the House, who recently pr-oppsed to 
re-examme this ancient oontraci. 

'Taming to another item in the Revenue Departmefnt,' when I addressed 
the House this time last year, wc were then in very great anxiety regarding 
the district of Baukura where a p )pulation of a million people wore threatened 
with severe famine. It is a matter of great gratification that the measures 
which Government was able to take, with the assistance of non-official 
Kuropsfans and Indians, were entirely successful. The district weathered 
a yea^ of tremendous stress and is now in a most prosperous condition, 
Hfon’hlfe Member hasJhought it worth while to allude to the JBankum famine. 
Perhaps, the House has almost forgotten it ; but it is worth while placing 
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on record that, partly in loana and partly, in relief operations, Government 
distributed 20 ^ 1 ‘ 4 khd of rupees, and not a rupee was wa&ted. J t^ke this 
opportunity of publicly mentioning the splendid work which was done by 
Mr. Cook, the Collector, who literally saved the district. 

Let Uts next consider agi-iculture. Several Hon’ble Members have 
criticised us because (so they say) we have done nothing in, the direction of 
printing Bengali pamphlets descriptive of our researches and replete with 
advice to the cultivators. Perhaps, some Hon’l)le Members recollect the 
striking sucoess which was achieved by the Swotdfan Bharat pamphlets. J 
admit that these pamphlets achieved their objects, and it is pleasant to hope 
that agricultural pamphlets may be equally successful. Practical experience, 
however, lias made us sceptical. It is not that wo have refrained frotii 
trying. We have tried again and again. I have brought some of our literary 
efforts with me. Here for example fe, the Kriahi Samachar. It contains^ 
a review of our work for the year and is full of information and advice to the' 
raiyat. Copies of the Kriahi Samaekar are scattered wholesale throughout 
the province and are obtainable for-the small sum of eight annas. To those 
who are unable to pay, we shall be happy to present a free copy. Then we 
have vernacular pamphlets about individual crops. Here is one about 
potatoes, one about chinabadam, one about diseases of mango trees. All these 
are at the disposal of any cultivator. Then hero is another very useful 
work which is now in the press— Bhd^atiya gabadi pnakur katipay byadhi — 
Some diseases of cattle in India.” 


The Hon’ble Kumsb SeUssekareswab Ray said :— 

“They are not advertised.” 

« ■“ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell said :— 

“ This speech is a good advertisement ; Imt we have all along advertised 
our literature by supplying our agricultural officers with plenty of spare 
copies. I fear, however, that this is not the bast way of speiiJingour money. 
What the raiyat really wants is not literature but ocular demonstjration. 
He wants to see the Ian 1 ploughed in his presence, the seed sown in his 
presence, the crop grown, watered, weeded and reaped in his presenoe. 
Unless he has seen all this and is thoroughly satisfied that we are showing 
him a good thing, all the literature in the world will never convince the 
Bengal raiyat. And I thoroughly sympathise with. him. 

One Hon’ble Member has pressed us to establish au agricultural school at 
Dacca, and has assured us that there is a very great demand for such an 
institution. Well, the Agricultural College at Sabour is the joint property of 
this Government and the Bihar Government and admits students from both 
provinces. Special facilities are given to the students of Bengal, and yet the 
place cannot be &Iled. We ha«^e been trying t'o make an experiment at Oacpa 
for the benefit of the sons of zamindars'ip that part of the epuntry. The 
scheme has been in several forms'at different stages. Our latest pi’oposal was 
cotunmnieated to the £^tem Bengal Landholders’ AsHooiallon/ We promised 
that if ten sons of zamindars would come forward and each pay Rs. AO a 
month, we would arrange for a practical epurae of afi^ricultural instruction al> 
the Dacofi farm* Ndt a IftBiglc candidate yet appeared. 

Turning now to the cogpcuite departm^nf of fisheries, the Hon'ble 
Abul Kasem has suggest^, that we slhoiiid abolish this departcuent. 
cannot listen to this pr^po^rpas eag^pefliion.^ Xv. Southwell, 

Director, has how boeh wm^dng for some yehrs ii^ Bengal. Xe has 
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a thorough knowled^^e of our local fish. He has paid particular attention to 
the subject oE carp and hilsa. It would be madness if, just, after the scienti- 
fio foundation l^a been laid, we deliberately throw away all our work and 
refrain from raisini^.the practical s^uperstriicture. If we had taken this course 
in the case of jute and piddy, we would never have been able to benefit the 
raiyats in tl^e way in which we are now benefiting them. 

Turning now to tho Public Works Departmint, I find that a miss of 
criticisms has been dlrccto 1 to the Damodar and Ajai flo )d8. I shall not 
detain this Council by discussing our proposals in detail. Suffice it to say 
that in addition to the ordinary expenditure wo have male a provision of 2^ 
lakhs of rupees, and it is our intention to spend every penny to the best 
advantage. We have also been asked to pay some attention to tlie rivers in 
the Rajshahi Division, the rivers Mahananda and Atrai. I can only saj- that 
the sanitary condition of tlie llajshahi Division is giving Government very 
serious thought If any gentlemen will inaRe some practi^l su.-gestion 
regarding tlio rivers of that division, we shall do our best to follow up the 
suggestion by a careful investigation. 

I have to thank the Hon’ble Mr. Eden for his veiy appropriate remarks 
regarding the Grand Trunk Canal, I can assure him that we have not the 
least intention of pigeonholing this project. It lias been worked up in its 
revised form by Mr. Addams-Williarns and it has been circulate.! to all who 
arc interested in the sclnMue, We are now receiving a mass of valuable 
criticisms. I am glad to say that most of these criticisms are in favour of 
our present scheme anti urge us to carry it into completion. The) scheme, 
however, will involve a capital expenditure of more than one million fiounds 
sterling. In the ordinary course, we would ask the Government vf India to 
advanct' this money.' At present this is out of the question, ami it is etjualiy 
impossible to go to tin; open market. Hut I can assure the Hon’ble Mr. Eden 
and all those ivho are interested in this great scheme that, as soon as normal 
conditions are resumofi, we have wery intention of taking it up and pushing 
it through. 

Another Hon’hle Memlxu-. dealing with the Public Works Department, 
has criticised the water-ways on the Sara-Serajgauj Railway. I am glad this 
case has lx)on mentioned. Every water-way on tTiis railway was personally 
exainimxl by the Superintending Engineer when the plans were under discus¬ 
sion. 1 personally went over (he line ami re-examinod the watei'-ways before 
the line was opened. Tlie Collector, an Indian gentleman, made yet another 
local inquiry after the first rainy season. He reported that the her 1th of the 
people had improved and not ileteriorated since the. line was made'. But in 
order t o make assuiance doubly sure wo have ordered yet another inquiry by 
the Superintending Phiginoer. I hope this will satisfy Hon’hle. Members that 
w© are fully aliv'e to the importance of wuiter-ways on railways. 

As regards the Commereial Department,' 1 regret that I have little to 
say. We are waiting for the report ef the Holland (commission and the 
appointment of oUr Director of Industries. For tho present, with the best 
wisH in the world, we can do practically nothing on a large scale. We are 
however giving financial help to Home Industries, and shall carry on the good 
work in which Lady Carmichael trwk so much interest. 

As regards Excise, I have to thank several Hon’ble Members for their 
kind words regarding the temperance policy of this Government. Our policy 
remains unchanged—the maximum of revenue and the minimum of consump¬ 
tion. It is to hear that our practical efforts to carry out this policy meet 
tbs approval of the House. 
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The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor dealing with Excise made what wati for 
him a somewhat itnusiial request—a request for the supply of free alcohol. 
He has asked that the TIniversity instead of buying ..Icohol in the Usual ^ay 
and paying duty, should get it free from duty. Well, that matter has been 
the subject of much oorrespondence between the University and. the Excise 
Department. Our policy is against the issue of aloohd ftee of duly. We 
. haye done it in the case of the Presidency College and the Museum, but we 
are not satisfied that we did right in making these concessions. Our experi¬ 
ence tells us tiiat when alcohol is given out free of duty, there is an 
unfortunate tendency on the part of its custodians not only to waste it, but to 
be negligent in watching it. It is true ^hat the Vice“ChanceUor assures us 
that the alcohol given to the University will he kept with the most scrupulous 
care and that there is no possibility of leakage; in other words, he assures 
us that the University v/ill look aff4r its alcohd with that scrupulous care 
which it bestgws ufon its examination papers. 

1 now turn to the question of income-tax. One Hon’ble Member has 
alluded to the fact that we estimated to the Government of India that the 
extra taxation which was to be earmarked as Imperial would bring in about 
Rs. 20.^0,(XK); that the actual takings were much larger ; and that we handed 
over the actual takings in place of the estimated sum. He has accused us 
of‘‘soft seutiineiit”. I confess 1 cannot see it. It seems to me a matter of 
common honesty. It was admittedly a figure which was difficult to estimate. 
If we had made au overestimate we should not have hesitated to ask for a 
refund. When we made an underestimate why should we not make an 
honest offering? 

As r^igards the Medical Department, we have been aske 1 to establish 
a Medical College at Dacca with the least possible delaj\ Well, in thp 
discussions of the Dacca University, the subject of nifedical education was one 
of the most difficult which engaged the attention of the Committee and of 
the Govermmmt. It is- still one of the most difficult questions and it is sure 
to receive very careful examination by the Commission which is soon to 
arrive from England. Meanwhile it is absolutely impossible for us to 
establish a Medical College at Dacca. 

We have been asked why there is no provision in the Budget for the 
School of Tropical Medicine in Calcutta. As Hon’ble Members are aware, 
splendid buildings have been built, but until we can obtain a staff to carry 
on the work there is no use making provision in the Budget. The officers 
of the I. M. 8. and the R. A. M. C. have respoh led so nobly to the call of 
their oountrj’ that it is quite impossible during the war to obtain a staff far our 
Tropical .School. Meanwhile, Sir I.,. Rogers and Colonel Sutherland are 
carrying on the wOrk. They are shown in the Budget as Professors of the 
Medical College. This is why there is no special entry against the T.Vopical 
School.

There is another medical matter—the Tuberculosis HdSjpital in Calcutta. 
This i« also a subject which is huug up owing to the -wrar^ but the House is 
no doubt aware that on the toqf of the ^Presidency General Hospital a 
Toberculosis Ward hws been cojBi^riict'^, on the roof , the Meiical 
College Hospital another is lA the Ctiaraie of caustruction. When the wkr is 
over and .funds and are avaHAhie, this sobjeot will receive early 

attentiou from Governmeut- f < , . ■ . , i 

Finally, T would refer to yrhai^ tho Hod’ble f)r. Sarkfr gaifi r^arding 
rernacuiar education ih inediici^i I do n^t knoiw i| t‘he'|lbaa 

understood from the Hori^ble Doctor’s remarks that this Has 
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aBSumed an attitude of non possumus to the pioposals which he advocated. 
Tills is very Ear from being the fact, for on this subject wo have at present 
a perfectly open mind. As a result of the roeolution whieh was passed in 
the Supreme Council, we have consulted many experts in this province, 
including Dr. Sarkar himself, and wlien we have received all the reports, 
we shall submit our views to the Government of India. I would only utter 
one word of warning. I do not admit that Bengal is terribly under-doctored, 
rinire is little difference between Bengal and my own country, Scotland. In 
Bengal there are 8 doctors for 10,000 people ; in Scotland there are 12. Th<* 
prop<a*tion is therefore 2 to 3, not a very striking difference. Of course, 
t he doctors here are not all of the same sclnxil of thought. The census 
tigureB, from which 1 have quoted, do not shew how many doctois have 
received western education and how many have received education in 
indigenous hcIukiIk of medicine. I know that many people in, this country 
inlinitely jirefer to be treatiHl by kavirajes or hakims; and I do not see any 
reason why Government should force them against their will to be treated 
by a doctor who has studied western medicine, either through the medium of 
English or the medium of the vernacular. 

Government have been asked to support, medical education of three 
distinct kinds—western education through the medium of English, western 
education through the vernacular, and education in indigenous schools of 
medicine. Personally, 1 should like to do something-dor them all. But the 
Stati' purse is not unlimited, and no single school can claim a monopoly. We 
mean to deal fairly towards all. 

Once mori', my Lord, I have to thank the House for the kindly recep¬ 
tion they have accorded to this Budget, and for the kindly remarks which 
have been made throughout the debate.'’ 

The Pbesjoent said ;— 

■‘Gentlemen. I believe it is customary at the conclusion of the oroceed- 
ings on the final stage of the Bu Iget for the President to say a few words 
in summing tip the results of the labours of the Oouiicil during the past 
S((88ion. 

Well, gentlemen, 1 have only presided at this Uouncil xluring the tail- 
end of the session, so to 8p<?ak, and I am not, therefore, in a position to carrj' 
out that function properly. 1 shall only detain you, therefore, on this occasion 
with a very few words. From the small experience which I have had of the 
proceedings of this Council I feel assured that there is no cause for members 
of the Council to'feel any despondency as to their achievements. I say that 
because while listening to some of the speeches which have been made 
to-day, I seemed here and there to detect a note of pessimism. Some Hon’ble 
Members suggested that the opportunities which they possess for brining 
infiuence to bear upon Government were not of very much value, \\ell, 
gentlemen, with all due respect to them I venture to say that I do really 
think they are under-estimating both the opportunities which occur and the 
advantage which is taken of those opportunities for bringing before the 
Government the feelin,ge and the wishes which they hold as representatives 
of the people. If I may say so, I think that the Hon’ble Maulvi Abul 
Kasem has arrived at a far more accurate estimate of the position than 
perhaps some of the other members have done, and I would commend to jihem 
the speech.^liich he made to-day in which he pointed out Vrith legitimate 
satisfaction that it was as the result of the resolution which he had himself 
moved in this Council that the Government were taking up a project for 
mitigating the eflFects of the floods oh the Dainodar. the Ajoy and other rivers.

Discussion of the Bridget.

Lot me oommond hi. o»n word, to the. Hoo^lo Member, who nioj- to 
Uhohring under Ji sense of their own futility. Tto Hon blo Memtor said 
‘ People in the Bur4wan Division are deeply grateful to Gtovernmdnt for 
proving Jls. 2,60,000 for projects for mitigating the effects of ^ floods at 
the Damodar, A joy and other rivers.’ And here comes the parti^lar part ol 
his speech which I wish to direct the attention of some Hon ble Members to. 
“This was done,’ he added, ‘ in pursuance of the resolution which was 
moved by me at the last meeting of this session Well, I merely qu<^ ^hat, 
gentlemen, as an example of what can be done, and w'hat is done, by Hon bTe 
Members of this Council. X . 


‘Then another Hon’blo Member, think it was the Hoii’ble Mr. Kasul, 
took exception in particular to the kinti of debate which takes place on this 
particular occasion, and he, bj'' the way, if one may form an opinion from 
what he himself said, is one (if those men who has had some little experience 
of the wisdom of the saying that a prophet is not without honour save in liis 
own country. He took exception to the particular proceedings at tlu' final 
stage of the Budget and he suggested that it would he a wise thing to abolish 
the general discussion wliich takes place and to devote more time, if 1 under¬ 
stood him rightly, to allowing members to move, resolutions at an ('arlier stage 
of the Budget proceedings. Well, so far as that goes, I know ot n<.> limitations 
which are imposed ons,Hon’ble Members who desire to move resolutions at 
the earlier stages of the Budget prexjeedings. 


1 would imagine, judging from what we were told by Mr. Bcatson Boll as 
to the numtter of resrylutions which have been moved this year, that Hon’ble 
Members find no limitations imposed in that respect. But apart from that, 
I think, it would bo a pity to abolish altogether this 0 i)portunity for a general 
discussion. Hou’ble Members may say the discussion is an academic one. 
Well that may be so in fact, but beliovrj me that when a member brings 
forward with moderation a case which he wishes to bring to the notice of the 
Government and the public, when he supports that case with sound arguments 
and with indisputable facts, then he may rest quite assured that even if the 
occasion on which he brings forward such a case is in essence merely an 
academic one, still his case must have its elfect not only upon the public outside 
but upon the Member of Government to whom it is more particularly addressed. 
I would ask members, therefore, not to take part in this discussion in a spirit 
of pessimism, but to take advantage of the opportunity provided them of 
bringing to the notice of Government matters of real importance for the 
Government’s consideration. 


Now, gentlemen, tBe\CQuncil as a whole has shown thftt they appreciate 
the difficulties of the present situation. They have admitted that funds are 
not forthcoming for‘large measures of reforms so long as the present 
lasts, and I appi;eciate the sense of respoiisibiJity which Hon’ble Membera 
have shown in that respect. At the s^e timc» some Hon’ble Members 
urged that larger sums ought to be spent on sanitation, and .upon edubation, 
and upon various other matters in winch they are interested.* 1 can assure 
them that we are as anxious as they are to spend funils upon all these 
matters, and we are only restrained from doing so by reason of the fact tKat 
we have not got the fijnds to spend. Befwe yew can spend lar^e sums of 
money you have got to get them. I ’Wpttld . venture tO sujggest fcp Hoh’blb 
Members that they might find some useful wotk during the Council vacation 
in turning over in their otvn minds methods fey which further fhhds 
be collected by the Govemment, and iii gouti? found their con^tithefibi^, 
and in educating their constituents upon that pbuat SO that, if the iiih© does 
come when the Imperial Government wnl consider it wise and tdItnpCNis 
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iinrtli^r taxes for thtt jjrost'cutiou of furtliHr rel’onus, tiuni the peojile will havA 
• been educated up to it, and they will more readily coneent to additional taxa¬ 
tion. That is only a Hiiggestion J throw out as to how Hon’ble Members 
inii^ht usefully employ tlndr spare time during the Council vacation. 

Now I only wish to say one word further and that is with regard to 
some remarks which have fallen here and there as to the particular way in 
which the funds which are at our disposal have been allotted in the Budget 
for the corning year. Some Ilon'ble genflemen have thought it would have 
been better to tiave given less inom'v to the police, and to have devoted more 
money to other objects. All I can say, gentlemen, is that I believe that at 
the present time it would bft Impossible r.o do anything more in the interest of 
the people of Bengal than to do what is possible to put the whole of the 
police force uf)on the best possible foundation. 

'•'lie Ilon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur. 1 think, has stated that 
ho vyiis much gratified at the sjieedy and successful manner in which the 
(lovernuienl dealt with the unfortunati' outbreak of dacoities in the city of 
Oalcxitta, and ho agn*ed tfiat under abnormal circumstances the (Government 
is justilied in dealing witli crimes of’tliat kind by abnormal nn^asuros, though 
he did not altogether agree, as 1 undorstood him, with the exact methods 
whiidi lht‘ (ioV(.u-nmcnt had ado|»ted. Well, gentlemen, I listened with 
interest to what he said upon that point, and it seemed to me that there was 
not after all so very large a difference between the Jlon’Iile Member and 
between the Government upon that matter. He admitted that under cir¬ 
cumstances of that kind we should have methods of dealing suiymanly with 
men wli(» commit those crimes. All he asked was, as I understood him, that 
some safeguard should be set up, such as an advisory committee. I forget 
his exact words, but at any rate somebody, who would stand to some extent 
•between tlie executive and the people with whom they wish to deal. Well I 
•don’t think there is a very great deal of difference between the Hon’ble 
Member and onrseives. We realise that in exercising these powers under the 
Defence of Imiia Act we have a tremendous responsibility thrown upon our 
shoulders, ami lean assure yon that in (exercising those great powers we do 
■take every precaul 1011 that is possible to prevent any possible miscarriage of 
justice, i'he Hon’ld(< Mfunber suggesti'd the creation of some body to wliich 
cases might lx* sulimitted. Well, you know yoursidves I am told, that it is the 
policy of this Government that cas (>8 of that kind should go beforo an impartial 
Judicial officer before action is i.aken upon them, and if you ponder upon 
that you will see that tln're is very little diffm-ence in intention bt'tween 
the Hon’bio Membor and ourselves. 

We deplore tine neciissity for the eniploynient of such powers as much 
•poesibly more, than you do. but the imcessity is tliere .and, so long as the 
ueooHsity remains, we sliall not fail to use thtmi. The circumstances are 
abnormal. Everybody admits that. If that was not admitted, those who 
love and admire Bengal most might well despair. The circurastanoes are 
abnormal, and what we have to do is. while dealing with the particular .evil 
which we find, to try to create an atmoiphere which will render the 
growth of that particular evil impossible. It is in that spirit, gentlemen, 

1 would appeal to you for your assistance and your co-operation. I would 

aak you, as the leaders of public opiuion in Bengal, to do what you can, not. 

in this Council Chamber but outside tliis Council Chamber, through the 

agency of the Priiss and through the agency of public meetings, to make it 
known that every responsible man who loves Bengal deplo^'es the existence 
in Bengal of a particular type of crime which makes the' exercise of abnormal 
powerni heoessary by the Government of Bengal. If you do that, I am sure 
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Diffcusmon af the Budget, Adjournment.

CALCUTTA, THE 10th MARCH 1917. 


RESOLUTION—No. 2^19Agri. 

The following advice on the subject of fish cultivation in tanks is 
published for general information. 

2. If a tank is not regularly stocked the supply of fish is not large 
enough to remunerate the lessee, and the profits of the owner are accordingly 
diminished. It is advisable for owners to stock tanks, because lessees are 
often content to take away the fish which they find and do not replenish > 
the stock.

3. Tanks are often stookefi with small fry which are bought at t^he rate 
of about Be. 1-4 per 1,000 : these small fry are not usually recognizable, and 
unless they are obtained from a reliable sijnr^, they frequently, contain a 
large quantity of predatory fish and of fish which do not grow to a large siae. 
It is therefore more eoohomical, when tlie quality of the small fry cannot be 
relied on, to buy larger fry which can be reoqgniaod : the price of these is 
generally about Es. 7 per 1,000. The Fiahefies Department can, however, 
supply a considerable quantity of small fry at a price which varies generally 
from Be. 1 to Es. 3 per 1,000 : the Department cannot absolutelv guarantee 
that the fry supplied will be all of one species, but they are collected with 
care, and their use is reoommendedi Applications for these fry should be 
made in the month of May to the Deputy DirectoV of Fisherfd®, WxBers’ 
Buddings, Oalcutta, and he will furnish particulars about takMig delivery. 
Besides suppljnng fry, the Fisheries Department can often recortimend reliable 
sources of supply. 

4. In Government letter No. 1077-81T.R., dated the 6th June 1916, 
addressed to Commissioners of Divisions, the Governor in Council issued 
certain instructions regulating tbe policy to be followed in settling 
Government fisheries. That letter t^uired that Collectors before settling a 
Government fishery should consider the possibility of constituting a 
Co-operative Society of fishermen, and where such a society was constituted, 
should give preference to the society in settlement. In the absence of a 
society, the Collector should give the lease to one or more selected fishermen 
in preference to persons who are not fishermen. The praetioe of settling 
Government fisheries by open and unrestricted auction was prohibited, and 
consultation with the Fisheries Department as to restriction of the seasons 
and methods of fishing was enjoined. These instructions wore issued 
primarily with reference to rivqr fisheries, but the Governor in Council desires 
that Collectors and other Government oflScers should also ap}>ly them, when 
conditions are suitable, in the settlement of the fishery rights in Government 
tanks, and he commends the principles stated above to the notice of local 
authoritdes and private owners. 

5. Tire lessee of a tank usually removes all the fish at the -time when 
his lease expires : when short-ferin leases are given the fish have no chance 
of growing to full size. It is therefore generally desirable to lease tanks for 
periods of about 5 years. 

6. A little weed is good for fish, but when there is too much weed a 
tank cannot be dragged. In most districts May is the l>e8t time tb clear 
superfluous weed from tanks.
